SPECIAL  NOTICE. 


Because  of  many  inquiries  and  mistakes  regarding  the  proper  certification 
of  delegates  to  the  General  Synod,  the  Secretary  herewith  sets  forth  the  ex¬ 
cellent  custom  in  use  since  the  Allegheny  meeting  in  the  matter  of  making  up 
the  roll.  At  that  meeting  the  Secretary  of  the  General  Synod  was  authorized 
and  directed  to  prepare  a  form  of  credentials  for  Synodical  delegations  to  the 
General  Synod,  which  he  was  to  duly  supply  to  all  Secretaries  of  the  District 
Synods.  It  was  also  ordered  that  the  Secretaries  of  the  District  Synods,  in 
furnishing  credentials  to  Synodical  delegations  to  the  General  Synod,  be  re¬ 
quired  to  prepare  the  same  in  duplicate,  furnishing  a  copy  to  the  Chairman  of 
the  delegation,  as  well  as  to  the  Secretary  of  the  General  Synod. 

Accordingly,  in  the  Spring  before  the  General  Synod  meets,  there  are  sent 
to  the  Secretaries  of  District  Synods  two  blank  forms  of  credentials,  both  to 
be  filled  up,  signed  and  sealed,  by  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the  Synod. 
One  of  these  documents  is  to  be  sent  at  once  to  the  Secretary  of  the  General 
Synod,  Rev.  Wm.  S.  Freas,  D.  D.,  105  S.  Beaver  St.,  York,  Pa.  No  delegate 
needs  any  further  credentials  than  this.  But  to  provide  against  loss  in  any  way 
of  the  credentials,  the  second  blank  copy,  duly  filled,  is  to  be  sent  by  the  officers 
of  Synod  to  the  chairman  of  their  delegation,  and  this  copy  he  is  to  keep  and 
bring  along  to  the  meeting  (and  not  send  to  the  Secretary  of  the  General 
Synod).  Unless  accidents  occur,  this  second  copy  need  not  be  produced,  as 
the  duplicate  thereof  is  supposed  to  be  already  in  the  hands  of  the  officers  of 
the  General  Synod.  The  roll  is  made  up  in  advance,  and  at  the  opening  of 
the  Convention  not  a  moment  is  lost  in  settling  who  are  entitled  to  seats,  but 
the  delegates  can  proceed  at  once  to  business. 

The  Secretary  of  each  District  Synod  is  requested,  near  the  time  of  the 
Convention,  to  correspond  with  the  Synodical  Delegations,  and  to  let  the 
Secretary  of  the  General  Synod  know  promptly  of  all  cases  where  alternates 
take  the  places  of  primarii.  Many  papers  are  always  anxious  to  have  a  cor¬ 
rect  and  complete  list  of  the  delegates  who  are  to  constitute  the  Convention.

THIRTY-EIGHTH  CONVENTION. 


FIRST  SERVICE. 


Wednesday  Evening. 

According  to  announcement,  the  delegates-elect  to  the  Thirty- 
Eighth  Convention  of  the  General  Synod,  assembled  in  the  First 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  of  Mansfield,  O.,  at  8  o’clock 
p.  m.,  June  9th,  1897.  The  large  auditorium  was  filled  by  the 
congregation  gathered  to  welcome  the  assembled  representatives 
of  the  Synods.  The  Secretary  of  the  General  Synod,  and  Rev. 
Drs.  J.  M.  Ruthrauff  and  J.  R.  Dimm,  conducted  the  opening 
exercises,  and  the  sermon  was  preached  by  the  President,  Rev. 
H.  Louis  Baugher,  D.  D.,  from  the  text :  “The  Lord  of  hosts  is 
with  us;  the  God  of  Jacob  is  our  refuge.”  Ps.  xlvi.  7. 

After  a  few  words  of  greeting  by  the  pastor,  Rev.  Dr.  H.  L. 
Wiles,  addresses  were  delivered  in  welcome  of  the  Synod  by 
S.  G.  Cummings,  Esq.,  and  Hon.  Henry  C.  Hedges,  the  first 
speaking  in  behalf  of  the  Lutheran  congregations,  and  the  latter 
for  the  city  and  citizens  of  Mansfield.  To  these  addresses  the 
President  made  brief  and  appropriate  response.  The  doxology 
was  then  sung,  and  the  benediction  was  pronounced  by  the 
President. 
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PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE 


FIRST  SESSION. 


Mansfield,  Ohio,  June  ioth,  1897, 
Thursday,  9  a.  m. 

At  the  time  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  the  General  Synod, 
a  full  representation  of  the  delegations  was  present,  and,  as  or¬ 
dered  by  the  General  Synod  at  Canton,  O.,  lots  were  drawn  for 
seats,  choice  of  location  was  made  by  the  chairmen  of  delegations 
as  each  preferred,  and  the  President,  Rev.  H.  Louis  Baugher,  D.  D., 
proceeded  to  open  the  Convention  according  to  the  New  Order  for 
the  Opening  of  Synods,  as  prepared  by  the  Common  Service  Com¬ 
mittee.  The  396th  Hymn  was  sung,  and  Ps.  xlvi.  and  John  xiv. 
were  read  as  lessons  from  Scripture,  after  which  the  President 
declared  the  Thirty-Eighth  Convention  duly  opened.

The  President  appointed  as  tellers  to  conduct  the  election  for 
officers,  Rev.  Dr.  D.  H.  Bauslin,  Mr.  W.  A.  Bair,  and  S.  G.  Cum¬ 
mings,  Esq.

Thursday,  2  p.  m. 

The  session  was  opened  with  prayer  by  Rev.  Geo.  W.  Miller, 
D.  D.,  after  which  the  minutes  were  duly  read  and  approved. 

The  committees  appointed  by  the  President  were  at  this  time 
announced.  For  the  sake  of  easy  reference  all  committees  ap¬ 
pointed  during  the  Convention  will  be  found  in  the  usual  place  at 
the  close  of  the  minutes. 

The  special  order  of  the  day  being  the  work  of  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sions,  the  report  of  the  Board  was  now  read  by  its  Secretary,  Rev. 
Geo.  Scholl,  D.  D.,  who  also  presented  the  biennial  report  of  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Board,  Mr.  Oliver  F.  Lantz.  (See  proceedings 
relating  to  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions.)

THIRD  SESSION. 

Mansfield,  O.,  June  11,  1897,  ) 

Friday,  9  a.  m.  j 

After  a  half-hour’s  devotional  service  led  by  Rev.  A.  A.  Parr, 
the  Synod  was  called  to  order  and  Rev.  E.  Dutt  led  in  prayer. 
The  roll  was  called  and  the  minutes  of  the  preceding  session 
were  read  and  approved. 
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By  common  consent  the  special  order  for  the  day  was  deferred 
to  hear  the  report  of  the  National  Home  for  the  Aged  at  Wash¬ 
ington,  D.  C.,  which  was  read  by  Rev.  W.  E.  Parson,  D.  D., 
and  is  as  follows  : 

Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Rational  Lutheran  Home  for  the 
Aged  of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church. 

A  full  statement  of  the  condition  and  needs  of  the  Home  was  presented  to 
the  General  Synod  in  June,  1895,  Hagerstown,  Md.  As  a  condition  to 
assuming  the  support  of  the  Home  the  General  Synod  required  that  the  prop¬ 
erty  should  be  transferred  to  the  control  of  that  body,  the  Board  of  Trustees 
to  be  nominated  by  the  General  Synod  as  in  the  case  of  the  other  Boards. 
This  transfer  was  duly  effected,  the  record  of  which,  by  the  consent  and  ap¬ 
proval  of  the  officers  of  the  General  Synod,  has  been  duly  entered  in  the  courts 
of  the  District  of  Columbia. 

In  order  to  meet  the  omission  that  was  made  by  the  General  Synod  in  not 
nominating  a  provisional  Board  to  act  until  the  next  convention,  the  Presi¬ 
dent  of  that  body,  Rev.  IT.  Louis  Baugher,  D.  B.,  with  the  approval  of  R.ev. 
W.  S.  Freas,  D.  D.,  Secretary,  nominated  the  following  persons  to  act  until  the 
next  meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  in  Mansfield,  Ohio  :

Since  that  date  Hon.  J.  A.  Swope  has  resigned,  his  place  being  filled  by  the 
election  of  Mr.  John  C.  Parker.

The  grounds  and  buildings  are  in  good  condition,  frequent  visits  to  the 
institution  having  been  made  by  your  President,  other  members  of  the  Board, 
and  regular  weekly  visits  by  representatives  of  the  Board  of  Lady  Managers. 

Our  accommodations  are  so  limited  in  the  present  cottage  that  we  shall  be 
compelled  before  long  to  either  enlarge  the  present  building  or  erect  another 
cottage.  In  the  judgment  of  your  Board,  the  next  cottage  built  should  have 
accommodations  for  not  less  than  twenty-five  persons. 
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Arrangements  were  made  last  spring  for  the  planting  of  one  hundred  shade 
and  fruit  trees,  also  shrubbery  and  grape  vines. 

The  beginnings  of  this  institution  are  small,  and  have  required  patience  on 
the  part  of  the  Board  during  the  last  several  years;  but  now  'that  we  have 
been  placed  on  the  list  of  Boards  to  be  supported  by  the  Church  at  large,  we 
shall  see  a  gradual  unfolding  of  this  work,  so  that  no  one  can  predict  to  what 
proportions  it  will  grow. 

The  Treasurer’s  Report  will  show  that  we  have  made  some  gains  in  the  matter 
of  finances.  The  apportionment  laid  for  our  uses  at  the  last  General  Synod  is 
beginning  to  be  realized.  Our  indebtedness  on  the  cottage  home  has  been 
reduced  in  the  sum  of  $2200,  as  well  as  all  expenses  paid,  interest  on  the  out¬ 
standing  debt,  and  insurance. 

The  members  of  the  General  Synod  will  remember  that  the  present  cottage 
was  only  a  temporary  expedient  for  confirming  the  gift  of  Mrs.  Utermehle,  and 
holding  the  property  under  the  terms  of  the  donor,  which  required  a  building 
to  be  completed  within  five  years.  The  several  inmates  now  in  the  Home 
occupy  all  the  rooms,  though  the  kitchen  and  diningroom  are  large  enough  to 
carry  twice  the  number.  We  expect  soon  to  add  four  or  six  rooms  to  this  build¬ 
ing.  There  are  applications  now  on  file,  to  which  we  have  been  compelled  to 
answer  that  we  had  no  room  at  present. 

The  General  Synod  will  understand  that  the  cost  per  capita  is  relatively  very 
much  higher  when  the  number  of  inmates  is  so  small. 

The  new  Boulevard  Electric  Railway  between  Washington  and  Baltimore 
has  been  opened  as  far  as  the  District  line,  and  the  cars  now  pass  within  sight 
of  the  cottage. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Home  has  been  brought 
into  direct  relation  to  the  General  Synod,  we  would  recommend  that  the  ap¬ 
pointment  of  a  Board  of  Visitors  be  discontinued,  since  the  Board  of  Trustees 
is  required  to  report  directly  to  the  General  Synod. 

We  recommend  also  that  the  same  apportionment  be  made  for  the  ensuing 
two  years,  viz. :  five  cents  per  capita,  and  that  all  our  congregations  be  strongly 
urged  to  raise  the  entire  amount. 

We  commend  this  new  charity  to  the  prayers  and  practical  sympathy  of 
the  churches.  Our  hope  is  that  by  generous  individual  gifts,  and  by  bequests, 
we  shall  at  an  early  day  be  enabled  to  do  large  things  for  this  worthy  class 
of  God’s  people.  Might  we  not  hope  that  some  steward  of  the  Lord  would  be 
moved  to  erect  a  cottage  on  these  beautiful  grounds  to  be  forever  a  memorial 
of  his  or  her  Christian  love? 

In  the  interests  of  a  complete  and  accurate  history  of  the  Home,  it  is  deemed 
best  to  insert  the  amendments  which  were  made  to  the  Constitution  in  obedi¬ 
ence  to  the  requirement  of  the  General  Synod  at  its  last  session.  They  are  as 
follows : 

Article  3  now  reads,  “  All  the  property  of  this  corporation,  real,  personal 
and  mixed,  together  with  such  sums  of  money  as  may  hereafter  be  secured  by 
donation,  bequest,  or  otherwise  as  an  endowment  fund  or  for  other  purposes, 
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shall  be  held,  managed  and  controlled  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  who  shall 
hold  office  for  two  years  and  be  appointed  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the 
General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  of  the  United  States,  and 
consisting  of  not  less  than  nine  nor  more  than  twenty  members,  at  least  five  of 
whom  shall  be  members  of  the  Lutheran  churches  in  Washington,  D.  C. 
Each  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  must  be  a  member  of  some  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Church  in  connection  with  the  said  General  Synod.” 

Article  4  reads,  “  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  the  entire  control  in  the 
matter  of  admission  of  applicants.  They  shall  have  absolute  government  of 
the  buildings  and  grounds,  and  the  authority  to  make  such  rules  and  regu¬ 
lations  as  are  necessary  for  the  proper  order  and  discipline  of  the  institution. 
They  shall  also  make  an  annual  statement  concerning  the  finances  and  general 
condition  of  the  Home,  which  report  shall  be  sent,  as  far  as  possible,  to  the 
patrons  of  the  Home,  to  the  Synods  contributing  to  its  support,  and  make  a 
full  report  to  the  General  Synod  at  each  of  its  regular  meetings.” 

The  Board  also  asks  the  passage  of  the  following  preamble  and  resolution 
empowering  them  to  sell  ten  acres,  according  to  the  original  deed  as  directed 
by  Mrs.  Utermehle  : 

Whereas,  By  the  deed  from  Sarah  Utermehle  to  the  National  Lutheran 
Home  for  the  Aged,  recorded  in  Liber  1543,  folio  348  of  the  land  records  of 
the  District  of  Columbia,  it  was  provided  that  if  it  should  be  found  necessary 
to  raise  funds  to  complete  the  proposed  buildings  on  said  property,  ten  acres  of 
the  land  therein  conveyed  should  be  surveyed  and  set  apart,  which  said  ten 
acres  should  be  sold  in  such  manner  and  for  such  price  and  upon  such  terms 
as  the  Board  of  Trustees  charged  with  the  management  of  said  Home  might 
deem  most  advantageous; 

“ And  whereas ,  It  is  necessary  in  order  to  pay  for  the  completion  of  the  build¬ 
ings  on  said  property  to  sell  ten  acres  of  the  said  land,  which  ten  acres  pro¬ 
posed  to  be  sold  having  been  surveyed  and  set  apart; 

“  And  whereas ,  The  National  Lutheran  Home  for  the  Aged,  by  its  deed  of 
the  sixth  day  of  September,  A.  D.  1895,  conveyed  all  of  its  said  land  to  the 
General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America,  in  whom  the  title  is  now  vested,  in  order  to  effectually  accomplish 
the  purposes  of  the  said  donor;  now  therefore  be  it 

“  Resolved ,  That  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in 
the  United  States  of  America,  doth  order  and  direct  a  sale  of  ten  acres  of  the 
land  conveyed  to  the  National  Lutheran  Home  for  the  Aged,  which  have  been 
surveyed  and  set  apart  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  deed  to  the  said 
Home,  and  doth  hereby  constitute  and  appoint  Mr.  Cornelius  Eckhardt  its 
true  and  lawful  attorney,  for  it  to  execute,  acknowledge  and  deliver  any  deed 
or  deeds  which  may  be  necessary  to  convey  the  same,  and  with  full  power  to 
affix  its  seal  thereto.”

The  special  order  of  the  day  was  now  taken  up  and  the  report 
of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  was  read  by  its  Secretary,  Rev. 
Dr.  A.  Stewart  Hartman.  (See  proceedings  relating  to  the  Board 
of  Home  Missions.) 

The  closing  prayer  was  made  by  Rev.  Dr.  W.  H.  Dunbar. 


FOURTH  SESSION. 

Friday,  2  p.  m. 

The  Synod  being  called  to  order  for  the  afternoon  session,  the 
President  called  on  Prof.  B.  F.  Prince  to  make  the  opening 
prayer,  after  which  the  minutes  of  the  morning  session  were  read 
and  approved. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Ecclesiastical  Corres¬ 
pondence,  Rev.  Dr.  J.  R.  Dimm,  here  stated  that  a  fraternal  dele¬ 
gate  was  present  from  the  United  Norwegian  Lutheran  Church  of 
America  and,  on  motion,  it  was  agreed  to  set  aside  the  special  order 
of  the  day  at  four  p.  m.  in  order  to  give  said  delegate  a  hearing. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  being  still  the  order, 
the  consideration  of  the  report  was  continued.  (See  proceedings 
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relating  to  the  Board  of  Home  Missions.)  During  the  discussion 
of  the  report  Mrs.  B.  F.  Prince,  delegate  of  the  Woman’s  Home 
and  Foreign  Missionary  Society  to  the  General  Synod,  was  intro¬ 
duced  and  presented  the  greetings  of  that  body  as  follows  : 

Mr.  President  and  Me?nbers  of  the  General  Synod :  The  Woman’s  Home 
and  Foreign  Missionary  Society  recently  assembled  in  convention  at  Dayton, 
Ohio,  extends  to  you  greetings,  and  tenders  thanks  for  the  interest  which  you 
have  taken  in  their  work,  and  for  the  generous  and  kind  support  which  you 
have  constantly  given  to  the  Society.  Without  the  assistance  of  the  ministry 
of  the  Church  it  would  have  been  impossible  for  those  first  interested  in  the 
movement  to  have  succeeded  in  effecting  an  organization  or  to  have  secured 
the  interest  of  the  women,  for  there  is  a  strong  feeling  of  loyalty  upon  the  part 
of  Lutheran  women  to  their  pastors,  and  they  are  slow  to  engage  in  an  enter¬ 
prise  which  does  not  meet  with  their  hearty  favor  and  support. 

While  this  work  has  been  of  great  benefit  to  the  women  of  the  Church,  we 
believe  that  the  Church  has  also  been  benefited  by  the  organization,  for  it  has 
awakened  a  greater  interest  in  the  subject  of  Missions,  and  is  an  educating  in¬ 
fluence  among  the  women  and  children  of  the  Church.  It  has  also  been  the 
means  of  gathering  the  small  amounts  that  might  have  been  wasted,  and 
cheerfully  and  willingly  have  they  been  given  into  the  Church’s  treasury,  to  ad¬ 
vance  the  cause  at  home  and  to  carry  on  a  work  in  the  foreign  field  that  can 
only  be  accomplished  by  woman’s  aid. 

The  Woman’s  Society  has  twenty-one  Synodical  Societies,  722  Auxiliaries, 
and  a  membership  of  19,490.  During  the  two  years  they  have  contributed 
$42,807.74,  an  increase  of  $361  over  the  former  biennium;  in  addition  to  this, 
boxes  valued  over  $10,000  have  been  sent  to  missionaries.  In  the  first  decade 
$104,126  were  raised;  in  this  decade  $169,991  have  been  secured,  an  increase 
of  $65,771,  and  there  are  two  more  years  in  which  to  work.  At  the  same  rate 
of  increase  the  Society  will  at  the  close  of  its  twentieth  year  have  secured  over 
$300,000  to  assist  in  the  missionary  operations  of  the  Church. 

The  Home  Mission  work  the  Society  has  sustained  embraces  eight  missions, 
with  a  membership  of  875,  an  increase  in  two  years  of  one  mission  and  279 
members.  Six  of  these  missions  have  houses  of  worship;  four  of  them  have 
been  built  since  the  last  convention;  one  has  a  temporary  building  on  its  own 
lot;  another  has  rented  a  house  and  fitted  it  up  for  church  purposes,  Never 
has  a  period  in  the  history  of  the  Society  been  so  fruitful  in  the  building  of 
churches. 

In  the  foreign  field  the  Society  has  seven  missionaries,  six  in  India  and  one 
in  Africa.  These  missionaries  have  charge  of  15  schools,  which  have  an  en¬ 
rollment  of  915  pupils.  In  these  schools  there  are  12  Bible  teachers  and  34 
secular  teachers.  They  also  have  charge  of  13  Sunday-schools,  six  zenanas, 
and  at  four  different  places  gospel  services  are  conducted  by  the  lady  mission¬ 
aries.  In  the  medical  department  most  of  the  work  has  been  carried  on  at  the 
Dispensary,  where  during  the  past  year  4441  patients  have  been  treated;  159 
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patients  have  also  been  treated  in  their  homes.  In  connection  with  the  Dis¬ 
pensary  there  are  seven  assistants,  one  a  Bible  reader,  who  conducts  gospel 
services. 

The  Jubilee  Medical  Home  for  the  medical  missionaries  was  completed  and 
occupied  in  the  fall  of  1895.  The  Hospital  will  be  opened  on  June  22d.  Two 
years  ago  it  was  decided  to  carry  out  the  original  plan  for  this  building,  and  an 
additional  $3500  is  being  raised  to  make  this  possible.  We  now  have  the 
best  Dispensary,  and  soon  will  have  the  best  Hospital,  in  that  section  in 
India. 

The  society  has  one  missionary  in  Africa,  a  Canadian  colored  woman,  who 
is  a  trained  nurse  and  is  a  valuable  helper  in  the  mission.  It  is  the  aim  of  the 
society  to  co-operate  with  the  Mission  Boards  of  the  Church,  wishing  to  occupy 
the  same  place  in  the  Church  that  woman  does  in  the  Christian  home,  desiring 
to  work  together  for  the  advancement  of  the  mission  interests  of  the  General 
Synod  Lutheran  Church,  and  helping  by  every  possible  means  to  send  to  those 
who  know  not  the  love  of  Christ  the  Gospel  message  of  salvation. 

It  is  the  earnest  prayer  of  the  Woman’s  Society  that  God’s  richest  blessing 
may  rest  upon  the  deliberations  of  this  General  Synod,  and  such  an  impetus  go 
forth  from  it  that  will  result  in  spiritual  good  to  the  Church,  and  great  advance¬ 
ment  in  the  cause  of  missions. 

The  President  properly  responded  to  the  above,  assuring  Mrs. 
Prince  of  our  interest  and  sympathy,  and  wished  God- speed  to  the 
work. 

A  telegram  from  Rev.  John  G.  Goettman,  D.  D.,  who  is  ill, 
was  received  and  was  as  follows  :  “  Allegheny  City,  June  n.  To 
the  General  Synod  of  the  Lutheran  Church,  Mansfield,  O. : 
Greetings  !  The  Lord  abundantly  bless  the  Mansfield  Convention. 
Gottes  Wort  und  Luther’s  Lehr,  vergehet  n  mund  nimmer  mehr.” 

On  motion,  the  President  was  instructed  to  send  an  appropriate 
response,  and  the  General  Synod  engaged  in  prayer  for  our 
brother,  led  by  Rev.  S.  B.  Barnitz,  D.  D. 

At  four  o’clock,  as  agreed  upon,  ITof.  E.  G.  Lund,  of  the  United 
Norwegian  Lutheran  Church,  was  introduced  to  the  President 
and  Synod,  and  in  a  forcible  address  conveyed  fraternal  good 
wishes  and  kindly  greetings  to  the  Convention.  The  President 
responded  and  both  addresses  were  received  with  keen  apprecia¬ 
tion  by  the  body.

The  half-hour  devotion  was  led  by  Rev.  Conrad  Huber,  at  the 
close  of  which  the  Synod  was  duly  called  to  order,  and  Rev.  C.  B.

Your  Hymn  Book  Publishing  Committee  respectfully  submit  the  following 
report :

cal  Lutheran  Church,  etc.,  held  in  Hagerstown,  Md.,  1895,  we  recommended 
the  Publication  of  Augsburg  Songs  Nos.  1  and  2  Combined  (see  pages  20  and 
21,  General  Synod  Minutes  for  1895).  The  recommendation  was  adopted, 
and  the  book  referred  to  has  been  published  by  the  Lutheran  Publication  So¬ 
ciety,  at  a  royalty  of  4^  cents  per  copy,  and  up  to  the  end  of  March  31st, 
inclusive,  1600  copies  have  been  sold. 

The  Committees  on  the  Revision  of  Hymns  and  the  Revision  of  Tunes  in 
the  Book  of  Worship  with  Tunes  finished  their  work  in  the  early  part  of  this 
year,  and,  according  to  the  instructions  of  the  General  Synod  (see  page  40, 
Minutes  1895),  referred  the  same  to  us.  After  much  correspondence  with 
owners  of  copyrights  of  music  and  hymns,  work  has  been  begun  in  the  matter 
of  publication,  and  the  Superintendent  of  the  Lutheran  Publication  House  in¬ 
forms  your  Committee  that,  if  nothing  not  now  foreseen  occur  to  prevent,  the 
book  will  be  issued  in  September  next.  The  royalty  to  the  General  Synod 
agreed  on,  on  the  new  edition,  will  be  the  same  as  that  on  the  old  edition, 
namely,  15  cents  on  the  music  edition,  8  cents  on  the  i6mo.  word  edition,  and 
6  cents  on  the  24mo.  word  edition. 

In  accordance  with  instructions  (see  page  50,  Minutes,  1895),  the  publica¬ 
tion  of  the  old  edition  of  the  Book  of  Worship  will  also  be  continued. 

Our  account  with  the  Lutheran  Publication  Society,  as  per  accompanying 
statement,  shows  that  the  earnings  from  royalties  amount  to  $1371.72,  deduct¬ 
ing  from  which  the  balance  due  the  Society  April  1,  1895,  leaves  a  balance  of 
$1140.27  due  us.  This  amount  we  have  requested  the  Society  to  retain  as  part 
payment  of  the  cost  of  plates  and  cash  paid  to  owners  of  copyrights,  for  the  use 
of  music  and  hymns  to  be  used  in  the  new  edition  of  the  Book  of  Worship.

served  in  our  individual  churches  as  the  “  Pastors’  Fund  Day,”  upon  which  the 
subject  shall  be  presented  to  our  people  and  the  annual  offering  of  ten  cents 
per  member  be  made. 

On  motion,  the  action  taken  concerning  the  invitation  to  view 
the  City  of  Mansfield  was  reconsidered  and  the  whole  matter  de¬ 
ferred  for  action  until  the  Monday  a.  m.  session. 

A  supplementary  report  of  the  Devotional  Committee  was  at 
this  time  made,  and  will  be  found  in  place  with  report  of  that  com¬ 
mittee  already  made. 

The  session  was  adjourned  with  prayer  by  Rev.  A.  R.  Steck. 


SIXTH  SESSION. 

Saturday,  i  :  30  p.  m. 

Rev.  C.  Edward  Keller  was  called  upon  to  begin  the  session 
with  prayer,  after  which  the  minutes  were  read  and  approved. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  was  taken  up  under 
the  head  of  unfinished  business.  (See  proceedings  relating  to  the 
Board  of  Home  Missions.) 

The  next  order  being  that  of  Orphans’  Homes,  the  report  of 
the  Home  at  Loysville  was  read  by  the  President  of  the  Board, 
Rev.  W.  H.  Dunbar,  D.  D.,  and,  on  motion,  was  adopted  as  read. 

Tressler  Orphans’  Home. 

The  two  years  since  our  last  report  have  been  full  of  blessings  to  our  Home. 
There  have  been  some  annoyances  and  anxieties,  such  as  are  always  incident 
to  the  management  of  such  an  institution;  there  has  been  some  sickness,  and 
two  deaths;  but  we  have  reason  to  be  profoundly  grateful  to  the  Heavenly 
Father  for  the  prosperity  which  He  has  granted  us. 

The  wants  of  the  institution  have  been  well  supplied.  It  has  been  the  aim 
to  conduct  its  temporal  affairs  with  the  greatest  economy  so  as  to  extend  the 
most  good  to  the  greatest  number,  and,  at  the  same  time,  make  it  the  best  pos¬ 
sible  with  the  means  at  our  command.  To  the  Church  we  owe  the  most  sin¬ 
cere  thanks  for  the  liberal  support  of  this  work. 

The  principal  improvement  during  this  time  has  been  the  erection  of  a  new 
laundry  building  and  the  introduction  of  the  most  approved  machinery.  This 
was  much  needed.  It  has  been  under  consideration  for  a  number  of  years.

THE  NEEDS  OF  THE  HOME. 

First  of  all,  continued  and  increased  liberality.  During  the  two  years  sixty 
children  have  been  admitted,  making  the  present  number  149.  Other  appli¬ 
cations  are  on  file  awaiting  favorable  action.  To  meet  payment  of  bills  for  the 
quarter  ending  May  31st  it  was  necessary  to  make  a  temporary  loan.  This  in¬ 
dicates  the  immediate  need  of  the  institution.  We  ask  that  all  money  in  the 
hands  of  church,  Sunday-school  and  synodical  treasurers  be  forwarded  at  once. 

We  also  need  a  Plospital  separate  from  the  main  building.  We  have  a  building 
that  can  be  used  for  this  purpose,  but  it  needs  proper  equipment.  To  provide 
for  this  will  require  $400  or  $500. 

We  need  to  make  provision  for  the  care  of  very  young  children.  At  present 
we  can  not  admit  children  under  six  years  of  age.  There  are  many  applica¬ 
tions  for  the  admittance  of  younger  children.  Such  a  provision  is  a  simple 
duty  that  the  Church  is  bound  to  meet.  It  would  be  a  most  blessed  work  and 
would  yield  the  most  blessed  result. 

We  need  provision  for  industrial  training.  We  should  have  shops  where 
boys  could  be  taught  the  first  elements  of  trades.  This  we  feel  is  most  im¬ 
portant. 

We  ask  your  earnest  consideration  of  these  needs.  Are  there  not  some 
large-hearted  stewards  whom  the  Lord  has  favored  with  an  abundance  of  the 
things  of  this  world  who  will  help  us  to  meet  these  needs?  We  ask  the  prayers 
and  continued  interest  of  the  Church  in  this  work.

Enlargement  of  the  Orphans’  Home  Work. 

On  motion,  it  was 

Resolved \  That  the  General  Synod  most  heartily  approve  the  call  from  the 
managers  of  our  Orphans’  Home  at  Loysville  for  the  enlargement  of  the  work 
there  by  the  addition  of  a  Nursery  Department  for  the  care  of  young  children 
and  also  an  Industrial  Department  for  the  training  of  the  beneficiaries  of  the 
Home,  and  that  we  commend  these  needs  to  the  sympathy  and  help  of  the 
benevolently  inclined  in  our  churches,  and  express  an  earnest  hope  that  they 
may  soon  be  supplied. 

It  was  agreed  that  the  report  of  the  Deaconess  Board  should  be 
heard  on  Monday  immediately  after  the  special  order  of  Church 
Extension  shall  be  concluded. 

On  motion,  an  order  for  fourteen  dollars  and  twenty- eight 
cents  was  granted  the  Secretary  of  the  General  Synod  for  neces¬ 
sary  expenses  of  the  Convention. 
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Lots  for  Western  Orphans’  Home. 

During  the  discussion  of  the  work  of  the  Loysville  Orphans’ 
Home,  it  was  stated  by  Rev.  W.  H.  Dunbar,  D.  D.,  President  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  that  owing  to  the  great  distance  of  our 
western  churches  from  this  Home  in  Pennsylvania,  there  was 
need  for  such  an  institution  located  somewhere  in  the  west. 
Thereupon  an  offer  was  made  by  Rev.  Dr.  PI.  W.  Kuhns,  ot 
Omaha,  Neb.,  to  the  effeet  that  he  would  give  a  block  of  twelve 
lots  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  city  of  Omaha  for  such  a 
Western  Orphans’  Home,  and  that  his  offer  would  remain  open 
for  consideration  and  acceptance  until  and  at  the  next  meeting  of 
the  General  Synod. 

On  motion,  a  commiitee  of  five  was  ordered  to  take  this  prop¬ 
osition  into  consideration  and  report  at  this  meeting  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod,  recommending  a  course  of  action  thereon,  and  such 
a  committee  was  at  once  appointed.  (See  List  of  Committees.) 

The  session  was  closed  and  adjournment  made  with  prayer  by 
Rev.  W.  G.  Thrall.

We  heartily  thank  the  Citizens’  Committee  for  their 
kind  invitation  and  regret  that  circumstances  prevent  our  acceptance  of  the 
same. 

A  resolution  was  offered  concerning  faulty  press  reports,  which, 
on  motion,  was  referred  to  the  committee  on  resolutions. 

It  was  agreed  to  hear  the  report  of  the  Common  Service  Com¬ 
mittee  immediately  after  the  special  order  for  the  morning  to¬ 
morrow.

Monday,  2  p.  m. 

The  President  asked  Rev.  V.  G.  A.  Tressler  to  make  the  open¬ 
ing  prayer. 
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The  minutes  were  read  and  approved. 

The  report  of  the  Statistical  Secretary  being  in  order,  was  read 
by  Rev.  Willis  S.  Hinman,  of  Columbia,  Pa.,  and  was  adopted. 

Statistical  Secretary's  Report. 

The  Statistical  Secretary  herewith  presents  his  biennial  report,  compiled 
from  the  parochial  reports  of  the  twenty-five  District  Synods  comprising  the 
General  Synod.  As  in  previous  years,  a  number  of  serious  errors  were  found 
in  the  statistical  tables  of  the  Synods.  The  Secretary  wishes  again  to  remind 
pastors  and  officers  of  Synods  of  the  need  of  care  and  accuracy  in  preparing 
reports,  in  order  that  our  biennial  summary  may  be  a  correct  exhibition  of  our 
statistics. 

The  tables  accompanying  this  report  show  the  results  of  each  of  the  two 
years,  1895  an<^  1896,  compiled  separately;  also  the  sum  total  for  the  two 
years  combined,  and  a  comparison  showing  the  increase  or  decrease  of  the 
closing  biennium  over  the  preceding  one. 

It  will  be  a  cause  of  regret  for  us  all  that  the  financial  depression  of  the 
past  few  years  has  affected  the  work  of  our  congregations,  as  will  be  manifest 
from  the  following  figures,  the  items  being  given  in  the  order  in  which  they 
appear  in  the  parochial  tables : 

There  are  at  present  in  our  District  Synods  1,508  churches,  or  32  more  than 
two  years  ago;  preaching  stations  206,  a  gain  of  38;  1,669  prayer-meetings 
are  regularly  held,  an  increase  of  242;  during  the  past  two  years  there  have 
been  312  students  for  the  ministry,  a  decrease  of  12;  33,772  catechumens 
have  been  instructed,  a  gain  of  205;  there  were  losses,  by  death,  4,823,  by 
certificate,  6,779,  other  losses,  11,442.  To  offset  these  there  were  accessions, 
by  infant  baptism,  6,276,  by  confirmation,  18,260,  by  certificate,  9,691,  and  by 
restoration,  2,713.  The  present  communicant  membership  is  184,728,  an 
increase  of  11,320  over  the  previous  biennium.  The  property  owned  by  our 
churches  is  estimated  at  $1 1,743,789.85,  a  gain  of  $1,366,402.52.  The  in¬ 
debtedness  on  this  property  is  $1,195,812.74,  an  increased  indebtedness  of 
$53,892.02.  The  local  expenses  of  our  congregations  were  $2,388,474.28,  or 
$103,165.97  less  than  during  the  preceding  two  years. 

We  report  1562  Sunday  Schools,  an  increase  of  137.  In  them  there  are 
23,061  teachers,  an  increase  of  71 1,  and  185,354  scholars,  a  gain  of  7,153. 
The  schools  contributed  for  local  objects,  $212,884.25,  or  $10,708.18  more 
than  in  the  previous  biennium,  and  gave  for  benevolence  $89,919.72,  a  de¬ 
crease  of  $8,795.59.  Our  Young  People’s  Societies  have  enrolled  44,248 
members,  who  contributed  for  local  objects,  $50,985,38,  and  for  benevolence 
$18,348.84. 

The  benevolent  contributions  of  our  congregations  have  been  as  follows, 
unfortunately  with  a  decrease  in  many  of  the  columns :  General  Synod 
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$3,617.66,  decrease  $384.29;  Synodical  Treasury  $15,809.70,  increase  $687.82; 
Home  Missions  $64,001.07,  decrease  $15,177.45;  Foreign  Missions  $52,269.23, 
decrease  $16,402.86;  Church  Extension  $49,874.45,  decrease  $32,091.07; 
Board  of  Education  $16,741.98,  increase  $2,473.88;  Beneficiary  Education 
$39,694.08,  decrease  $3,820.74;  Woman’s  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary 
Society  $62,709.29,  increase  $11,365.10;  Pastors’  Fund  $14,057.63,  increase 
$3,042.42;  Orphans’  Heme  $22,990.80,  decrease  $6,536.40;  Deaconess  Board 
$3,454.31,  increase  $2,952.42;  Home  for  the  Aged  $3137.70;  External 
Objects  $161,677.28,  decrease  $24,742.75;  Total  Benevolence  $509,468.21,  de¬ 
crease  $68,559.86;  Grand  Total  of  all  moneys  raised  for  all  purposes  $3,005,- 
620.18,  a  decrease  of  $120,798.29,  from  the  amount  raised  during  1893  and 
1894. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  note  that  the  large  decrease  of  this  biennium  from 
the  previous  one  is  largely  due  to  a  falling  off  of  contributions  during  1895, 
the  amounts  raised  in  1896  being  considerably  in  excess  of  the  contributions 
of  1895,  grand  total  for  1896  showing  a  gain  of  $31,965.82  over  the  total 
for  1895.  ^  Is  a^so  interest  that  the  membership  of  our  churches  and 

Sunday  Schools  increased  steadily  during  both  years.

Report  of  Committee  on  Temperance. 

Recognizing  the  great  evil  of  intemperance,  the  peril  it  entails  upon  the 
youth,  the  hindrance  it  puts  in  the  way  of  the  progress  of  the  gospel  and  of 
every  good  thing,  along  with  the  crime  and  misery  of  which  it  is  the  source; 

1.  Resolved,  That  this  Synod  reiterates  with  greater  emphasis,  if  needs  be,  its 
former  declarations,  and  protests  against  the  sale  and  use  of  intoxicating  drinks 
as  a  beverage. 

2.  Resolved,  That  it  becomes  every  minister  and  follower  of  Christ  to  make 
bold  testimony,  by  precept  and  example,  against  this  common  foe  cf  the  State, 
the  Church  and  the  home. 

3.  Resolved,  That  we  commend  the  good  purposes  of  the  American  Anti- 
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Saloon  League,  whose  object  is  “the  utter  destruction  of  the  open  grog-shop,” 
in  its  method  independent  of  party  affiliations,  to  our  ministers  and  people. 

4.  Resolved,  That  we  endorse  the  teaching  from  properly  authorized  text¬ 
books  of  scientific  temperance  instruction  in  our  public  schools,  and  that  we 
urge  upon  our  people  the  wisdom  of  giving  aid  to  wholesome  legislation  on 
this  subject,  that  our  young  people  and  children  may  have  proper  training  as 
to  the  effects  of  the  use  of  alcoholic  stimulants  upon  the  human  system.

The  report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Sunday-schools  was 
next  rendered  and  adopted.  It  here  follows  : 

Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Sunday-schools. 

In  such  a  gathering  as  this,  when  the  mind  is  occupied  by  the  legislative  and 
administrative  details  of  a  great  religious  organization  such  as  our  General 
Synod,  the  presentation  of  a  report  upon  the  present  status  and  future  outlook 
of  our  Sunday-schools  may  appear  to  some  as  a  matter  of  secondary  im¬ 
portance.  But  the  more  thought  we  will  give  to  our  Sunday-schools — their 
organization,  the  teaching  force,  the  material  of  study,  the  missionary  train¬ 
ing,  and  its  close  relation  to  congregational  growth  and  life — the  better  it  will 
be  for  us  as  churches  and  as  a  denomination.  To  the  colonel  in  active  battle 
the  fighting  force  at  his  immediate  service  may  seem  the  more  important  part 
of  the  army,  but  for  the  general  in  command  the  reserve  force  just  coming  into 
action  may  be  his  main  reliance.  The  Lutheran  Church  of  to-morrow  is  sit¬ 
ting  to-day  upon  our  Sunday-school  benches  As  go  our  Sunday-schools,  so 
goes  the  General  Synod.  The  far  view  of  history  gives  us  the  surest  perspec¬ 
tive  for  effective  action.  That  we  are  dealing  with  no  small  force  when  we 
consider  our  Sunday-school  work  is  instantly  appreciated  in  the  light  of  such 
vital  statistics  as  the  following  table  indicates. 

We  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  Mr.  Henry  S.  Boner  and  the  var¬ 
ious  Secretaries  of  our  district  synods  for  their  prompt  replies  to  our  request 
for  copies  of  their  synodical  minutes.

There  has  been  a  steady  advancement  in  every  item  of  school  life  since  the 
report  given  in  1895,  a*  Hagerstown.  According  to  one’s  mood  and  interest, 
how  each  man  is  moved  by  the  reflections  provoked  by  these  figures. 

The  fact  that  we  have  1,500  schools  placed  in  so  many  States  of  our  coun¬ 
try,  to  recall  that  23,000  teachers  and  officers  are  steadily  impress¬ 
ing  the  duty  of  Christian  consecration,  to  attempt  to  estimate  the  spiritual 
energy  resident  in  our  185,000  scholars,  to  consider  their  annual  contribution 
of  $151,000,  and  that  $46,000  of  this  amount  has  been  given  for  the  benevo¬ 
lent  operations  of  our  Church,  must  command  the  attention  and  admiration  of 
every  patriot  and  Lutheran. 

Is  this  large  investment  of  time,  brain,  wealth  and  affection  directed  to  the 
best  advantage? 

Can  there  be  better  organization,  more  of  thoroughness  in  teaching,  a  bet-

ter  arrangement  of  Bible  studies,  an  increase  of  gifts,  and  more  of  God’s  Spirit 
infused  into  our  schools? 

To  ask  and  to  consider  these  questions  seriously  insures  an  affirmative  an¬ 
swer.  Yes,  our  Sunday-school  work  can  be  advanced  and  perfected. 

First,  in  the  realm  of  organization,  we  must  give  more  attention  to  the  dif¬ 
ferences  in  the  capacity  and  ability  of  scholars,  arising  from  age  and  secular 
education. 

To  get  the  best  results  in  teaching  the  same  passage  of  Scripture,  the  truth 
must  be  presented  in  a  different  way  to  children  of  five,  ten,  fifteen  and  twenty 
years  of  age. 

To  ask  a  serious-minded  boy  of  eighteen  to  accept  the  same  method  of  Bib¬ 
lical  instruction  as  that  used  in  the  so-called  average  “big  school”  is  to  demean 
Biblical  study  and  make  a  sort  of  kindergarten  exercise  of  what  should  be  an 
advanced  grade  of  scholarship. 

To  a  certain  measure,  every  well  equipped  teacher  already  attempts  such  a 
method  of  instruction;  but  to  realize  the  desirable  end  of  graded  instruction 
there  must  be  better  organization  than  we  already  possess.  This  bettered  or¬ 
ganization  is  depedent  upon  four  factors,  i.  e.,  a  more  thoroughly  trained  teach¬ 
ing  body,  a  further  subdivision  of  the  student  body,  and  a  more  rational  ar¬ 
rangement  of  the  teaching  methods  and  material  taught.  It  is  now  openly 
declared  by  some  friends  of  the  Protestant  Sunday-schools  that  “  we  are  only- 
playing  at  teaching.”  President  Hervey,  of  the  Teachers’  College  of  New  York 
City,  has  recently  declared,  “The  times  have  changed,  and  children  have 
changed,  and  methods  and  standards  of  school  teaching  and  organization  have 
changed,  but  the  great  mass  of  Sunday-schools  have  not  changed.  In  secular 
education  there  has  been  little  short  of  a  revolution.  The  old  time  conception 
of  the  curriculum  that  regarded  ‘  the  three  RV  as  the  chief  diet  of  the  child 
has  given  way.  Instead,  we  have  the  conception  which  wrould  bring  the  very 
best  in  literature,  art,  music  and  nature  into  the  life  of  the  youngest  children. 
But  while  in  Sunday-school  theory  and  practice  there  has  been  progress,  there 
has  not  been  anything  like  so  complete  an  adjustment.  And  while  in  secular 
schools  there  is  an  increasing  demand  for  teachers  of  higher  education  and 
better  professional  training,  Sunday-schools,  as  a  rule,  are  taught  by  those 
whose  consecration  and  self-denying  spirit  are  greater  than  their  aptness  to 
teach.  Add  to  these  disadvantages  those  difficulties  inherent,  or  seemingly  so, 
in  Sunday-school  work— -crowded  and  noisy  rooms,  ill-graded  classes,  irregular¬ 
ity  of  attendance,  and  general  lack  of  authority,  and  the  fact  that  Sunday  comes 
only  once  a  week  and  Sunday-school  lasts  only  one  hour,  and  that  the  fires 
kindled  and  banked  often  go  out  between  Sundays — is  it  any  wonder  that 
many  people  distrust  the  present  Sunday-school  system  and  others  incline  to 
give  up  the  whole  thing  as  an  impracticable  scheme?” 

For  one,  I  do  not  share  in  this  despondent  attitude.  One  is  easily  tempted 
to  over-emphasize  the  mere  pedagogic  phase  of  the  Sunday-school  and  miss  the 
most  vital  and  helpful  fact  in  its  work,  i.  e.,  the  influence  of  individual  Chris¬ 
tian  character  and  aims  upon  the  pupil.  But  that  there  is  need  of  normal 
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training  for  a  more  effective  Sunday-school  instruction  each  pastor  realizes  as 
he  looks  over  his  teaching  force.  President  Plervey  goes  so  far  as  to  declare, 
“  Competent  instruction  can  not  be  provided  without  cost.  *  *  *  For  the 
teacher  in  the  school  of  Bible  study  must  ultimately  be  a  professional  teacher. 
*  *  *  He  must  have  a  bank  account  of  knowledge  and  principles  of  teaching 
upon  which  to  draw.  And  this  it  costs  time  and  money  to  provide.  *  *  *  St. 
Paul’s  consecration  was  not  less  because  he  stood  up  for  the  principle  ‘  the 
laborer  is  worthy  of  his  hire,’  and  took  pay  whenever  he  could  do  so  without 
danger  of  bringing  the  gospel  into  disrepute.  It  is  the  custom  for  those  who 
preach  to  receive  pay:  why  not  for  those  who  teach?” 

I  have  no  objection  to  the  principle  enunciated  by  Pres.  Plervey,  but  he 
must  be  very  imperfectly  acquainted  with  the  Sunday-school  treasuries  and 
charities  of  our  country  to  propose  such  tutorial  compensation  as  a  scheme  for 
immediate,  practical  applicatiou.  With  his  advanced  standard  of  teaching  I 
am  in  hearty  accord,  but  as  long  as  we  can  find  fairly  competent,  consecrated 
men  and  women  to  teach  in  our  Sunday-schools,  for  the  sake  of  Christ  and  the 
boys  and  girls  of  America,  I  feel  we  shall  actualize  in  large  measure  the  final 
purpose  of  all  Bible  teaching — the  salvation  of  souls.  But  to  place  the  first 
emphasis  on  personal  character  and  Christian  devotion  is  not  to  neglect  better 
intellectual  training  for  our  teachers.  Mr.  A.  C.  Albrecht,  one  of  the  most 
distinguished  of  our  Sunday-school  teachers,  has  aptly  said,  “The  normal  class 
is  not  one  for  studying  or  preparing  to  teach  the  next  Sunday’s  lesson.  It  has 
nothing  to  do  directly  with  the  subject  of  the  lessons  taught  on  Sunday,  nor 
with  any  series  of  Sunday-school  lessons  used  in  our  schools.  Its  object  is, 
“Teaching  how  to  teach.”  Mr.  Albrecht’s  article  entitled  “The  Normal 
Class  ”  appeared  in  our  Augsburg  S.  S.  Teacher  for  June,  and  is  worthy  read¬ 
ing  for  all  our  pastors  and  teachers.  In  it  he  declares : 

“  In  the  practical  work  of  conducting  a  normal  class  its  object  must  be 
continually  kept  in  mind,  that  of  ‘teaching  how  to  teach.’  The  studies  of 
this  class  should  include  the  origin,  nature,  structure  and  general  contents  of 
the  Bible;  the  main  features  of  Bible  chronology,  Bible  geography,  and 
oriental  manners  and  customs;  the  methods  of  using,  studying  and  teaching 
the  Bible.  On  the  method  of  conducting  such  a  class,  Dr.  Trumbull,  editor  of 
the  Sunday-school  l  imes,  and  a  leading  authority  on  matters  pertaining  to 
the  Sunday-school,  says  :  ‘A  class  of  this  kind  must  be  taught — not  lectured  to, 
but  taught;  and  in  order  to  its  teaching  it  must  be  under  a  teacher — one  -who 
realizes  the  difference  between  lecturing  and  teaching,  and  who  will  be  con¬ 
tent  with  nothing  short  of  teaching,  in  his  endeavors  with  the  class.  The 
very  idea  of  a  class  of  this  sort,  is  the  securing  of  effective  teaching  to  those 
who  have  not  gained  needful  instruction  through  pulpit  sermonizing  on  Sun¬ 
day  and  lecturing  on  week-days.  Hence,  the  methods  here  must  be  radically 
different  from  methods  there.  Those  who  are  to  teach  by  the  teaching  pro¬ 
cess  are  taught  what  to  teach  and  how  to  teach  it,  by  the  interlocutory  (or 
conversational)  method  of  teaching — the  only  method  of  elementary  teaching 
which  is  worthy  of  the  name  of  teaching.” 
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Permit  me  to  say  one  word  on  the  further  subdivision  of  the  student  body. 
This  is  really  a  problem  for  the  architect  rather  than  the  superintendent  of  the 
school.  The  old-fashioned  division  into  the  “  infant  department  ”  and  “  the 
big  school  ”  does  not  tend  to  either  good  order  or  the  magnifying  of  the  Sun¬ 
day-school.  The  “  big  school  ”  generally  means  hubbub  and  distraction  for 
teacher  and  pupil.  A  school  where  children  of  ten  and  men  of  forty  are 
promiscuously  mixed  as  scholars  is  not  an  attractive  institution  to  the  average 
young  man,  or  student  of  either  sex.  Two  divisions  of  such  a  heterogeneous 
mass  of  pupils  are  not  enough.  I  know  it  is  often  a  problem  how  to  secure  a 
separate  space  for  the  intermediate  and  so-called  “  Bible  class  ”  room,  but 
where  there  is  a  will  there  is  a  way.  Such  a  division  of  the  pupils  into  grades 
is  a  constant  stimulus  to  study.  Ihen,  a  boy  never  gets  “  too  old  to  go  to 
Sunday-school,”  for  the  school  is  an  ever  opening  university  for  the  consider¬ 
ation  of  Scripture,  church  history  and  theology. 

This  leads  us  to  the  consideration  of  the  third  feature  admitting  of  improve¬ 
ment,  i.  e.,  the  methods  of  presenting  the  same  thought  or  Scriptural  passage 
to  young  people  of  different  ages  and  capacities.  *  I  fear  that  already  our  re¬ 
port  smacks  too  much  of  a  discussion,  but  as  this  is  the  first  and  only  deliver¬ 
ance  to  be  made  on  the  part  of  your  new  Standing  Committee,  we  thought 
our  fundamental  beliefs  concerning  an  improved  Sunday-school  organization 
would  receive  a  patient  and  sympathetic  hearing.  We  venture  then  to  sim¬ 
ply  state  our  understanding  of  the  pedagogic  principle  which  should  underlie 
the  method  of  Sunday-school  teaching.  It  is  this :  Objectify  as  far  as  possible, 
by  picture  and  story,  the  truth  to  be  taught  the  younger  children  of  the  school. 
Every  student  of  child-life  knows  what  important  avenues  of  approach  to  the 
mind  are  offered  through  eye  and  ear  gate.  To  visualize  as  far  as  possible  the 
lesson  to  be  taught,  and  illustrate  it  by  story  and  parable,  is  the  sure  road  to 
the  understanding  and  memory  of  a  child.  On  this  principle  all  our  infant 
helps  should  be  based.  We  are  glad  to  learn  so  many  of  our  schools  are  using 
artistic  colored  charts  for  the  objectifying  of  the  lessons.  We  congratulate 
Dr.  Chas.  S.  Albert  in  securing  such  helpful  illustrated  material  from  his  profi¬ 
cient  band  of  writers.  The  principle  herein  contended  for  has  found  acceptance 
with  the  editor  of  our  periodicals,  but  the  plan  cannot  be  carried  further  unless 
there  is  a  hearty  response  and  increased  patronage  on  the  part  of  the  General 
Synod  schools.  I  hope  that  within  a  few  months  there  will  be  no  schools 
within  our  communion  not  using  the  Augsburg  Series  of  lesson  helps.  In  the 
higher  grades  the  objective  method  of  presenting  truth  can  be  modified  by  the 
pupils’  ability  to  understand  general  truths,  and  by  their  increasing  apprecia¬ 
tion  of  history.  When  the  adult  classes  are  reached,  the  history  of  the  several 
books  of  the  Bible,  related  secular  history,  the  dogma  hid  within  the  fact,  and 
the  critical  examination  of  texts  can  be  made  intensely  interesting  by  the  well- 
furnished  teacher.  The  movement  is  from  the  concrete  towards  the  abstract 
truth  in  all  effective  teaching. 

One  word  more  on  the  fourth,  and  vexed  question — the  arrangement  of  the 
material  for  study.  On  the  one  hand  we  have  the  extreme  high  church  idea 
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that  the  Christian  Year,  as  presented  by  the  gospels  and  epistles,  should  form 
the  framework  for  all  the  material  of  teaching.  But  the  Bible  is  a  much  broader, 
fuller  book  than  the  Christian  Year,  and  to  frame  the  series  of  lessons  solely 
by  it,  would  exclude  some  of  the  most  helpful  portions  of  scripture.  Another 
claimant  for  pre-eminence  in  the  study  of  the  Bible  has  arisen  in  the  Blakeslee 
Series  of  Studies,  especially  their  Life  of  Christ,  Life  of  St.  Paul,  7  he  Arew 
Testament  Church,  etc.  These  continuous  and  ample  biographical  and  histori- 
monographs  are  very  valuable  aids  in  a  rational  study  of  the  Word  of  God. 
The  International  Series  has  been  open  to  the  charge  of  fragmentariness,  and 
the  hop,  skip  and  jump  method  of  getting  through  the  Bible,  but  no  book, 
however  worthy  and  reflective  of  the  Bible,  is  to  take  the  Bible’s  place  in  the 
hands  of  the  scholar.  The  familiarity  with  the  printed  scriptures  in  their  en¬ 
tirety  is  one  of  the  bulwarks  of  our  Protestant  faith.  The  truth  seems  to  us 
to  lie  in  a  reconciliation  of  these  three  phases  of  scriptural  study.  We  should 
keep  before  the  children  of  our  church  the  great  distinctive  facts  and  duties  of 
our  Christian  faith.  The  Christian  Year  furnishes  the  natural  and  therefore  the 
most  rational  order  for  their  presentation.  If  we  are  going  to  study  anything 
at  all  about  the  Resurrection,  let  it  be  on  Easter  Sunday,  not  on  the  Fourth  of 
July.  This  central  fact  so  recognized,  the  whole  Christian  Year  is  implied. 
Of  course  the  thing  can  be  overdone,  but  we  leave  this  adaptation  of  the  In¬ 
ternational  Series  to  the  good  judgment  of  the  Editor  of  our  Sunday-school 
literature.  By  the  frequent  pressure  upon  the  International  committee  of  our 
criticism  of  the  fragmentary,  disjointed  form  of  their  past  work,  they  have 
been  persuaded  to  offer  more  continuous  and  related  sections  of  the  Bible  for 
study.  In  some  years  they  have  presented  whole  books  for  our  consideration* 
We  still  stand  by  the  International  System,  hoping  for  further  modifications 
in  the  direction  of  the  recognition  of  the  great  church  festivals  and  a  better 
articulated  scheme  of  Bible  study. 

In  looking  back  over  the  excellent  suggestions  made  by  your  standing 
committee  of  1893  and  1895,  we  feel  that  the  resolutions  there  offered  and 
adopted  are  but  herein  amplified,  and  our  paper  needs  no  consideration  in 
the  form  of  specific  resolutions.  But  we  do  feel  that,  if  our  re-emphasis  of 
old  thought  will  find  attention  at  your  hands,  our  schools  of  the  General 
Synod  will  made  wonderful  progress  in  all  their  educational  and  benevolent 
activities.

Report  of  Visitor  to  the  W.  EL  and  F.  M.  Society's  Convention. 

The  Visitor  appointed  by  this  body  to  convey  the  greetings  of  the  General 
Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  to  the  Woman’s  Home  and  For¬ 
eign  Missionary  Society  of  the  General  Synod  in  convention  at  Williamsport, 
Pa.,  June  13-17,  1895.  would  respectfully  report  that  he  had  the  great  pleasure 
to  attend  the  meeting  of  that  body  and  that  he  was  most  cordially  received. 
Your  representative  was  invited  to  address  the  Convention  and  by  special 
resolution  the  greetings  of  the  General  Synod  were  received  with  pleasure, 
and  Mrs.  E.  S.  Prince  was  appointed  as  a  delegate  to  this  body  at  its  present 
session. 

There  were  126  delegates  and  83  visitors  in  attendance.  Deep  interest  was 
manifested  in  the  work  and  every  evidence  of  progress  and  efficiency  shown. 

The  reports  gave  22  Synodical  Societies  and  736  Auxiliaries,  with  a  total 
membership  of  19,553.  451  boxes  were  sent  to  missionaries,  valued  at  $13,- 

287.41. 

The  total  amount  of  contributions  for  the  biennium  was  $39,101.69. 
Amount  contributed  from  the  date  of  organization,  $223,490.83. 

The  Literature  Committee  reported  nearly  50,000  tracts,  treating  on  differ¬ 
ent  phases  of  the  work,  distributed  during  the  past  two  years. 

The  Society  has  been  supporting  seven  missions  at  home  and  has  numerous 
departments  of  work  in  the  foreign  field. 

Their  Educational  Schools  in  the  foreign  field  are  well  attended  and  well 
supported. 

The  Medical  Department  has  treated  in  one  year  nearly  3,000  patients  and 
over  6,oco  visits  were  made  to  the  Dispensary  in  the  same  time.  7,780  pre¬ 
scriptions  were  given  out  from  this  department  in  one  year. 

The  General  Synod  may  well  take  piide  in  this  noble  sister  organization  and 
extend  to  her  Christian  greeting.  She  sustains  to  us  the  most  important  and

The  devotional  service  was  in  charge  of  Rev.  Geo.  C.  Henry, 
and  at  its  close  the  Synod  was  called  to  order  by  Rev.  Dr.  Butler, 
and  Rev.  C.  S.  Ernsberger,  D.  D.,  led  in  the  opening  prayer.

The  committee  to  name  members  of  the  Deaconess  Board 
also  reported,  and  their  report  was  adopted  (See  proceedings  re¬ 
lating  to  the  Board  of  Deaconnesses) . 

Desecration  of  the  Lord’s  Day. 

The  following  was  offered  and  on  motion  adopted  : 

Whereas,  We  recognize  with  increasing  and  alarming  concern  the  grow¬ 
ing  disregard  for  and  desecration  of  the  Lord’s  day,  and  the  effort  to  supplant 
it  with  the  European  holiday; 

Resolved,  That  we  now  do  re-emphasize  our  clear  conviction  of  its  divine 
obligation,  and  our  duty  to  keep  the  day  holy. 

Resolved,  That  we  urge  the  duty  of  the  clearest  teaching  upon  this  matter  in 
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our  Theological  Seminaries,  and  insist  that  our  pastors  utter  no  uncertain  sound 
upon  this  great  question. 

The  special  order  of  the  morning  being  the  interests  of  the 
Publication  Society,  the  General  Synod  gave  way  for  a  meeting  of 
the  foregoing  body.  (See  proceedings  of  the  Publication  Society.) 

Upon  reconvening,- announcements  were  made,  and  the  session 
was  closed  with  prayer  by  Rev.  G.  M.  Grau,  D.  D. 


TENTH  SESSION. 


Tuesday,  2  p.  m. 

Rev.  I.  D.  Worman  was  called  on  for  the  opening  prayer,  after 
which  the  minutes  were  read  and  approved. 

On  motion,  3  :  30  o’clock  this  p.  m.  was  fixed  as  the  time  for 
hearing  fraternal  delegates,  after  which  the  General  Synod  gave 
way  for  a  meeting  of  the  Publication  Society. 

Upon  resuming  business  after  the  adjournment  of  the  above 
Society,  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Geiman  Hymn 
Book  was  rendered.  Its  several  resolutions  were  adopted,  and 
the  expenses  of  the  Committee  were  referred  to  the  Hymn  Book 
Publishing  Committee  of  the  General  Synod  for  payment.  Whilst 
the  report  was  under  discussion,  the  time  came  to  hear  the 
fraternal  delegates. 

Rev.  Dr.  G.  A.  Funkhouser,  of  Dayton,  O.,  fraternal  delegate  of 
the  General  Conference  of  the  U.  B.  Church,  and  Prof.  John  C. 
Bowman,  of  Lancaster,  Pa.,  fraternal  delegate  of  the  Reformed 
Church  in  the  United  States,  were  introduced  to  the  General 
Synod,  and  each  conveyed  the  good  wishes  and  Christian  greeting 
of  his  general  body  to  the  General  Synod,  and  to  each  in  turn 
the  President  made  response. 

The  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Ecclesiastical  Correspond¬ 
ence,  Rev.  J.  R.  Dimm,  D.  D.,  next  introduced  the  fraternal  dele¬ 
gate  from  the  General  Council,  Rev.  Dr.  D.  H.  Geissinger,  of  Pitts¬ 
burg,  Pa.,  who  spoke  in  felicitous  terms  of  his  mission  and  the  pleas¬

Your  Delegate  to  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
United  States  would  beg  leave  to  report,  that  he  found  it  impossible  to  attend 
the  meetings  of  that  body  at  Saratoga,  N.  Y.,  or  at  Eagle  Lake,  Indiana.  He 
sent  to  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wm.  Henry  Roberts,  Stated  Clerk  of  the  Assembly,  a 
fraternal  letter  conveying  the  greetings  of  this  body,  and  received  in  return  a 
letter  from  the  Rev.  Dr.  John  L.  Withrow,  the  Moderator  of  the  Assembly 
of  1896.  The  letter  is  herewith  submitted.  I  find  from  the  minutes  of  the 
General  Assembly  that  the  Rev.  Chas.  G.  Goos,  of  Cincinnati,  was  appointed 
delegate  to  this  General  Synod,  with  Rev.  D.  J.  Meese,  D.  D.,  of  this  city,  as 
alternate. 

On  motion,  it  was  agreed  that  the  offerings  this  evening  be  for 
the  Tressler  Orphans’  Home  at  Loysville,  Pa. 

It  was  moved  and  ordered  that  the  Common  Service  Com¬ 
mittee’s  Report  be  heard  to-morrow  morning,  immediately  after 
the  business  of  the  Board  of  Education  is  concluded.

Committee  on  Orphans’  Home  in  the  West. 

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  appointed  to  consider  the  offer  of  the 
Rev.  Dr.  H.  W.  Kuhns,  of  lots  for  founding  an  Orphans’  Home  in  the  West, 
present  the  following  for  your  consideration : 

1.  That  this  General  Synod  express  its  appreciation  of  the  generous  proposi¬ 
tion  of  Rev.  Dr.  Kuhns  to  give  either  a  block  or  square  of  ground,  consisting 
of  12  lots  in  the  city  of  Omaha,  or  a  tract  of  land  20  acres  in  extent  adjoining 
the  city  of  Omaha,  on  which  to  erect  the  buildings  for  an  Orphans’  Home. 

2.  That  a  committee  of  five  (5)  be  appointed  to  have  this  matter  in  charge, 
said  committee  to  consider  the  offer  of  Dr.  Kuhns,  and  the  founding  of  an 
Orphans’  Home  in  the  West,  and  report  in  full  in  two  years. 

3.  That  this  committee  be  instructed  to  consider  a  plan  of  organization  of 
such  an  institution,  and  also  the  matter  of  location,  and  that  they  be  empow¬ 
ered  to  make  a  preliminary  canvass  in  order  to  ascertain,  as  far  as  possible, 
what  funds  can  be  secured  toward  the  founding  of  such  an  institution. 

4.  That  the  relation  of  this  proposed  institution  to  the  General  Synod  shall 
be  the  same  as  that  of  the  Tressler  Orphans’  Home. 

Your  Committee  is  also  pleased  to  report  that  the  knowledge  has  already 
come  to  us  of  other  available  propositions  for  the  founding  and  endowment  of 
such  a  Home  as  is  proposed.

Dr.  Kuhns  took  this  occasion  to  restate  his  proposition.  He 
offers  a  block  of  ground  (about  five  acres,  worth  anywhere  from 
$5,000.00  to  $8,000.00)  without  any  conditions,  for  a  Western 
Orphans’  Home.  Or,  if  the  Synod  should  locate  the  Home  about 
eight  miles  from  the  Post-office  of  Omaha,  he  will  give  twenty 
acres  of  land  for  the  same.  He  said  he  would  also  furnish  the 
ground  for  a  Deaconess  Home,  if  needed. 

At  this  point  the  following  was  offered  and  adopted  : 

Resolved ,  That  the  Deaconess  Board  be  instructed  within  the  next  two  years 
to  consider  the  matter  of  the  permanent  location  for  the  Mother-House,  at  its 
discretion,  to  ask  for  bids  and  offers  of  grounds  and  buildings  from  various 
cities,  the  final  selection  of  such  permanent  location  to  be  left  to  the  General 
Synod. 
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The  Secretary  of  the  Publication  Society  reported  the  request 
of  the  same  that  the  General  Synod  forego  its  right  to  appoint 
two  representatives  in  the  Board  of  Publication  and  the  rights  ex¬ 
ercised  by  them.  On  motion,  action  on  this  request  was  deferred 
until  the  meeting  of  the  next  General  Synod. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Education  being  now  in  order,  it 
was  read  by  its  Secretary,  Rev.  H.  C.  Haithcox,  D.  D.  (See  pro-* 
ceedings  relating  to  the  Board  of  Education.) 

Upon  motion,  the  Synod  adjourned  to  meet  at  1  :  30  p.  m.  and 
Rev.  J.  D.  Severinghaus,  D.  D.,  was  called  on  for  the  closing 
prayer.

After  lengthy  discussion  the  second  item  was  adopted,  and  the 
report  adopted  as  a  whole. 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Common  Service. 

Translation  of  Luther's  Catechism. — In  1887  the  General  Synod  authorized 
its  Committee  on  the  Common  Service  to  co-operate  with  the  committees  from 
the  other  bodies  in  revising  the  English  translation  of  Luther’s  Small  Cate¬ 
chism.  The  work  was  done  and  reported  to  the  General  Synod  in  1893. 
Criticism  was  invited,  but  none  has  reached  the  committee.  In  the  meantime 
the  General  Council  ordered  its  committee  to  prepare  an  independent  revision 
of  the  revision,  and  the  first  draught  thereof  was  published  in  1894.  But  at 
the  meeting  of  the  Council  in  1896,  its  committee  was  relieved  from  further 
consideration  of  the  translation  of  the  Catechism  until  the  question  of  the  pro¬ 
jected  uniform  Book  of  Worship  should  have  been  determined  by  the  joint 
action  of  the  General  Bodies.

PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE 


So  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  learn,  none  of  the  other  bodies  have  taken 
action  toward  adopting  the  translation  that  was  prepared. 

Your  committee  believes  that  it  is  a  matter  of  great  practical  importance  to 
place  this  gem  of  the  Church’s  literature  in  the  best  English  setting.  It  also 
believes  that  in  the  work  already  done  substantial  progress  toward  an  accept¬ 
able  version  has  been  made.  But  inasmuch  as  the  chief  value  of  such  a  new 
translation  lies  in  its  being  the  common  possession  of  the  English-speaking 
*  churches  of  this  country,  we  recommend  that  the  General  Synod  request  the 
joint  committee  again  to  revise  its  work  and  to  agree  upon  a  final  report. 

Ministerial  Acts. — We  present  herewith  the  result  of  our  work  on  the 
Orders  for  Ministerial  Acts,  a  matter  which  was  committed  to  us  by  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod  of  1893.  While  much  care  and  labor  has  been  bestowed  upon  the 
preparation  of  these  forms,  it  was  felt  by  the  members  of  the  Committee  that 
the  best  results  could  be  at.ained  only  by  submitting  the  result  of  our  deliber¬ 
ations  to  the  criticism  of  the  Church.  The  Committee  is  in  general  agreement 
as  to  the  substance  of  the  orders  as  here  presented,  but  it  believes  that  as  to 
the  form,  many  things  may  have  escaped  its  attention  which  the  combined 
wisdom  of  the  Church  will  enable  it  to  rectify  and  improve.  We  believe  also 
that  in  a  matter  of  so  great  importance,  both  as  to  doctrine  and  practice,  noth¬ 
ing  should  be  finally  adopted  that  does  not  commend  itself  to  the  intelligent 
and  deliberate  judgment  of  the  Church.  We  would,  therefore,  offer  these 
forms  not  as  a  finished  work,  but  rather  as  a  base  from  which  we  may  operate, 
and  recommend  that  action  in  regard  to  them  be  deferred  for  the  purpose  of 
obtaining  in  writing  the  critical  judgment  of  all  who  have  given  thought  and 
study  to  the  matter,  final  report  to  be  made  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  General 
Synod.

Report  of  Committee  on  the  Appeal  of  St.  Mark’s  Church,  Lincoln, 

Nebraska. 

The  paper  referred  to  your  Committee  is  a  petition  from  St.  Mark’s  Church 
of  Lincoln,  Nebraska,  relating  to  certain  decisions  of  the  Boards  of  Church 
Extension  and  Home  Missions  in  withholding  certain  aid  from  the  said  St. 
Mark's  Church  after  May  i,  1897.  The  petition  asks  that  the  decisions  of  the 
Boards  to  thus  withhold  the  aid  sought  should  be  reversed  by  this  body. 

(1)  We  would  recommend  that  the  action  of  the  Boards  in  withholding  the 
aid  sought  by  St.  Mark’s  Church  for  the  reasons  assigned  be  sustained  by  this 
body. 

(2)  We  would  further  recommend  that  the  case  be  referred  back  to  the 
Boards  for  any  further  settlement;  and  that  the  members  of  St.  Mark’s  Church, 
in  a  Christian  spirit  and  with  all  diligence,  seek  to  effect  a  union  of  the  two 
churches  at  Lincoln,  in  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Boards 
and  with  their  own  proposition  and  willingness  as  expressed  to  your  Committee.

In  response  to  the  first  inquiry  in  the  above  report,  the  Com¬ 
mon  Service  Committee  reported  progress. 

The  second  query  was  answered  with  the  statement  that  said 
committee  is  ready  to  report,  after  which  the  report  was  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  Literary  and  Theological  Institutions  now 
reported,  which  report,  after  amendment,  was  adopted,  as  follows  : 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Literary  and  Theological  Institutions. 

Your  Committee  on  Literary  and  Theological  Institutions  begs  to  lay  before 
the  General  Synod  some  facts  and  figures  that  will  no  doubt  be  of  interest  to 
all  the  Church.  There  is  no  cause  more  necessary  to  the  life  and  advance¬ 
ment  of  the  Church  than  education.  We  may  not  always  appreciate  the  fact, 
yet  there  is  a  strong  undercurrent  of  devotion  to  this  cause  flowing  in  the 
hearts  of  all  our  intelligent  laymen,  and,  as  a  matter  of  course,  in  all  our 
ministry,  who  have  themselves  been  equipped  for  their  work  in  the  various 
schools  of  the  prophets. 

Your  Committee  would  call  attention  to  the  difficulty  experienced  in  gather¬ 
ing  the  facts  necessary  to  the  making  of  such  a  report.  The  meagerness  of 
the  returns  from  some  of  the  institutions  will  account  for  the  brevity  of  the  re¬ 
port.  We  recommend  for  the  convenience  of  future  committees  that  the 
presidents  of  our  various  institutions  send  regularly  to  this  committee  every¬ 
thing  of  interest  occurring  in  connection  with  their  several  colleges  and  semi¬ 
naries.  Thus  the  committee  would  have  in  hand  at  the  meeting  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod  abundant  material  for  the  making  of  a  complete  report. 

GETTYSBURG. 

The  Theological  Seminary  at  Gettysburg  has  had  a  successful  two  years. 
The  debt  has  been  assumed  by  the  various  Synods  adjacent.  Legacies  have 
been  received,  the  new  seminary  building  has  been  occupied,  and  in  every  re¬ 
spect  the  outlook  for  the  institution  is  most  encouraging.  The  charter  of  the 
seminary  has  been  amended  by  the  courts  so  as  to  allow  the  conferring  of  the 
degree  of  B.  D.  on  graduates  and  on  non-resident  students.  A  grade  of  75 
per  cent,  was  established  for  advancement  from  year  to  year  and  for  gradu¬ 
ation.  The  lectureship  on  “  Christian  Worship  ”  was  withdrawn  by  Dr.  H.  L. 
Baugher,  for  satisfactory  reasons.  Provision  was  made  for  occasional  lectures 
by  pastors.  The  treasurer  of  the  institution  was  bonded  in  the  sum  of  $50,000. 
The  roll  of  students  in  attendance  for  the  year  numbered  56.  Six  candidates 
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entered  upon  the  post-graduate  course.  This  institution  was  established  by 
the  General  Synod  in  1826,  and  should  be  very  near  to  the  heart  of  all  the 
Church. 

PENNSYLVANIA  COLLEGE. 

Pennsylvania  College,  Gettysburg,  Pa.,  has  during  the  last  two  years  made 
encouraging  progress.  While  it  has  felt  the  depressed  financial  condition  of 
the  country,  and,  as  a  consequence,  suffered  some  loss,  especially  in  the  year 
1 895-96,  it  has  in  the  year  1896-97  more  than  made  up  its  loss.  The  attend¬ 
ance  for  1895-96  was  227  and  that  for  1896-97  was  270,  an  increase  of  43 
students.  A  small  deficit  occurred  in  its  current  account  for  1896-97,  but  the 
increased  income  of  the  last  year  has  more  than  paid  this  shortage,  leaving 
balance  in  the  treasury  at  the  recent  meeting  of  the  Board.  Provision  is  now 
being  made  for  the  erection  of  additional  dormitories  for  the  accommodation 
of  its  growing  number  of  students. 

HARTWICK  SEMINARY. 

♦  The  statistics  from  the  President  of  Hartwick  Seminary  were  received  too 
late  for  incorporation  in  this  report. 

The  three  synods  on  this  territory,  the  Hartwick,  the  New  York  and  New 
Jersey  and  the  Franckean,  have  each  assumed  to  endow  a  professorship  in  that 
institution. 

The  full  information  regarding  the  financial  condition  of  the  seminary  is  in 
the  report  of  the  Board  of  Education. 

SPRINGFIELD. 

Our  institution  at  Springfield,  Ohio,  known  as  Wittenberg,  has  been  making 
very  great  advancement  during  the  past  biennium.  In  endowment  increased, 
in  the  lengthening  roll  of  students  in  attendance,  and  in  additions  to  the  Fac¬ 
ulty  in  the  Theological  and  Collegiate  Departments,  this  Institution  has  forced 
herself  to  the  front  in  such  a  way  as  to  promise  great  things  for  the  future. 
The  religious  life  has  been  healthful,  a  daily  prayer-meeting  being  maintained 
throughout  the  year.  Rev.  D.  H.  Bauslin,  D.  D.,  was  recently  inaugurated  as 
the  George  D.  Harter  Professor  of  Practical  Theology.  The  Samuel  Sprecher 
endowment  will  be  increased  to  $25,000x0.  Both  the  Theological  and  Classi¬ 
cal  departments  of  Wittenberg  are  under  one  Board,  elected  by  the  Synods 
patronizing  the  Institution.  Rev.  Dr.  Hamma,  President  of  the  General  Synod, 
is  President  of  this  Board  of  Directors. 

SELIN  SGROVE 

Susquehanna  University,  located  at  Selinsgrove,  Pa.,  is  one  of  the  newer 
institutions  of  the  Church  claiming  our  attention.  The  whole  property,  by 
charter  and  constitution,  belongs  to  and  is  bound  to  the  General  Synod.  The 
Institution  has  over  $100,000  in  property  and  endowment.  There  are  ten 
instructors  in  all.  During  the  past  year  there  were  164  students  in  attendance, 
ten  of  them  in  the  Theological  Department.  All  the  graduates  in  theology 
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have  charges.  The  increase  of  students  over  last  year  is  22.  There  is  a  library 
of  5,000  volumes.  The  Institution  asks  for  gifts  to  the  library  fund.  The 
alumni  are  planning  for  the  erection  of  a  gymnasium.  The  territory  of  this 
Institution  is  especially  the  northern  half  of  Pennsylvania,  but  it  reaches  be¬ 
yond  these  boundaries  in  its  work.  A  financial  agent  is  to  be  put  in  the  field 
to  secure  additional  funds  to  meet  the  growing  demand  of  the  Institution. 

The  charier  is  so  framed  as  to  admit  of  Synodical  representation  in  the 
Board.  Each  Lutheran  Synod  of  the  General  Synod  in  the  State  of  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  may  nominate  two  members  to  this  Board.  Three  Synods  have  already 
done  so,  viz. :  Central,  Alleghany  and  Susquehanna.  It  is  the  desire  of  the 
Board  to  bring  the  churches  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  into  the  closest  pos¬ 
sible  relation  to  this  Institution.  To  this  end,  Synodical  representation  is 
earnestly  desired  and  invited.  The  doctrinal  basis  is  thoroughly  Lutheran, 
without  any  equivocation. 

CARTHAGE. 

Carthage  College  is  under  the  auspices  of  the  General  Synod.  It  was  char¬ 
tered  in  1S70  and  graduated  its  first  class  in  1875.  ^  controlled  by  the 

Central  Illinois,  Northern  Illinois,  Southern  Illinois,  Iowa  and  Wartburg 
Synods,  which  are  the  stockholders  and  elect  the  trustees. 

This  institution,  notwithstanding  the  depressed  condition  of  the  territory  to 
which  it  appeals  for  patronage  and  support,  has  been  making  steady  progress. 
The  endowment  fund  has  been  increased,  and  a  deficit  of  $ 2000  per  annum 
provided  for.  The  citizens  of  Carthage  are  fulfilling  pledges  made  to  the  col¬ 
lege.  The  future  of  this  school  is  brightening,  as  the  report  of  the  Board  of 
Education  will  doubtless  show.  The  Bible  is  a  text-book.  The  large  major¬ 
ity  of  the  students  are  church  members.  A  goodly  number  are  preparing  for 
the  ministry.  One  young  lady  is  prepariug  for  work  in  fereign  missions.  The 
total  enrollment  reaches  140  students. 

MIDLAND. 

Midland  Collge  and  Theological  Seminary  at  Atchison,  Kansas,  brings  us  an 
encouraging  report.  This  institution  is  under  the  special  care  of  the  Board  of 
Education,  from  whom  a  detailed  report  may  be  expected.  Cause  for  con¬ 
gratulation  is  found  in  the  fact  that  amid  many  diecouragements,  and  through 
the  great  financial  stringency,  the  college  has  held  its  own  in  attendance,  and 
has  even  improved  its  financial  condition,  having  closed  the  recent  year  with 
a  deficiency  of  less  than  $500  in  current  expenses.  It  is  worthy  of  note  also 
that  the  study  of  God’s  word  is  a  part  of  the  required  course  for  all  the  college 
classes.  Besides  the  education  of  many  sons  and  daughters  of  Lutherans  in 
their  own  church  school,  eleven  young  men  were  trained  in  Midland,  who  are 
now  occupying  pulpits  on  its  territory.  Two  others  are  preaching  in  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  while  still  others  yet  remain  in  the  theological  department.  The  Pres¬ 
ident  reports  15  students  for  the  ministry  in  the  collegiate  and  preparatory 
classes. 
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The  second  commencement  of  the  Theological  Seminary  was  recently  held. 
Three  young  men  were  graduated,  who  were  licensed  to  preach,  and  are  now 
filling  pulpits  in  Kansas.  This  institution  needs  and  deserves  the  sympathy  and 
strong  support  of  the  entire  Church,  seeing  that  it  is  located  on  the  best  Home 
Mission  territory,  and  is  doing  the  best  Home  Mission  work  that  can  be  done. 
It  is  thoroughly  a  Church  institution,  its  corporate  title  being  “  Midland  Col¬ 
lege  of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United 
States.”  At  least  ten  of  the  fifteen  trustees  must  always  be  members  of  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod  churches.  All  the  professors  are  required  to  accept  the  doctrinal 
basis  of  the  General  Synod,  and  to  solemnly  promise  “  not  to  teach  anything 
contrary  thereto.”  As  one  familiar  with  the  field  has  well  said:  “The  solu¬ 
tion  of  our  Church  problem  in  these  western  states  is  to  educate  men  of  the 
territory,  on  the  territory,  by  the  territory,  for  the  territory.” 

In  addition  to  the  matters  presented  in  this  report,  the  Theological  Semi¬ 
nary  at  Gettysburg  and  the  German  Seminary  at  Chicago  will  doubtless  pre¬ 
sent  in  full  to  the  Synod  their  own  reports. 

We  submit  this  report,  after  making  a  survey  of  the  whole  field,  with  a  feel¬ 
ing  of  hopefulness.  The  great  need  in  all  our  institutions  is  money.  We 
cannot  raise  it  alone  by  the  system  of  apportionment.  The  wealthy  men  and 
women  of  our  Church  must  give  of  their  thousands  during  life,  or  leave  at 
death  their  tens  of  thousands,  to  these  several  institutions.  Only  in  this  way 
shall  we  reach  the  millennial  time  in  Christian  education,  when  there  shall  be 
no  barrier  to  our  progress.  For  the  coming  of  this  time  your  Committee  with 
all  the  churches  do  most  heartily  pray.

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  question  of  the 
amounts  the  Board  of  Education  should  apportion  to  different 
schools,  as  well  as  several  other  items,  reported  as  follows  : 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Distribution  of  the  Funds  of  the  Board 

of  Education. 

The  documents  placed  in  our  hands  are  the  fourth  resolution  offered  by  the 
Board  of  Education  and  a  resolution  on  the  publication  of  the  General  Synod’s 
Catechism  by  the  German  Literary  Board  of  the  German  Nebraska  and  the 
Wartburg  Synods. 

An  investigation  of  the  relation  of  the  Board  of  Education  to  the  institutions 
of  learning  under  its  charge  leads  us  to  offer  the  following  resolutions : 

I.  That  the  Board  be  authorized  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  Western 
Seminary  out  of  the  apportionment  for  this  Board,  said  expenses  not  to  ex¬ 
ceed  $ 2000  per  annum. 
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2.  That  an  earnest  effort  be  made  to  raise  the  apportionment  in  full,  and 
that  we  hope  the  Board  will  be  enabled  to  give  at  least  $2CCO  a  year  of  this 
apportionment  to  Carthage  College. 

3.  As  it  is  proposed  to  transfer  the  property  and  interests  of  the  German 
Theological  Seminary  of  the  General  Synod  in  Chicago  to  some  other  institution, 
we  deem  further  action  respecting  that  Seminary  unnecessary,  the  Board  having 
full  authority  to  co-operate  with  the  Directors  of  that  institution  to  conserve 
its  interests. 

With  regard  to  the  publication  of  a  German  Catechism,  we  recommend  that 
the  request  made  be  granted,  and  that  the  German  Literary  Board  of  the 
German  Nebraska  and  Wartburg  Synods  be,  and  hereby  are  authorized  to 
prepare  a  German  translation  of  the  General  Synod’s  Catechism,  and  that 
when  such  translation  is  ready  for  publication,  it  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
Common  Service  Committee  for  approval,  and  it  shall  then  be  referred  to  the 
Hymn-Book  Publishing  Committee  of  the  General  Synod  for  publication; 
also  that  the  profits  on  all  copies  of  said  German  Catechism  sold  by  the 
Literary  Board  of  the  German  Nebraska  and  Wartburg  Synods,  shall  be  sub¬ 
ject  to  the  order  of  said  Board.

Item  four  of  the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Education 
was  now  adopted,  and  report  of  this  Board  was  adopted  as  a 
whole. 

The  following  report  was  rendered  : 

Report  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Theological  Seminary  at 

Gettysburg. 

In  obedience  to  the  constitutional  requirement  of  the  Seminary  at  Gettys¬ 
burg,  that  the  Board  of  Directors  thereof,  at  each  meeting  of  the  General  Synod, 
shall  give  a  detailed  and  faithful  account  of  the  state  of  the  institution,  the 
undersigned  desires  to  submit  the  following: 

1.  The  class  work  of  the  Seminary  has  been  prosecuted  without  interrup¬ 
tion  during  the  term  of  the  biennium,  and  the  health  of  professors  and  stu¬ 
dents  has  been  uniformly  good. 

NUMBER  OF  STUDENTS. 

The  aggregate  number  of  students  in  the  institution,  at  the  close  of  the  last 
Seminary  year,  was  62,  divided  as  follows  :  Seniors  (now  graduated),  13;  Mid- 
dlers,  24;  Juniors,  ij  ;  with  2  eclectics  and  6  post  graduates.  The  Junior 
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class,  of  the  approaching  seminary  year,  promises  to  be  larger  than  the  num¬ 
ber  who  graduated  recently  from  the  institution.  Upwards  of  eighty  students 
have  taken  the  course  of  instruction  during  this  biennium,  and.  thirty-six  have 
passed  out  from  the  institution  in  due  form  of  graduation. 

REAL  ESTATE. 

The  real  estate  of  the  institution,  consisting  of  two  seminary  buildings  and 
four  professors’  houses,  with  twenty-three  acres  of  ground,  is  valued  at 
$160,000.00. 

ENDOWMENT  FUND. 

The  general  endowment  fund  amounts  to  $186,541.23;  and  the  scholarship 
endowment  to  $15,146.00. 

SINGMASTER  LEGACY. 

The  Singmaster  legacy  of  over  $53,000.00  has  been  paid  into  the  treasury 
of  the  Seminary.  Of  this  sum,  $10,000.00  were  appropriated  by  the  Board  of 
Directors  as  a  permanent  library  fund,  and  the  remainder  of  the  legacy  for 
the  endowment  of  a  new  chair  of  Biblical  Theology.  An  incumbent  of  the 
chair  has  not  yet  been  elected.  Suitable  tablets  memorial  to  the  benevolence 
of  Henry  and  Susanna  Singmaster,  have  been  ordered  erected  in  the  Sem¬ 
inary  by  the  Board. 

INDEBTEDNESS. 

The  remaining  indebtedness  from  the  recent  erection  of  the  new  building 
and  other  improvements  has  been  assumed,  with  interest,  by  the  several  Dis¬ 
trict  Synods,  represented  in  the  bounds  of  the  Seminary. 

B.  D.  COURSE. 

The  Board  of  Directors  have  established  an  order  for  graduating  with  the 
degree  of  “  Bachelor  of  Divinity,”  such  students  as  possess,  for  entrance,  the 
proper  grade  of  preliminary  education,  and  pursue  the  full  course  of  required 
study,  maintain  a  specified  grade  of  work,  and  pass  the  special  annual  and 
final  examinations. 

The  property  of  the  Seminary  has  been  greatly  improved  by  the  opening 
up  of  an  avenue  constructed,  after  the  manner  of  Telford,  by  the  United 
States  Government,  in  the  rear  of  the  Seminary  buildings,  greatly  facilitating 
and  inviting  public  visitation  of  the  institutions.  Additional  land  has  been 
purchased,  by  which  the  grove  in  the  rear  of  the  Seminary  grounds  can  be 
permanently  preserved. 

The  library,  now  secure  in  a  fire-proof  wing  of  the  new  building,  numbers 
12,000  volumes. 

“  The  immense  value  of  this  institution  for  the  service  of  the  Church,  both 
in  the  past  and  for  the  future,  justifies  the  hope  and  expectation  that  the 
Church  will  promptly  respond  to  the  call  for  funds  to  meet  the  large  indebted- 
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ness  Incurred  in  the  new  building,  and  the  necessity  for  a  large  endowment 


fund.”

The  following  was  offered  : 

.Report  of  Committee  od  Transportation  for  the  Thirty-eighth  Annual 
Convention  of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America. 

With  much  pleasure  your  Committee  report  success  in  securing  reduced 
rates  for  clerical  and  lay  delegates  and  visitors  on  all  lines  of  railway  east  of 
Chicago,  and  for  all  clerical  delegates  half  fare  in  Central  passenger  territory, 
saving  to  the  treasury  of  the  General  Synod,  at  a  minimum  estimate,  $1,184.14, 
and  to  visitors  also  a  handsome  sum. 

Only  23  mistakes  were  made  in  the  purchase  of  tickets  and  securing  of  cer- 
tificates,  and  some  of  these  were  made  by  agents  not  adhering  to  specified  in¬ 
structions.  So  far  as  is  known,  not  a  single  delegate  or  visitor  using  the  au¬ 
thorized  plans  of  the  Committee  has  violated  the  agreements  entered  into, 
thus  maintaining  the  splendid  record  of  this  body  in  keeping  faith  with  the 
railways.  It  is  to  be  regretted,  however,  that  all  delegates  do  not  use  the 
plans  arranged  for  by  the  Committee.  As  a  certain  number  of  standard  cer¬ 
tificates  are  required  to  secure  the  reduction,  every  one  adds  to  that  number, 
and  a  loss  of  one  might  invalidate  the  whole  plan,  and  cost  the  General 
Synod  many  hundreds  of  dollars. 

During  the  year  your  committee  has  secured  free  transportation  by  express 
and  freight,  for  boxes  of  clothing  and  supplies  to  our  western  pastors,  and  in 
some  cases  also  for  church  furniture. 

Your  committee  was  also  requested  to  arrange  for  transportation  for  the 
Woman’s  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Convention  at  Dayton,  Ohio,  May 
25th  to  29th,  and  has  secured  for  that  body  the  same  reduction  as  for  lay  del¬ 
egates  to  the  General  Synod. 

Your  committee  offer  the  following: 

Resolved  1,  That  the  thanks  of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Luth¬ 
eran  Church  in  the  United  States  are  tendered  to  the  railways  in  the  Trunk 
Line  Association  and  Central  Passenger  Association,  for  reduced  rates  to  all 
delegates  and  visitors  to  the  convention,  and  to  railway  lines  in  the  Western 
Passenger  Association  and  Central  passenger  territory,  which  granted  clerical 
delegates  half-fare  permits. 

Resolved  2 ,  That  we  express  our  appreciation  of  the  services  of  Mr.  G.  P. 
Smallman,  special  agent  Central  Passenger  Association,  for  his  courtesy  dur¬ 
ing  examination  of  certificates,  and  for  his  assistance  in  the  work  of  trans¬ 
portation. 
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Resolved j,  That  our  thanks  are  due  Mr.  S.  Smith,  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio, 
and  Mr.  W.  K.  De  Long  of  the  Pennsylvania  line,  agents  of  the  railway  lines 
centering  in  Mansfield,  for  kind  attentions  to  delegates  and  visitors  during  their 
stay  in  Mansfield,  and  to  Mrs.  H.  Louis  Baugher  and  Rev.  L.  P.  Ludden  for 
valuable  assistance  in  filling  and  stamping  certificates. 

Resolved  4,  That  the  General  Synod  places  on  record  its  appreciation  of  the 
generous  liberality  of  the  railway  and  express  companies  in  transporting  free 
of  charge  many  thousands  of  pounds  of  provisions  and  clothing  to  our  Luth¬ 
erans  in  the  West,  and  extend  hearty  thanks  for  this  noble  service. 

The  committee  present  audited  bill  for  $49.78  for  printing,  type-writing, 
postage,  special  agent,  etc.,  and  ask  an  order  on  the  treasury  for  payment.

The  report  was  adopted,  with  the  audit  of  the  account,  and  an 
order  was  granted  for  the  expenses  named. 

Report  of  Committee  on  Fraternal  Co-operation. 

Your  Committee  on  Fraternal  Co-operation  with  other  Lutheran  bodies 
would  respectfully  report  as  follows : 

1st.  That  the  basis  of  co-operation  adopted  at  the  last  Convention  of  this 
Synod,  has  likewise  been  adopted  by  the  General  Council  and  the  United 
Synod  of  the  South,  and  that  there  are  now  joined  in  this  compact  the  three 
general  bodies  having  the  largest  English  membership  in  our  denomination  in 
this  country. 

2d.  That  the  Joint  Committee,  now  composed  of  representatives  of  the 
General  Synod,  the  General  Council  and  the  United  Synod  of  the  South,  held 
its  second  meeting  in  Washington,  D.  C.,  April  22d,  1896.  There  were 
present,  from  the  General  Synod,  Rev.  Drs.  M.  W.  Hamma,  W.  M.  Baum,  F. 
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Ph.  Hennighausen  ;  from  the  General  Council,  Rev.  Drs.  H.  E.  Jacobs,  S. 
A.  Repass  and  Rev.  J.  C.  Kunzman  ;  from  the  United  Synod  of  the  South, 
Drs.  Rev.  L.  G.  M.  Miller  and  Edward  T.  Horn.  Rev.  Dr.  Hamma presided. 
Rev.  Dr.  Horn  was  elected  Secretary. 

After  the  formal  announcements  that  the  three  general  bodies  had  re¬ 
spectively  adopted  the  basis  in  common,  the  following  suggestions  made  by 
the  General  Council  were  unanimously  passed  for  submission  to  the  respective 
bodies  represented : 

ist.  That  we  recommend  to  the  bodies  which  we  represent  for  their  adoption 
the  following  rule  : 

“That  where  any  general  body  has  congregations,  whatever  be  the  lan¬ 
guage,  the  establishment  of  a  congregation  of  another  general  body  within  the 
territory  be  not  undertaken,  unless  the  Board  of  Missions  of  the  body,  occupy¬ 
ing  the  territory,  and  the  officers  of  the  Synod  on  the  field  be  first  consulted. 

2d.  We  recommend :  That  a  Committee  of  Arbitration,  representing  the 
bodies  that  enter  into  the  compact,  be  constituted,  to  whom  shall  be  referred 
all  cases  where  agreement  has  not  been  otherwise  obtained. 

The  following  additional  action  was  taken  by  the  Joint  Committee : 

1st.  It  is  the  sense  of  this  Committee  that  the  Committee  of  Arbitration 
should  consist  of  not  more  than  three  members  from  each  of  the  general 
bodies;  and  that  in  this  Committee  of  Arbitration  each  general  body  should 
have  one  vote,  and  that  its  decision  on  any  matter  referred  to  it  should  be  pub¬ 
lished  as  soon  as  adopted. 

2d.  This  Committee  hereby  requests  the  general  bodies  to  appoint  their 
representatives  on  the  Committee  of  Arbitration  at  their  next  conventions. 

The  following  explanatory  resolution  suggested  by  the  General  Council  was 
adopted  : 

“  No  established  congregation  shall  be  hindered  by  this  agreement  from 
changing  the  language  of  its  worship  or  from  establishing  a  mission  in  another 
language  within  its  own  parish.” 

That  inasmuch  as  the  United  Synod  has  asked  the  other  bodies  to  unite  in 
the  completion  of  a  Common  Book  of  Worship  and  the  General  Council  has 
endorsed  this  request; 

Resolved ,  That  this  Committee  regards  the  adoption  of  Common  Orders  of 
Ministerial  Acts  and  a  Common  Hymn  Book,  in  addition  to  the  Common  Ser¬ 
vice,  as  very  desirable. 

After  correction  of  the  minutes,  and  prayer,  led  by  Rev.  Dr.  Baum,  the  Com¬ 
mittee  adjourned,  to  meet  again  at  the  call  of  the  chairman. 

The  recommendations  of  the  General  Council  touching  the  holding  of  a 
general  conference,  having  been  found  impracticable  for  want  of  time  to  make 
arrangements  before  the  date  mentioned,  have  not  been  carried  out. 

Your  Committee  most  respectfully  recommends : 

1.  The  adoption  by  this  Synod  of  the  additional  action  herein  presented, 
touching  the  basis  of  co-operation.

2.  Regarding  the  overture  made  by  the  General  Council  and  the  United 
Synod  of  the  South,  looking  to  the  compilation  of  a  common  hymn-book, 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  regards  the  proposition  with  favor,  and  will  do 
what  it  can  to  further  the  object,  consistent  with  the  fact  of  the  issuance  of  a 
new  hymn-book  of  its  own  at  the  present  time. 

3.  Resolved ,  That  the  General  Synod  will  look  with  favor  upon  any  move¬ 
ment  toward  the  preparation  of  Common  Orders  of  Ministerial  Acts  by  and 
for  the  bodies  in  this  compact. 

4.  Resolved,  That  we  also  endorse  the  following  action  of  the  Joint  Com¬ 
mittee,  viz  : 

That  we  approve  the  recommendation  of  the  General  Council,  that  a  General 
Conference  be  held,  “  whereby,  in  an  unofficial  way,  there  may  be  a  reading 
of  papers  and  a  comparison  of  views  by  members,  if  possible,  of  all  our  gen¬ 
eral  bodies  and  larger  independent  Synods,  on  the  various  doctrinal,  liturgical, 
educational  and  missionary  interests,  in  which  all  are  alike  engaged.” 

And  that  we  approve  the  appointment  of  a  committee,  in  which  Dr.  Jacobs 
is  to  represent  the  General  Council,  Dr.  Lund  the  United  Norwegian  Synod, 
Dr.  Horn  the  United  Synod  of  the  South  and  Dr.  Owen  the  General  Synod, 
to  which  all  the  arrangements  for  such  a  Conference  shall  be  entrusted. 

Resolved,  That  we  hereby  express  our  profoundest  gratitude  to  Almighty 
God  for  the  encouraging  measure  of  success  He  has  accorded  these  efforts 
looking  to  the  closer  union  of  the  various  bodies  of  our  beloved  Church,  and 
that  we  earnestly  desire  these  efforts  to  be  continued,  to  the  end  that  all  who 
bear  the  name  of  Luther  may,  in  the  not  far  distant  future,  dwell  together  in 
the  closest  fraternal  fellowship  and  love.

The  matter  of  the  Common  Service  in  the  German  hymn  book 
being  now  taken  up,  it  was  agreed  that  both  the  Common  Ser¬ 
vice  and  the  Washington  Service  should  be  published  in  the  said 
Book,  and  the  Report  of  the  German  Hymn  Book  Committee  was 
then  adopted  as  follows  : 

Report  of  the  German  Hymn  Book  Committee. 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  given  to  your  Committee  at  the  last 
meeting  of  the  General  Synod  (Hagerstown,  1S95,  p.  23),  directing  them  to 
prepare  a  German  Hymn  Book,  take  into  consideration  the  action  of  the 
General  Synod  in  1875,  an(l  reP01't  at  this  convention,  we  now  beg  leave  to 
present  the  following  report : 

In  August,  1895,  your  committee  met  at  Oakland,  Md.  All  the  members 
were  present,  except  Rev.  G.  F.  Behringer,  D.  D.,  who  from  the  beginning 
favored  a  plan  different  from  that  of  the  other  members  of  your  Committee, 
and  has  consequently  taken  no  part  in  the  entire  work.  At  this  meeting  it 
was  resolved  to  revise  the  old  Wollenweber  Hymn  Book,  now  in  use  in  our 
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German  congregations.  Whilst  the  revision  was  to  be  thorough,  the  new  book 
was,  nevertheless,  to  retain  the  arrangement  and  numbers  of  the  old,  so  that 
both  books  could  be  used  together  for  a  while.  The  leading  principles  were 
here  laid  down,  the  method  to  be  employed  agreed  upon,  and  a  laige  portion 
of  the  practical  work  completed.  The  rest  was  done  privately,  and  then  con¬ 
summated  through  separate  conferences  of  the  Eastern  and  Western  brethren, 
and  a  considerable  amount  of  correspondence. 

In  order  to  ascertain  the  original  texts  of  the  hymns  and  to  find  out  which 
were  the  most  approved  hymns  cf  the  Lutheran  Church  in  the  German  tongue, 
your  Committee  used  such  bymnological  works  as  Drs.  Mutzell,  Bachmann, 
Wangemann,  Stip  and  Sarnighausen ;  also  38  ot  the  best  German  hymn-books 
of  Germany  and  this  country,  giving  special  attention  to  the  Eisenacher,  as 
instructed. 

After  going  over  the  old  book  several  times,  your  Committee  struck  from 
its  pages  196  hymns,  partly  entirely  unfit,  partly  of  minor  poetical  and  de¬ 
votional  value,  most  of  them  being  quite  obscure  or  very  rare  in  the  Lutheran 
Church.  To  fill  the  vacant  places,  the  best  and  most  universally  used  hymns 
were  secured.  Forty-six  hymns,  completely  transformed  in  the  old  book,  had 
their  original  text  restored;  forty  had  the  number  of  their  stanzas  revised, 
and  ten  had  the  original  text  of  separate  stanzas  restored,  besides  other 
needful  textual  corrections.  Under  certain  rubrics,  hymns  for  special  occa¬ 
sions  have  been  secured,  and  others  have  received  extra  hymns.  The  whole 
number  of  these  extra  hymns  is  twenty-seven,  some  of  these  having,  however, 
but  one  stanza. 

The  new  hymns  and  stanzas  are  to  be  distinguished  by  a  star  before  their 
respective  numbers.  Hymns  and  stanzas,  the  original  texts  of  which  have 
been  restored,  are  to  be  marked  with  a  cross.  These  two  classes  of  hymns 
are  to  be  published  separately  in  a  pamphlet  form,  and  to  be  sold  at  a 
nominal  price  to  those  who  may  wish  to  continue  the  old  book  alongside  of 
the  new. 

A  few  appendices,  in  accordance  with  the  best  modern  hymn-books,  shall 
be  added,  viz.:  A  list  of  hymn  writers  with  brief  biographical  notes;  a  table 
of  hymns  suitable  to  the  pericopes  of  the  Church  Year,  and  a  synopsis  of 
parallel  melodies  for  the  convenience  of  the  pastor  and  organist. 

The  book  as  it  now  stands  is  correct  in  quality  and  rich  in  variety;  con¬ 
taining  the  very  best  hymns  to  which  the  Lutheran  Church  has  ialJen  heir. 
A  specified  list  of  the  more  important  improvements  of  the  old  Look,  and  a 
sample  of  the  first  two  sheets  ready  for  print,  are  herewith  presented  for  in¬ 
spection.  Considering  the  literary  helps  we  needed,  the  great  amount  of 
labor  connected  with  the  work,  and  the  great  distance  the  members  had  to 
travel  to  hold  a  meeting,  the  expenses  incident  to  the  work  have  been  re¬ 
markably  slight,  the  total  sum  being  $112.40. 

With  this,  our  repoit,  we  submit  for  your  consideration  the  following  resolu¬ 
tions,  which  we  trust  will  meet  your  approval : 

1.  Resolved ,  That  the  General  Synod  endorse  the  course  pursued  by  the  Ger- 
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man  Hymn  Book  Comittee  in  the  preparation  of  a  book  for  our  German  con¬ 
gregations. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  committee  prepare  it  for  the  press  as  soon  as  possible. 

3.  Resolved,  That  our  Hymn  Book  Publishing  Committee  be  and  hereby  is 
instructed  to  publish  the  same  as  soon  as  it  is  ready  for  the  press,  together  with 
the  separate  pamphlet  form  mentioned,  and  to  consult  with  the  German  Hymn 
Book  Committee  on  the  make-up  of  the  new  book. 

4.  Resolved,  That  the  book  be  published  in  one  edition  or  size  only. 

5.  Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Hymn  Book  Publishing  Committee  be 
and  hereby  is  authorized  to  pay  the  expenses  incurred  by  the  Committee : 

Rev.  R.  Linker,  $20. go;  Rev.  W.  Rosenstengel,  $ 21. go ;  Rev.  E.  J.  Richter, 
$32.00;  Books,  $22.40;  J.  J.  Young,  $17.00. 

Your  Committee  would  in  conclusion  ask  whether  the  Common  Service  is  to 
be  published  alung  with  the  book?  If  so,  in  what  form?

Press  Reports. 

Your  Committee  on  Press  Reports  would  respectfully  report  that  it  has  been 
active  in  making  arrangements  for  a  proper  presentation  of  the  work  of  this 
convention  in  the  papers  of  the  country. 

Its  efforts  have  been  unusually  successful,  and  it  is  believed  that  the  pro¬ 
ceedings  of  the  General  Synod  will  have  such  general  and  generous  showing 
as  has  never  been  accorded  before. 

Thanks  are  especially  due  the  Associated  Press  for  cordial  co-operation, 
they  having  sent  a  special  representative  from  Chicago  to  oversee  the  work. 

The  kind  assistance  of  Secretaries  of  Boards  and  Chairmen  of  Standing 
Committees  has  been  appreciated. 

The  expenses  of  your  Committee  have  been  $7.85,  for  which  an  order  on 
the  Treasurer  is  asked.  ALBERT  H.  STUDEBAICER. 

The  special  order  for  this  hour  being  the  report  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  thq  State  of  the  Church,  said  report  was  read  by  its 
Chairman,  Rev.  Dr.  H.  L.  Baugher,  as  follows  : 

Report  on  the  State  of  the  Church. 

Your  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  is  charged  with  a  task  which,  from 
its  very  nature  and  the  limited  time  afforded  and  the  few  and  imperfect  data 
accessible,  is  a  difficult  if  not  impossible  one.  “  What  man  knoweth  the  things 
of  a  man  save  the  spirit  of  man  which  is  in  him?  Even  so  the  things  of  God 
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knoweth  no  man,  but  the  Spirit  of  God.”  Howbeit  the  Spirit  of  God  dwells 
in  His  Church  and  is  there  engaged  amid  the  things  of  men,  sanctifying  the 
spirit  of  men  and  turning  them  back  to  God;  and  the  Saviour’s  rebuke  of  the 
Pharisees  for  not  being  able  to  discern  the  times,  may  indicate  that  we  have 
an  abili  :y  and  a  duty  to  discern  our  times. 

We  lespectfully  suggest  that  if  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church 
were  a  standing  one,  charged  with  the  duty  all  along  the  biennium  between 
our  sessions  of  making  observations  and  exercising  judgment,  its  report  could 
and  w<  uld  be  more  comprehensive,  discriminating  and  just.  We  have  had 
only  the  reports  presented  to  this  body  at  this  session  and  the  Minutes  of  the 
District  Synods,  with  small  time  to  examine  them  and  uncertainty  whether  they 
are  in  entire  harmony  with  the  books  of  the  recording  angel  on  high. 

The  Church  is  dear  to  God  as  the  apple  of  His  eye  and  is  graven  on  the 
palms  of  His  hands.  We  cannot  doubt  His  loving  care  of  it.  But  we  know 
from  history,  that  the  visible  Church  has  many  variations  in  its  history,  and 
may  become  corrupt,  or  may  need  reformation. 

The  course  of  things  in  the  Church  as  represented  in  our  General  Synod 
has  gone  on  since  our  last  meeting  without  any  specially  marked  features. 
The  Word  has  been  preached  with  no  little  earnestness  and  fidelity,  and  the 
sacraments  have  been  continually  administered;  and  as  God’s  Word  is  spirit 
and  life,  and,  with  the  sacraments,  constitutes  the  means  of  grace  divinely 
appointed,  we  cannot  but  believe  that  it  has  proved  its  saving  efficacy  and 
that  the  faithful  God  has  used  these  means  as  the  channels  of  His  free  grace. 
There  have  been  steady  accessions  to  the  communicant  membeiship  of  the 
Church,  won  chiefly  by  catechisation  and  the  rational  methods  of  promoting 
the  kingdom  of  God  laid  down  in  the  Scriptures  and  characterizing  the  cultus 
of  our  Church.  That  there  have  not  been  great  ingatherings  marking  special 
operations  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  is  nothing  against  the  spiritual  state  of  the 
Church.  “The  wind  bloweth  where  it  lisffith,”  and  the  Holy  Spirit  “works 
faith  in  man  when  and  where  He  wills.”  As  in  nature  God  enables  men  to 
carry  on  steady  and  sure  commerce  through  the  regular  trade  winds  and  well- 
known  constant  currents  of  air  and  sea,  so  by  the  regularly  appointed  channels 
of  grace  He  constantly  gives  grace  and  enables  men  to  grow  in  grace.  By 
experience  and  observation  and  better  knowledge  of  the  Scriptures  the  Church 
is  coming  more  and  more  to  depend  upon  God’s  promises  and  to  realize  them 
in  the  use  of  the  ordinary  means.  More  and  more  it  is  coming  to  be  realized 
that  the  Holy  Spirit,  unseen  as  the  wind  that  blows  over  the  earth  and  bows 
the  grain  and  trees  before  it  and  purifies  the  atmosphere,  continually  circulat¬ 
ing,  has  come  to  abide  with  the  disciples  forever  and  continually  empower 
them  to  carry  out  the  great  commission  to  make  disciples  of  all  the  nations  by 
baptizing  and  teaching;  and  that,  through  the  faithful,  persistent,  believing 
use  of  the  appointed  means,  that  “  righteousness  and  peace  and  joy  in  the 
Holy  Ghost  ”  which  characterize  the  kingdom  of  God,  will  be  manifest  among 
us  and  in  all  the  earth. 

We  believe  there  has  been  growing  among  us  a  knowledge  and  apprecia- 
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tion  of  our  scriptural  doctrines,  customs  and  mode  of  worship,  with  the  preach¬ 
ing  of  the  one  and  the  practice  of  the  other.  Despite  the  prevalence  oi 
liberalism  and  many  other  isms  and  strange  notions,  our  pulpits  generally  have 
been  content  to  preach  the  pure  gospel,  aiming  to  reach  the  heart  and  con¬ 
trol  the  life,  rather  than  to  gratify  itching  ears. 

Not  only  have  there  been  general  and  constant  accessions  to  our  communi¬ 
cant  membership,  but  there  has  been,  despite  the  “  hard  times  ”  so  long  pre¬ 
valent,  an  increase  among  the  churches  in  giving  to  the  beneficent  causes 
sustained  by  the  Church.  The  receipts  of  the  Foreign  Board  show  but  a  few 
hundreds  of  dollars  less  than  during  the  preceding  biennium,  whilst  those  of 
the  other  Boards  mark  an  increase.  This  is,  indeed,  a  “  grateful  surprise  ”  and 
a  significant  result,  calling  forth  thanksgivings  to  God  for  the  grace  bestowed 
upon  His  people.  Particularly  have  our  mission  churches,  in  both  the  Home 
and  the  Foreign  field,  been  characterized  by  increase  of  membership  and  of 
inquirers,  and  of  benevolent  offerings,  showing  encouraging  fruits  of  spiritual 
husbandry. 

As,  of  old,  St.  Paul  could  speak  with  Christian,  apostolic  remembrance  of 
“  those  women  which  labored  with  me  in  the  gospel,”  and  as  there  were  women 
who  ministered  of  their  substance  to  the  Lord  of  the  kingdom  in  His  humiliation, 
so,  in  the  reports  of  our  churches,  the  Woman’s  Missionary  Societies  are  cred¬ 
ited  with  much  zeal,  spread  of  missionary  knowledge,  and  devotion  and  increase 
of  offerings;  and  the  various  Young  People’s  Societies  are  recognized  as  a  useful 
and  growing  factor  in  Church  life,  increase  of  knowledge,  devotion  and  giving. 
Growing  system  in  the  Church’s  activities  is  marked  with  general  advancement 
in  the  wake  of  such  system.  Much  of  this  is  due  to  the  methods  of  our  Boards 
in  asking  for  special  days  for  considering  their  objects  in  church  and  Sunday- 
school,  and  taking  advantage  of  the  church  festivals  for  presenting  the  causes 
and  gathering  offerings. 

The  sending  out  of  more  missionaries  to  India  and  Africa,  with  the  establish¬ 
ment  in  the  former  land  of  a  well  equipped  college  and  hospital,  with  an  en¬ 
dowment  in  hand  for  a  hospital  in  Africa,  are  encouraging  signs  of  increased 
energy  in  carrying  out  the  great  commission. 

The  accomplished  fact  of  a  Deaconess’  Mother  House  and  Training  School 
among  us,  with  a  goodly  initial  number  of  sisters  and  candidates,  and  increas¬ 
ing  interest  in  the  same,  is  another  indication  of  church  life  on  normal,  his¬ 
toric  lines. 

The  number  of  candidates  for  1  he  ministry  is  apparently  equal  to  the  demand, 
but  there  are  not  nearly  enough  devoting  themselves  to  this  work  from  the 
families  of  the  well-to-do  in  this  world’s  goods,  able  to  support  their  own  chil¬ 
dren  while  preparing  for  the  holy  office.  We  believe  to  be  correct  the  opinion 
of  the  late  lamented  Hon.  M.  P.  llar'  er,  of  this  place,  expressed  to  one  of  our 
number  :  “  We  want  more  son  -  of  the  rich  as  ministers.” 

Some  of  the  Synods  speak  of  educational  influences  through  colleges  and 
their  presidents  as  d<  doping  knowledge  and  activity;  others  of  intelligence 
and  life  promoted  1  increased  circulation  of  church  papers;  whilst  several 
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complain  of  the  damaging  influence  of  papers  professing  to  be  religious,  yet 
conducting  their  columns  with  such  bitterness  and  personal  abuse  as  to  render 
them  hurtful  instead  of  helpful  to  spiritual  life. 

On  the  whole,  the  reports  that  come  up  from  the  churches  are  hopeful  and 
cheer  ing,  and  we  thank  God  and  take  courage.  “  The  Lord  of  hosts  is  with 
us,”  and  with  Him  we  will  prevail;  “the  God  of  Jacob  is  our  refuge,”  and 
under  the  shadow  of  His  wings  we  will  rejoice.

On  motion,  the  vote  on  the  above  report  was  taken  standing 
and  it  was  unanimously  adopted.  The  convention  then  sang 
“  Glorious  things  of  thee  are  spoken,”  etc.,  after  which  Rev.  Dr. 
S.  A.  Ort  led  the  Synod  in  prayer. 

Mr.  Geo.  H.  Knollenberg  at  this  time  made  a  personal  explan¬ 
ation  of  his  statements  regarding  the  obligation  of  the  Susque¬ 
hanna  Synod  to  the  German  Theological  Seminary  at  Chicago, 
disclaiming  any  purpose  to  reflect  upon  said  Synod,  and  Rev.  Dr. 
J.  H.  Weber  stated  that  as  chairman  of  the  delegation  he  ac¬ 
cepted  the  responsibility  for  the  payment  of  the  pledge  of  $150 
made  in  1891  for  the  Synod. 

The  following  report  was  made  and  adopted  ; 

Report  of  Committee  to  Codify  Standing  Resolutions,  etc. 

By  appointment  of  the  last  General  .Synod  your  committee  was  commis¬ 
sioned  with  the  duty,  first,  of  examining  the  Minutes  of  the  General  Synod 
since  the  1869  meeting,  to  codify  all  standing  resolutions,  and,  secondly,  of 
examining  all  by-laws-  of  the  Synod  with  the  view  of  recommending  any 
needed  changes,  report  to  be  made  at  this  convention. 

Accordingly  the  undersigned  have  carefully  examined  the  printed  minutes 
since  and  including  the  1869  meeting,  and  collated  the  standing  resolutions, 
instructions  to  boards  and  officers,  and  all  official  acts  so  far  as  they  were  in¬ 
tended  to  be  permanent  in  their  effect,  and  also  have  given  attention  to  the 
by-laws  as  instructed.  We  submit  the  result  of  our  work  as  here  follows: 

STANDING  RESOLUTIONS. 

i.  Privilege  of  the  Floor. — Resolved,  That  the  members  of  the  several  Boards 
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of  the  General  Synod  have  the  privilege  of  speaking  on  questions  relating  to 
their  work  when  under  discussion  by  the  Synod.  (1873?  P-  9-) 

2.  Giving  Credit  on  Apportionment . — Resolved,  That  the  Treasurers  of  He 
Boards  of  Foreign  Missions,  Home  Missions  and  Church  Extension  are  hereby 
instructed  to  enter  nothing  to  the  credit  of  the  apportionment  made  as  against 
any  Synod,  unless  the  same  shall  have  been  paid  to  them  for  their  free  disposal. 
(1881,  p.  37.) 

3.  General  Synod's  Apportionment. — Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sens.e  of  the 
General  Synod  that  the  apportionment  for  its  own  Treasury  should  be  met  ab¬ 
solutely  in  full.  (1895,  P-  33-) 

4.  Appeals  for  Aid. — Resolved,  That  we  look  with  disfavor  upon  all  appeals 
to  our  churches  for  help,  which  come  without  the  official  endorsement  and 
commendation  of  the  highest  Synodical  authority. 

Resolved,  That  we  recommend  to  our  people  and  churches  to  receive  into 
their  confidence  and  make  recipients  of  iheir  benefactions  only  such  appeals 
as  are  thus  endorsed  by  the  authority  of  the  Synod  within  whose  bounds  the 
object  for  which  aid  is  asked  is  located. 

Resolved,  That  we  recommend  that  all  such  appeals  for  help  for  churches  and 
institutions  not  belonging  to  us,  shall  have  not  only  the  endorsement  of  their 
own  Synodical  bodies,  but  shall  also  have  the  official  approval  and  recommen¬ 
dation  of  the  President  of  the  District  Synod  within  whose  bounds  the  appeal 
is  proposed  to  be  made;  and  that  our  churches  be  and  are  herewith  encour¬ 
aged  not  to  give  to  objects  lacking  such  official  endorsement.  ( 1 S85,  p.  66.) 

5.  Public  Appeals  for  Money. — Resolved,  That  public  appeals  to  build 
churches  be  made  only  through  the  Board  of  Church  Extension,  and  no  such 
appeals  be  made  in  our  church  papers  without  the  sanction  of  the  Board,  and 
that  editors  refer  applicants  to  this  action.  (1891,  p.  134.) 

6.  Reporting  Church  Membership. — Fteiolved,  That  all  confirmed  members 
should  be  reported  as  comunicants,  except  such  as  have  been  suspended  or 
expelled  from  the  communion  of  the  church.  (1883,  p.  56.) 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  the  General  Synod  that  no  one  can  be 
dropped  from  the  rolls  of  church  membership  on  earth  except  in  one  of  three 
ways,  viz.:  by  death,  by  honorable  transfer,  or  by  excommunication. 

Resolved,  That  the  different  delegations  be  urged  to  press  this  matter  upon 
the  notice  of  their  respective  Synods,  to  prevent  improper  reductions  of  our 
rolls.  (1887,  p.  63.) 

7.  Synodical  Connection. — Resolved,  That  it  is  the  earnest  judgment  of  (his 
body  that  the  interests  of  ecclesiastical  order  and  ministerial  character  require 
that  ministers  shall,  as  far  as  practicable,  stand  connected  with  the  Synod  in 
whose  bounds  they  are  residing.  (1885,  p.  13.) 

8.  Synodical  Order. — Resolved,  That  in  view  of  the  relation  which  District 
Synods  comprising  the  General  Synod  sustain  to  each  other,  there  should,  in 
the  interests  of  order  and  fellowship,  be  due  respect  and  Christian  regard 
maintained  for  the  action  of  one  Synod  which  in  any  way  affects  the  action  of 
a  sister  Synod.  (1885,  p.  70.)

FIFTEENTH  SESSION. 

Thursday,  i  130  p.  m. 

The  session  was  opened  with  prayer  by  Rev.  P.  C.  Croll. 

The  minutes  were  read  and  approved,  after  which  the  following 
was  offered  : 

Whereas,  The  American  Bible  Society  operating  in  this  and  foreign  coun¬ 
tries,  collecting  funds  for  the  printing  and  purchasing  of  Bibles  for  distribut¬ 
ing,  and 

Whereas,  We  learn  from  its  printed  report  that  Germany  and  Sweden  are 
among  the  countries  of  operation  by  said  society,  the  distribution  being  made 
exclusively  by  the  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  the 
presumption  is  that  the  Lutheran  Church  is  thereby  ignored  and  suffers  more 
or  less.  Therefore,  be  it 

Resolved ,  That  the  President  of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lu¬ 
theran  Church  be  requested  to  correspond  with  the  American  Bible  Society, 
calling  attention  to  such  seeming  partiality,  and  request  that  in  countries  where 
the  Lutheran  Church  is  established,  as  in  Germany  and  Sweden,  she  shall 
have  a  voice  and  a  hand  in  the  distribution  of  Bibles  among  the  people. 

Adopted. 
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On  motion  the  following  paper  was  adopted  : 

Whereas,  The  General  Synod  has  protested  against  American  denomina¬ 
tions  using  money  raised  by  them  for  Foreign  Missions  in  the  Lutheran  lands 
of  Europe,  for  the  apparent  purpose  of  winning  Lutheran  people  from  their 
allegiance  to  the  Christian  faith  as  confessed  by  the  Lutheran  Church,  to  per¬ 
sonal  connection  with  their  denominations;  and 

Whereas ,  This  General  Synod  was  told  directly  by  an  official  delegate  from 
one  of  these  denominations,  that  they  were  spending  missionary  money  in 
India,  China,  and  Germany.  Therefore, 

Resolved,  lhat  we  decline  further  exchange  of  delegates  with  the  church 
body  he  represented. 

On  motion,  the  report  of  the  Board  of  the  German  Theologi¬ 
cal  Seminary  was  reconsidered  and  referred  to  a  committee  of 
three,  to  prepare  legal  form  for  the  transfer  of  its  property  and 
to  harmonize  the  resolutions  contained  therein  with  this  legal 
transfer. 

The  Committee  on  Ecclesiastical  Correspondence  now  re¬ 
ported,  and  their  report  was  adopted  : 

Report  of  Committee  on  Ecclesiastical  Correspondence. 

Your  Committee  on  Ecclesiastical  Correspondence  have  to  report  that  the 
following  communications  were  placed  in  our  hands: 

1.  A  full  report  of  S.  B.  Barnitz,  D.  D.,  the  delegate  from  the  General  Synod 
to  the  Convention  of  the  United  Norwegian  Lutheran  Church  held  at  St.  Paul, 
Minn.,  June  3d  to  13th,  1896.  A  delegate  is  present  at  this  meeting  in  the 
person  of  Prof.  E.  G.  Lund,  of  the  United  Church  Theological  Seminary  at 
Minneapolis,  Minn.  This  General  Synod  with  great  pleasure  has  accorded  to 
him  a  kindly  reception  and,  with  high  gratification,  accepted  his  salutation  and 
listened  to  his  able  and  interesting  address. 

2.  The  report  of  S.  W.  Owen,  D.  D.,  as  follows:  I  have  the  honor  to  re¬ 
port  to  the  General  Syned,  through  you,  its  President,  that,  as  its  fraternal 
delegate  to  the  General  Council,  I  visited  that  body  at  its  meeting  in  Easton, 
Pa.,  in  October,  1895. 

The  action  upon  which  my  appointment  was  based  is  found  in  the  proceed¬ 
ings  of  the  37th  Convention  of  the  General  Synod,  page  55,  and  is  as  follows: 
“  Resolved,  That  a  fraternal  delegate  be  appointed  to  present  the  Christian 
greetings  and  salutations  of  this  body  to  the  next  Convention  of  the  General 
Council,  provided  they  will  agree  to  an  exchange  of  delegates.” 

I  appreciate,  therefore,  the  honor  of  being  your  first  delegate  to  that  Chris¬ 
tian  body.  My  reception  was  most  cordial. 

Almost  immediately  after  presenting  my  credentials  Dr.  Seiss  arose  and 
moved  that  “  the  delegate  from  the  General  Synod  be  now  heard.”  This  was 
passed  unanimously,  and  without  discussion. 
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Your  delegate  stated  that  he  was  somewhat  embarrassed  because  restricted 
by  the  terms  of  the  resolution  which  served  as  the  basis  of  his  appointment; 
that  he  could  only  officially  “  wish  them  well  ”  and  deliver  to  them  your  greet 
ings,  provided  they,  in  return,  would  “  wish  you  well,”  and  send  their  Christian 
greetings  through  their  representative.  This  difficulty,  however,  was  quickly 
removed,  and  your  delegate  then  discharged  one  of  the  most  pleasant  duties 
of  his  life. 

His  reception  and  treatment  were  such  as  to  cause  him  to  “rejoice  and  be 
glad.”  He  felt  that  he  was  mingling  with  brethren  of  the  same  family;  with 
those  who  are  known  by  the  same  denominational  name,  and  who  subscribe 
to  the  same  Confession  of  Faith — their  and  our  Augustana.  It  is  the  hope 
and  the  belief  of  your  delegate  that  your  reception  of  the  representative  of  the 
General  Council  will  be  alike  cordial  and  fraternal. 

A  fraternal  delegate  was  appointed  to  this  body  in  the  person  of  Rev.  D.  H. 
Geissinger,  D.  D.,  of  Pittsburg,  Pa.  He  is  present  and  has  been  heard.  This 
renews  the  fraternal  relation  of  the  General  Synod  and  the  General  Council, 
after  thirty-three  years  of  deeply-lamented  separation.  It  is  hoped  that  here 
begins  an  era  of  happy  co-operation  between  these  two  great  co-ordinate  bod¬ 
ies  of  Lutherans,  that  may  last  through  time. 

3.  The  certificate  of  appointment  of  Rev.  George  PI.  Cox  as  delegate  of  the 
United  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  South,  and  his  letter 
to  this  convention.  The  latter  conveys  “  Greeting  in  the  name  of  our  Lord 
Jesus.”  It  expresses  regret  that  the  delegate  is  not  able  to  be  present  with  us, 
and  gives  the  reason.  It  speaks  of  the  fraternal  feeling  in  their  Synod  toward 
ours,  the  fact  that  ours  is  the  oldest  general  body  of  Lutherans  in  the  United 
States  and  theirs  the  youngest;  and  twice  gives  utterance  to  the  abiding  de¬ 
sire  on  their  part  for  a  re-union  with  this  General  .Synod.  We  heartily  recip¬ 
rocate  their  kind  feeling  toward  us,  including  the  desire  for  re-union. 

4.  The  certificate  of  appointment  and  a  long  and  warm-hearted  letter  from 
Rev.  John  Hart,  Delegate  from  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in 
America  to  this  body.  It  conveys  the  kind  salutation  and  fraternal  greetings  of 
that  large  co-ordinate  body  to  this  one,  and  speaks  of  the  close  ecclesiastical 
relation  of  the  two  churches  from  the  beginning  of  their  history.  It  declares 
that  they  are  watching  with  interest  the  work  and  the  progress  of  the  Luth¬ 
eran  Church.  The  absence  of  the  delegate  is  caused  by  the  great  distance  from 
his  home  and  the  expense  of  coming.  We  have  also  the  report  of  Rev.  G.  U. 
Wenner,  D.  D.,  who  attended  their  last  meeting,  and  was  cordially  received. 

5.  The  certificate  of  appointment  and  a  letter  of  Rev.  J.  R.  Brittain,  D.  D., 
Representative  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  of 
North  America.  Plis  letter  conveys  the  “  Christian  salutations”  of  that  Church 
to  this  convention,  and  expresses  regret  for  his  inability  to  be  present.  It  as¬ 
sures  us  of  their  recognition  that  we  hold  in  common  with  them  “the  great 
doctrines  of  grace,”  that  they  are  fellow  workers  with  us  in  the  great  reform 
movements  of  the  times,  and  requests  a  continuance  of  the  correspondence 
through  the  exchange  of  delegates. 
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6.  The  report  of  our  Delegate,  Rev.  Holmes  Dysinger,  D.  D.,  to  the  General 
Conference  of  the  United  Brethren  in  Christ,  at  Toledo,  Ohio.  He  was  most 
kindly  received  by  them  and  granted  a  hearing.  A  resolution  was  passed 
expressing  their  gratification  in  receiving  a  fraternal  delegate  from  the  General 
Synod  of  the  Lutheran  Church,  and  a  representative  was  appointed  to  present 
their  greetings  to  us  at  this  meeting.  He  has  been  heard  in  the  person  of  Rev. 
G.  A.  Funkhouser,  D.  D. 

7.  The  Delegate,  Rev.  J.  C.  Bowman,  of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed 
Church  of  the  United  States,  has  been  heard  on  this  floor,  and  his  fraternal 
greetings  received. 

To  all  these  coordinate  bodies  of  sister  Christian  churches,  the  General  Synod 
expresses  her  profound  appreciation  of  their  fraternal  expressions  and  actions, 
and  hopes  for  their  unbroken  friendship  and  cooperation  in  the  great  work  of 
reclaiming  mankind  from  the  power  of  sin  to  the  redemption  of  Jesus  Christ. 

Your  Committee  recommend  the  appointment  of  the  following  brethren  as 
fraternal  delegates  to  the  several  bodies  with  which  we  are  in  correspondence  :

At  this  point  Rev.  Dr.  S.  W.  Owen,  who  was  the  fraternal  dele¬ 
gate  to  the  General  Council  in  convention  at  Easton,  Pa.,  made 
a  statement  concerning  his  reception  by  said  body,  and  the  de¬ 
light  with  which  he  performed  his  duty  as  representative  of  the 
General  Synod. 

The  following  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  in  harmony  with  the  action  of  the  General  Synod  in  relation 
to  the  English  Book  of  Worship,  copy  for  the  liturgical  portion  of  the  Ger¬ 
man  Hymn  Book  be  supplied  by  the  Committee  of  the  Common  Service. 
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The  Committee  on  Resolutions  was  now  heard  and  reported 
the  following 

Resolutions. 

Your  Committee  on  Resolutions  respectfully  submit  the  following: 

1.  Resolved,  That  we  advise  the  establishment  of  libraries  of  Lutheran  liter¬ 
ature  in  our  churches  under  the  auspices  of  our  church  councils  and  young 
people's  societies. 

2.  Resolved,  That  ministers  from  other  denominations  applying  for  admis¬ 
sion  into  our  ministry  be  required  to  take  the  same  examination  as  to  qualifi¬ 
cations,  and  the  same  obligations  as  to  doctrine  and  practice,  required  of 
applicants  from  our  own  schools. 

Whereas,  Our  present  Rules  of  Order  fail  on  various  important  points  to 
furnish  the  directions  needful  to  the  proper  transaction  of  business  of  Synod; 
therefore 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed  to  revise  said  rules,  and 
recommend  such  changes  and  additions  as  in  their  judgment  may  be  deemed 
necessary,  and  report  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  immediately 
after  the  election  of  officers. 

3.  Resolved,  That  we  urge  all  our  pastors  to  give  special  attention  to  sys¬ 
tematic  and  proportionate  giving,  and  by  preaching  the  Word,  and  the  distribu¬ 
tion  of  our  Lutheran  literature,  train  our  people  thereto,  that  all  may  know 
the  blessedness  of  giving  for  Christ  and  His  Church. 

4.  Resolved,  That  we  recognize  the  Prison  Association  as  an  efficient  means 
for  “  checking  the  tide  of  crime,”  and  recommend  that  our  pastors,  in  their 
pulpit  ministries,  give  attention  to  prison  reform. 

5.  Resolved,  That  we  express  our  thanks  and  hearty  appreciation  of  the 
Associated  Press  for  the  excellent  service  they  have  given  the  Church  in  send¬ 
ing  a  special  representative,  in  the  person  of  Mr.  George  C.  Hench,  to  super¬ 
vise  their  work;  also,  to  the  press  at  Mansfield  and  to  our  Church  papers  for 
their  comprehensive  reports  of  our  proceedings. 

6.  Resolved,  That  we  as  a  General  Synod  disapprove  the  giving  to  the  pub¬ 
lic  through  the  press  anything  to  create  and  foster  division  among  us,  or  to 
estrange  brethren  one  from  another. 

7.  Resolved,  That  we  are  much  pleased  with  the  prospect  of  soon  having  a 
Publication  House  doing  our  own  printing  and  publishing,  and  that  we  will 
give  it  our  most  hearty  and  liberal  patronage. 

8.  Resolved,  That  the  Secretaries  of  our  respective  Boards  should  have  their 
reports  printed  before  the  meeting  of  the  General  Synod  if  possible,  and  dis¬ 
tributed  the  day  before  they  are  to  be  considered,  so  as  to  save  time. 

9.  Resolved,  That  the  President  of  the  General  Synod  be  authorized  to  ap¬ 
point  ten  delegates  from  our  Church  to  represent  this  body  at  the  annual  con¬ 
vention  of  the  American  Anti-Saloon  League,  to  be  held  in  Columbus,  O., 
Jannary  nth  and  12th,  1898,  no  expense  attaching  to  the  General  Synod  in 
connection  therewith. 
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10.  Resolved,  That  our  thanks  are  hereby  tendered  the  sexton  of  this  Church, 
and  that  the  Treasurer  of  the  General  Synod  be  authorized  to  pay  him  twenty- 
five  ($25.00)  dollars  for  his  services  in  the  sanctuary  during  this  session  of  the 
General  Synod. 

11.  Resolved,  That  the  Committeee  on  Transportation,  that  the  railroads 
granting  favors,  that  the  “League  of  Fifty  Thousand  ”  of  the  city  of  Mans¬ 
field,  have  our  appreciative  gratitude  for  their  faithful  services  and  kindly 
courtesies. 

12.  Resolved ,  That  we  gladly  put  upon  record  the  abounding  hospitality  of 
the  Lutheran  and  all  other  people  of  Mansfield,  the  courteous  and  fraternal 
attention  of  pastors,  the  kindly  vigilance  of  Rev.  Dr.  Wiles,  Rev.  George  Ik 
Reen  and  Rev.  G.  U.  Preuss,  pastors  of  our  Lutheran  churches,  and  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Entertainment,  the  sweet  attentions  and  anticipative  ministries  of 
the  serving  Marthas  and  devoted  Marys,  and  the  singers  and  players  upon 
instruments,  musical  interpreters  of  God’s  thoughts  and  man’s  poetry — all  these 
have  our  appreciative  gratitude,  and  we  say,  “God  bless  you  everyone,  and  fill 
your  hearts  with  the  riches  of  His  grace,  and  keep  all  in  His  encompassing 
love.” 

Your  Committee  has  had  an  interview  with  Mrs.  Frances  W.  Leiter,  Supt.  of 
Physical  Culture  of  the  National  W.  C.  T.  U.,  and  find  them  carrying  on 
several  branches  of  very  good  work;  we  recommend  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  we  approve  of  the  non-partisan  operations  of  the  W.  C.  T. 
U.;  that  we  extend  to  them  our  sympathy,  and  will  give  them  our  moral  sup¬ 
port,  together  with  our  prayers,  while  engaged  in  rescuing  our  fellowmen  from 
degradation,  and  raising  them  up  to  good  citizenship  and  Christian  character. 

Resolved,  2,  That  we  recognize  systematic  physical  culture  and  discipline  as 
an  important  part  of  the  education  which  the  state  should  furnish  its  child¬ 
ren,  thus  looking  to  the  most  complete  development  of  which  each  individual 
is  capable.

Overture. 

Your  Special  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  overture  of  the  N.  Y.  and 
N.  J.  Synod  respecting  the  Church  membership  of  ministers,  respectfully  report : 

1st.  That  it  is  the  duty  of  every  Lutheran  Christian  to  be  a  communicant 
member  in  some  individual  Lutheran  congregation. 
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2d.  That  every  pastor  is  ipso  facto  a  member  of  the  congregation  which  he 
serves. 

3d.  That  ministers  of  the  Lutheran  Church  who  are  not  pastors,  either  by 
reason  of  incapacity,  or  because  they  are  engaged  in  church  work  of  a  general 
character,  as  for  instance  a  Professor  in  College  or  Seminary,  or  such  as  may 
have,  for  sufficient  reason,  ceased  to  be  pastors  and  have  engaged  in  secular 
business,  should  connect  themselves  with  the  Lutheran  congregation  ordinarily 
where  they  reside  in  order  that  they  may  have  the  pastoral  care,  and  discharge 
the  Christian  duties,  in  a  like  manner  with  every  other  member  of  the  house¬ 
hold  of  believers,  by  making  application  to  the  Church  Council  as  in  other 
cases.

It  was 

Resolved,  That  we  call  the  special  attention  of  the  ministers  and  people  of 
our  Church  to  the  issue  of  a  translation  of  Kostlin’s  Theology  of  Luther  by 
our  Publication  House;  that  we  commend  the  issue  of  this  work  as  of  immense 
importance  to  our  Church ;  that  we  express  as  the  sense  of  this  body  that  this 
work  should  be  in  the  hands  of  all  our  ministers,  theological  students  and 
many  of  our  laymen,  both  for  the  value  of  the  work  and  as  an  encouragement 
to  the  future  issue  of  works  of  this  character. 

The  committee  on  the  following  subject  reported  and  their  re¬ 
port  was  adopted  : 

Convention  of  Lutheran  Young  People. 

Your  Committee  appointed  at  the  37th  Biennial  Convention  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod,  “  to  continue  the  interest  in  the  young  people's  movement  in  our 
own  bounds,  and  to  keep  in  touch  with  the  young  people’s  societies  in  all 
branches  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ,”  would  respectfully  report  that  among 
the  things  to  be  noted  are,  the  organization  of  the  Luther  League  of  America, 
the  publication  of  the  Luther  League  topics  for  local  societies,  the  making  of 
the  Luther  League  Review  the  official  organ  of  the  Luther  League  of  Amer¬ 
ica,  and  the  establishment  of  a  young  people’s  reading  course,  with  special 
emphasis  on  Lutheran  literature.  There  is  also  a  National  Lutheran  Chris¬ 
tian  Endeavor  Union,  which  has  held  two  conventions  since  the  last  meeting 
of  the  General  Synod.  With  these  two  organizations  in  active  existence  and 
our  young  people’s  societies  actively  at  work  through  them,  any  further  action 
by  the  General  Synod  would  seem  superfluous. 

It  might  be  well,  in  place  of  this  committee,  to  appoint  a  delegate  to  these 
conventions  through  whom  the  work  and  progress  of  these  organizations 
might  from  time  to  time  be  reported  to  this  body. 
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The  number  of  young  people’s  societies,  their  membership,  and  the  moneys 
contributed  by  them,  may  be  ascertained  by  referring  to  the  report  of  the 
Statistical  Secretary  of  the  General  Synod.

The  Committee  of  Three,  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  of 
the  German  Seminary  Board  for  consideration  of  the  legal  mat¬ 
ters  involved,  consisting  of  J.  L.  Shelly,  Esq.,  Revs.  Jacob  A. 
Clutz,  D.  D.,  and  Conrad  Huber,  now  presented  the  harmonized 
report  of  said  Board,  with  a  form  of  legal  transfer  of  the  Chicago 
property.  It  is  as  follows  : 

Sixth  Biennial  Report  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  German  Theo¬ 
logical  Seminary  of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Church  of  the  United  States  of  America, 
at  Chicago,  Illinois. 

Mr.  President ,  Fathers  and  Brethren:  Recognizing  the  divine  favor  and 
help  of  God  in  the  work  that  had  been  entrusted  to  us,  and  with  most  devout 
gratitude  to  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  for  the  degree  of  success  that  has 
attended  our  efforts  in  the  performance  of  our  duties,  we  present  herewith  our 
sixth  biennial  report  for  your  consideration  and  adoption.  This  body  has  a 
special  interest  in  this  institution  of  learning,  inasmuch  as  it  owns  and  controls 
the  same  entirely. 

ORGANIZATION. 

Your  Board  of  Directors  appointed  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  General  Synod 
held  a  meeting  at  the  Seminary  building  at  (  hicago,  Illinois,  on  the  30th  day 
of  July,  1895.  R  organized  itself  for  work  by  electing  the  following  officers: 
President,  Rev.  C.  Iluber;  Vice-President,  Rev.  R.  Neumaerker;  Secretary, 
Rev.  Wm.  Rosenstengel;  Treasurer,  Mr.  Geo.  H.  Knollenberg,  At  this  meet¬ 
ing  the  general  affairs  and  the  great  needs  of  the  institution  were  very  care¬ 
fully  considered  by  your  Board.  Being  fully  convinced  of  the  great  necessity 
of  this  work  for  the  welfare  of  our  German  and  German-English  Church,  we 
could  not  do  otherwise  than  resolve  to  continue  the  institution,  although  in  the 
face  of  great  difficulties.  The  report  which  is  herewith  presented  will  justify 
the  act. 

THE  PAST. 

Taking  a  glance  into  the  past,  we  can  plainly  see  the  Divine  guidance  in  our 
work.  Twelve  years  of  uninterrupted  labor  have  been  completed.  During 
this  time  a  goodly  number  of  men  have  been  educated  wholly  or  in  part  in  this 
institution.  These  men  have  gone  out  into  the  great  harvest  field  of  the  Mas¬ 
ter,  doing  work  which  compares  very  favorably  with  others  who  have  enjoyed 
greater  advantages. 
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THE  PAST  TWO  YEARS. 

During  the  first  year  of  the  past  biennium  there  were  twenty  students  in 
attendance,  and  the  second  year  twelve.  The  class  of  students  was  on  the 
whole  different  than  formerly,  inasmuch  as  most  of  them  were  either  born  in 
this  country  or  reared  under  our  conditions,  and  also  enjoyed  a  fuller  course 
of  instruction  than  some  who  had  gone  out  before.  Nine  of  these  young  men 
completed  their  course,  and  are  now  serving  fields  in  nearly  as  many  States, 
viz. :  Rev.  J.  Paetznick,  at  Glasco,  Kansas;  Rev.  G.  Id.  Michelman,  at  Chicago, 
Ill.;  Rev.  P.  Rowoldt,  at  Wilkesbarre,  Pa.;  Rev.  Max  Hermg,  at  Accident, 
Md.;  Rev.  B.  Lederer,  at  Batesville,  Ind.;  O.  Winnat,  in  Dawson  county. 
Neb.;  F.  Gilbert,  in  Scott  county,  Iowa;  K.  Kinger,  in  Eden,  Nemaha  county. 
Neb.;  and  J.  Kupfer,  Greenhill,  Warren  county,  Ind.  All  these  brethren 
occupy  mission  fields,  most  of  which  would  without  this  agency  of  the  Church 
remain  unoccupied,  and  they  do  this  without  help  from  the  Home  Mission 
Board.  This  is  a  feature  that  should  not  escape  our  notice.  Your  Board  was 
very  favorably  impressed  with  the  general  condition  of  the  Institution . 

OUR  FINANCIAL  CONDITION. 

It  is  no  doubt  well  known  to  you  all  that  this  Institution  is  without  a  cent 
of  endowment.  We  are,  therefore,  entirely  dependent  upon  voluntary  contri¬ 
butions.  Gratefully  do  we  acknowledge  what  has  been  done  by  a  large  num¬ 
ber  of  people  to  support  this  work.  But  the  number  of  contributors  is  too 
small  to  carry  us  through  without  a  deficit.  Whilst  we  come  before  you  at  this 
time  with  comparatively  a  small  deficit  for  the  past  biennium,  yet  even  this 
would  not  be  necessary  if  the  help  which  we  have  a  right  to  expect  had  been 
more  general.  Several  months  ago  the  Board  sent  out  a  very  modest  appeal 
to  the  ministers  and  quite  a  large  number  of  laymen  of  our  General  Synod. 
The  response  to  this  appeal  was  very  commendable  from  certain  quarters,  and 
helped  us  very  much.  Yet  we  deeply  regret  to  say  that  less  than  twenty  of 
our  English-speaking  ministers  responded  to  the  same. 

What  we  are  to  think  of  this,  we  are  scarcely  able  to  say.  It  is  possible 
that  the  brethren  here  assembled  will  be  able  to  give  us  some  light.  Yet 
with  all  this  we  no  doubt  come  before  you  with  a  less  shortage,  comparatively, 
than  any  of  the  other  Boards.  However  it  is  proper  to  state  here  that  we  have 
been  compelled  to  economize  in  such  a  way  that  we  were  not  able  to  do  to 
others  as  we  would  have  them  do  to  us. 

Our  professors  do  not  receive  a  proper  compensation  for  their  services;  also 
many  things  that  need  attention  in  the  institution  had  to  be  left  undone  be¬ 
cause  of  the  lack  of  funds.  To  carry  on  a  work  of  this  kind  for  two  years,  to 
employ  three  professors,  two  of  whom  are  giving  as  much  time  and  attention 
to  this  work  as  is  usually  required,  to  pay  for  light,  fuel,  repairs,  insurance, 
and  interest  for  the  two  years  amounting  to  $480.00,  and  to  have  for  one  year 
from  6  to  8  beneficiaries  at  our  table,  and  do  all  this  for  less  than  $4,000.00,  as 
the  Treasurer’s  report  will  show,  required  an  economy  that  is  extreme.  On 
account  of  the  lack  of  funds,  and  because  the  Board  positively  resolved  not  to 
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make  any  more  debt,  we  were  compelled  to  refuse  aid  to  beneficiaries  the  past 
year.  We  greatly  regretted  to  do  this,  but  by  so  doing  we  were  able  to  pay 
all  our  current  expenses  with  the  exception  of  interest  due  our  Treasurer, 
amounting  to  $240.00.  Under  the  circumstances,  we  regard  this  very  good. 

OUR  FUTURE. 

The  importance  of  the  work  of  this  institution  manifests  itself  more  and 
more.  Our  linguistic  problem  which  confronts  us  in  many  places  very  much 
can  only  he  fully  and  properly  solved  by  such  an  institution.  Hence  it  is 
plain  to  us  that  this  work,  in  one  form  or  another,  must  continue,  and  that 
therefore  it  should  receive  greater  sympathy  and  co-operation  from  this  body. 
Whether  the  institution  shall  stand  or  fall,  is  in  your  hands.  It  is  owned  by 
the  General  Synod,  and  it  is  carried  on  in  its  behalf  and  for  its  welfare. 

Whilst  at  different  times  it  has  been  recommended  to  the  favorable  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  Board  of  Education,  yet  it  has  ended  with  the  favorable  re¬ 
commendation;  that  Board  can  say  how  much  consideration  the  matter  has 
received.  We  would  therefore  lay  this  work  anew  on  the  hearts  and  con¬ 
sciences  of  the  brethren  here  assembled,  and  through  them  on  the  hearts  and 
consciences  of  the  whole  Church.  May  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  help  us  to 
see  the  importance  of  this  work,  and  may  we,  in  His  name,  come  to  its  rescue 
according  to  our  ability. 

We  would  most  respectfully  present  the  following  for  your  consideration 
and  adoption  : 

1st.  Resolved,  That  we  acknowledge  most  devoutly  the  Divine  favor  and 
blessing  of  God  upon  this  Institution,  earnestly  imploring  Him  for  His  guid¬ 
ance  and  direction  in  our  future  work. 

Whereas,  Our  German  Theological  Seminary  is  undor  the  control  of  a 
Board  of  Directors  appointed  by  this  General  Synod ;  and 

JVhcreas,  As  a  German  Institution  it  was  established  for  a  special  purpose 
to  meet  a  special  want,  namely  that  of  securing  ministers  for  our  German 
churches  in  their  transition  period;  and 

Whereas,  There  was  no  provision  made  for  the  support  of  this  Institution, 
thus  leaving  all  its  arrangements  necessarily  of  a  temporary  character  and  in  a 
somewhat  unsatisfactory  condition;  and 

Whereas,  This  work,  though  very  meagerly  supported,  has  yet  been  quite 
successful  in  furnishing  our  churches  with  a  goodly  number  of  faithful  and 
efficient  ministers;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  felt  more  and  more  that  this  work  cannot  be  permanent  in 
its  present  form,  and  that  peihaps  the  time  has  come  fur  some  other  and  bet¬ 
ter  provision  to  meet  the  growing  demand,  especially  for  ministers  able  to  use 
the  English  language,  and  who  are  in  entire  sympathy  with  all  our  General 
Synod’s  interests  and  methods;  therefore, 

Resolved,  1.  That  we  heartily  commend  the  movements  to  endow  German 
Professorships  in  connection  with  our  permanent  theological  institutions,  such 
as  are  now  being  contemplated. 
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Resolved ,  2.  That  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  German  Theological  Semi¬ 
nary  be  and  are  hereby  recommended  to  transfer  and  turn  over  to  the  Board 
of  Education  of  the  General  Synod,  for  the  use  of  the  contemplated  German 
Department  of  the  Western  Theological  Seminary,  or  of  such  other  institution 
as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  Board,  the  library,  apparatus  and  all  ether  per¬ 
sonal  property  belonging  to  the  said  German  Theological  Seminary,  and  to 
recommend  to  the  students  of  the  same  to  attend  the  institution  thus  selected 
by  the  Board  of  Education. 

Resolved ,  3.  That  the  proper  officers  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  German 
Theological  Seminary  of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  located  at  Chicago,  Ill.,  be  and  are 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  execute  and  deliver  to  the  purchaser  or 
purchasers  of  the  real  estate  of  the  said  Theological  Seminary  the  necessary 
deed  or  deeds  for  the  same,  and  affix  the  corporate  seal  thereto,  and  to  execute 
and  deliver  all  other  papers  or  writings,  and  to  do  and  perform  all  other  acts 
necessary  in  the  premises.  And  the  President  of  the  said  Board  of  Directors 
is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  sell  the  said  real  estate  at  such  price  and 
for  such  sum  as  shall  meet  the  approval  by  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  members 
of  the  said  Board  of  Directors,  and  that  the  net  proceeds  arising  from  the  said 
sale  shall  be  turned  over  to  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  General  Synod  of 
the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  to  be 
applied  by  them  to  the  support  of  the  said  contemplated  German  department. 

Resolved ,  4.  That  our  ministers  and  churches  be  invited  to  co-operate  in  this 
new  departure,  and  encourage  this  department  of  our  educational  work  with 
such  aid  as  it  may  need,  in  order  that  the  changes  indicated  may  be  speedily 
accomplished,  and  the  good  will  of  the  liberal  friends  of  our  German  work 
may  be  continued  for  the  same  work  under  this  proposed  change  and  manage- 
agement. 

Resolved ,  5.  That  the  traveling  expenses  of  the  members  of  the  Board  here¬ 
with  presented  be  allowed,  and  that  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Education 
be  hereby  authorized  to  pay  the  same.

Adopted. 
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Place  of  Next  Meeting. 

The  selection  of  a  place  for  the  next  General  Synod  being  now 
in  order,  invitations  were  received  from  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  the 
Rock  River  Assembly,  and  St.  Paul’s  Church  of  York,  Pa.,  the 
other  General  Synod  churches  of  the  city  joining  in  the  invita¬ 
tion.  The  President  appointed  as  tellers  to  conduct  the  ballot 
for  choice  of  place  Rev.  A.  H.  F.  Fischer  and  Messrs  S.  C. 
Crounse  and  O.  P.  Goodman.  The  result  was  the  selection  of 
York,  Pa.,  and  on  motion  this  was  made  the  unanimous  choice  of 
the  Convention.  The  time  decided  upon  was  the  first  Wednes¬ 
day  evening  before  Trinity  Sunday  in  1899,  at  eight  o’clock. 

An  order  was  granted  the  Treasurer  for  forty-seven  dollars  and 
eighty-seven  cents  as  discount  on  loan  ordered  by  the  General 
Synod. 

On  motion  it  was  agreed  to  hear  the  representative  of  the  W.  C. 
T.  U.  for  five  minutes,  and  Mrs.  Frances  W.  Leiter  presented  the 
work  in  which  she  is  interested. 

It  was  moved  that  the  Secretary  have  2000  copies  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod  Minutes  published,  and  the  motion  was  agreed  to. 

The  compensation  of  the  Secretary  of  the  General  Synod  for 
transcribing  the  minutes,  and  clerical  service  was  fixed  hereafter 
at  fifty  dollars  for  each  year  of  the  biennium,  instead  of  twenty- 
five  dollars. 

A  paper  was  presented  concerning  the  bonding  of  treasurers 
together  with  a  form  for  said  bond,  which  was  on  motion  referred 
to  a  committee  of  three  lawyers  for  consideration  and  report  two 
years  hence. 

On  motion,  the  Committee  on  the  American  Sabbath  Union 
was  ordered  stricken  from  the  list  of  standing  committees.  The 
committee  on  the  revision  of  the  Book  of  Worship  with  Tunes 
was  continued. 

It  was  ordered  that  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  by  the 
President  as  the  General  Synod’s  representatives  on  the  commit¬ 
tee  of  the  three  general  bodies  for  the  arbitration  of  differences. 
(See  list  of  Committees.) 

On  motion,  the  Convention  adjourned  to  meet  after  the  evening 
service,  and  the  session  was  closed  with  prayer  by  Rev.  Dr.  J.  H. 
W.  Stuckenberg. 
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Thursday,  io  p.  m. 

At  the  close  of  the  evening  service  the  General  Synod  was 
called  to  order,  and  Rev.  S.  G.  Dornblaser  led  in  prayer. 

The  minutes  of  the  preceding  session  were  read,  and  a  motion 
prevailed  to  retain  the  words  “  non  partisan  ”  in  the  reference  to 
the  work  of  the  W.  C.  T.  U.,  as  found  in  the  last  item  of  the  re¬ 
port  of  the  Committee  on  Resolutions.  (See  page  80.) 

The  minutes  were  then  approved. 

Thanks  to  the  President  and  Secretary. 

On  motion,  the  thanks  of  the  General  Synod  were  conveyed  to 
the  President  and  Secretary,  and  they  were  commended  for  faith¬ 
ful  services  in  connection  with  this  Convention. 

Thanks  for  Sermon. 

The  thanks  of  the  Convention  were  also  voted  to  those  breth¬ 
ren  by  whose  liberality  the  sermon  of  the  retiring  President,  Rev. 
H.  Louis  Baugher,  D.  D.,  had  been  printed  and  put  into  the 
hands  of  the  delegates. 

Thanks  to  Dr.  Studebaker. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  W.  H.  Dunbar,  D.  D.,  the  thanks  of  the 
General  Synod  were  tendered  to  Rev.  Dr.  Studebaker,  of  Bald 
more.,  Md.,  by  whose  indefatigable  labors  such  excellent  and  gen 
eral  reports  of  this  Convention  were  made  possible. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  session  were  now  read  and  approved, 
and  a  motion  to  finally  adjourn  prevailed,  after  which  the  334th 
hymn,  “  Blest  be  the  tie  that  binds,”  etc.,  was  sung,  prayer  was 
offered  by  Rev.  J.  A.  Clutz,  D.  D.,  and  the  benediction  was  pro¬ 
nounced  by  President  Hamma.

I.  THE  WORK  AT  HOME.

At  the  first  meeting,  held  in  Baltimore,  June  21,  1895,  t^ie  Board  organized 
by  electing  the  following  officers:  President,  Rev.  F.  Ph.

$96,220.59.

Deducting  from  this  sum  the  balance  of  $456.49  leaves  $7,176.80,  which  is 
the  net  indebtedness  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  on  April  30,  1897. 

A  detailed  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures  will  be  given  in  the 
Treasurer’s  Report. 

1.  Deaths. — It  becomes  our  sad  duty  to  record  the  death  of  Mrs.  Emily 
Virginia  Day,  the  devoted  and  self  sacrificing  wife  of  our  heroic  missionary, 
Rev.  Dr.  David  A.  Day,  of  Muhlenberg  Mission,  Africa. 

Mrs.  Day  was  born  in  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  June  10,  1S53,  and  died  near 
Lewisburg,  Pa.,  August  10,  1895,  aged  forty-two  years  and  two  months.  Her 
remains  are  buried  at  Selinsgrove,  Pa.,  where  a  suitable  monument,  provided 
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for  by  the  contributions  of  friends  in  all  parts  of  the  Church,  marks  her  last 
resting-place. 

Mrs.  Day  accompanied  her  husband  to  Africa  in  1874,  and  returned  to 
America  for  the  last  time  in  1895,  having  spent  twenty-one  years,  or  nearly 
one-half  her  lifetime,  in  the  work  to  which  she  had  so  unreservedly  conse¬ 
crated  herself. 

Mrs.  Geo.  P.  Goll,  who  arrived  in  Muhlenberg  Mission  December  18,  1896, 
after  a  residence  in  Africa  of  only  eighteen  days,  died  January  5,  1897. 

George  Boynton  Home,  an  Eurasian  gentleman,  Assistant  Bible  Teacher  in 
the  India  College,  died  at  Guntur,  India,  October  25,  1895.  Mr.  Home  was 
a  trusted  and  faithful  worker  on  the  staff  of  the  institution  for  a  period  of 
about  seven  years,  and  had  endeared  himself  both  to  the  students  and  his 
colleagues  by  his  fidelity  as  a  Christian  worker. 

2.  Receipts  from  the  Woman's  Society. — During  the  biennium  the  Board 
has  received  from  the  Woman’s  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society  the 
sum  of  $20,436.21,  $1,000  of  which  was  loaned  to  the  Hospital  Building  Fund 
for  three  years  without  interest,  after  which  it  will  be  applied  to  the  endow¬ 
ment  of  the  “  Sheaff  Bed  ”  in  the  Plospital. 

3.  Legacies. — The  amounts  received  during  the  biennium  from  legacies  are 
as  follows :

4.  Offerings  of  the  Sunday-Schools. — The  special  offerings  of  the  Sunday- 
schools  for  Foreign  Missions  in  1896  amounted  to  $8,376.40,  which  was  an 
increase  of  $1,585.68  over  those  of  the  preceding  year.  The  amount  reported 
in  the  present  year  thus  far  is  $9,442.87;  an  increase  over  1896  of  $1,024.54. 
Comparing  the  total  receipts  of  the  last  two  years  with  those  of  the  preceding 
two  years,  it  appears  that  the  offerings  of  the  Sunday-schools  for  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sions  have  increased  to  the  amount  of  $3,214.51. 

5.  The  Patron  and  Protege  Service. — During  the  biennium  23  patrons  have 
been  secured  for  the  support  of  students  in  India  and  Africa  at  $25.00  a  year, 
12  patrons  of  native  helpers  in  Gospel  work  and  20  individuals  and  societies 
have  contributed  from  $20.00  to  $40.00  each  for  the  erection  of  places  of 
worship.  These  55  new,  together  with  the  large  number  of  old  patrons,  who 
are  continuing  their  contributions  to  this  department  of  the  service,  have 
rendered  most  important  assistance  in  carrying  on  this  form  of  work,  which,  in 
point  of  importance,  is  second  to  none  in  our  missions. 

6.  Young  People's  Societies. — Mr.  Wm.  M.  Beck,  a  student  in  Carthage  Col¬ 
lege,  was  authorized  by  the  Board  to  operate  among  the  young  people  on  the 
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territory  of  that  institution  with  the  view  of  securing  the  funds  necessary  to 
send  him  to  Africa  and  support  him  in  that  field  for  a  period  of  five  years. 
During  the  summer  vacation  of  1895,  and  again  after  completing  his  theologi¬ 
cal  studies  at  Wittenberg  Seminary  in  1896,  Mr.  Beck  successfully  prosecuted 
this  work,  securing  pledges  to  the  amount  of  $852  among  the  young  people  of 
the  Central  and  Northern  Illinois  and  Wartburg  Synods. 

In  response  to  an  appeal  issued  in  April,  1896,  the  Young  People's  Societies 
also  pledged  the  sum  of  $649.87  toward  the  building  of  a  church  in  Narasa- 
rowpet,  India,  the  station  occupied  by  their  missionary,  Rev.  N.  E.  Yeiser. 

7.  Retrenchment. — Owing  to  an  almost  total  failure  of  the  coffee  crop  in 
Africa  in  1895,  and  the  falling  *n  receipts  from  other  sources,  causing  a 
shortage  of  about  $10,000,  the  Board,  March  12,  1896,  reluctantly  ordered  a 
retrenchment  to  the  amount  of  $4,000  in  India,  and  $1, coo  in  Africa. 

8.  Return  of  Missionaries. — Mrs.  Susan  R.  Kistler,  who  went  to  India  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Woman’s  Missionary  Society,  in  1888,  after  serving  for  a 
period  of  about  seven  years,  left  Narasarowpet  July  22,  and  arrived  in  America 
in  August,  1895.  She  subsequently  resigned  her  appointment  as  one  of  our 
missionaries. 

Rev.  E.  Unangst,  D.  D.,  left  India  about  the  first  of  August,  1895,  and  ar‘ 
rived  in  San  P'rancisco  October  14,  1895.  In  view  of  his  advanced  age  and 
bodily  infirmities,  Dr.  Unangst  presented  his  resignation  from  active  mission¬ 
ary  work  May  1,  1896.  The  resignation  was  accepted  by  the  Board  at  the 
meeting  held  on  the  nth  of  June  following. 

Rev.  Geo.  B.  Goll,by  the  advice  of  Dr.  Day,  returned  to  America  for  needed 
rest  and  to  recruit  his  health.  He  sailed  from  Monrovia  January  25th,  and 
landed  in  Philadelphia  P'ebruary  29th,  1896. 

Mrs.  A.  S.  Aberly,  the  wife  of  our  missionary,  Rev.  John  Aberly,  accompa¬ 
nied  by  their  two  children,  sailed  from  Madras  April  4,  1897,  and  arrived  in 
New  York,  May  15,  1897.  Rev.  Aberly  will  remain  in  India  until  1900,  when 
he  will  have  completed  his  first  ten  years  of  service. 

9.  Arew  Missionaries. — During  the  biennium  five  new  missionaries  were 
sent  to  the  foreign  field,  viz. :  to  India,  Miss  Mary  Baer,  M.  D.,  of  Canal 
Dover,  Ohio,  Miss  Anna  Evaline  Sanford,  of  Springfield,  Illinois,  and  Miss 
Mary  Knauss,  of  Gabon,  Ohio.  These  ladies  have  all  gone  out  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Woman’s  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the  Church. 
To  Muhlenberg  Mission,  Africa,  your  Board  has  sent  Rev.  August  Pohlmann, 
M.  D.,  of  Baltimore,  Md.,  and  Rev.  Wm.  M.  Beck,  of  Lancaster,  Ohio. 

In  the  latter  half  of  1895  Miss  Frances  Davis,  from  Toronto,  Canada,  who 
had  already  spent  some  time  in  the  field,  was  also  employed  and  regularly 
commissioned  as  a  missionary  at  Muhlenberg.  Miss  Davis  is  well  educated, 
has  special  training  as  a  nurse  and  is  eminently  qualified  for  the  work  to  which 
she  has  been  called.  She  is  supported  by  the  Woman’s  Society  of  our  Church. 

10.  Sai/ing  of  Missionaries. — The  time  of  departure  from  this  country  and 
arrival  in  their  respective  fields  of  outgoing  missionaries  during  the  biennium 
is  as  follows :

Rev.  Aberly  has  charge  of  the  training  school  and  the  Telugu  congregation 
in  Guntur. 
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Dr.  Harpster  is  in  charge  of  the  Sattenapalli,  and,  since  Dr.  Unangst’s  re¬ 
tirement,  also  of  the  Guntur  taluk. 

Dr.  Albrecht  is  the  missionary  in  the  Palnad  with  headquarters  at  Renta- 
chintala. 

Rev.  Yeiser  has  charge  of  the  Narasarowpet,  Vinukonda  and  Kanigiri 
taluks  with  headquarters  at  Narasarowpet. 

Rev.  Kinsinger  has  been  associated  in  work  and  living  with  Rev.  Yeiser, 
but  in  July,  1896,  moved  to  Vinukonda,  and  on  January  1,  1897,  took  full 
charge  of  the  Vinukonda  and  Kanigiri  taluks.

From  this  tabulated  report  it  appears  that  the  whole  number  of  teachers 
connected  with  the  College  and  its  branches  is  49,  and  of  students  882,  an 
increase  of  13  teachers  and  218  students  over  the  number  reported  two 
years  ago. 

The  local  receipts  of  the  institution,  from  fees  and  government  grants,  for 
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the  two  years  under  report,  amounted  to  $8,007,  an  increase  over  the  previous 
biennium  of  $1,676. 

The  upkeep  of  this  department  of  the  educational  work  of  the  mission  for 
the  biennium  was  $12,035,  which  c°st  about  66  per  cent,  was  met  by  the 
local  receipts,  thus  showing  a  very  decided  and  encouraging  advance  toward 
self-support  as  shown  by  the  fact  that  the  local  receipts  have  increased  from 
24  per  cent,  in  1890  to  66  per  cent,  in  1896.

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III.  THE  WORK  IN  AFRICA. 

1.  A  Conference  Organized. — March  16,  1S97,  the  Muhlenberg  Mission 
Conference  was  organized  by  the  election  of  Rev.  Dr.  D.  A.  Day  as  President 
and  Treasurer  and  Rev.  August  Pohlmann,  M.  D.,  as  Secretary.  The  other 
members  are  Rev.  Geo.  P.  Goll,  Rev.  Wm.  M.  Beck  and  Miss  Frances  Davis. 

Dr.  Day  was  elected  General  Superintendent  of  the  Mission;  Rev.  Gull, 
manager  of  the  farm  and  industrial  school;  Rev.  Pohlmann,  pastor  of  the  Mis¬ 
sion  Church  and  physician  to  the  Mission;  Rev.  Beck,  pastor  of  St.  Paul’s 
Church,  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  river,  and  principal  of  the  mission  school, 
with  Miss  Davis  and  Lorenza  Smart,  assistant  teachers;  and  Albert  Massey, 
overseer  of  the  farm. 

2.  The  Emma  V.  Day  Memorial. — The  sum  of  $1,175.02  has  been  con¬ 
tributed  and  subscribed  by  the  friends  of  Mrs.  Day  as  a  special  and  permanent 
fund,  the  interest  on  which  is  to  be  devoted  annually  to  the  education  of  native 
African  girls  for  mission  work. 

A  neat  little  memorial  volume,  five  by  six  inches  in  size,  containing  much 
interesting  information  as  to  her  life  and  labors  as  a  missionary,  and  embellished 
with  several  good  engravings  of  Mrs.  Day,  will  soon  be  given  out  from  our 
Publication  House.  A  copy  of  the  book  will  be  presented  to  every  person  or 
society  that  contributes  one  dollar  or  more  to  this  memorial  fund. 

3.  Steamboat  for  Africa. — About  ten  years  ago  Dr.  Day  asked  that  a  small 
steam  launch  be  furnished  the  mission  for  service  on  the  St.  Paul  river.  In 
response  to  this  call  special  contributions  to  the  amount  of  $2,098  were  re¬ 
ceived  by  the  Board. 

Before  this  fund  was  completed,  however,  the  young  men  who  had  received 
mechanical  training  in  the  industrial  department  of  the  mission  organized  a 
company,  purchased  a  small  engine  and  built  a  steamboat,  which  has  been 
running  between  the  mission  and  the  town  of  Monrovia  for  some  eight  or 
nine  years.  When  a  few  years  ago  the  boiler  gave  out,  the  Liberian  Govern¬ 
ment  promptly  appropriated  $500  to  purchase  a  new  one  and  make  other 
necessary  repairs  to  the  craft. 

Later  on  Dr.  Day  reported  that  the  building  of  this  boat  had  so  stimulated 
individual  enterprise  on  the  part  of  the  natives  in  the  matter  of  transportation 
on  the  St.  Paul  river,  that  it  had  become  evident  that  it  was  not  necessary  for 
the  mission  to  own  a  steamboat. 

Acting  on  this  advice  the  Board  on  April  13,  1896,  applied  the  steamboat 
fund  to  the  general  work  in  Muhlenberg  Mission. 

4.  A  New  Residence  in  Africa. — In  view  of  our  sending  out  two  new  men 
to  Africa  last  year,  the  Board  took  action  March  12,  1896,  authorizing  Dr. 
Day  to  build  an  additional  residence  in  Muhlenberg  Mission  at  a  cost  not  ex¬ 
ceeding  $1,200.  A  small  but  comfortable  house  has  been  built  on  the 
opposite  side  of  the  river,  on  an  elevated  and  commanding  site,  and  early  in 
the  present  year  it  was  occupied  by  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Day.

GENERAL  REMARKS. 


I.  0?i  the  Work  i7i  India. — In  view  of  Dr.  Unangst’s  retirement  from 
active  work  as  one  of  our  missionaries,  it  is  deemed  appropriate  to  make 
special  mention  of  him  and  his  long  and  faithful  service. 

Dr.  Unangst  sailed  for  India  November  23,  1857,  and  returning,  landed  in 
San  Francisco  October  14,  1895.  During  this  period  of  over  thirty-seven 
years  he  left  Iniia  only  twice,  taking  a  short  furlough  of  about  nine  months 
in  the  United  States  in  18/ 1  and  1872,  and  a  second,  of  a  few  months  longer, 
in  1882  and  1883.  For  four  years  he  was  the  sole  inissi  >nary  in  charge  of 
the  Rajamundry  and  Guntur  fields,  stan  ling  faithfully  at  his  post  until  he  had 
seen  the  small  and  feeble  beginning  grow  into  one  of  the  best  equipped  and 
mist  thoroughly  organized  missions  in  South  India.  To  him,  under  God,  the 
Church  is  largely  indebted  for  the  enlargement  and  efficiency,  if  not  for  the 
continued  existence  of  its  work  in  the  Guntur  field.  The  Church  will  grate- 
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fully  remember  him  for  his  manifold  and  faithful  labors,  his  self-sacrifice  and 
heroic  devotion,  and  will  not  cease  to  pray  that  undiminished  blessings  may 
rest  upon  him  throughout  the  evening  of  his  long  and  eventful  life. 

Notwithstanding  the  Krishna  flood,  which  completely  swept  away  a  number 
of  prayer-houses,  together  with  the  villages  in  which  they  were  located,  the 
terrible  famine  and  plague  with  which  India  is  being  visited,  and  the  retrench¬ 
ment  of  $4, coo  which  the  Board  was  compelled  to  order,  our  missionaries  are 
still  able  to  report  encouraging  progress.  The  membership,  old  and  young, 
of  the  native  church  has  increased  over  10  per  cent.,  while  the  benevolent 
offerings  are  66  per  cent,  in  advance  of  the  previous  biennium. 

A  new  station  has  been  established  in  the  Palnad,  and  that  important  part 
of  our  held  has  had  a  resident  missionary  family  for  the  first  time  in  the  his¬ 
tory  of  the  work.  Ground  has  been  purchased  for  a  new  station  in  the 
Sattenapalli,  and  measures  have  also  been  taken  looking  to  the  establishment 
of  a  station  in  the  Repalle  and  Bapatla  taluks. 

A  normal  school  has  been  opened  and  is  doing  a  good  and  much  needed 
work  in  giving  our  missionaries  a  more  efficient  corps  of  native  teachers. 

A  Telugu  Sunday-school  lesson  book,  which  already  has  quite  a  large  cir¬ 
culation,  is  published  and  used  jointly  by  the  Guntur  and  Rajamundry  mis¬ 
sions,  and  steps  are  now  being  taken  by  the  various  Lutheran  missions  of  the 
Telugu  country  to  join  in  making  a  common  Telugu  translation  of  Luther’s 
Catechism,  on  the  basis  of  the  Telugu  translation  of  the  Bible,  for  general  use 
among  all  the  Lutherans  in  India.  Our  own  mission,  the  Rajamundry,  the 
Hermannsburg  and  Brecklum  missions  have  already  signified  their  readiness  ta 
co-operate,  and  efforts  are  also  being  made  to  include  the  Leipsic  and  the 
large  Gossner  mission  of  Chota  Nagpore  in  this  work. 

The  College  and  Hospital  at  Guntur  are  deserving  of  special  mention.  In 
this  biennium  the  tower  has  been  put  up,  and  this  completes  the  Arthur  G. 
Watts  memorial  building — the  finest  structure  of  any  kind  outside  of  the  cities 
of  Madras,  250  miles  to  the  south,  or  Bombay,  500  miles  to  the  west,  or  Cal¬ 
cutta,  700  miles  to  the  North. 

The  mai  r  building  and  the  maternity  ward  of  the  Woman’s  Hospital  have 
also  been  completed,  and  will  be  formally  opened  June  16,  1897.  Next  to  the 
Watts  Memorial,  it  is  perhaps  the  finest  and  most  imposing  structure  in  an  area 
of  country  of  from  eight  to  nine  hundred  miles  in  extent.  These  buildings, 
together  with  the  work  done  in  them,  have  given  our  mission  a  reputation  that 
is  eminently  helpful  in  the  work  of  evangelizing  that  section  of  India. 

In  view  of  the  vast  importance  and  deep  need  of  educational  and  medical 
work  in  that  country,  the  Church  has  certainly  great  reason  to  thank  God  that 
these  enterprises  have  been  carried  forward  to  a  successful  completion. 

2.  On  the  Work  in  Africa. — In  a  work  like  that  of  Muhlenberg  Mission,  it 
is  not  possible  to  give  an  adequate  account  of  its  nature  and  extent  by  statisti¬ 
cal  tables,  and  we  beg  leave,  therefore,  to  make  special  mention  of  some  of  its 
more  important  features. 
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Rev.  Beck,  after  having  been  on  the  field  about  two  months  and  a  haf\ 
writes :  “  My  first  impressions  have,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  been  very 
favorable.  The  brightest  pictures  I  had  allowed  myself  to  draw  of  Africa  and 
African  life  have  invariably  been  surpassed  by  the  reality.  We  first  met  the 
native  at  the  French  possession  of  Dakar,  and  from  that  point  to  Monrovia  he 
was  our  continuous  study.  Long  before  we  reached  our  destination  we  de¬ 
cided  that  the  prospects  for  making  something  out  of  the  native  African  were 
very  encouraging  and  hopeful. 

“  When  we  arose  on  Saturday  morning,  after  our  arrival  at  the  Mission  Fri¬ 
day  night,  and  looked  over  the  mission  property  as  it  lay  spread  out  before  us, 
it  seemed  too  beautiful  to  be  real  for  a  spot  in  the  Dark  Continent.  It  far  ex¬ 
ceeded  my  expectations.  Everything  was  neat  and  clean,  and  almost  as  far  as 
the  eye  could  reach,  the  land  was  under  coffee  cultivation. 

“  All  this  was  indeed  very  gratifying  to  us.  However,  that  which  afforded 
so  great  pleasure  to  the  eye  was  only  that  which  could  be  perceived  through 
the  organ  of  sight.  This,  we  realized,  was  the  outer  life  of  the  mission,  the 
temporal  life  which  speaks  well  for  the  labor  and  money  expended  on  it.  But 
what  of  the  inner  life,  the  hidden,  the  spiritual,  the  soul  life?  That  is  what 
we  are  most  deeply  interested  in  and  for  which  we  came  here.  At  this  date 
we  understand  that  phase  of  the  work  very  imperfectly  and  hence  I  shall  make 
no  comment  upon  it.” 

Dr.  Day,  in  sending  his  report,  says :  “  Statistics,  so  far  as  this  work  is  con¬ 
cerned,  mean  almost  nothing.  I  could  baptize  half  the  population  of  this  s 
whole  region,  men,  women  and  children,  if  I  were  so  minded,  but  the  great 
work  is  to  educate  and  develop  them  in  the  new  life.  In  making  up  the  list 
of  members  I  have  counted  only  those  who  commune  regularly.  This  whole 
region  is  filled  with  men  and  women  who  have  been  and  still  are  members  of 
the  Church,  but  who  have  gone  into  lands  beyond  the  reach  and  direct  control 
of  the  missionaries.  For  want  of  help  they  could  not  be  followed  up  and  they 
are  not  counted.  There  are,  however,  about  3,oco  people  who  are  more  or\ 
less  directly  under  the  influence  of  the  Mission  and  of  Christianity. 

“  On  the  opposite  or  Harrisburg  side  of  the  river  the  young  men,  who  have 
been  trained  in  our  Mission,  have  for  ten  miles  a  solid  clearing  on  which  there 
are  now  planted  not  less  than  150,000  coffee  trees  and  a  great  deal  of  ginger 
and  vegetables  common  to  the  country. 

“  There  is  also  quite  a  settlement  of  former  pupils  about  twelve  miles  out 
from  the  Mission,  in  the  rear  of  the  American  settlement  of  Arthington, 
which  borders  on  the  Congo  settlement  of  the  Mission.  '1  hese  have  planted 
large  numbers  of  coffee  trees  and  many  acres  of  land  in  other  crops.  They 
keep  up  their  own  worship  by  having  prayer-meetings  and  Sunday-school. 
These  I  have  not  been  able  to  visit  for  six  months  on  account  of  over-work  and 
physical  weakness,  but  as  soon  as  our  new  men  are  acclimated  I  hope  to  look 
afcer  them.  The  fact  is,  we  have  mission  pupils  scattered  over  all  the  interior 
region,  but  it  is  impossible  under  the  circumstances  to  follow  them  up.” 
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The  people  on  the  Harrisburg  side  of  the  river  have  put  up  for  themselves  a 
real  neat  little  frame  church,  the  sides  and  roof  of  which  are  covered  with  gal¬ 
vanized  iron  purchased  in  England.  The  members  did  the  entire  work  them¬ 
selves  without  any  expense  to  the  Mission.  Among  them  are  several  carpen¬ 
ters,  pupils  raised  and  trained  in  the  mission,  who  did  that  part  of  the  work 
gratis,  while  the  iron  siding  and  roofing  was  bought  with  coffee  contributed 
by  the  people. 

Concerning  the  Industrial  Training  School  for  Girls,  which  was  projected  by 
the  native  church  and  the  Christian  Endeavor  Society  connected  with  it,  and 
the  expenses  of  which  will  be  provided  for  largely  by  local  contributions,  Dr. 
Day  says  :  “  The  money  is  being  slowly  collected,  but  it  will  be  some  time  before 
it  can  be  completed.  If  nothing  more,  it  is  an  educational  process.  It  is 
wonderful  to  think  that  the  building  committee  and  promoters  of  the  enter¬ 
prise,  planning  in  their  own  way  for  the  education  of  their  girls,  are  only  ten 
years  out  of  the  bush.  It  really  does  seem  like  a  miracle.” 

Early  in  1896  a  young  woman  from  Ohio  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Secre¬ 
tary  securities  valued  at  about  $2,000.00,  which  have  been  transferred  to  the 
Board  and  put  into  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer.  This  gift  is  to  be  applied  to 
the  erection  of  a  hospital  in  Muhlenberg  Mission,  and  it  is  the  wish  of  the 
generous  donor  that  the  building  may  be  erected  as  a  memorial  to  our  sainted 
Mrs.  Day. 

3.  On  the  Work  in  this  Country. — For  the  first  time  in  twenty  years  your 
Board  is  under  the  necessity  of  reporting  not  only  a  deficiency  in  its  treasury, 
but  also  a  falling  off  in  its  receipts  as  compared  with  the  previous  biennium. 
While  this  deficiency  may  be  said  to  be  due  to  the  fact  that  the  Synods  have 
failed  in  raising  the  apportionment  laid  upon  them  by  almost  $15,000.00,  still 
it  is  not  here  that  that  the  falling  off  has  occurred  to  any  appreciable  extent. 

The  offerings  in  the  Sunday-schools  in  1896-97  exceeded  those  of  the  pre¬ 
vious  two  years  by  more  than  $3,000.00,  while  the  v/hole  amount  received 
from  the  Synods,  directly  on  the  apportionment,  comes  within  $434.00  of 
reaching  the  high-water  mark  of  two  years  ago. 

An  analysis  of  the  Treasurer’s  report  will  show  that  the  deficiency  is  due 
mainly  to  a  falling  off  in  receipts  from  legacies,  the  shortage  in  this  item  alone 
being  over  $9,000.00.  The  partial  failure  of  the  coffee  crop  cut  down  our 
receipts  almost  $2,000.00,  as  compared  with  the  previous  biennium;  besides 
we  have,  during  the  last  two  years,  received  nothing  from  the  Publication 
Society,  that  body  having  wisely  concluded  to  use  its  profits  in  enlarging  its 
own  operations.  These  three  items  alone  account  for  almost  $12,000.00  of 
the  deficiency,  and  all  these  are  sources  of  income  over  which  neither  the 
Board  nor  the  Church  has  any  direct  control. 

Thus  far  we  have  not  been  compelled  to  borrow  any  money  except  from 
several  special  funds  held  by  the  Board.  This  amount,  together  with  $3,000.00 
still  due  on  the  India  budget,  make  our  total  indebtedness,  April  30,  1897, 
$7,176.80.  When  we  compare  these  figures  with  the  enormous  deficits 
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with  which  some  of  our  sister  denominations  are  confronted,  we  still  have 
occasion  to  thank  God  for  the  success  that  has  attended  our  efforts,  and  to 
press  on  with  unfaltering  faith  in  God,  and  in  His  people  who  recognize  that 
‘the  earth  is  the  Lord’s  and  the  fulness  thereof,”  and  who  will  not  fail,  under 
the  guidance  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  to  consecrate  both  themselves  and  their 
means  to  the  great  work  of  carrying  out  the  Saviour’s  last  great  commission, 
and  thus  win  “the  heathen  for  His  inheritance,  and  the  uttermost  parts  of  the 
earth  for  His  possession.” 

And  now,  with  due  appreciation  for  the  large  measure  of  sympathy  and 
help  which  the  Church  has  given  us  in  our  work,  and  especially  with  deep 
gratitude  to  God  for  His  continued  presence  and  favor,  His  guidance  and 
blessing,  we  return  to  you  the  trust  committed  to  us  two  years  ago,  and  sub¬ 
mit  this  report  of  our  work.

RESOLUTIONS. 

In  accordance  with  a  standing  resolution  of  the  General  Synod,  we  have 
prepared  a  number  of  resolutions  concerning  the  different  items  of  the  report, 
which  we  herewith  submit  for  your  consideration. 

1.  Resolved ,  That  in  the  death  of  Mrs.  Emma  V.  Day,  the  Church  has  lost 
a  missionary  who,  by  twenty-one  years  of  successful  service  in  Africa,  has 
shown  her  eminent  fitness  for  the  work  to  which  she  was  called,  and  who  has 
endeared  herself  to  the  heart  of  the  whole  Church  by  her  disinterested  and 
self-sacrificing  toil  under  circumstances  requiring  the  highest  form  of  Christian 
heroism. 

2.  Resolved,  That  by  the  early  death  of  Mrs.  Goll,  the  work  in  Africa  has 
lost  the  service  of  one  who,  because  of  her  thorough  qualifications  for  and 
whole-souled  consecration  to  the  Master’s  service,  gave  promise  of  eminent 
usefulness  in  her  chosen  field  of  labor. 

3.  Resolved ,  That  we  extend  our  tender  and  heartfelt  sympathy  to  those 
who  mourn  on  account  of  these  providential  visitations,  and  that  instead  of 
allowing  ourselves  to  be  discouraged  by  these  afflictions,  we  will  rather  bow 
in  humble  and  chastened  submission  to  the  will  of  God,  and  consecrate  our¬ 
selves  and  our  means  more  fully  than  ever  to  the  vigorous  prosecution  and  the 
liberal  support  of  this  great  work,  so  that  our  sisters  may  not  have  suffered 
and  died  in  vain. 

4.  Resolved,  That  we  hereby  express  our  sincere  gratitude  to  God  for  the 
success  which,  by  His  favor  and  blessing,  has  crowned  the  labors  of  our  mis¬ 
sionaries  during  the  past  two  years. 

5.  Resolved,  That  we  are  especially  gratified  to  learn  of  the  large  increase 
in  the  offerings  of  the  converts  in  India  and  Africa,  and  that  we  recognize  in 
it  a  practical  expression  of  their  growing  appreciation  of  the  benefits  and  bless¬ 
ings  of  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ. 
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6.  Resolved,  That  we  place  on  record  our  hearty  appreciation  of  the  wise 
and  beneficent  liberality  of  the  friend  of  our  work  in  Africa  who  has  given 
$2,oco  toward  the  establishment  of  an  hospital  in  Muhlenberg  Mission,  as  re¬ 
ported  by  the  Board,  and  that  we  express  the  earnest  hope  that  many  others 
may  follow  the  praiseworthy  example  thus  set  before  them. 

7.  Resolved,  That  we  unite  with  the  Board  in  congratulating  the  Woman’s 
Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society  on  the  success  which  has  attended 
their  efforts  in  the  erection  of  an  hospital  in  India,  and  that  we  cordially  com¬ 
mend  this  work,  in  its  further  development  and  more  thorough  equipment,  to 
the  sympathy  and  co-operation  of  the  whole  Church. 

8.  Resolved,  That  we  are  highly  gratified  to  learn  of  the  excellent  work  done  in 
the  Sunday-schools  and  by  the  various  Young  People’s  Societies  of  the  Church, 
and  we  earnestly  recommend  that  all  pastors,  officers  and  teachers  heartily  co¬ 
operate  with  each  other  in  this  work  until  every  school  and  society  shall  take 
a  direct  and  practical  interest  in  the  cause  of  the  world’s  evangelization. 

9.  Resolved,  That  we  deeply  regret  the  deficiency  in  the  treasury,  which 
made  it  necessary  for  the  Board  to  order  a  retrenchment  in  India  and  Africa, 
at  a  time  when  the  splendid  equipments  of  cur  missions,  an  increased  force 
of  missionaries,  and  an  unusually  large  number  of  inquirers,  all  point  to  an 
enlargement  of  the  work;  and  that  we  most  earnestly  urge  our  people  to  a 
renewed  consecration  to  the  cause,  and  an  increased  liberality  in  its  support, 
so  that  the  fields,  ripe  unto  the  harvest,  may  be  speedily  garnered. 

10.  Resolved,  That  we  heartily  endorse  the  call  of  the  Board  for  an  appro¬ 
priation  of  $70,000  for  the  prosecution  of  the  work  during  the  next  two  years; 
and  that,  in  view  of  the  expenses  of  the  work  having  been  necessarily  in¬ 
creased  by  sending  out  additional  missionaries,  we  earnestly  pray  that  the 
Holy  Spirit  may  so  move  the  hearts  of  our  people  that  they  may  feel  con¬ 
strained  to  such  efforts  as  will  result  in  the  raising  of  the  full  amount  called  for.

We  the  undersigned,  a  committee  appointed  to  audit  the  accounts  of  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  of  the  General  Synod  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Church,  report  that  we  have  examined  his  books  and  vouchers  and 
find  them  correct,  and  that  a  balance  of  $456.49  remains  in  the  treasury  to 
the  credit  of  the  Board.

In  the  absence  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board,  Mr.  Oliver  F. 
Lantz,  his  report  was  read  by  Rev.  Dr.  Scholl. 

The  first  three  resolutions  offered  by  the  Board  were  adopted 
by  a  rising  vote  of  the  Synod,  and  Rev.  Wm.  M.  Baum,  D.  D., 
led  in  prayer  for  divine  support  and  comfort  in  the  great  loss  sus¬ 
tained  by  the  death  of  Mrs.  Day  and  Mrs.  Goll. 

On  motion,  the  substance  of  these  resolutions  was  referred  for 
discussion  to  the  evening  meeting. 

The  remaining  resolutions  of  the  Board  were  adopted,  and  the 
report,  with  that  of  the  Treasurer  and  its  audit,  was  adopted  as  a 
whole.

Report  adopted  and  nominees  elected. 
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Biennial  Service. 

A  large  audience  was  present  to  listen  to  the  biennial  exercises 
of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions.  The  meeting  was  presided 
over  by  Rev.  I)r.  Hennighausen,  the  President  of  the  Board,  and 
addresses  were  delivered  by  Rev.  Geo.  Conrad  Henry,  Shippens- 
burg,  Pa.,  on  “The  Young  People  and  Foreign  Missions;”  by 
Rev.  Hugh  M.  Bannen,  Rockford,  Ills.,  on  “Christian  Steward¬ 
ship  and  Foreign  Missions,”  and  by  Rev.  Win.  H.  Dunbar,  D.  D., 
Baltimore,  Md.,  on  “  Pentecost  and  Foreign  Missions.”  The 
losses  sustained  by  the  whole  Church  in  the  deaths  of  Mrs.  Day 
and  Mrs.  Coll  were  feelingly  commented  on  by  Rev.  M.  Rhodes, 
D.  D.  The  collection  of  the  evening  amounted  to  $48.35. 
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Board  of  Home  Missions. 


Mansfield,  O.,  June  ii,  1897, 
Friday,  9  a.  m. 

The  time  set  for  the  consideration  of  the  work  of  Home  Mis¬ 
sions  having  arrived,  the  morning  session  was  opened  with  prayer 
by  Rev.  E.  Dutt.  The  report  of  the  Board  was  read  by  its  Sec¬ 
retary,  Rev.  A.  S.  Hartman,  D.  D.,  and  here  follows  : 

Mr.  President,  Fathers  and  Brethren  : 

The  fourteenth  biennium  of  the  work  of  Home  Missions  reached  its  close 
on  the  30th  of  April  last,  which  marked  the  completion  of  twenty-eight  years 
of  the  administration  of  that  work  under  the  present  system.  The  Board,  with 
heartfelt  appreciation  of  the  continued  confidence  and  co-operation  of  the 
Church,  and  with  fervent  gratitude  to  the  Divine  Giver  of  wisdom  and  strength, 
whose  guidance  and  help  have  been  manifest  during  the  past  two  years,  do 
respectfully  offer  to  this  body  its  biennial  report.  And  first  we  would  place  on 
record  our  profound  sense  of  our  heavenly  Father’s  gracious  favor  as  exper¬ 
ienced  in  the  preservation  of  the  lives  and  health  of  the  members  of  the 
Board,  its  Secretaries,  and  the  faithful  company  of  missionaries  in  the  field. 

IN  MEMORIAM. 

But  one  of  the  missionaries  was  called  to  lay  down  his  work  and  enter  into 
his  rest.  On  the  10th  of  March  last,  at  Palm  Beach,  Florida,  Rev.  Lee  M. 
Heilman,  D.  D.,  pastor  of  the  Memorial  Lutheran  church  of  Harrisburg,  Pa., 
departed  this  life.  He  had  been  long  and  intimately  associated  with  our  work 
of  Home  Missions,  and  we  take  this  opportunity  to  express  our  tribute  of 
sincere  esteem  and  affection  to  his  memory. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  General  Synod  at  Altoona  in  June,  1881,  he  was 
elected  a  member  of  the  Board,  and  served  in  that  capacity  until  June,  1882. 
He  resigned  at  that  time  to  accept  a  commission  from  the  Board  to  inaugurate 
our  Home  Mission  work  in  the  city  of  Chicago,  Ill.  He  succeeded  in  estab¬ 
lishing  Grace  church,  and  remained  its  devoted  and  beloved  pastor  until  No¬ 
vember  1,  1895.  A*1  that  time  he  resigned  to  accept  an  urgent  call  to  the 

mission  of  Memorial  Lutheran  church  of  Harrisburg,  Pa.  He  began  his 
work  under  very  favorable  circumstances,  and  with  every  prospect  of  large 
success.  But  before  h's  first  year  in  that  field  had  terminated,  his  health  be¬ 
came  sericuily  impaired,  and  he  was  compelled  to  gLe  up  his  work.  He  was 

( ) 
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an  effective  preacher,  a  diligent  student  of  God’s  word,  a  devoted  pastor,  and 
an  enthusiastic,  consecrated,  faithful  and  loving  minister  of  the  gospel  of  Christ.. 

THE  ADMINISTRATION. 

The  Board  as  it  was  constituted  at  the  last  convention  of  the  General  Synod, 
at  Hagerstown,  Md.,  June  5-13,  1895,  met  in  its  first  session  on  the  19th  of 
the  same  month  and  effected  an  organization  by  the  re-election  of  the  former 
officers,  namely,  Rev.  C.  S.  Albert,  D.  D.,  President;  Rev.  W.  E.  Parson,  D.  D., 
Vice  President;  Mr.  I.  C.  Slater,  Treasurer;  Rev.  A.  Stewart  Hartman,  D.  D., 
General  Secretary,  and  Rev.  Samuel  B.  Barnitz,  D.  D.,  Western  Secretary. 

CHANGE  IN  THE  BOARD. 

At  the  same  meeting,  Lemuel  T.  Appold,  Esq.,  who  had  been  a  faithful 
member  of  the  Board  from  November,  1887,  and  also  its  efficient  Treasurer 
until  September  1,  1893,  tendered  his  resignation,  as  he  found  it  impossible,  on 
account  of  his  business  and  professional  duties  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the 
Board.  The  resignation  was  accepted,  and  Mr.  W.  H.  Davis,  also  of  Balti¬ 
more,  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

RETIREMENT  OF  PRESIDENT  ALBERT. 

Rev.  Charles  S.  Albert,  D.  D.,  informed  the  Board  at  its  last  meeting  in  the 
biennium  that,  after  mature  deliberation,  he  had  decided  to  retire  from  the 
Board,  and  could  not  consent  to  a  reappointment.  The  Board  and  its  Secre¬ 
taries  sincerely  regret  this  decision,  as  they  fully  realize  that  his  retirement 
will  be  a  serious  loss.  Dr.  Albert  became  a  member  of  the  Board  in 
1881,  and  has  served  until  now,  a  period  of  16  years,  during  the  last  14  of 
which  he  was  its  presiding  officer.  From  the  beginning,  and  throughout  the 
entire  time  of  his  connection  with  the  Board,  he  manifested  the  deepest  inter¬ 
est  in  its  work,  and  diligently  used  his  best  efforts  to  promote  its  success.  He 
always  kept  himself  well  informed  as  to  the  state  of  the  work,  and  was  able  to 
give  wise  counsel,  and  express  just  judgment  in  regard  to  the  conduct  of  its. 
affairs.  With  a  heart  of  tender  concern  and  warm  sympathy,  which  he  ex¬ 
hibited  at  all  times,  he  aimed  to  promote  the  welfare  and  comfort  of  our  mis¬ 
sionaries. 

GERMAN  TRAVELING  SECRETARY. 

At  the  urgent  request  of  the  Wartburg  Synod,  and  after  a  careful  canvass  of 
the  question  at  a  meeting  of  the  Missionary  Committee  of  said  Synod,  and  the 
Secretaries  of  the  Board,  at  Burlington,  la.,  at  which  time  the  plan  of  opera¬ 
tion,  the  scope  of  work,  and  the  relation  of  such  a  Secretary  to  the  Board  and 
the  Synod,  respectively,  were  formulated,  the  Board  at  its  meeting  in  May,. 
1896,  decided  to  unite  in  the  support  of  such  an  official,  provided  his  services 
should  not  be  limited  to  the  Wartburg  Synod,  but  be  given  to  the  work  of 
promoting  the  interests  of  Home  Missions  in  all  our  German  churches  of 
whatever  synodical  connection.  The  Board  also  agreed  to  provide  one-half 
the  salary,  which  should  not  exceed  $1,000.00  per  annum. 

Rev.  Emil  Bockelmann,  of  Burlington,  la.,  was  appointed  to  the  position  and 
entered  upon  his  duties  on  the  16th  of  August,  1S96.  His  work  has  thus  far 
proved  of  decided  advantage,  both  to  the  Board  and  the  churches  among  which, 
he  has  labored. 
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FINANCES. 

We  closed  the  last  biennium,  March  31,  1895,  with  a  balance  in  the  hands 
of  the  Treasurer  of  84146.43.  The  total  amount  received  during  the  two 
years,  and  added  to  this  balance,  was  $96,665.18,  which  made  available  for  the 
work  of  the  Board,  $100,811.61.

Upon  this  general  item  of  the  report  your  attention  is  called  to  the  follow¬ 
ing  facts : 

1.  Total  Receipts. — By  comparing  the  whole  amount  of  receipts  with  those 
of  the  last  biennium  it  will  be  seen  that,  exclusive  of  the  balance  and  the  loan 
of  $10,000.00,  the  receipts  were  $86,665.18,  which  is  an  increase  of  $1,434.97* 

In  view  of  the  distressing  financial  condition  that  has  so  generally  prevailed 
this  is  an  encouraging  fact. 

2.  Receipts  from  the  Synods. — The  amount  received  from  the  synods  and 
credited  on  the  apportionment  is  $61,877.01,  an  increase  beyond  the  receipts 
of  the  preceding  two  years  of  $2,077.81.  This  result  is  not  only  worthy  of 
special  mention,  but  should  be  a  cause  of  cordial  congratulation  to  the  Church 
and  fervent  thanksgiving  to  God  for  such  an  achievement  during  this  biennium. 
Whilst  the  deficit  on  the  apportionment  for  the  last  two  years  is  large,  aggre¬ 
gating  about  $23,000.00,  yet  that  in  these  years  of  financial  stringency  and  de¬ 
pression,  which  is  doubtless  without  a  parallel  in  our  country’s  history,  the 
churches  of  our  General  Synod  should  reach  the  summit  of  their  giving  for 
this  cause,  is  a  grateful  surprise,  and  merits  the  warm  commendation  of  this 
body  for  the  fidelity  and  loyalty  with  which  our  people  have  stood  by  this  work.. 

3.  The  Woman’s  Missionary  Society  has  contributed  the  sum  of  $12,072.07 
towards  the  support  of  Home  Missions.  That  money  has  been  appropriated 
to  the  payment  of  the  salaries  of  the  pastors  of  the  missions  at  Ann  Arbor* 
Mich.,  Council  Bluffs,  la.,  Denver,  Colo.,  Sacramento,  San  Jose,  Oakland  and 
Riverside,  Cal.,  and  Scranton,  Pa.  This  was  an  increase  of  $1,471.57  over  the 
preceding  two  years. 

The  Board  desires  to  register  here  an  expression  of  its  warm  appreciation  of 
the  prompt  and  generous  aid  afforded  this  cause  by  the  Executive  Committee 
of  this  society,  and  also  to  acknowledge  its  indebtedness  to  the  helpful  work 
accomplished  through  the  auxiliary  and  synodical  societies  by  the  dissemina¬ 
tion  of  missionary  intelligence,  by  promoting  missionary  activity,  and  by 
arousing  in  many  of  our  churches  a  more  biblical  missionary  spirit. 

As  in  the  past  the  auxiliary  societies  with  Christian  love  and  cheerful  activ¬ 
ity  have  generously  come  to  the  aid  of  our  missionary  pastors  with  their  gifts 
of  clothing,  food,  and  articles  of  household  use,  thus  supplementing  the 
scanty  salaries  of  those  faithful  men  who  brave  the  hardships  and  make  the 
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sacrifices  incident  to  the  service  of  the  church  on  its  “skirmish  line”  and 
“  outposts  ”  and  bringing  cheer  and  hope  to  many  a  home  that  would  have 
otherwise  been  in  distress. 

4.  Anmiities,  From  this  source  the  Board  received  $1,300.00  from  two 
donors.  The  Board  receives  this  money  and  applies  it  immediately  to  the 
work,  but  gives  its  obligation  to  pay  an  annuity  during  the  life  of  the  donor, 
the  money  to  be  the  absolute  property  of  the  Board  at  death. 

5.  Legacies .  The  amount  from  legacies  was  $6,085.04,  which  was  $5,533-75 
less  than  for  the  former  biennum.  The  names  of  these  faithful  stewards  of 
God,  and  servants  of  His  Church,  will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Treasurer 
appended  to  this  report.  Whilst  the  aggregate  amount  of  these  legacies  is 
much  smaller  than  that  received  in  several  former  biennums,  yet  the  number 
of  those  who  thus  remembered  this  cause  is  larger.  This  is  a  noteworthy  fact, 
as  it  is  indicative  of  a  growing  sentiment  among  the  followers  of  Christ  to 
recognize  the  obligations  of  our  Christian  faith  to  hold  our  earthly  possessions 
as  a  sacred  trust,  and  to  devote  a  portion  of  them,  whether  living  or  dying,  to 
the  service  of  Christ  and  the  glory  of  God. 

6.  The  Offerings  of  the  Sunday-schools.  As  the  offerings  of  the  Sunday- 
schools  are  credited  on  the  apportionment  of  the  Synods,  no  separate  place  has 
been  given  them  in  the  report  of  the  Treasurer.  The  amount  contributed,  as 
reported  to  the  General  Secretary,  was  in  round  numbers  $20,000  00.  It  is 
not  possible  to  be  entirely  accurate  in  a  statement  of  these  offerings,  as  the  re¬ 
ports  are  not  all  made  to  the  Secretary,  and  quite  a  number  are  not  reported 
at  all,  though  the  offering  is  made.  The  total  amount  is  a  little  less  than  for 
the  preceding  two  years.  On  both  Luther  Sundays  the  weather  was  extremely 
inclement  over  a  large  section  of  the  country,  which  seriously  affected  the 
attendance  and  also  the  receipts.  The  Board  put  forth  unusual  effort  to  enlist 
the  interest  and  secure  the  co-operation  of  all  the  schools  of  the  Church,  but 
were  able  to  obtain  reports  of  offerings  from  only  about  550. 

The  large  items  of  expense  for  “  printing  ”  and  “  mailing  and  expressage  ” 
in  the  Treasurer’s  report  are  due  chiefly  to  the  effort  in  behalf  of  this  offering. 
About  120,000  “pyramids,”  150,000  envelopes,  190,000  services,  besides  5,000 
circular  letters  and  postal  cards,  were  sent  to  the  Sunday-schools,  the  entire 
cost  of  the  printing  and  sending  of  which  was  met  by  the  Board. 

The  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  time  has  come  when  the  demand  for 
so  elaborate  an  equipment  for  securing  the  offerings  of  the  Sunday-schools  is 
scarcely  necessary,  and  that  a  simple  “  order  of  service,”  prepared  not  so  much 
for  the  entertainment  of  the  Sunday-schools  as  for  information  in  regard  to  the 
special  object,  and  perhaps  an  envelope  to  receive  the  gilts,  would  be  sufficient. 

7.  Young  People's  Societies.  The  Young  People’s  Societies  of  Christian  En¬ 
deavor  have  continued  to  contribute  to  the  support  of  the  Endeavor  Memorial 
Mission  in  Cleveland,  Ohio.  But  as  their  contributions  were  quite  generally 
credited  on  the  apportionment  of  the  churches,  no  separate  place  is  given  them 
in  the  Treasurer’s  report. 

8.  Home  Missionary  Rally  and  Joint  Appeal.  Two  special  efforts  were 
made  to  augment  the  receipts  of  the  Boards  of  Home  Missions,  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sions  and  Church  Extension.  The  first  was  a  joint  appeal  made  in  the  spring 
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of  1896  by  the  Boards  of  Home  and  Foreign  Missions.  The  second  was  made 

in  December,  1896,  and  culminated  in  the  Home  Missionary  Rally  held  in 
York,  Jan.  5,  1897.  The  whole  amount  received  by  the  Treasurer  of  this 

Board  on  account  of  these  two  appeals  was  $961.18. 

9.  The  Lutheran  Observer  Deficiency  Fund. — Through  a  special  appeal 
made  by  the  Lutheran  Observer  during  the  summer  of  1896  the  sum  of  $1 19.10 
was  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  Board,  for  which  the  Board  expresses  its  grate¬ 
ful  acknowledgment. 

FINANCIAL  PERPLEXITIES. 

The  item  of  “  Loans  and  Discounts  ”  in  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  reveals 
the  fact  that  the  current  income  was  inadequate  to  meet  the  obligations  as 
they  matured.  Hence  it  became  necessary  for  the  Board  to  borrow,  in  order 
to  make  its  payments  with  any  measure  of  promptness.  This  inadequacy  of 
receipts  confronted  the  Board  early  in  the  biennium  and  has  continued  to  the  j> 
end,  so  that  on  the  30th  of  April,  when  the  report  closed,  the  deficit  in  the  | 
treasury  had  reached  the  sum  of  at  least  $13,500.00,  of  which  $10,000.00  were 
in  loans  and  the  balance  was  in  unpaid  salaries  to  the  missionaries.  It  hasf 
always  been  the  fixed  rule  and  constant  aim  of  the  Board  to  pay  the  salaries  of 
the  missionaries  as  they  came  due  with  as  little  delay  as  possible.  This,  how¬ 
ever,  could  not  be  done  during  the  last  eight  months,  earnestly  desirous  as  the 
Board  was  to  do  so,  inasmuch  as  the  limit  of  its  ability  to  borrow  was  reached, 
and  it  was  compelled  to  depend  entirely  on  its  regular  income.  This  condi- 
ition  of  affairs  has  been  very  perplexing  and  has  caused  the  Board  much 
worry  and  anxiety.  As  long  as  this  debt  remains  the  Board  will  not  be  able  to| 
undertake  any  new  work.  While  it  regrets  to  be  obliged  to  report  anem-L 
harassing  debt,  there  is  comfort  in  the  reflection  that  the  money  was  expended 
in  supporting  a  most  important  and  profitable  Christian  work,  providentially 
enlarged  in  a  period  of  financial  depression,  the  most  severe  and  long-con¬ 
tinued  in  the  present  century. 

But  it  deprecates  very  much  the  existence  of  a  debt  and  makes  an  earnest 
appeal  to  the  whole  Church,  which  this  body  represents,  for  the  means  to  liqui¬ 
date  it.  It  devoutly  hopes  that  the  contributions  during  the  ensuing  biennium 
may  be  sufficient  to  carry  on  the  work  on  the  basis  as  at  present  prosecuted 
and  also  remove  every  dollar  of  indebtedness. 

THE  WORK  OF  THE  BIENNIUM. 

The  report  of  the  previous  biennium  closed  with  an  enrollment  of  146  missions  | 
— it  should  have  been  142,  as  three  that  had  become  self-supporting  were  inad¬ 
vertantly  carried  on  the  roll  and  one  after  aid  was  promised  declined  to  comply 
with  the  conditions  of  the  application  and  could  not  be  accepted.  Two  others 
were  dropped  from  the  roll,  because  the  prospect  of  reasonable  success  in  their 
work  was  net  such  as  to  justify  further  aid  from  the  Board ;  these  were  Monrovia, 
Cal.,  and  Ellsworth,  Kans.  With  the  new  missions,  whose  support  was  assumed 
added,  the  entire  enrollment  was  16c,  which  were  served  by  193  missionaries. 
The  tabulated  statement  following  gives  as  nearly  as  possible  a  correct  exhibit 
of  the  work  accomplished  and  the  results  achieved  during  the  last  two  years. 
But  it  is  not  possible  to  set  forth  in  such  a  statement  the  faith,  the  self  -sacrifice, 
the  consecration,  the  devotion  to  duty  that  are  the  chief  factors  in  such  a  result.

We  invite  a  careful  scrutiny  and  analysis  of  this  statement  of  the  full  out¬ 
come  in  actual  tangible  results  of  the  work  of  the  last  two  years.  However 
annoying  and  perplexing  may  be  the  question  of  the  deficit  in  the  treasury, 
yet  here  we  find  abundant  reason  for  encouragement,  thankfulness  and  re¬ 
joicing. 

With  respect  to  those  features  of  the  work,  which  may  justly  be  regarded  as 
the  best  evidences  of  success,  this  biennium  easily  stands  first  in  the  history 
of  our  Home  Mission  work. 

While  the  number  of  missions  enrolled  was  three  less,  yet  the  number  of 
missionaries  in  commission  was  one  more,  and  the  number  of  quarterly  reports 
presented  was  1,0363/3,  or  112%  more  than  in  the  previous  biennium,  which 
was  a  gain  of  twenty-eight  years  of  missionary  service,  if  accomplished  by  one 
man. 

The  number  of  accessions  to  the  membership  of  the  churches  was  greater 
by  527,  and  there  was  an  increase  of  the  total  membership  of  the  missions  of 
3,601.  In  the  contributions  for  benevolence  the  gain  has  been  remarkable. 
Two  years  ago  the  total  of  such  contributions  was  $16,246.99,  for  the  last  two 
years  they  were  $21,104.73,  an  advance  of  $4,857.75.  In  the  number  of  pas¬ 
toral  visits  made  there  was  an  increase  of  16,432,  and  in  the  amount  paid  by 
the  missions  on  account  of  pastoral  support  of  $11,612.  This  record  of  results, 
it  cannot  be  denied,  is  an  unanswerable  witness  to  the  effective  work  accom-

plished  by  our  force  of  laborers  in  the  Held  and  to  the  remunerative  character 
of  Home  Missions. 

SELF-SUPPORTING. 

It  is  a  gratifying  fact  that,  notwithstanding  the  extreme  stringency  in  mon¬ 
etary  affairs  that  has  prevailed  so  generally  and  that  has  pressed  with  such 
unusual  severity  upon  our  mission  churches,  twelve  have  dispensed  with  fur¬ 
ther  aid  from  the  Board  and  assumed  their  own  support.  Whilst  this  number 
is  not  as  large  as  for  the  preceding  two  years,  yet  it  is  an  encouraging  percent¬ 
age  of  our  enrollment  and  is  larger  than  we  had  reason  to  expect  in  the  early 
part  of  the  biennium. 

The  roll  of  these  missions,  which  richly  deserve  our  commendation  and  con¬ 
gratulation,  is  here  inserted — together  with  the  date  when  they  retired  from 
the  care  of  the  Board,  and  the  name  of  the  missionary  at  the  time.

THE  WORK  NOW  ON  HAND. 

At  the  opening  of  the  biennium  the  number  of  missions  enrolled  was  142. 
To  that  number  23  new  missions  were  added,  making  a  total  of  165.  Of  these 
13  became  self-supporting,  9  have  been  dropped  from  the  list  because  the  out- 
flook  for  successful  work  was  not  sufficiently  hopeful  to  justify  further  appropri¬ 
ation  from  the  Board;  and  one,  St.  Thomas,  Chicago, Ill.,  deserted  the  General 
Synod.  The  number  of  missions,  therefore,  with  which  we  begin  the  work  of 
the  ensuing  two  years  is  142. 

With  few  exceptions,  these  missions  are  located  in  more  than  ordinarily 
promising  and  important  fields,  many  of  them  of  a  strategic  character,  where, 
if  possible,  our  Church  should  be  established,  and  where  abandonment  would 
entail  serious  injury  to  the  work  in  general.  Moreover  it  is  scarcely  possible 
to  reduce  to  any  appreciable  extent  the  appropriations  to  a  large  majority  of 
these  missions  without  requiring  the  pastors  to  accept  inadequate  salaries, 
thus  hindering  their  comfort  and  impairing  the  efficiency  of  the  work.  The 
missions  will  gradually  decrease  the  amount  of  aid  asked  of  the  Board,  but 
the  reductions  will  generally  and  of  necessity  be  slow.  Under  favorable  condi¬ 
tions  the  average  annual  reduction  is  about  10  per  cent.,  hence  if  no  new  work 
at  all  were  undertaken  in  the  next  two  years,  it  would  require  about  $90,000.00 
to  meet  the  payments  for  the  salaries  of  missionarses  and  the  cost  of  adminis¬ 
tration.  A  conservative  estimate  for  the  support  of  such  new  work  as  should 
by  all  means  be  undertaken  at  as  early  a  day  as  possible,  would  be  $5,000.00 
a  year.  This  would  necessitate  an  expenditure  of  $100,000.00  for  the  coming 
biennium,  so  that  this  great  cause  of  the  Church  might  be  sustained  on  a  basis 
which  its  vast  importance  and  urgent  claims  demand.  This  work  is  provi¬ 
dentially  laid  to  our  hands  as  a  Church,  and  we  should  proceed  cheerfully  and 
without  hesitation  to  accomplish  it.

OF  OUR  PRESENT  NEEDS. 

As  we  take  a  survey  of  the  work  of  Home  Missions  as  it  lies  before  us  as  a 
Church  to-day,  with  its  golden  opportunities,  its  wonderful  pcssib  lities,  its 
glorious  achievements  and  its  imperative  needs,  surely  not  only  we  who  stand 
in  close  proximity  to  it  and  have  perhaps  a  larger  vision  of  its  greatness,  with 
its  fields  of  almost  limitless  extent  “  white  already  to  harvest,”  should  be  in¬ 
spired  with  anxious  concern  for  its  true  success,  and  eagerly  seek  to  know'  the 
things  that  will  promote  that  success,  but  the  whole  Church  of  our  General 
Synod. 

While  doubtless  the  old  needs  that  have  been  emphasized  year  after  year 
are  still  urgent,  as  the  need  of  consecrated,  faithful  men,  the  need  of  a  more 
thorough  dissemination  of  Home  Missionary  information,  the  need  of  the  more 
general  adoption  of  well-approved  systems  of  benevolent  giving,  yet  the  need 
that  is  apparently  the  chief  one  at  this  time,  and  upon  the  supply  of  which 
depends  very  greatly  the  growth  and  success  of  the  work,  is  money.  The  field 
is  before  us  in  all  its  richness  of  promise  for  an  abundant  harvest.  The  men 
are  at  hand  willing  and  well-equipped  in  mind  and  heart  to  enter  these  fields, 
but  because  of  an  empty  and  debt-burdened  treasury  the  Board  is  unable  to 
send  them. 

Is  not  this  then  the  hour  for  the  Lutherans  of  the  General  Synod  to  rise 
majestically  to  the  occasion  by  offerings  that  shall  sweep  off  these  hindering 
debts,  relieve  the  tension  and  start  anew  the  wheels  of  missionary  activity? 
They  can  do  it  if  they  will,  and  without  much  sacrifice.  This  is  the  hour  for 
our  devoted  and  loyal  membership  to  glorify  God  by  lustrous  deeds  of  self- 
denial  for  His  sake  who  gave  Himself  for  us. 

WHAT  OF  THE  FUTURE  ? 

The  field  for  home  missionary  operations  by  our  Church  is  practically 
boundless.  By  no  possible  effort  can  we  do  more  than  a  tithe  of  what  needs 
to  be  done,  and  what  might  be  done,  for  the  dissemination  of  the  gospel  in  our 
own  land  as  the  great  conservator  of  social  purity,  of  public  righteousness  and 
of  human  salvation.  Vast  and  apparently  limitless  as  are  the  varied  resources 
of  this  country,  inviting  the  toil  and  skill  of  artisan,  agriculturist,  manufac¬ 
turer,  merchant  and  miner,  and  ministering  to  the  comfort  and  provoking  the 
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energy  and  enterprise  of  the  people,  yet  to  eyes  that  are  spiritually  enlight¬ 
ened  and  able  to  see  the  divine  leadings,  America  is  richer  in  opportunities 
for  gathering  spiritual  than  material  wealth.  And  magnificent  as  are  our  har¬ 
vests  of  golden  corn,  her  whitened  fields  which  invite  the  Christian  reaper  are 
still  more  boundless  and  promising.  The  American  Christian,  more  than  the 
American  philosopher,  may  say,  “America  is  another  name  for  opportunity.” 

We  should  rejoice  in  the  knowledge  that  in  this  wide  domain  that  is  so 
rich  in  opportunity,  our  Church  occupies  a  furemost  place,  and  has  a  great  and 
pressing  work  to  do,  in  order  to  be  true  to  her  high  calling  and  special  mis¬ 
sion.  It  is  needless  to  detain  you  with  a  recital  of  the  numerous  large  and 
fertile  fields  that  urgently  need  and  earnestly  invite  the  Home  Mission  efforts 
of  this  body.  They  embrace  fully  two-thirds  of  this  vast  country,  in  which 
dwell  nearly  60,000,000  of  our  population.  In  view  of  these  facts,  what  is  the 
duty  of  this  body  but  to  give  the  command  to  GO  forward,  and  promptly 
provide  the  means  to  obey  it  ? 

One  voice  comes  up  alike  from  all  these  promising  fields,  east,  middle  west 
and  farther  west,  and  exclaims,  “  Go  forward.”  The  history  of  the  past,  so 
full  of  encouragement  and  so  rich  in  results,  urges  us  to  “  Go  forward.” 
The  surging  tides  of  immigration,  breaking  on  our  shores  and  spreading  irre¬ 
sistibly  over  our  land,  voice  the  providential  demand  that  we  “go  forward.” 
The  scattered  thousands  of  our  own  household  of  faith,  many  of  them  without 
a  spiritual  guide  or  a  spiritual  home,  and  perishing  for  the  want  of  bread  and 
water  of  life,  call  to  us  with  infinite  pathos,  “go  forward.” 

Our  great  cities,  centers  not  only  of  commerce,  industry  and  power,  but 
centers  too  of  vice,  wretchedness  and  spiritual  death,  call  aloud  to  our  Church 
in  a  voice  that  grows  more  earnest  and  piercing  each  day :  “  go  forward.” 

Finally,  the  safety  and  welfare  of  our  own  Church,  her  growth  in  efficiency, 
her  increase  in  power,  the  prosperity  of  all  her  missionary  and  educational 
enterprises,  and  her  more  complete  qualification  and  equipment  for  her  sub¬ 
lime  mission  in  the  coming  century,  echoes  and  emphasizes  the  command, 
“  GO  FORWARD.” 

CONCLUSION. 

In  concluding  this  report  of  the  work  carried  on  by  your  Board  during  the 
two  years  just  ended,  we  cannot  refrain  from  an  expression  of  our  deep  sense 
of  the  privilege  of  being  associated  with  our  brethren  in  such  a  magnificent 
enterprise  as  the  work  of  Home  Missions,  whose  high  aim  is  to  win  America 
for  Christ,  to  promote  the  success  of  our  Church  throughout  this  continent, 
and  to  shape  the  religious  life  and  character  of  this  mighty  nation  and  through 
it  the  salvation  of  humanity. 

The  story  of  the  Fourteenth  Biennium  as  told  in  the  preceding  pages  cannot 
but  impress  all  anew  with  the  conviction  that  devotion  to  a  great  cause,  loyalty 
to  the  divine  Master,  and  self-sacrifice  for  the  growth  and  prosperity  of  the 
Church  and  the  redemption  of  the  nation  are  living  forces  in  the  hearts  of  our 
people.  We  stand  to-day  in  the  lengthening  shadows  of  the  departing 
century,  the  grandest  in  Christian  opportunity  and  achievement  of  all.  But  a 
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single  full  biennium  remains  before  its  close,  the  needs  and  opportunities  of 
which  will  exceed  those  of  any  in  the  past. 

In  the  inspiration  of  a  splendid  history,  of  great  possibilities,  of  the  divine 
favor  upon  our  work,  let  us  go  forward  hopefully,  courageously,  enthusiasti¬ 
cally  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  hour,  “  expecting  great  things  from  God:  at¬ 
tempting  great  things  for  GodR

According  to  a  standing  rule  of  this  body,  the  Board  has  prepared  the  fol¬ 
lowing  resolutions  relating  to  several  of  the  more  important  features  of  the 
work  presented  by  this  report,  and  now  submits  them  for  your  consideration. 
If  they  express  your  judgment,  and  receive  your  approval,  we  ask  that  they  be 
printed  with  this  report  as  your  action. 

j.  On  the  Work  of  the  Biennium. 

Resolved,  That  we  have  heard  with  sincere  joy  and  much  gratification  of  the 
encouraging  measure  of  success  that  has  attended  the  labors  of  the  Board  of 
Home  Missions  and  the  Missionaries  in  the  field  during  the  last  two  years,  and 
hereby  express  our  appreciation  of  their  work. 

2.  On  the  Groivth  in  Spiritual  and  Benevolent  Results. 

Resolved ,  That  the  unusually  large  accessions  to  the  membership  of  our 
mission  churches,  exceeding  those  in  the  previous  biennium  by  527,  and  the 
progress  of  these  churches  in  the  grace  of  Christian  giving  as  evidenced  by  the 
contributions  to  benevolence  of  $21,104.72 — an  advance  of  $4,857.74 — is  truly 
gratifying,  and  a  clear  mark  of  God’s  blessing  upon  the  efficient  work  accom- 
p  lished  by  our  missionaries. 
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j.  On  the  Work  of  the  W.  //.  and  F.  M.  Society. 

Resolved,  That  we  express  our  sincere  appreciation  and  cordial  thankfulness 
to  the  W.  H.  and  F.  M.  Society  for  its  continued  co-operation  and  increasing 
usefulness  in  the  prosecution  of  our  Home  Mission  operations.  In  view  of 
the  supreme  importance  of  this  cause,  and  the  imperative  need  of  maintaining 
it  on  a  basis  commensurate  with  its  importance,  we  respectfully  invite  the  aid 
of  this  Society  in  the  enlargement  of  this  work. 

4.  Oh  the  Sunday-School  Offerings. 

Resolved \  That  the  generous  offerings  of  our  Sunday-schools  on  Luther 
Sunday,  by  which  the  sum  of  about  $ 20,000  was  contributed  to  Home  Mis¬ 
sions,  merits  our  grateful  recognition.  It  is,  however,  a  cause  of  sincere  regret 
that  so  large  a  number  of  the  Sunday-schools  made  no  report  of  collections 
for  this  cause,  the  entire  amount  reported  having  been  given  by  about  half  the 
schools  of  the  General  Sjnod.  We,  therefore,  most  urgently  call  upon  all  our 
Sunday-schools  to  strenuously  endeavor  to  make  an  offering  for  this  object  on 
each  recurring  Luther  Sunday. 

j.  On  the  Work  of  Young  People's  Societies. 

Resolved,  That  the  effort  to  enhst  the  interest  and  help  of  the  Young  Peo¬ 
ple’s  Societies  in  behalf  of  Home  Missions  meets  with  our  hearty  approval,  as 
we  believe  their  united  co-operation  will  be  of  much  service  to  the  cause. 

We  are  truly  grateful  to  the  Y.  P.  S.  C.  E.  for  the  practical  aid  rendered 
during  the  last  two  years  in  supporting  the  mission  at  Cleveland,  Ohio.  We 
do  earnestly  commend  the  work  of  Home  Missions  to  the  favorable  regard 
and  generous  support  of  all  our  Young  People’s  Societies,  of  whatever  name, 
and  request  them  to  make  at  least  one  contribution  annually  for  that  work. 

6.  On  the  Indebtedness  of  the  Board. 

Resolved,  That  in  view  of  the  serious  financial  embarassment  of  the  Board 
incident  to  the  indebtedness  incurred  during  the  last  two  years,  on  account  of 
the  urgent  necessity  for  increased  expenditures  in  supporting  old  and  assuming 
new  missions,  and  as  a  consequence  the  present  painful  arrest  of  all  work  in 
new  fields,  and  even  the  threatened  inability  of  the  Board  to  maintain  work 
now  on  hand  on  its  present  basis,  we  do  earnestly  call  upon  all  our  pastors 
and  churches,  our  Sunday-schools,  Young  People’s  Societies  and  Woman’s 
Missionary  Societies,  and  especially  upon  individuals  whom  God  has  blessed 
with  means,  to  respond  liberally  and  promptly  to  the  effort  of  the  Board  and 
its  Secretaries  to  provide  for  the  present  indebtedness  of  the  Board  and  also 
to  make  earnest,  faithful,  prayerful  efforts  to  increase  their  gifts  to  Home  Mis¬ 
sions  during  this  biennium  to  such  an  extent  that  the  entire  apportionment 
may  be  raised. 

7.  On  the  Apportionment  for  the  AText  Tzuo  Years. 

Resolved,  That  the  gratifying  and  encouraging  results  that  have  waited  upon 
the  efforts  of  our  General  Synod  in  its  work  of  Home  Missions  as  administered 
by  its  Board  are  an  evident  token  of  the  divine  favor  upon  these  efforts,  in 
enlarging  the  scope  of  her  benevolent  activity,  by  ministering  the  gospel  to 
the  scattered  ones  of  our  own  household  of  faith,  by  planting  the  church  of 
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our  faith  in  scores  of  destitute  fields,  and  by  promoting  the  evangelization  of 
our  mighty  republic,  are  an  inspiration  to  enlarged  operations  and  renewed 
diligence;  Therefore ,  that  the  Board  may  be  enabled  to  carry  forward  the  work 
entrusted  to  it,  in  accordance  with  the  sentiments  of  this  body  and  the  claims 
and  opportunities  of  the  cause  and  the  huur,  we  instruct  the  Committee  on 
Apportionment  to  apportion  the  sum  of  $45,000.00  for  each  of  the  two  years 
beginning  May  1,  1898. 

The  Treasurer’s  report  was  now  read  and  with  its  audit  was 
adopted,  and  the  report  of  the  Eoard  adopted  as  a  whole.

This  is  an  increase  over  the  past  two  years,  and  taking  a  few  facts  into  con¬ 
sideration,  a  very  marked  one.  The  actual  amount  of  the  increase,  as  shown 
by  the  reports,  is  only  $377.72.  But  it  is  more.  In  the  last  biennial  report 
we  included  the  two  farms  secured  by  donation,  and  estimated  their  value  at 
$8,ooo.co.  We  also  held  temporarily  the  $11,163.00,  collected  for  St.  Mat¬ 
thew’s  Lutheran  church,  of  Brooklyn,  New  York,  and  which,  by  order  of  the 
General  S>nod,  was  to  be  secured  to  this  Board  by  a  conditional  mortgage. 
Both  of  these  items  we  were  compelled,  in  order  to  make  a  correct  statement, 
to  include  in  our  last  report.  Exclusive  of  these  items,  which  were  special,  our 
net  cash  receipts  for  the  past  biennium,  show,  therefore,  an  increase  of  over 
twenty-seven  per  cent,  over  the  previous  biennium.  Such  a  record  in  hard, 
depressed  times,  such  as  we  have  passed  through,  is  surely  worthy  of  note.  It 
is  interesting  to  note  again  the  gradual  increase  of  our  receipts  from  biennium

1.  The  Synods  in  the  aggregate  have  increased  their  contributions  by  the 
sum  of  $8,741.29.

3.  Whilst  the  above  are  the  only  ones  that  have  exceeded  their  apportion¬ 
ment,  there  is  a  good  increase  in  many  of  the  others.  The  following  Synods 
have  increased  their  amounts,  some  as  much  as  $2,coo.co:  West  Pennsylvania, 
New  York  and  New  Jersey,  East  Ohio,  East  Pennsylvania,  Southern  Illinois, 
Franckean,  Susquehanna,  Kansas,  Nebraska  and  Wartburg.  The  Kansas 
Synod  has  increased  its  receipts  by  over  100  per  cent.  These  statements  are 
of  the  most  encouraging  character. 

4.  We  have  received  an  increased  amount  from  the  Executive  Committee 
of  the  Woman’s  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society.  They  have  been 
giving  good  assistance  to  the  many  promising  missions  in  their  charge.  All 
their  moneys  pass  through  our  hands. 

5.  Our  bequests  amount  to  $3,719.91.  This  shows  a  decrease  of  $1,182.88. 
This,  however,  is  a  mere  incident.  The  General  Secretary  knows  personally 
of  over  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  that  have  been  put  into  wills  for  the 
Church  Extension  Board,  and  in  due  time,  the  work  will  reap  the  benefit  of 
these  provisions. 

6.  The  Board  of  Home  Missions  and  Church  Extension,  whose  interests  are 
identical,  and  whose  work  covers  our  great  Home  Mission  field,  held  a  joint 
session  in  the  rooms  of  the  Board  of  Church  Extension  in  York,  January  5, 
1897.  At  night,  in  the  large  auditorium  of  Christ  Church,  Rev.  G.  W.  Enders, 
D.  D.,  pastor,  there  was  held  a  grand  Home  Mission  rally.  Addresses  were 
made  by  a  number  of  our  best  men  on  these  great  subjects,  interspersed  with 
interesting  hymns  and  other  music.  It  proved  to  be  an  uplifting  and  spirited 
meeting. 

It  was  thought  it  might  be  proper  to  make  this  joint  meeting  and  Home 
Mission  rally  the  occasion  for  a  special  thank-offering  to  God,  for  his  bless- 
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ing  in  the  past  years  upon  the  work  of  these  two  Boards.  The  whole  Church, 
which  had  been  enjoying  the  beneficent  effects  of  the  work  of  our  Home  Mis¬ 
sion  and  Church  Extension  Boards,  took  part  in  such  a  thank-offering. 

Nearly  $i,5oo.oo,  after  deducting  the  expenses,  were  paid  to  the  treasurers 
of  the  two  Boards.  We  should  have  a  thank-offering  of  this  kind  every  year, 
or  at  least  every  two  years.

Many  more  did  so  two  years  ago,  but  owing  to  the  depressed  times  and  the 
natural  leniency  of  the  Board,  and  the  desire  to  give  congregations  time  to 
repay  their  loans,  when  such  time  is  actually  needed,  the  returns  are  less. 

8.  Lnder  the  head  of  receipts  from  other  sources  we  include  special  gifts, 
annuity  money,  sale  of  products  from  our  farms,  rents  from  property  owned 
by  the  Board,  and  other  items  not  included  in  the  other  receipts.  These,  this 
biennium,  amount  to  $4,278.98. 

EXPENDITURES  AND  WORK  ACCOMPLISHED. 

Our  expenditures  have  been  carefully  itemized  and  an  accurate  account 
given  in  the  Treasurer’s  Report  of  every  cent  spent.  We  ask  you  to  note 

CHURCHES  AIDED. 

1.  Loans,  donations  and  special  appropriations  have  been  made  to  178 
churches  during  the  past  biennium  amounting  in  all  to  $74,159.72.  This 
makes  51  more  churches  aided  these  two  years  than  in  the  previous  two  years. 
Of  this  number  sixty  were  by  loans  and  118  by  donation.  Besides  these  178 
churches  aided,  the  secretaries  assisted  at  a  number  of  dedications  and  these 
saved  hundreds  of  dollars  to  the  Board.  We  cite  two  cases.  At  a  certain 
dedication  in  a  place  of  prominence  in  one  of  our  western  States,  the  Field  Sec- 
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retary,  who  conducted  the  finances,  was  privately  instructed  to  pledge  a  certain 
amount  for  the  Board  if  it  was  deemed  necessary.  The  very  skilful  manner 
of  securing  gifts  on  the  part  of  the  Field  Secretary,  enabled  the  congregation  to 
raise  all  the  money  needed  to  dedicate  the  church  free  of  debt,  and,  hence,  the 
appropriation  from  the  Board  was  not  needed.  In  this  way  alone  the  Held 
Secretary  has  several  times  earned  his  salary.  He  has  shown  in  this  as  in 
other  things  special  fitness  for  his  important  work  as  Field  Secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Church  Extension. 

2.  The  General  Secretary  was  present  at  the  dedicatory  services  of  one  of 
our  metropolitan  churches  in  the  East,  and  conducted,  besides  preaching  the 
dedicatory  sermon,  the  raising  of  funds.  Not  only  was  there  enough  secured 
to  pay  all  the  pressing  obligations,  but  nearly  five  hundred  dollars  more,  and 
the  Board  was  saved  any  further  appropriation.  We  could  give  numerous 
other  illustrations.  These  two  suffice.  Both  secretaries  have  worked  faith¬ 
fully  and  we  believe  conscientiously,  to  assist  our  churches  to  secure  much 
money. 

3.  In  all  cases  where  a  congregation  is  assisted  by  our  Home  Mission  Board, 
the  Board  feels  a  special  obligation  to  render  assistance.  But  the  Board  does 
more  than  this.  In  all  cases  of  extreme  necessity,  and  in  cases  where  congre¬ 
gations  have  tried  to  save  the  money  for  the  Home  Board,  the  Board  of  Church 
Extension  has  been  called  upon  to  render  assistance,  and  whenever  the  point 
was  worthy  and  the  funds  in  hand  allowed  it,  an  appropriation  was  made* 
Our  books  show  that  in  this  way  twenty-five  congregations  have  been  aided, 
which  were  not  assisted  by  the  Home  Mission  Board. 

4.  The  balance  of  money  in  hand,  which  reached  us  only  the  last  week  or 
two  of  the  Children’s  Day  offering,  at  present  has  already  been  promised  to 
different  points.  In  fact,  the  Board  is  practically  without  a  balance,  for  were 
the  money  promised  called  for  now  we  would  actually  be  in  debt.  Then,  too, 
we  can  hope  to  receive  little  money  until  after  the  meeting  of  the  Synods  in 
the  Fall. 

OUR  ASSETS. 

These  can  be  divided  into  four  classes: 

a.  Notes  and  mortgages  held  on  churches  in  different  parts  of  the  country 
as  per  detailed  statement  of  Treasurer.  These  amount  to  $230,491.55. 

b.  Churches  owned  outright  by  the  Board,  such  as  the  churches  in  Philadel¬ 
phia,  Pa.  (Grace),  Hudson,  N.  Y.,  Burlington,  Iowa,  Hastings,  Neb.,  Avon- 
more,  Pa.,  Portage,  Pa.,  Martindale,  Pa.,  Belen,  New  Mexico,  Kingsdale,  Pa.,, 
and  others.  These  amount  to  $21,770.00,  representing,  however,  only  the 
amounts  actually  invested  by  the  Board.  The  properties  are  worth  consider¬ 
ably  more. 

c.  Real  estate  owned  by  the  Board.  These  would  include  two  farms,  one 
in  Maryland  and  the  other  in  Pennsylvania,  both  of  which  are  netting  the 
Board  fair  returns,  dwelling  houses  owned  in  Topeka  and  Peabody,  Kansas, 
and  other  real  estate.  These  amount  to  $12,875.00. 

d.  Trust  properties  held  by  the  Board,  such  as  lots  and  churches  deeded  to 
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the  Board  for  the  special  use  of  some  particular  congregation,  or  in  case  of  a 
lot  alone  for  the  erection  of  a  Lutheran  church.  These  amount  to  $85,840.00. 

e.  Our  total  assets  of  every  shape  show  the  handsome  sum  of  $350,561.47. 
If  you  take  from  this  our  trust  properties,  from  which  the  Board  could  in  no 
case  profit,  we  would  have  net  assets  of  $264,721.47. 

GENERAL  MATTERS. 

1.  The  Parsonage  Fund. 

The  General  Synod  at  Canton,  Ohio,  passed  the  following : 

“Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Church  Extension  be  and  hereby  are  instructed 
to  take  into  consideration  the  establishment  of  a  Parsonage  Fund,  to  be  used 
in  assisting  new  and  weak  charges,  and  especially  mission  charges,  in  the  erec¬ 
tion  of  parsonages,  the  means  for  the  same  to  be  secured  from  special  contri¬ 
butions  and  legacies  for  that  purpose. 

Resolved,  That  in  case  this  plan  commends  itself  to  said  Board,  they  be  and 
hereby  are,  authorized  to  have  their  charter  amended,  if  necessary,  in  accord¬ 
ance  therewith,  and  also  to  make  and  establish  such  rules  and  regulations  for 
the  administration  of  such  a  fund  as  they  may  deem  requisite.” 

No  steps  have  as  yet  been  taken  to  carry  out  these  resolutions.  The  times 
have  been  too  hard  to  undertake  any  new  work.  We  have  had  to  sail  close 
to  the  shore  in  order  to  keep  from  going  into  debt.  It  would,  too,  have  been 
impossible  to  have  gained  much  by  a  special  appeal  when  there  was  so  much 
distress.  The  matter  will,  however,  be  held  under  advisement,  and  when  the 
times  improve  the  Board  will  take  definite  action. 

2.  The  Board  has  been  very  often  urged,  in  settlement  of  its  claims  against 
congregations,  to  donate  a  portion  of  the  same.  It  has  been  found  that  this 
has  created  dissatisfaction  and  consequently  the  Board  has  decided  hereafter 
in  no  case  to  impair  its  Loan  Fund,  which  is  a  sacred  trust  committed  to  its 
care. 

3.  The  book  of  Church  Plans  or  Church  Architecture  has  been  given  during 
the  last  year  to  the  Church,  sample  copies  of  which  can  be  found  in  the  pews. 
It  has  been  somewhat  of  an  expense  to  us,  but  the  Board  would  feel  amply 
repaid  if  the  congregations  of  the  General  Synod  would  make  use  of  the  same. 
So  far  only  a  few  have  used  the  plans  therein  contained,  and  there  have  been 
only  one  or  turn  inquiries.  Before  we  had  the  book  many  asked  for  one.  We 
hope  all  our  churches  will  make  use  of  these  plans.  They  are  furnished  at 
cost,  and  will  give  us  better  buildings  and  a  more  churchly  architecture. 

4.  We  are  again  grateful  to  our  Church  papers  for  their  help.  They  have 
given  us  space  time  and  again,  and  have  not  allowed  indiscriminate  appeals 
for  money  to  build  churches. 

RECOMMENDATION. 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  apportion  among  the  District  Synods  the 
sum  of  thirty-five  thousand  dollars  annually  for  Church  Extension,  beginning 
with  April  I,  1898.

The  time  for  consideration  of  the  work  of  Education  having  ar¬ 
rived,  the  morning  session  was  opened  with  prayer  by  Rev.  F. 
W.  Staley.  The  biennial  report  of  the  Board  was  read  by  its  Sec¬ 
retary,  Rev.  H.  C.  Haithcox,  D.  D.,  as  follows  : 

The  Sixth  Biennial  Report  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  General 
Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United  States 

of  America. 

Brethren  of  the  General  Synod  : 

Your  Board  of  Education,  composed  of  the  following  members:  Rev.  M. 
Rhodes,  D.  D.,  St  Louis,  Mo.;  Rev.  S.  B.  Barnitz,  D.  D.,  Des  Moines,  Iowa; 
Rev.  H.  W.  Kuhns,  D.  D.,  Omaha,  Neb.;  Rev.  F.  D.  Altman,  Kansas  City, 
Mo.;  Rev.  A.  J.  Turlde,  Omaha,  Neb.;  Mr.  L.  G.  Kammerer,  St.  Louis,  Mo.; 
Hon.  Amos  Miller,  Hillsboro,  Ills.;  Hon.  A.  L.  Selig,  Lawrence,  Kan.,  and 
Mr.  Henry  Denhart,  Washington,  Ills.,  met  at  10  a.  m.,  on  July  9,  1895,  in  T. 
M.  C.  A.  room,  East  St.  Louis,  Ills.,  and  organized  as  follows :  Rev.  M. 
Rhodes,  D.  D.,  President;  Rev.  S.  B.  Barnitz,  D.  D.,  Vice-President;  Rev. 
H.  C.  Haithcox,  D.  D.,  General  Secretary;  Mr.  L.  G.  Kammerer,  Treasurer; 
and  the  President,  the  Vice-President  and  the  General  Secretary  were  made 
the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board. 

According  to  your  instructions  the  Board  at  once  proceeded  to  the  election 
of  a  President  for  the  Western  Theological  Seminary.  Rev.  F.  D.  Altman, 
pastor  of  the  Memorial  Lutheran  church,  Kansas  City,  Mo,,  was  the  unani¬ 
mous  choice  of  the  Board.  He  accepted,  and  entered  upon  his  work  as  Pres¬ 
ident  August  1,  1895. 

Because  of  his  acceptance  of  the  presidency  of  the  Western  Theological 
Seminary,  Rev.  F.  D.  Altman  resigned  his  membership  in  the  Board  and  Rev. 
H.C.  Haithcox,  D.  D.,  Abilene,  Kansas,  was  duly  appointed  to  till  the  vacancy. 

The  management  of  the  seminary  was  put  into  the  hands  of  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Board  and  the  President  of  the  seminary. 

(  M5  ) 
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At  a  meeting  of  the  Board,  Nov.  12  and  13,  1895,  Atchison,  Kansas,  Rev. 
F.  D.  Altman  was  regularly  installed  as  President  of  the  seminary.  Dr.  FI.  L. 
Baugher,  President  of  the  General  Synod,  and  Dr.  Rhodes,  President  of  the 
Board  of  Education,  delivered  addresses,  after  which  President  Altman  set 
forth,  in  a  clear  and  strong  inaugural  address,  the  idea  of  the  great  work  com¬ 
mitted  to  his  charge. 

At  this  meeting  of  the  Board  eight  hundred  dollars  ($8oo.co)  per  annum, 
for  the  biennium  were  appropriated  to  Hartwiclc  Seminary  upon  the  condition 
that  the  New  York  Synods  first  pay  this  amount  into  the  treasury  of  the  Board 
of  Education,  and  do  all  they  can  to  raise  the  lull  apportionment  for  the  same. 

Mr.  L  G.  Kammerer,  Treasurer  of  the  Board,  resigned,  and  Mr.  H.  N.  Say¬ 
lor,  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  was  duly  qualified  and  regularly  appointed  his  successor. 

The  Board  approved  the  proposition  to  erect  a  Melanchthon  Memorial 
Library  Building  at  Midland  College. 

Good  work  is  being  done  in  the  schools  under  the  fostering  care  of  your 
Board.  The  ideal  leads  on,  and  very  encouraging  endeavor  is  made  to  follow 
the  leading.  1  he  report  of  each  one  of  these  institutions  will  speak  for  itself. 

The  following  is  the  biennial  report  of  Midland  College  as  prepared  by  Dr. 
Clutz,  the  President : 

Regular  professors,  6;  teachers,  6;  students:  post  graduates,  2;  college 
classes,  46;  academic,  59;  total,  107.  Students  for  the  ministry,  15,  and  at 
least  ninety  per  cent,  of  the  boarding  students  are  communicant  members  of 
the  Church.  There  are  two  weekly  prayer-meetings,  three  Bible  classes  for 
the  study  of  God's  word,  and  one  mission  Sunday-school. 

There  are  three  pressing  needs : 

1.  Increased  endowment. 

2.  A  recitation  hall. 

3.  And  immediately  about  $5,000.00  to  make  addition  to  Ladies’  Hall,  and 
give  enlarged  facilities  to  the  Scientific  Department.

During  the  past  two  years,  aside  from  providing  for  a  deficit  of  about 
$2,000.00  per  year,  the  endowment  fund  has  been  increased,  including  the 
Denhart  gift,  to  the  amount  of  $17,635.00,  while  the  indebtedness  has  been 
reduced  to  the  amount  of  $6,035.61.  But  for  the  depressed  condition  of  the 
country  and  the  low  prices  paid  for  country  produce,  the  entire  debt  would 
doubtless  have  been  canceled  by  this  time,  and  the  productive  endowment 
fund  increased  to  $50,000.00. 

The  citizens  of  Carthage  are  now  actively  at  work  raising  the  $10,000.00 
for  the  new  building  and  other  improvements  which  they  have  agreed  to 
make,  nearly  one-half  of  which  has  already  been  raised.  The  full  amount 
will  doubtless  be  secured  in  a  short  time. 

Mr.  Denhart  has  not  only  agreed  to  extend  the  time  for  meeting  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  this  offer,  but  he  has  made  additional  offers,  both  toward  the  success 
of  the  present  movement  and  for  the  future  development  of  the  college.  With 
this  extension  of  time  and  additional  offer,  and  the  fact  that  the  city  will  have 
raised  their  full  amount,  it  is  reasonably  certain  that  the  amount  yet  to  be 
raised  by  the  Church  will  be  secured  within  another  year.  A  number  of  per¬ 
sons  have  promised  to  leave  the  college  something  in  their  wills,  ranging  from 
$1,000.00  to  $25,000.00.  Some  of  these  are  already  made,  others  will  be. 

With  a  harmonious  faculty,  a  growing  sympathy  between  the  city  and  the 
college,  and  with  all  the  Synods  thoroughly  united  and  becoming  more  in¬ 
tensely  interested  as  the  movement  proceeds,  the  future  of  this  institution 
seems  bright  with  promise.  That  the  movement  now  being  prosecuted  may 
be  wholly  successful,  we  bespeak  for  it  the  prayers  and  co-operation  of  the 
entire  Church.

The  following  is  the  repot t  of  President  F.  D.  Altman,  A.  M.,  on  the  West¬ 
ern  Theological  Seminary : 

WESTERN  THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY. 

Four  young  men  were  enrolled  the  first  year  and  eight  the  second.  One 
w’as  graduated  in  1896  and  three  in  1897.  These  will  occupy  fields  on  our 
Western  territory. 

The  course  of  instruction,  for  the  present,  embraces  a  period  of  two  years, 
and  includes  all  the  subjects  taught  in  the  seminaries  of  our  General  Synod. 
The  teaching  was  done  by  Rev.  F.  D.  Altman,  D.  D.,  Rev.  J.  A.  Clulz,  D.  D., 
Rev.  J.  H.  Stough,  I’h.  D.,  and  Rev.  W.  F.  Rentz,  A.  M. 

Two  series  of  lectures  were  delivered  by  Rev.  M.  Rhodes,  D.  D.,  on  Christ¬ 
ian  Ethics  and  Christian  Sociology.  Rev.  H.  C.  Haithcox,  D.  D.,  gave  two 
lectures,  one  on  “The  Five  Teaching  Points  of  the  Lutheran  Church  ”  and  the 
other  on  “The  Will.”  Rev.  Id.  W.  Kuhns,  D.  D.,  lectured  on  his  travels  in 
the  Holy  Land. 

A  beginning  has  been  made  on  endowment.  Subscriptions  have  been  made 
amounting  to  $865.00,  and  cash  to  $267x0,  total,  $1,132x0.  These  sums 
were  subscribed  and  paid  towards  the  President’s  chair. 

About  sixty  volumes  have  been  donated  to  the  library,  and  a  file  of  the 
Lutheran  Observer  from  1830. 

Through  the  kindness  of  a  friend,  a  recitation  room  has  been  furnished  in 
the  main  building  of  the  college,  and  by  permission  other  rooms  have  been 
used  by  the  theological  students.  This  can  be  temporary  only,  or  until  these 
rooms  be  needed  for  college  work.  Until  then  there  is  less  expense  in  having 
the  same  buildings  and  heating  supply  the  needs  of  college  and  seminary. 
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We  are  trying  to  meet  the  conditions  confronting  us  on  the  field  in  a  quiet, 
economical,  practical  way.  We  feel  encouraged  with  the  outlook.  There  are 
many  evidences  that  the  seminary  work,  prayerfully  and  earnestly  begun,  is 
meeting  with  favor,  and  is  solving  the  hitherto  perplexing  problem  of  our 
Western  missionary  effort.  Vacancies  are  being  supplied,  and  other  points 
looked  after  and  developed.  The  future  is  full  of  promise.

1.  Resolved,  That  we  are  sincerely  grateful  to  God  for  His  manifest  favor 
upon  the  work  of  this  Board  of  Education  during  the  past  two  years. 

2.  Resolved ,  That  our  thanks  are  due,  and  are  hereby  tendered,  to  the  press 
of  the  Church  for  most  helpful  assistance;  to  Dr.  Clutz  for  his  gratuitous  help 
as  teacher  in  our  Western  Seminary;  to  Dr.  Rhodes  for  his  series  of  lectures 
on  Christian  ethics  and  Christian  sociology;  and  to  the  churches  and  individ¬ 
uals  who,  by  special  offerings,  gave  to  the  support  of  the  Seminary  during  the 
last  biennium. 

3.  Resolved ,  That  the  Western  Seminary  be  considered  located  at  Atchison, 
Kansas,  in  connection  with  Midland  College,  it  being  understood  that  this 
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arrangement  is  not  to  interfere  wich  a  reverse  of  judgment  in  the  future,  which 
might  justify  the  Board  in  making  a  change. 

4.  Resolved ,  That  ail  the  expenses  of  the  Seminary,  not  otherwise  provided 
for,  including  professors’  salaries,  be  paid  hereafter  out  of  the  sum  received 
from  the  apportionment  for  this  Board. 

5.  Resolved ,  That  the  annual  apportionment  for  this  Board  be  ten  cents  per 
member. 

6.  Resolved, ,  That,  in  view  of  the  imperative  need  of  the  most  thorough 
equipment  of  the  ministry  for  the  times,  and  of  the  most  aggressive  work 
through  our  colleges  and  seminaries,  so  that  we  may  realize  in  any  consider¬ 
able  sense  the  best  hope  of  the  Church,  we  do  most  earnestly  lay  it  upon  the 
heart  and  conscience  of  our  ministers  and  people,  as  a  most  sacred  obligation 
for  which  we  must  answer  to  God,  to  raise  the  entire  apportionme7it.  It  is  the 
deep  conviction  of  the  Board,  the  more  now  that  the  Western  Seminary  has 
been  added  to  their  care,  that  the  time  has  come  when  anything  like  the  ade¬ 
quate  success  of  these  institutions  depends  almost  wholly  upon  the  support  the 
Church  will  give  them  through  her  organized  channel.  To  God  and  the 
Church  we  commit  the  great  cause.

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Supplies  was  offered  on  Monday 
afternoon  and  adopted.  It  is  as  follows  : 

Report  of  the  Board  of  Supplies. 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church. 

Dear  Brethren  :  The  Board  of  Supplies  desires  herewith  to  submit  its  bien¬ 
nial  report  concerning  the  work  for  which  it  was  instituted. 

Within  the  period  included  in  this  report  of  the  work  of  our  Board,  the  cor¬ 
respondence  of  the  Secretary,  and  other  sources  of  information,  have  clearly 
indicated  the  continued  existence  among  us  of  the  painful  irregularities  and 
perversions  of  our  system  of  government  referred  to  in  the  report  made  two 
years  ago.  We  desire  to  reassert  the  judgments  expressed  regarding  these  irregu¬ 
larities  and  perversions  in  that  report.  There  is  an  unrest  upon  the  part  of 
settled  ministers  that  cannot  but  sadly  interfere  with  their  usefulness  in  their 
churches.  This  unrest  we  are  disposed  to  think  is  less  among  us  than  it  was 
two  years  ago.  Our  present  system  by  which  men  and  churches  are  brought 
together  varies  according  to  the  locality,  and  in  many  places  it  is  a  peculiar 
lack  of  system  indeed.  Our  present  mode  seems  in  some  localities  to  be  too 
congregational,  and  we  have  learned  of  some  instances  in  which  some  of  our 
churches  have  made  arrangements  with  men  who  were  members  of  other  de¬ 
nominations,  and  had  not  yet  even  been  admitted  to  membership  in  the  Evan¬ 
gelical  Luiheran  Church,  or  in  any  Synod  connected  with  this  body. 

The  following  resolution  was  passed  by  the  General  Synod  at  Hagerstown : 

Resolved ,  That  the  Board  of  Supplies  be  requested  to  consider  the  propriety 
of  a  change  in  our  church  polity  as  to  the  reckless  dissolution  of  the  pastoral 
relation,  and  to  report  at  the  next  meeting. 

( *56 ) 
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Our  Board  has  not  deemed  it  advisable  to  recommend  any  radical  change  in 
our  methods  of  administration  in  this  matter,  but  rather  to  urge  upon  this  body 
to  make  an  effort  to  incite  the  District  Synods  to  more  fidelity  in  the  exercise 
of  the  powers  clearly  belonging  to  them.  Synodical  oversight  of  vacant 
churches  ought  to  be  a  reality,  and  not  merely  something  that  appears  on 
synodical  minutes.  There  should  likewise  be  an  insistance  upon  the  account¬ 
ability  of  its  members  to  the  Synod  when  they  may  be  guilty  of  irregularities  in 
their  relations  to  pastorates  constituted  and  recognized  by  the  Synods. 

We  would  recommend  to  this  General  Synod  that  it  urge  upon  District 
Synods,  1,  a  closer  scrutiny  and  oversight  over  the  churches  organized  into 
pastorates,  and  recognized  as  such  by  the  Synods  with  which  they  are  con¬ 
nected;  2,  that  greater  care  be  insisted  upon  in  the  admission  of  ministers 
from  other  churches  into  our  ministry.  The  applications  for  admission  we  find 
are  based  upon  a  variety  of  considerations.  Rarely  are  they  induced  by  a 
change  of  doctrinal  beliefs,  or  an  altered  attitude  toward  things  regarded 
among  us  as  essential  to  the  good  order  and  validity  of  our  denominational 
beliefs  and  usages.  Our  feeling  is  this,  that  if  we  insist  upon  a  thorough  train¬ 
ing  for  young  men  of  our  own  Church  for  work  in  our  ministry,  we  should  at 
least  insist  upon  a  thorough  examination  of  all  such  as  seek  to  become  teach¬ 
ers  of  our  churches,  and  who  have  hitherto  had  no  opportunity  for  the  acqui¬ 
sition  of  knowledge  of  our  doctrines  or  denominational  life  or  methods  or  work ; 
3,  we  find  a  disposition  among  some  of  our  pastors  to  continue  to  serve  a 
part  of  a  pastorate  composed  of  several  churches,  as,  when  they  themselves  have, 
of  their  own  volition,  ceased  to  serve  other  parts  of  the  same  charge.  In  in¬ 
stances  of  which  we  have  learned  this  has  led  to  the  disruption  and  disinte¬ 
gration  of  some  pastorates,  while  the  men  guilty  of  such  irregularities  have 
gone  into  neighboring  fields  and  arranged  to  serve  churches  not  belonging  to 
the  pastorate  over  which  they  are  recognized  by  the  Synod  as  having  oversight. 
We  recommend  that  in  such  cases  this  General  Synod  should  urge  upon  the 
several  Synods  the  necessity  of  holding  their  members  to  a  strict  accountability 
for  such  hurtful  abuses. 

The  statistical  exhibit  herewith  submitted  will  show  the  present  relative 
condition  of  the  General  Synod  regarding  pastoral  supply  and  vacancies. 

This  exhibit  thus  summarized  shows  that  there  are  in  the  23  English  Synods 
of  the  General  Synod,  60  vacant  pastorates,  containing  118  churches,  and  that 
the  average  salary  reported  as  being  paid  by  these  60  pastorates  is  $558.00. 

The  period  covered  by  the  work  of  the  Board  shows  this  to  be  the  relative 
situation.

After  the  reading  of  the  above  report  it  was,  on  motion,  adopted 
and  upon  a  proposition  being  made  to  appoint  a  committee  to 
nominate  a  Board  of  Supplies,  a  motion  prevailed  that  General 
Synod  discontinue  the  Board.  For  resolution  of  appreciation  of 
the  services  rendered  by  the  brethren  having  in  charge  this  woik 
see  page  47  of  minutes. 
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The  report  of  this  Board  was  read  by  its  Secretary,  Rev.  Frank 
P.  Manhart,  on  Monday  a.  m.,  June  14th,  and  is  as  follows  : 

Mr.  President,  Fathers  and  Brethren  : 

The  past  two  years  have  been  most  important  ones  in  the  history  of  the 
Deaconess  Work  of  the  General  Synod.  They  mark  both  a  consummation  and 
a  beginning.  After  years  of  appeal,  of  waiting,  and  of  preparation,  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod  now  has  a  Mother  House  and  Training  School  located  in  the  midst 
of  large  and  friendly  Lutheran  interests. 

In  the  beginning  and  early  development  of  our  work  we  should  gratefully 
acknowledge  the  guidance  and  blessing  of  our  gracious  God. 

Organization.  On  June  27,  1895,  a  meeting  was  held  in  the  Lutheran  Pub- 
cation  House,  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  of  persons  appointed  as  members  of  the 
Deaconess  Board  by  the  last  General  Synod.  An  organization  of  the  Deacon¬ 
ess  Board  was  formed  by  electing  the  following  officers:  Rev.  G.  U.  Wenner 
D.  D.,  President;  Rev.  W.  H.  Dunbar,  D.  D.,  Vice-President;  Rev.  Frank  P. 
Manhart,  Secretary;  and  Mr.  Fred.  P.  Stieff,  Treasurer.  Rev.  W.  H.  Dunbar, 
D.  D.,  was  elected  Pastor  pro  tem.

OPENING  OF  THE  MOTHER  HOUSE  AND  TRAINING  SCHOOL. 

In  accordance  with  its  generous  offer  to  provide  a  building  free  of  rent  for 
three  years,  the  Baltimore  Lutheran  Deaconess  House  Society  secured  for 
your  Board  for  three  years  from  September  1,  1895,  house  No.  907  N.  Fulton 
Ave.,  Baltimore.  This  building  was  furnished  throughout,  and  in  it  the 
Mother  House  was  opened  in  October,  1895.  Rev.  Dr.  Studebaker,  Chair¬ 
man  of  the  Finance  Committee,  reported  October  23,  1895,  that  $1,560.63 
had  been  received  for  furnishing,  together  with  many  favors.  The  furnishings 
were  all  paid  for.  Various  rooms  and  the  halls  were  furnished  through  gifts 
from  individuals,  societies  and  congregations.  The  house  was  as  well  adapted 
to  its  present  use  as  one  intended  primarily  for  a  residence  could  well  be. 

On  October  31st,  suitable  “opening”  exercises  were  held.  Addresses  were 
delivered  by  Rev.  A.  H.  Studebaker,  D.  D.,  Rev.  L.  M.  Zimmerman,  Rev.  G. 
W.  Miller,  D.  D.,  Rev.  C.  R.  Trowbridge,  and  Rev.  W.  H.  Dunbar,  D.  D.,  by 
Sister  Augusta  V.  Shaffer,  and  Messrs.  F.  P.  Stieff  and  W.  L.  Armiger.  The 
direct  work  of  the  Training  School  began  about  the  middle  of  November. 

The  growth  of  the  institution  requiring  additional  room,  the  adjoining  house, 
No.  909,  was  rented  by  the  Baltimore  Deaconess  House  Society  for  a  period 
of  two  years  from  September  1,  1896.  The  two  properties  have  been  suitably 
connected  and  are  used  as  one.  The  rental  provided  by  the  Baltimore  Society 
for  the  use  of  the  properties  until  September  1,  1898,  will  amount  to  $2,100. 

SETTING  APART  OF  THE  FIRST  DEACONESSES. 

On  October  23,  1895,  s*x  women  who  had  been  under  the  care  of  our  Board 
for  suitable  periods,  were  set  apart  as  Deaconesses.

The  exercises  were  held  in  the  First  Lutheran  Church  of  Baltimore,  and 
were  fitting  and  impressive.  Various  members  of  the  Board  participated;  the 
President  of  the  Board  delivered  a  discourse  and  conducted  the  specially 
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arranged  liturgical  exercises.  Together  with  others  he  set  apart  the  six  sisters 
by  laying  on  of  hands,  and  of  prayer,  to  be  Deaconesses  of  the  General  Synod, 
and  as  such  to  fulfil  a  ministry  of  service,  mercy  and  love  in  the  name  of  the 
Church  and  of  Christ.  On  November  24,  1896,  Miss  Lugarda  Wilhelm,  of 
Shelby,  O.,  who  had  been  in  the  Seminary  for  Female  Teachers  in  Kaisers- 
werth,  was  set  apart  as  a  deaconess. 

Course  of  Instruction.  The  course  of  study  is  arranged  to  fit  the  Deaconess 
to  do  efficiently  all  such  work  in  a  congregation  and  community  as  may  prop¬ 
erly  be  assigned  by  a  Christian  pastor  to  a  Christian  woman  educated  and  set 
apart  for  a  service  and  ministry  of  help  and  mercy.  It  will  require  two  years 
at  least.  It  includes  the  Bible;  Christian  Doctrine;  Christian  Worship;  Chris¬ 
tian  Evidence;  Church  History;  Catechetics;  “  Lutheranistics  ”;  Deaconess 
Calling,  principles  and  methods;  German;  Materia  Medica,  hygiene,  anatomy 
and  nursing.

The  pastors  and  physicians  of  Baltimore  whose  names  are  given  above,  have 
given  their  efficient  and  valuable  services  to  the  institution  without  charge. 
The  ministers  are  well  known  to  the  Church.  The  physicians  are  men  of 
ability  and  rank  in  their  profession.  The  gratuitous  services  of  these  persons 
deserve  the  hearty  appreciation  of  all  who  are  interested  in  the  establishment 
of  Deaconess  work  within  the  General  Synod. 


FIRST  DEACONESSES  AND  OUR  OWN  INSTITUTION. 

The  Board  resolved  that  our  Deaconesses  who  had  been  in  other  institutions 
should  take  the  full  course  of  training  in  our  own  Mother  House  and  Train¬ 
ing  School,  before  being  sent  out  into  fields  of  work  as  Deaconesses. 

Candidates  Received.  Besides  our  seven  Deaconesses,  ten  women  have 
been  received  into  the  institution.  Two  of  these  left  before  becoming  proba¬ 
tioners. 

Present  Xumbers.  At  present  there  are  seven  Deaconesses,  seven  Proba¬ 
tioners,  and  one  Candidate.  Two  others  have  been  accepted.  The  number 
of  those  inquiring  and  of  those  proposing  to  enter  in  the  near  future  is  very 
encouraging. 

Our  Probationers  are  :  Misses  Christine  Gleichert,  Julia  T.  Van  Der  Veer, 
Keturah  Smith,  Emma  L.  Sigmund,  Bertha  Mehring,  Ida  May  Pfeiffer,  Della 
C.  Ryder.  Miss  Catherine  Nevvhauser  is  a  candidate. 
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Special  Educational  Work.  If  there  be  room  in  the  institution,  two  classes 
of  women  who  do  not  intend  to  become  members  of  the  Mother  House  can 
receive  the  training  regularly  given  to  candidates  and  probationers. 

These  classes  are : 

(1)  Such  as  are  sent  by  congregations  to  be  trained  for  deaconess  work; 
and, 

(2)  Such  as  intend  to  become  foreign  missionaries  and  are  sent  by  the 
Foreign  Board. 

In  either  case  the  special  student  would  receive  the  same  training  and  con¬ 
form  to  the  same  rules  as  the  candidates  and  probationers.  The  charge  would 
be  $125.00  per  year,  the  cost  of  clothing  and  the  usual  allowance. 

Endowment  Fund.  A  Lutheran  minister  who  was  severely  injured  in  a 
railroad  wreck,  upon  recovering  his  power  to  preach  the  Gospel,  gave  a  thank- 
offering  of  $2CO«co  as  a  beginning  of  an  endowment  fund. 

Property  Fund.  The  pastor,  deaconesses  and  probationers  in  January 
offered  the  Board  some  small  gifts  as  the  beginning  of  a  fund  to  secure  a  per¬ 
manent  property.  This  was  accepted,  and  the  Treasurer  was  directed  to  open 
an  account  with  a  Savings  Bank  for  funds  given  for  this  special  object.  A 
few  gifts  have  been  received  from  others.  The  fund  now  amounts  to 
$105.00. 

Presentation  of  Work.  Our  work  has  been  presented  to  various  congrega¬ 
tions  and  synods,  and  in  harmony  with  the  action  of  the  last  General  Synod, 
to  some  conventions  of  the  Woman’s  Missionary  Societies. 

Various  members  of  the  Board,  several  deaconesses  and  probationers,  to¬ 
gether  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Board,  have  thus  presented  the  work. 

Our  church  papers  have  aided  the  work  by  publishing  articles  and  by  edi¬ 
torial  commendation.  The  circumstances  of  our  organization  have  thus  far 
limited  us  in  this  important  work.  Much  more  may  be  expected  in  the  future. 
We  are  glad  to  state  that  the  reception  given  the  presentation  of  the  work  has 
been  uniformly  kind  and  appreciative. 

Hand-book  and  Circulars.  In  the  fall  of  1895,  a  hand-book  was  prepared 
and  issued.  It  contained  the  constitution  of  the  Board  and  various  items 
concerning  the  organization  and  conduct  of  the  work.  In  February  of  this 
year  a  special  circular  was  issued.  This  is  general  in  its  character  and  is  in¬ 
tended  to  answer  many  of  the  questions  frequently  asked  about  the  work. 
Both  are  sent  free  to  all  interested  in  our  work. 

The  Library.  A  library  to  meet  the  daily  needs  of  the  Institution,  started 
through  an  offering  of  $6c.co  at  the  consecration  of  the  first  deaconesses,  has 
attained  fair  proportions.  It  can  only  be  said,  however,  that  a  good  begin¬ 
ning  has  been  made  toward  the  building  up  of  a  library  entirely  adequate  to 
the  needs  of  an  educational  and  benevolent  institution  of  the  Church  of  so 
distinct  a  type  as  a  Deaconess  Motherhouse  and  Training  School. 

Requests for  Deaconesses.  It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  number  of 
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requests  for  deaconesses  is  such  as  to  indicate  that  we  are  endeavoring  to  pro¬ 
vide  for  a  felt  want.  The  Church  is  ready  or  is  getting  ready  for  that  efficient 
addition  to  her  working  forces  that  she  rightfully  expects  to  have  in  her  trained 
deaconesses. 

Unique  Characteristics.  It  is  worthy  of  note  that  our  work  has  some  unique 
characteristics.  It  is  probably  the  only  institution  founded,  supported  and 
governed  directly  by  a  Church  body  like  our  General  Synod.  The  emphasis  is 
laid  upon  Deaconess  work  in  the  parish.  It  is  generally  agreed  that  these 
peculiarities  will  bring  our  work  into  closer  kinship  with  the  female  diaconate 
of  the  apostolic  and  early  church  than  is  now  usually  the  case  with  Deaconess 
work.  The  very  fact  that  our  work  has  unique  features  adds  to  the  practical 
difficulties  of  its  establishment,  in  that  we  have  no  models  which  we  may  im¬ 
plicitly  copy.  May  we  not  hope  that  here,  as  in  other  directions,  God  intends 
our  General  Synod,  in  the  special  freedom  of  its  development  as  a  part  of  the 
great  body  of  Lutheranism  in  America,  to  practically  demonstrate  the  safety, 
wisdom  and  value  of  certain  great  principles  and  their  resultant  practices? 

Rev.  IV.  //.  Lewars.  The  Board  is  pained  to  report  the  death  of  one  of  its 
members,  the  Rev.  W.  H.  Lewars,  of  Annville,  Pa.  Rev.  Bro.  Lewars  was 
chosen  a  member  of  the  Board,  in  1894,  because  of  his  known  interest  in  the 
Deaconess  cause.  He  was  a  faituful  and  zealous  member  of  the  Board,  and 
in  his  own  Synod  and  elsewhere,  as  he  had  opportunity,  he  was  watchful  and 
ready  to  advance  the  interests  of  our  work  by  personal  effort  or  by  appeal  or 
self-sacrifice.  Plis  fidelity  and  love  are  commended,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
his  successor  may  be  a  man  of  equal  love  and  zeal  for  our  holy  cause.  At 
its  meeting  on  May  ir,  the  Board  adopted  resolutions  expressing  its  high  re¬ 
gard  for  the  character  and  services  of  brother  Lewars. 

Audit.  As  required  by  the  General  Synod,  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  was 
referred  to  an  Auditing  Committee.  This  Committee  consisted  of  Messrs. 
Cornelius  Eckhardt  and  Fred.  T.  Huber.  They  reported  the  account  correct. 

Visiting  and  Nursing.  As  a  part  of  their  training,  mainly,  our  women  have 
done  considerable  visiting  for  the  relief  and  comfort  of  the  poor  and  distressed. 
In  regular  nursing  they  have  had  the  care  of  83  patients  (10  of  whom  died) 
for  445  days  and  484  nights. 

Hospital.  Experience  has  demonstrated  that  a  small  hospital  for  women 
and  children,  as  a  part  of  our  institution,  is  a  necessity  for  the  adequate  train¬ 
ing  of  our  probationers. 

Generous  gifts  toward  the  equipment  of  the  hospital  have  been  received 
from  Mr.  Geo.  Beyer  of  New  York,  Dr.  Roedel’s  Bible  Class,  Lebanon,  Pa., 
and  Grace  Sunday-school  of  Baltimore.  Other  gifts  are  promised. 

A  part  of  the  necessary  equipment  is  in  the  Mother  House.  Two  rooms  of 
fair  size,  and  well  lighted,  in  house  No.  909,  have  been  reserved  for  the  hospital. 

It  is  expected  that  the  hospital  will  be  opened  in  the  near  future. 

The  cost  of  equipping  and  maintaining  even  a  little  hospital  of  ten  or 
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twelve  beds  is  such,  and  the  work  that  will  be  done  in  it  by  our  Deaconesses 
is  so  Christlike,  that  personal  or  memorial  gifts  for  equipment  and  permanent 
maintenance  would  be  specially  fitting  from  those  wTio  love  the  Good  Physi¬ 
cian,  and  who  give  in  His  Name.

SUPERINTENDENT’S  REPORT. 

Philadelphia,  March  ji,  i8gj. 

To  the  President,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Lutheran 
Board  of  Publication  : 

Brethren:  It  affords  me  pleasure  to  submit  herewith  the  fol¬ 
lowing 

report, 

showing  assets  at  date,  amount  of  sales  during  the  year,  circula¬ 
tion  of  the  Sunday-school  periodicals,  and  other  details  of  work 
done  by  the  Publication  House  since  the  last  Biennial  Report. 

The  work  goes  steadily  forward,  and  while  we  regret  that  the 
sales  have  not  yielded  as  much  as  in  several  previous  yeais,  we 
yet  have  cause  for  gratification.  Many  other  business  houses 
have  been  more  seriously  affected  than  has  ours.  The  reasons 
for  the  falling  off  in  sales  with  us  may  be  accounted  for  thus  i 
owing  to  the  “hard  times”  many  of  the  Sunday-schools  deferred 
buying  libraries  and  song-books,  and  the  congregations  have  re¬ 
frained  from  buying  Books  of  Worship  until  after  the  new  Book  of 
Worship  shall  have  been  issued,  so  that  they  may  compare  the 
two  editions  and  decide  which  edition  to  purchase. 

The  Board  is  now  more  largely  engaged  in  publishing  books 
than  at  any  time  in  its  history.  Among  the  new  books  forth¬ 
coming  are  K  istlin’s  Theology  of  Luther  ;  Sketch  of  the  Lives  of 
Spener  and  of  Francke  ;  a  revised  edition  of  the  History  of  the 
Augsburg  Confession ;  The  Country  Charge,  and  two  library 
books  to  be  issued  under  the  rules  governing  the  conditions  of 
the  Rung  Legacy.  We  mention  these  items  here  because  none 
of  these  books  is  complete  at  the  writing  of  this  report.  Work 
on  the  new  edition  of  the  Book  of  Worship  is  now  under  way  ; 
and,  unless  something  occurs  to  prevent,  we  hope  to  issue  this 
book,  so  much  sought  after,  on  or  about  September  first,  next. 
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We  feel  sure  that  all  will  be  glad  to  know  that  notwithstanding 
the  reasons  given  for  decrease  in  the  volume  of  business,  since  the 
last  Biennial  Report,  we  have  been  enabled  to  charge  off  our  Led¬ 
ger  and  pass  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  and  the  Society 
the  sum  of  $io,coo.oo. 

Cur  “Financial  Exhibit”  for  1897,  an<^  Treasurer’s  report,  in¬ 
cluding  the  Rung  legacy  ($3,813.58),  show  the  net  assets  of  the 
Board  and  Society  to  be  $125,071.35. 

For  the  purpose  of  ready  comparison,  the  “Financial  Exhibits” 
for  the  years  ending  March  31,  1895,  and  March  31,  1896,  are 
given  in  connection  with  that  for  the  year  ending  March  31,  1897.

For  the  corresponding  month  in  the  last  Biennial  Report  the 
number  of  periodicals  ordered  was  272,250.  The  International 
Lessons,  commented  on  from  a  Lutheran  standpoint,  continue  to 
be  sought  after  by  Lutheran  Sunday-schools.  With  an  active  pas¬ 
tor  of  our  denomination  on  the  Lesson  Committee,  and  a  contin¬ 
uation  of  Lutheran  editors  and  writers,  we  have  a  right  to  expect 
a  steady,  continued  growth  of  the  circulation. 

Of  the  Lutheran  Almanac  and  Year-Book  for  1897,  nearly 
12,000  copies  have  been  sold.  Pastors,  and  others,  at  the  sug¬ 
gestion  of  pastors,  doubtless  could,  by  little  effort,  make  the  cir¬ 
culation  of  this  “needful  annual,”  (how  could  the  Church  do 
without  it?),  reach  25,000  copies. 

During  the  last  biennium,  we  have  earned  for,  and  credited  the 
General  Synod,  for  royalties  on  Books  of  Worship,  Services,  Cate¬ 
chisms,  Liturgies  and  Augsburg  Songs,  $1,371.72  ;  donated,  as 
per  resolution  of  the  Board,  as  extra  discount  on  periodicals  pub- 
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lished  by  us,  to  Sunday-schools  under  the  care  of  the  Board  of 
Home  Missions,  $2,819.42  ;  deducted  and  charged  off  from  the 
cost  of  stereotype  plates  (under  the  rule  adopted  by  the  Board  in 
1878),  $1,100.92  ;  charged  off  for  “wear  and  tear”  of  Store  and 
Board-room  fixtures,  $135.77;  charged  to  Profit  and  Loss 
account,  for  doubtful  accounts,  $691.53 — making  a  total  of 
$6,119.36.  Our  net  profits  are  of  necessity  reduced  by  this 
amount;  but  in  the  amount  “charged  off,”  as  above  stated,  the 
General  Synod  and  her  mission  Sunday-schools  have  saved  a  clear 
net  gain  of  $4,191.14,  besides  having  the  advantage  of  distinctive, 
denominational  books  and  periodicals  ! 

With  thanks  to  Almighty  God,  acknowledgment  to  the  members 
of  the  Board  for  uniform  courtesy  and  kindness,  grateful  appre¬ 
ciation  to  our  patrons  for  patronage  bestowed,  and  a  kindly  re¬ 
membrance  of  all  our  employees  for  faithful  service  cheerfully 
rendered,  this  report,  with  all  books  and  papers  pertaining 
thereto,  is  most  respectfully  submitted  for  audit.

MISCELLANEOUS. 

The  Shaffer  legacy,  which  had  been  in  litigation,  has  been 
finally  adjudged  by  the  court,  and  the  sum  of  two  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  fifty-six  dollars  and  eighty  cents  awarded  and  paid 
to  the  Society. 

In  reference  to  the  resolution  adopted  by  the  Society  at  the 
last  meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  requesting  the  Board  to  con¬ 
sider  the  expediency  of  publishing  a  young  people’s  monthly 
magazine,  having  reference  especially  to  the  interests  of  Young 
People’s  Societies,  no  final  action  was  taken  by  the  Board,  inas¬ 
much  as  the  features  of  the  proposed  periodical  now  appear  in 
the  Church  papers  and  in  periodicals  of  these  Societies. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Society  at  Hagerstown,  Md.,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  establishing  of  a  printing  and  publication  department  be 
referred  back  to  the  Board  of  Publication  with  favorable  recommendation  and 
with  power  to  act. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Publication,  Dec.  15,  1S9O,  it  was 
resolved  by  the  Board  to  establish  a  printing  house  in  connection 
with  its  work  of  publication,  under  the  control  and  auspices  of 
the  Publication  Society  of  the  General  Synod.  At  the  same  time 
a  committee  was  appointed  to  consider  the  matter  of  securing  a 
suitable  location  for  the  printing  house. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Board,  May  iS,  1897,  the  committee  was 
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authorized  to  purchase  a  certain  designated  property  in  a  more 
desirable  location  than  No.  42  North  Ninth  street. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Board,  May  18,  1897,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Publication  Society  be  recommended  to  donate,  at  its 
next  meeting,  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  to  the  Pastors’  Fund  Society. 

With  an  expression  of  gratitude  to  God  for  the  encouraging 
progress  in  the  business  and  financial  condition  of  the  Society 
during  the  past  two  years,  the  foregoing  report  is  respectfully 
submitted.

Whereas,  The  relations  of  the  bodies  are  now  upon  such  a  basis  that  there 
is  no  longer  any  special  need  of  such  direct  representatives  of  the  General 
Synod  in  the  Publication  Board,  therefore,  be  it

Mansfield,  O.,  June  17,  1897, 
Thursday,  9  : 30  a.  m. 

The  time  appointed  for  a  meeting  of  this  Society  being  at  hand, 
on  motion,  the  President  of  the  General  Synod,  Rev.  M.  W. 
Hamma,  D.  D.,  was  appointed  to  preside. 

The  Curator’s  report  was  read  by  Rev.  M.  Valentine,  D.  D., 
LL.  D.,  and,  on  motion,  was  adopted  as  follows  : 

Report  of  the  Curator  of  the  Lutheran  Historical  Society. 

Shortly  after  the  meeting  of  our  Society  at  Hagerstown  in  1895,  John 
G.  Morris,  the  venerable  President,  was  called  from  his  labors  on  earth  to  his 
reward  on  high.  Dr.  Morris  had  been  identified  with  the  Society  from  the 
beginning  of  its  existence,  and  for  many  years  he  had  been  its  President.  He 
appreciated  the  history  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  this  country,  and  took  a 
deep  interest  in  the  preservation  of  its  records.  There  is  no  one  to  whom  the 
Society  owes  more  than  to  Dr.  Morris. 

ACCESSIONS. 

1 .  About  fifty  bound  volumes  have  been  received  during  the  last  two  years 
from  publishers  and  authors.  These  for  the  most  part  are  works  on  history, 
biography  and  worship.  Some  are  works  of  imagination.  A  few  are  didactic 
in  character. 

2.  Minutes  of  Synods,  periodicals  and  pamphlets.  These  were  already  in 
the  library,  but  they  had  not  been  bound.  Their  value  is  increased  by  being 
thus  made  easier  of  accesss.  They  add  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  volumes 
to  their  class. 

3.  In  August,  1S96,  the  Rev.  Charles  R.  Trowbridge  presented  to  the  So¬ 
ciety  the  collection  of  Luther  books  made  by  his  grandfather,  the  late  Dr.  J. 
G.  Morris.  The  collection  contains  three  hundred  bound  volumes,  consisting 
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of  biographies  of  Luther,  Roman  Catholic  attacks  on  Luther,  Protestant  de¬ 
fenses  of  him,  and  other  writings  bearing  on  the  life,  times  and  deeds  of  the 
illustrious  reformer.  There  are  also  fifty  pamphlets  of  the  same  general  char¬ 
acter.  The  collection  is  unique  and  of  exceptional  value.  It  was  presented 
by  Mr.  Trowbridge  on  the  condition  that  all  the  books  should  be  placed  to¬ 
gether  on  contiguous  shelves,  and  be  marked  with  a  tablet  bearing  the  inscrip¬ 
tion  :  “  The  John  G.  Morris  Collection.”  The  condition  has  been  fulfilled,  and 
the  books  now  rest  on  our  shelves.  It  is  fitting  that  the  Society  extend  a  vote 
of  thanks  to  Mr.  Trowbridge  for  this  valuable  present. 

To  the  furniture  of  our  room  has  been  added  a  reading  desk,  and  a  case 
with  drawers  for  holding  the  catalogue  cards.  Both  these  pieces  of  furniture 
were  needed.  The  labor  connected  with  the  Curatorship  is  very  considerable. 
The  correspondence  is  more  extensive  than  is  generally  supposed;  and  not 
unfrequently  heavy  drafts  are  made  on  the  Curator’s  time  to  comply  with 
requests  for  information  and  for  copies  of  documents.  The  preparation  of  the 
pamphlets  and  periodicals  for  binding,  and  the  cataloguing,  was,  in  chief  part, 
done  at  the  expense  of  the  Society,  as  the  Treasurer’s  report  will  show.  As 
this  is  a  work  for  the  Church  it  is  proper  that  the  Church,  and  not  an  indivi¬ 
dual,  should  bear  the  burden  which  it  imposes. 

It  remains  to  be  said  that  there  exists  in  a  state  of  greater  or  less  confusion 
a  considerable  quantity  of  MSS.,  mostly  in  German.  These  consist  of  letters, 
diaries,  local  histories  and  sketches,  bearing  more  or  less  on  our  history.  As 
the  Curator  finds  it  difficult  to  read  German  script,  he  has  reserved  this  part  of 
the  work  until  he  can  find  a  German  student  competent  to  assist  in  arranging 
and  cataloguing  this  matter.  In  all  other  respects  the  contents  of  the  library 
are  easy  of  access,  and  token  as  a  whole  our  collection  is  one  in  regard  to 
which  the  whole  Church  may  indulge  a  becoming  pride. 

The  Curator  finds  reason  to  lament,  as  his  predecessors  in  office  have  done, 
that  some  of  our  writers,  through  modesty  or  indifferance,  fail  to  send  us 
copies  of  their  books  and  pamphlets.  We  importune  our  Luthern  writers  to 
send  us  copies  of  all  of  their  intellectual  productions.  It  is  our  desire  to 
make  the  historic  library  a  depository  of  American  Lutheran  literature  in  the 
fullest  sense  of  the  word.

As  amended  and  declared  adopted  at  Washington,  D.  C.,  May  14,  l86g . 


PREAMBLE. 

Jesus  Christ,  the  Supreme  Head  of  His  Church,  having  prescribed  no  entire 
specific  directory  for  its  government  and  discipline,  and  every  section  of  His 
Church  being  left  at  liberty  tc  make  such  regulations,  additional  to  those  found 
in  the  Scriptures,  as  are  in  harmony  with  the  Word  of  God,  and  best  adapted 
to  its  situation  and  circumstances;  therefore,  relying  upon  God  our  Father,  in 
the  name  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  under  the  guidance  and  direction  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  in  the  Word  of  God,  for  the  promotion  of  the  practice  of  brotherly 
love,  to  the  furtherance  of  Christian  concord,  to  the  firm  establishment  and 
continuance  of  the  unity  of  the  Spirit  in  the  bond  of  peace,  and  for  the  accom¬ 
plishment  of  the  grand  design  for  which  the  Church  of  Christ  was  established 
on  earth,  We,  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synods  connected  with  the  General 
Synod,  for  ourselves  and  our  successors,  do  adopt  the  following : 

CONSTITUTION. 

ARTICLE  I. 

The  name,  style,  and  title  of  this  body  shall  be,  “  The  General  Synod 
of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America.” 

ARTICLE  II. 

Section  i.  The  General  Synod  shall  consist  of  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Dele¬ 
gates  from  the  several  District  Synods  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in 
the  United  States  which  are  now  connected  with  it,  or  may  hereafter  join 
themselves  thereunto,  and  who  shall  be  duly  acknowledged  as  members 
thereof,  in  the  following  ratio,  namely : 

Each  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod,  containing  eight  ministers,  may  send 
one;  if  it  contains  sixteen,  two;  if  twenty-four,  three;  if  thirty-two,  four;  if 
forty,  five;  if  fifty-five,  six;  if  seventy,  seven;  if  eighty-five,  eight;  and  if  it 
contain  one  hundred  and  upwards,  nine  delegates  of  the  rank  of  ordained 
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ministers,  and  an  equal  number  of  lay  delegates.  Each  Synod  at  present  con¬ 
nected  with  this  body  shall  be  entitled  to  at  least  one  clerical  and  one  lay 
representative. 

Section  2.  Each  delegate  appearing  in  the  General  Synod  according  to 
this  ratio  shall  enjoy  equal  rights  and  privileges  in  the  transaction  of  its  busi¬ 
ness.  Each  Synod  may  choose  its  delegates  in  such  a  manner  as  to  it  may 
seem  proper,  and  shall  pay  the  traveling  expenses  of  the  same  to  and  from  the 
General  Synod,  unless  the  General  Synod  shall  otherwise  provide. 

Section  3.  All  regularly  constituted  Lutheran  Synods,  not  now  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  General  Synod,  receiving  and  holding  with  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Church  of  our  fathers,  the  Word  ot  God,  as  contained  in  the  Canoni¬ 
cal  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments,  as  the  only  infallible  rule  of 
faith  and  practice,  and  the  Augsburg  Confession  as  a  correct  exhibition  of  the 
fundamental  doctrines  of  the  Divine  Word,  and  of  the  faith  of  our  Church 
founded  upon  thai  Word,  may  at  any  time  become  associated  with  the  General 
Synod  by  adopting  this  Constitution  and  sending  delegates  to  its  Convention 
according  to  the  ratio  specified  in  section  first  of  this  Article. 

Section  4.  Should  the  delegates  of  any  District  Synod  withdraw  from  the 
sessions  of  the  General  Synod  without  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  body,  and  such  withdrawal  be  sanctioned  by  their  Synod;  or 
should  any  Synod,  without  being  excused  by  the  General  Synod,  decline  send¬ 
ing  delegates,  such  Synod  shall  be  considered  as  having  severed  its  connection 
with  the  General  Synod,  and  its  delegates  can  only  be  again  received  as  those 
of  a  newly-applying  Synod. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Section  i.  The  Delegates  to  the  General  Synod  shall,  at  each  meeting, 
choose  by  ballot,  from  among  their  nnmber,  a  President  and  Secretary;  and 
from  among  their  own  number  or  elsewhere,  a  Treasurer.  These  officers 
shall  continue  in  office  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Synod,  and  until  others 
are  chosen  in  their  stead.  The  same  person  is  at  all  times  re-eligible  as  Sec¬ 
retary  or  Treasurer;  but  no  one  may  be  elected  President  except  an  ordained 
minister,  nor  more  than  twice  in  succession. 

Section  2.  The  President  shall  act  as  chairman  of  the  Synod,  and  may 
take  part  in  the  discussions  and  vote  as  any  other  member,  but  shall  not  origi¬ 
nate  motions.  He  shall  subscribe  all  letters,  written  advices,  resolutions,  and 
proceedings  of  the  Synod.  In  extraordinary  cases,  and  by  request  of  any 
one  or  more  of  the  acknowledged  Synods,  or  by  a  respectable  number  of  the 
ministers  or  churches  connected  with  the  General  Synod,  he  may  convene  the 
delegates  of  the  General  Synod  in  special  session.  In  case  the  business  of 
the  Secretary  becomes  too  burdensome  for  one  person  tc  execute,  he  shall, 
with  the  concurrence  of  the  Secretary,  appoint  an  Assistant  Secretary,  and 
make  known  to  him  what  portion  of  labor  he  is  to  undertake. 

Section  3.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  journal  of  the  proceedings,  write, 
attest,  and  take  care  of  all  the  documents  and  writings,  publish  the  time  and 
place  of  the  meeting  of  the  Synod  in  the  papers  of  the  Church,  at  least  two 
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months  beforehand,  and,  in  case  of  a  special  meeting,  he  shall  give  written 
notice  thereof  to  the  President  of  each  of  the  District  Synods  immediately 
upon  the  issue  of  the  call  for  such  special  meeting. 

Section  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  disburse  all  moneys  of  the 
Synod,  and  shall  keep  a  faithful  account  of  the  same,  which  must  be  sub¬ 
mitted  at  each  meeting  of  the  General  Synod.  At  its  pleasure  he  may  also  be 
required  to  give  bond  and  security  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  trust. 
He  shall  pay  out  moneys  only  in  pursuance  of  a  resolution  of  Synod,  or  upon 
an  order  of  the  President,  attested  by  the  Secretary. 

Section  5.  Should  any  officer  of  the  Synod,  in  the  intermediate  time  of 
the  assembling  of  the  body,  depart  this  life,  resign  his  office,  or  become  in¬ 
capable  of  executing  the  same,  then  the  remaining  officers  shall  appoint  some 
capable  and  faithful  man  in  his  place  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  General 
Synod. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  General  Synod,  as  the  highest  Ecclesiastical  Council  of  the  Evangel¬ 
ical  Lutheran  Churches  connected  with  it  through  their  District  Synods,  shall 
have  the  control  of  all  those  interests  of  the  Church  which  are  of  a  general 
character.  The  powers  more  specifically  entrusted  to  the  General  Synod  are 
chiefly  the  following : 

Section  i.  The  General  Synod  shall  examine  the  proceedings  of  the  Dis¬ 
trict  Synods  belonging  to  it,  in  order  that  it  may  obtain  a  knowledge  of  the 
existing  state  of  the  Church;  and  it  may  publish  the  statistics  of  the  Church, 
and  reports  on  the  state  of  religion,  with  such  plans  and  recommendations  for 
the  promotion  of  the  kingdom  of  Christ  at  home  and  abroad,  as  it  shall  deem 
proper.  The  District  Synods  shall,  therefore,  transmit  to  it  regularly,  several 
copies  of  the  proceedings  of  their  annual  conventions. 

Section  2.  The  General  Synod  shall  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  providing 
the  books  or  writings  to  be  used  in  the  public  worship  of  the  Church,  and  in 
the  catechetical  instruction  of  the  young,  such  as  Liturgies,  Hymn-Looks  and 
Catechisms;  and  no  District  Synod  shall,  without  the  sanction  of  the  General 
Synod,  publish  or  recommend  books  of  this  kind,  other  than  those  furnished 
by  the  General  Synod. 

Section  3.  The  General  Synod,  as  the  representative  body  of  all  of  the 
Synods  connected  therewith,  shall  make  provision  for  the  general  missionary 
and  benevolent  operations  of  the  Church,  such  as  Home  and  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sions,  Church  Extension,  providing  a  church  literature,  founding  and  main¬ 
taining  institutions  for  the  support  of  poor  and  disabled  ministers  and  their 
widows  and  orphans,  and  other  general  benevolent  and  charitable  institutions. 
It  shall  use  all  its  power  and  means  to  unite,  foster  and  make  efficient  these 
operations  of  the  Church. 

Section  4.  To  accomplish  these  ends,  the  General  Synod  shall,  whenever 
deemed  practical  and  expedient,  create  and  perpetuate  such  Boards  of  Man¬ 
agers  as  it  may  consider  necessary  efficiently  to  carry  forward  these  operations 
of  the  Church,  and  to  determine  the  number  of  members  of  each,  and  the 
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time  of  their  continuance  in  office,  and  to  assign  to  each  Board  its  appropriate 
work  and  duties.  These  Boards  shall  always  be  subject  to  and  under  the 
control  of  the  General  Synod. 

Section  5.  Each  Board  thus  created,  acting  under  the  control  and  by  the 
authority  of  the  General  Synod,  shall  make  the  regulations  necessary  for  the 
management  of  its  own  affairs,  shall  appoint  its  own  officers,  shall  keep  full 
and  correct  minutes  of  its  proceedings,  and  shall  make  report  of  the  same  at 
each  meeting  of  the  General  Synod.  For  the  greater  security  of  the  funds 
and  property  which  may  at  any  time  be  intrusted  to  these  Boards,  any  one  or 
all  of  them  shall,  at  the  request  of  the  General  Synod,  obtain  acts  of  incor¬ 
poration.  and  the  Treasurers  of  the  same  shall  give  suitable  bonds  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties. 

Section  6.  The  General  Synod  may  also  institute  and  create  a  treasury  for 
the  efficient  advancement  of  its  purposes. 

Section  7.  The  General  Synod  shall  also  advise  the  adoption  of  such  rules 
and  regulations  among  the  several  Synods  as  may  prevent  unpleasant  and 
unfriendly  collisions  that  might  otherwise  arise  out  of  any  difference  of  opin¬ 
ion  existing  among  them,  or  from  any  other  causes;  and  it  shall  apply  all  its 
powers,  prayers  and  means  for  the  prevention  of  schisms  among  us;  it  shall 
be  sedulously  and  incessantly  regardful  of  the  circumstances  of  the  times,  and 
of  every  casual  rise  and  progress  of  unity  of  sentiment,  among  Christians  in 
general,  in  order  that  the  blessed  opportunities  to  promote  concord  and  unity,  . 
and  the  interests  of  the  Redeemer’s  kingdom,  may  not  pass  by  neglected  and 
unavailing. 

Section  8.  The  General  Synod  may  give  advice  or  opinion,  when  com¬ 
plaints  shall  be  brought  before  them  by  whole  Synods,  Ministeriums,  Congre¬ 
gations  or  individual  ministers  or  laymen,  concerning  doctrine  or  discipline.' 
They  shall,  however,  be  extremely  careful  that  the  consciences  of  ministers  of 
the  Gospel  be  not  burdened  with  human  inventions,  laws  or  devices,  and  that 
no  one  be  oppressed  by  reason  of  difference  of  opinion  on  non-fundamental 
doctrines. 

Section  9.  If  differences  of  Synods  be  referred,  the  votes  thereon  shall  be 
taken  by  Synods,  and  the  referring  Synods  shall  have  no  vote. 

ARTICLE  V. 

The  order  of  business  shall  be  regulated  by  the  By-Laws  and  Standing 
Rules,  except  as  follows : 

Section  i.  A  majority  of  the  Delegates  from  a  majority  of  the  Synods 
attached  to  the  General  Synod  appearing  with  proper  credentials,  shall  con¬ 
stitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Section  2.  The  General  Synod  shall  appoint,  by  ballot,  the  time  and  place 
ot  the  next  Convention;  observing  at  all  times,  however,  that  one  meeting,  at 
least,  be  held  every  two  years. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Section  i.  The  General  Synod  may  make  whatever  By-Laws  it  may  deem 
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necessary,  provided  only  that  they  do  not  contradict  the  spirit  of  this  Consti¬ 
tution. 

Section  2.  No  alteration  of  this  Constitution  shall  be  made,  except  by  the 
consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  Synods  attached  to  the  General  Synod.  An  exact 
copy  of  the  intended  alterations  must  be  sent  by  the  Secretary  to  the  Presi¬ 
dents  of  District  Synods  in  connection  with  this  body,  with  the  request  that 
they  submit  them  to  their  respective  Synods  for  decision.  And  if,  at  the  sub¬ 
sequent  meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  it  shall  appear  from  their  minutes  that 
two-thirds  of  the  District  Synods  are  in  favor  of  the  alterations,  they  shall  be 
declared  adopted. 

REPUDIATION  OF  ALLEGED  ERRORS  IN  THE  AUGSBURG 

CONFESSION. 

The  following  preamble  and  resolutions  were  adopted  at  York,  in  1864,  and 
at  the  Canton  meeting,  in  1893,  it  was  ordered  that  hereafter  they  be  regularly 
printed  in  connection  with  the  Constitution  : 

Whereas,  The  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the 
United  States  has  recognized  the  Augsburg  Confession,  both  in  the  Constitu¬ 
tion  of  the  Theological  Seminary  and  in  the  Constitution  recommended  to 
the  District  Synods  as  well  as  in  her  Liturgy,  and 

Whereas ,  Our  Churches  have  been  agitated  by  the  imputation  of  grave  and 
dangerous  errors  in  this  Confession,  so  that  amid  conflicting  statements,  many 
who  are  sincerely  desirous  of  knowing  the  truth  are  distracted,  knowing  not 
what  to  believe,  and  the  danger  of  internal  conflict  and  schism  is  greatly  in¬ 
creased,  and 

Whereas,  The  General  Synod,  according  to  its  Constitution,  “  shall  apply 
all  their  powers,  their  prayers  and  their  means  towards  the  prevention  of 
schisms  among  us,”  we,  therefore,  in  Synod  assembled,  in  the  presence  of  the 
Searcher  of  hearts,  desire  to  declare  to  our  churches  and  before  the  world,  our 
judgment  in  regard  to  the  imputation  of  these  errors  and  the  alienation  among 
brethren  which  may  arise  from  them. 

Resolved,  That  while  this  Synod,  resting  on  the  Word  of  God  as  the  sole 
authority  in  matters  of  faith,  on  its  infallible  warrant  rejects  the  Romish  doc¬ 
trine  of  the  real  presence  or  Transubstantiation,  and  with  it  the  doctrine  of 
Consubstantiation;  rejects  the  Romish  mass  and  all  the  ceremonies  distinctive 
of  the  mass :  denies  any  power  in  the  sacrament  as  an  opus  operatum,  or  that 
the  blessings  of  Baptism  and  the  Lord’s  Supper  can  be  received  without  faith : 
rejects  auricular  confession  and  priestly  absolution;  holds  that  there  is  no 
priesthood  on  earth  but  that  of  all  believers,  and  that  God  only  can  forgive 
sins,  and  maintains  the  divine  obligations  of  the  Sabbath;  and  while  we  would 
with  our  whole  heart  reject  any  part  of  any  Confession  which  taught  doctrines 
in  conflict  with  this  our  testimony,  nevertheless,  before  God  and  Lfis  Church 
we  declare  that  in  our  judgment,  the  Augsburg  Confession,  properly  inter¬ 
preted,  is  in  perfect  consistence  with  this  our  testimony,  and  with  the  Holy 
Scriptures  as  regards  the  errors  specified.” 
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Article  i.  The  session  shall  open  promptly  at  9  o’clock  in  the  forenoon. 

Art.  2.  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Synod  the  Secretary  shall  call  the  roll 
of  all  those  who  have  sent  him  formal  certificates  of  their  election  as  dele¬ 
gates,  signed  by  the  President  and  Secretary  of  their  respective  Synods. 

Art.  3.  Thereupon  the  credentials  of  any  who  claim  to  be  delegates,  but 
who  are  not  so  enrolled,  shall  be  presented,  and  shall  be  decided  upon  by 
those  already  enrolled. 

Art.  4.  A  majority  of  the  delegates  from  a  majority  of  the  Synods  attached 
to  the  General  Synod  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  business,  but  a  minority  of 
the  same  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  or  postpone  the  session  of  the  Con¬ 
vention,  in  two  days  after  the  time  fixed  for  its  meeting. 

Art.  5.  As  soon  as  a  majority  appear,  and  the  session  is  organized,  as  pro¬ 
vided  above,  a  President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  be  elected  by  ballot, 
and  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  present  shall  be  required  for  such  election. 

Art.  6.  The  certificates  of  delegates  from  Synods  for  the  first  time  con¬ 
nected  with  this  body  shall  then  be  received,  and  the  deputation  shall  be  ad¬ 
mitted  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention,  unless  objections  shall  be  made,  in  which 
case  the  matter  shall  be  referred  to  the  Synod,  and  be  decided  by  a  majority 
vote. 

Art.  7.  Delegates  from  Lutheran  and  other  Synods  not  connected  with  this 
body,  and  clerical  brethren  introduced  by  the  President,  may  be  admitted  to 
seats  in  the  Convention. 

Art.  8.  The  general  officers  of  this  Synod  shall  have  power  to  change  the 
time  and  place  of  the  next  Convention  whenever  in  their  judgment  it  may  be 
expedient,  or  whenever  the  officers  of  a  majority  of  the  District  Synods  shall 
approve  or  recommend  such  change;  provided  that  sixty  days’  notice  of  such 
change  shall  be  given  through  all  the  Church  papers. 

Art.  9.  The  chairman  of  each  delegation  shall  certify  to  the  Treasurer 
whether  or  not  any  delegate  has  left  Synod  without  permission,  and  in  such 
case  of  unexcused  absence,  the  Treasurer  shall  withhold  the  mileage  of  the 
delegate. 

Art.  10.  The  President  shall  fill  by  appointment  all  vacancies  which  may 
occur  in  standing  committees  during  the  interim  of  the  Conventions  of  this 
body. 

Art.  11.  Any  of  the  foregoing  rules  may  be  dispensed  with  temporarily  by 
the  unanimous  consent  of  the  Convention. 
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I.  REGULAR  ORDER.

If  there  be  two  sessions  in  a  day,  the 
special  order  pending  at  the  noon  adjournment  shall  continue  the  special

completed  by  the  time  of  the  noon  adjournment,  the  Synod  will  continue  on 
with  the  regular  order  in  the  afternoon. 

If  the  business  of  Synod  shall  require,  it  shall  continue  its  sessions  after 
this,  following  the  regular  order  at  each  session. 

The  Report  on  the  State  of  the  Church  shall  be  presented  at  the  last  session, 
and  shall  be  followed  by  a  fraternal  conference  on  the  State  of  Religion  in  the 
Churches,  the  discussion  of  questions  of  interest  not  included  in  the  regular 
order,  and  a  season  of  prayer  with  final  adjournment. 


RULES  OF  ORDER. 


1.  No  subject  shall  be  discussed  without  being  first  presented  in  a  motion 
made,  seconded,  and  committed  to  writing;  and  the  mover  shall  have  the 
privilege  of  withdrawing  such  motion  at  any  time  before  the  question  is  taken. 

2.  When  a  motion  has  been  made  and  seconded,  if  a  member  objects  to  its 
being  discussed,  the  President  shall  immediately  put  the  question,  “  Shall  this 
subject  be  discussed?”  when,  if  decided  in  the  negative,  the  motion  shall  be 
dismissed;  and  no  motion  thus  dismissed  shall  be  entered  on  the  Minutes, 
unless  by  a  vote  of  the  Convention. 

3.  If  any  proposition  or  motion  under  debate  contains  two  or  more  points, 
it  shall  be  divided  at  the  request  of  any  member,  and  the  vote  taken  separately. 

4.  No  amendment  shall  be  entertained  unless  germane  to  the  motion  under 
consideration,  nor  shall  any  amendment  be  in  order  beyond  the  second  de¬ 
gree. 

5.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  entertained,  ex¬ 
cept — 

(1)  To  adjourn; 

(2)  To  lay  on  the  table; 

(3)  To  close  debate; 

(4)  To  postpone  indefinitely; 

(5)  To  postpone  to  a  specified  time; 

(6)  To  refer  to  a  standing  committee  or  the  officers  of  Synod; 

(7)  To  refer  to  a  special  committee; 

(8)  To  amend; 

which  motions  shall  take  precedence  of  each  other  in  the  order  in  which  they 
are  numbered. 

6.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  except  when  a  member 
has  the  floor  and  is  speaking. 

7.  The  motions  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  close  debate,  and  to  post¬ 
pone  indefinitely,  shall  be  taken  without  debate. 

8.  Amendments  may  be  offered  at  any  stage  of  the  question. 

9.  When  a  motion  is  adopted  to  close  debate,  the  motions  then  pending 
before  the  Convention  shall  be  put  in  the  order  of  their  arrangement,  as  pro¬ 
vided  in  Rule  fifth. 

10.  A  motion  to  refer  or  commit  is  debatable,  but  until  decided,  shall  pre¬ 
clude  all  debate  of  the  main  question. 

(  2°5  ) 
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11.  The  President  shall  decide  all  questions  of  order;  but  any  member  has 
a  right  to  appeal  from  his  decision.  The  question  on  an  appeal  shall  be 
stated  in  the  following  manner :  “  Shall  the  decision  of  the  President  stand  as 
the  judgment  of  the  Convention?  ”  and  until  decided  shall  preclude  all  debate 
of  the  main  question.  Debate  shall  be  allowed  only  on  appeals  taken  while 
a  debatable  motion  is  before  the  Convention. 

12.  In  filling  blanks,  the  largest  sum,  the  highest  number,  or  the  longest 
time,  shall  be  voted  on  first. 

13.  The  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  taken  on  any  question,  when  requested  by 
five  members  of  the  Convention. 

14.  No  member  shall  speak  in  debate  without  first  rising  from  his  seat  and 
respectfully  addressing  himself  to  the  President.  He  shall  confine  himself  to 
the  subject  under  debate,  and  avoid  personality;  nor  shall  he  be  interrupted 
except  with  his  own  consent,  and  for  the  purpose  of  explanation. 

15.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  subject  without 
the  permission  of  the  Convention. 

16.  The  President  shall  have  the  right  to  speak  on  any  matter  before  the 
Convention,  provided  the  chair  be  filled  by  another  member,  and  he  shall 
have  the  power  to  name  any  member  to  perform  temporarily  the  duties  of  the 
chair  when  he  may  wish  to  vacate  it. 

17.  The  President  shall  nominate  all  committees,  unless  otherwise  directed 
by  the  Convention. 

18.  The  following  special  committees  shall  be  appointed: 

(1)  On  Devotiona1  Exercises. 

(2)  On  Correspondence  with  other  Ecclesiastical  Bodies. 

(3)  On  Auditing  the  Treasurer’s  Report. 

(4)  On  Mileage. 

(5)  On  Apportionment. 

(6)  On  Business. 

(7)  On  Resolutions. 

(8)  On  Minutes  of  Last  Convention. 

(9)  On  District  Synod  Minutes. 

19.  The  President  shall  appoint,  before  the  close  of  the  Convention. 
following  standing  committees : 

(1)  On  Literary  and  Theological  Institutions. 

(2)  On  the  State  of  the  Church. 

(3)  On  Transportation. 

(4)  On  Sunday-Schools. 

(5)  On  Foreign  Correspondence. 

(6)  A  Statistical  Secretary. 

20.  These  Rules  shall  be  distinctly  read  from  the  chair  immediately 
after  the  organization  of  the  Convention,  and  may  be  altered  or  amended 
at  any  session  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present.

It  was  ordered  also  that  the  Secretaries  of  the  District  Synods,  in 
furi  fishing  credentials  to  Synodical  delegations  to  the  General  Synod,  be  re- 
quir  ed  to  prepare  the  same  in  duplicate,  furnishing  a  copy  to  the  Chairman  of 
the  Legation,  as  well  as  to  the  Secretary  of  the  General  Synod. 

Acc'ordingbr>  in  the  Spring  before  the  General  Synod  meets,  there  are  sent 
to  the  Secretaries  of  District  Synods  two  blank  forms  of  credentials,  both  to 
be  fillec  i  up,  signed  and  sealed,  by  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the  Synod. 
One  of  i  these  documents  is  to  be  sent  at  once  to  the  Secretary  of  the  General 
Synod,  B  ev.  Wm.  E.  Fischer,  D.  D.,  Shamokin,  Pa.  No  delegate  needs  any 
further  ci  'edentials  than  this.  But  to  provide  against  loss  in  any  way  of  the 
credential;  S  the  second  blank  copy,  duly  filled,  is  to  be  sent  by  the  officers  of 
Synod  to  the  chairman  of  their  delegation,  and  this  copy  he  is  to  keep  and 
bring  alo:  ng  to  the  meeting  (and  not  send  to  the  Secretary  of  the  General 
Synod).  Unless  accidents  occur,  this  second  copy  need  not  be  produced,  as 
the  duplic:/  ate  thereof  is  supposed  to  be  already  in  the  hands  of  the  officers  of 
the  Gener  al  Synod.

Minutes  read  and  approved. 

The  Rules  of  Order,  prepared  by  the  committee  appointed  for 
that  purpose  at  the  Convention  of  1897,  were  presented  as  follows  : 

Report  of  Committee  on  Rules  of  Order. 

Art.  I.  Motions. 

1.  Introduction  of  Business.  To  bring  any  subject  before  the  Convention 
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for  consideration  and  decision  it  is  necessary  that  a  motion  be  made,  seconded, 
and  stated  from  the  chair,  and,  if  desired  by  the  President,  committed  to 
writing. 

In  ordinary  routine  work,  however,  a  matter  may  be  acted  on  without  any 
formal  presentation,  the  chairman  putting  the  question  to  vote  without  wait¬ 
ing  for  a  motion.  This  may  be  done  only  when  no  one  objects. 

2.  Order  of  Precedence.  A  motion  shall  be  in  order  at  all  times  when  there 
is  no  other  business  before  the  Convention;  but,  when  once  a  motion  has 
been  received,  its  consideration  cannot  be  interrupted  except  by  Privileged, 
Incidental  or  Subsidiary  questions. 

a.  The  Privileged  questions  are  the  following  : 

(1)  To  fix  a  time  to  which  to  ad-  ;  (3)  To  decide  cases  of  Privilege, 

journ.  (4)  To  call  for  the  Orders  of  the 

(2)  To  adjourn.  :  day. 

These,  from  their  very  nature,  take  precedence  of  all  other  questions  what¬ 
ever,  and  may  at  any  time  interrupt  any  other  business  of  the  Convention  until 
the  necessary  action  has  been  taken  respecting  them. 

Amongst  themselves  they  take  rank  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  placed. 

A  motion  to  adjourn  is  always  in  order,  except  when  a  vote  is  being  taken 
or  a  member  is  addressing  the  Convention. 

A  question  of  Privilege  can  be  raised  at  any  point  of  the  proceedings  and 
at  any  stage  of  a  discussion. 

b.  The  Incidental  motions  consist  of  the  following  : 

(1)  Questions  of  order  and  appeal,  j  (3)  The  reading  of  papers. 

(2)  Objections  to  the  consideration  !  (4)  The  withdrawal  of  motions, 

of  a  subject.  '  (5)  Suspension  of  the  rules. 


These  cases  arise  incidentally  out  of  some  question  under  consideration,  and 
necessarily  delay  action  on  the  original  proposition  until  they  are  decided, 
after  which  the  main  question  is  resumed  at  the  point  at  which  it  was  inter¬ 
rupted. 

c.  Subsidiary  motions ,  viz  : 

(1)  To  lay  on  the  table. 

(2)  To  order  the  previous  question. 


(3)  To  limit  debate. 


(4)  To  postpone. 

(5)  To  refer  to  a  committee. 

(6)  To  amend. 


The  foregoing  motions  are  employed  to  make  suitable  disposition  of  some 
principal  motion.  They  rank  in  the  order  of  their  arrangement,  and  any  one 
in  the  list  may  be  moved,  even  though  one  or  more  lower  down  maybe  pend¬ 
ing  at  the  same  time.  But,  though  as  a  rule  they  are  used  only  in  connection 
with  the  main  question,  they  may  also  to  some  extent  be  applied  to  each  other. 
For  example,  the  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  and  to  order  the  previous  question 
can  be  employed  on  any  debatable  motion  whatever.  To  limit  debate ,  to 
postpone ,  to  refer  to  a  committee,  and  to  amend  may  themselves  be  amended. 

An  amendment  to  a  motion  may  be  made  at  any  stage  of  the  question,  but 
must  be  germane  to  it,  and  not  destroy  its  general  sense  or  purpose. 
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An  amendment  beyond  the  second  degree  is  out  of  order. 

3.  Reconsideration.  A  principal  motion  having  once  been  disposed  of, 
whether  by  adoption,  rejection  or  indefinite  postponement,  cannot  be  renewed 
at  the  same  meeting  of  the  Convention,  except  by  adopting  a  motion  to  recon¬ 
sider  the  former  action,  which  motion  must  be  made  and  seconded  by  mem¬ 
bers  that  were  in  the  majority  on  the  original  question. 

Art.  II.  Discussion. 


1.  Proper  consideration.  Any  question  submitted  to  the  Convention  for 
decision  shall  receive  adequate  consideration  before  being  put  to  vote. 

2.  Objection  to  consideration.  When  a  motion  has  been  made  and  sec¬ 
onded,  if  any  member  makes  objection  to  its  being  considered,  the  President 
shall  immediately  put  the  question,  “Shall  this  subject  be  discussed?”  and  if 
decided  in  the  negative,  the  motion  shall  be  dismissed.  Such  objection, 
however,  must  be  made  when  the  matter  is  first  introduced. 

3.  Limited  debate.  The  motions  to  postpone,  to  commit  and  to  amend, 
whilst  themselves  debatable,  do  not  fully  open  the  main  question  for  discus¬ 
sion,  but  only  so  far  as  may  be  necessary  to  enable  the  Convention  to  deter¬ 
mine  whether  these  motions  should  be  adopted  or  rejected. 

4.  Undebatable  Questions.  The  following  motions  shall  be  put  to  vote 
without  discussion : 


a.  To  fix  a  time  to  which  to  adjourn 
(when  a  priviliged  question) . 

b.  To  adjourn. 

c.  To  lay  on  the  table. 

d.  To  order  the  Previous  Question. 

e.  To  limit  or  extend  debate. 

J.  To  reconsider  a  question  that  was 

itself  undebatable. 

g.  To  object  to  the  consideration  of 
a  subject. 

h.  To  call  for  the  Orders  of  the  day.  | 

5.  Privileges  in  Discussion. 

a.  Every  member  shall  have  full  liberty  to  discuss  any  debatable  question 
that  comes  before  the  Convention. 

From  this  privilege  the  President  is  not  excluded,  as  the  Constitution  (Art. 
III.  Sec.  2)  expressly  provides  that  “he  may  take  part  in  the  discussions  and 
vote  as  any  other  member.” 

b.  No  member  shall  be  interrupted  while  speaking,  except : 


i.  To  settle  questions  relating  to 
priority  of  business. 

j.  To  decide  an  appeal  relating  to 
cases  of  indecorum,  to  transgression  of 
the  rules  of  speaking,  or  to  the  pri¬ 
ority  of  business. 

k.  To  suspend  the  Rules. 

/.  To  allow  the  reading  of  papers. 
m.  To  permit  the  withdrawal  of  a 
motion. 


(1)  For  explanation  (not  without 
his  own  consent) . 

(2)  By  a  call  to  order. 

(3)  By  an  objection  to  the  consid¬ 
eration  of  a  subject. 


(4)  By  a  call  for  the  order  of  the 
day;  and, 

(5)  By  a  question  of  Privilege  re¬ 
quiring  immediate  action. 
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6.  Restrictions  in  debate. 

a.  No  member  shall  speak  on  any  question  without  first  rising  from  his  seat  and 
respectfully  addressing  the  chair,  nor  even  then  until  he  is  recognized  by  the 
chair. 

b.  Every  speaker  shall  hold  himself  strictly  to  the  subject  under  debate,  avoid 
all  personalities  and  make  no  reflections  on  the  motives  of  his  fellow-members. 

c.  Any  one  wishing  to  speak  oftener  than  twice  on  the  same  motion  must 
obtain  special  permission  from  the  Convention. 

d.  On  proper  occasions  a  special  order  may  be  made  limiting  the  speakers 
as  to  the  number  and  length  of  their  speeches,  and  fixing  an  hour  when  the 
debate  shall  stop  and  the  vote  be  taken. 

e.  A  question  shall  no  longer  be  considered  open  for  debate  after  the  voting 
has  begun.  Permission  may,  however,  be  granted  to  any  one  requesting  it,  to 
resume  the  discussion,  as  long  as  the  vote  in  the  negative  has  not  yet  been  put. 

Art.  III.  Taking  the  Vote. 

1.  Right  and  duty  of  voting. 

a.  It  shall  be  the  right  and  duty  of  every  member  to  vote  on  every  subject 
that  is  brought  before  the  Convention  for  its  decision. 

To  this  rule  the  case  of  the  President  forms  no  exception,  as  Art.  Ill,  Sec. 
2,  of  the  Constitution  specifically  gives  him  this  right. 

2.  Order  of  voting.  When  a  series  of  motions  is  pending  at  the  time  when 
a  vote  is  to  be  taken,  they  shall  be  put  to  the  question  in  an  order  exactly  the 
reverse  of  that  in  which  they  were  made,  beginning  at  the  last. 

3.  Dividing  a  question.  When  any  motion  under  consideration  contains  a 
number  of  parts  that  may  be  divided  without  leaving  either  of  them  incomplete 
or  unintelligible,  such  a  division  shall  be  made  when  any  member  requests  it, 
and  the  vote  shall  be  taken  on  each  of  the  parts  separately. 

In  case  of  objection,  however,  whether  to  the  division  itself  or  to  the  form 
of  it,  the  matter  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Convention  for  decision. 

4.  Filling  a  blank.  The  largest  sum,  the  highest  number,  or  the  longest 
time  proposed  shall  be  voted  on  first.  If  that  does  not  prevail,  the  next  high¬ 
est  shall  be  taken,  and  so  on  until  some  one  receives  a  majority  of  votes. 

5.  Forms  of  putting  the  question  in  special  cases.  The  following  motions 
shall  be  put  to  vote  according  to  the  forms  provided  for  the  purpose  in  Rob¬ 
ert’s  Manual,  p.  10,  viz. : 

a.  To  call  for  the  Orders  of  the  day.  d.  To  amend  by  striking  out  certain 

b.  To  move  the  Previous  Question,  words  or  clauses. 

c.  To  decide  questions  concerning 
appeals,  and

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6.  Number  of  votes  to  adopt. 

a.  A  majority.  To  adopt  any  ordinary  motion  or  resolution,  a  majority  of 
the  votes  cast  shall  be  sufficient.  A  tie  vote  is  not  to  be  considered  a  majority, 
except  in  a  vote  to  sustain  the  decision  of  the  chair  in  cases  of  appeal. 

b.  A  two-thirds  vote.  The  following  motions  shall  require  a  two-thirds 
vote  for  their  adoption  : 


(1)  To  object  to  a  question  being 
discussed. 

(2)  To  cut  off  debate  by  the  Previ¬ 
ous  Question. 


(3)  To  limit  debate. 

(4)  To  make  a  special  order. 

(5)  To  suspend  the  R.ules  or  to 
amend  the  same. 


c.  The  Yeas  and  Nays  shall  be  taken  and  recorded,  whenever  a  call  for  the 
same  is  sustained  by  one-fifth  of  the  members  present. 

d.  Decision  without  a  vote. 

(1)  In  matters  of  mere  routine ,  the  absence  of  objection  to  any  action  pro¬ 
posed  may  be  taken  as  implying  general  consent,  and  may  be  so  announced  by 
the  President,  without  a  formal  vote  being  taken. 

(2)  Questions  relating  to  the  reading  of  papers ,  and  to  the  withdrazual  of 
a  motion  by  the  mover,  may  be  determined  by  the  President.  In  case  of  ob¬ 
jection,  however,  the  matter  must  be  submitted  to  the  Convention  for  decision. 

(3)  All  questions  of  order  and  of  privilege  shall  at  once  be  decided  by  the 
chair,  and  his  decision  shall  stand  as  the  judgment  of  the  convention.  Any 
one,  however,  who  does  not  agree  with  that  decision  may  immediately  appeal 
to  the  Convention  itself  and  have  the  question  settled  by  a  regular  vote. 

7.  Division.  In  case  of  a  vote  taken  by  voices,  if  the  decision  of  the  chair 
as  to  the  result  be  called  into  question,  the  effect  of  such  decision  shall  at 
once  be  set  aside  and  the  sense  of  the  Convention  ascertained  by  a  division. 

8.  Changing  one's  vote.  Any  member  may  change  his  vote  as  long  as  the 
result  has  not  been  finally  announced,  but  not  thereafter. 


Art.  IV.  Miscellaneous. 

1.  The  President  shall  appoint  all  committees,  unless  otherwise  directed  by 
the  Convention. 

2.  The  Rules  of  Order  in  Robert’s  Manual  shall  govern  this  Convention  in 
all  cases  not  determined  by  its  own  rules. 

3.  These  Rules  shall  be  distinctly  read  from  the  chair,  or  by  any  one  whom 

he  may  name,  immediately  after  the  organization  of  the  Convention,  and 
may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  session  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  present.

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Resolved ,  That  items  No.  18  and  19,  page  206,  of  the  Minutes  of  1897,  be 
published  hereafter  in  connection  with  the  by-laws. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  National  Lutheran 
Home  for  the  Aged  was  presented  and  read  by  Rev.  W.  E.  Par¬ 
son,  D.  D.,  President  of  the  Board,  as  follows  : 

Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  National  Lutheran  Home  for 

the  Aged. 

To  the  Members  of  the  General  Synod  :  Brethren  :  For  some  years 
the  new  enterprise  of  establishing  a  Home  for  the  Aged  at  Washington,  D.  C., 
has  been  presented  to  your  body,  and  through  the  Minutes  of  the  General 
Synod  to  the  entire  Church.  As  your  Board  of  Trustees  now  reporting  was 
nominated  two  years  ago  for  the  first  time  by  the  General  Synod,  it  has  been 
deemed  wise  to  make  a  full  statement  for  the  information  of  all  the  Church, 
embracing  the  history  and  growth  of  its  work  from  its  inception  to  the  present 
time. 

The  Minutes  of  the  General  Synod  for  1887  and  1889  contain  certain 
memoranda  on  the  matter,  showing  that  the  Church  was  desirous  of  taking  the 
first  steps  towards  establishing  a  Home  for  the  aged  people  of  our  commun¬ 
ion.  No  definite  action  then  was  taken,  as  the  missionary  and  educational 
work  of  the  Church  was  demanding  all  our  attention  and  absorbing  all  our 
contributions. 

The  intimation  was  however  given  out  by  the  General  Synod  which  met  in 
Allegheny  in  1889,  that  if  a  suitable  site  were  provided  the  Church  would 
enter  upon  the  work  of  erecting  buildings  and  supporting  the  institution  on 
the  same  basis  as  the  other  general  work  of  the  Church.  In  response  to  this 
intimation  Mrs.  Sarah  Utermehle,  of  the  Church  of  the  Reformation,  Wash¬ 
ington,  D.  C.,  offered  to  give  the  present  site,  consisting  of  twenty-seven  acres 
of  ground,  provided  a  building  should  be  erected  thereon  within  five  years  from 
the  date  of  the  transfer  of  the  property.  The  first  meeting  to  consider  the 
matter  was  held  in  Washington,  Nov.  24,  1890,  and  the  offer  of  Mrs.  Utermehle 
was  accepted  by  the  parties  then  acting  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  Church.  A 
charter  was  obtained,  articles  of  incorporation  taken  out,  snd  the  first  steps 
were  made  towards  confirming  the  conditional  gift.  The  incorporating 
members  of  the  first  Board  of  Trustees  were  :  WT.  E.  Parson,  Isaac  C.  Slater, 
John  C.  Hesse,  P.  N.  De  Graw,  John  A.  Swope,  Albert  F.  Fox,  John  W.  Rice, 
George  Ryneal,  Jr.,  and  Charles  S.  Albert. 

A  form  of  constitution  was  adopted,  and  an  appeal  was  made  to  the  church 
at  large  for  contributions  with  which  to  erect  a  first  cottage,  which  would  meet 
the  condition  of  the  donor  that  a  building  should  be  commenced  within  three 
years  and  completed  within  five  years.  A  few  small  contributions  were  received 
in  response  to  this  appeal,  but  not  sufficient  in  amount  to  justify  the  Board  in 
undertaking  the  erection  of  a  suitable  building  for  even  temporary  uses. 

As  the  limit  of  time  was  rapidly  drawing  on,  the  Board,  on  January  8,  1893, 
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contracted  for  the  first  cottage,  themselves  carrying  the  debt  thus  incurred  in 
the  faith  that  the  Church  would  subsequently  endorse  their  action  in  not  allow¬ 
ing  so  valuable  a  property  to  be  lost  to  the  benevolent  uses  intended  by  the 
generous  founder.  This  first  cottage  was  completed  and  the  first  occupant  of 
the  Home  entered  in  May,  1895,  from  Lewisburg,  Pa.  This  cottage  cost 

$4»7°°- 

In  the  summer  of  1897,  tne  Home  was  enlarged  by  the'  erection  of  a  two- 
story  annex,  costing  $1,534.  It  was  soon  apparent  that  more  room  must  be 
had  at  once,  and  in  the  summer  of  1898  a  further  addition  was  made  to  the 
original  building,  costing  $2,120.  This  last  annex  consists  of  eleven  rooms, 
making  the  Home  at  present  a  very  comfortable  house  of  about  thirty  rooms, 
all  light  and  airy,  with  wide,  ample  verandahs,  attic  and  cellars.  On  the  entire 
house  there  has  been  expended  in  building  and  furnishing  about  $10,000. 
There  remains  to-day  as  shown  by  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  an  indebtedness 
of  only  $1600,  this  amount  still  remaining  unpaid  from  the  first  building 
erected,  from  funds  furnished  by  private  individuals.  No  additional  indebted¬ 
ness  has  been  incurred  by  the  several  improvements  to  the  house. 

The  original  Constitution  was  approved  and  the  enterprise  commended  to 
the  churches  by  the  General  Synod  which  met  in  Lebanon,  Pa.,  in  1891.  At 
that  time  a  Board  of  Visitors  was  appointed.  The  minutes  of  the  General 
Synod  for  the  session  at  Canton,  O.,  1893,  an(i  also  at  Hagerstown,  Md.,  1895, 
contain  resolutions  recommending  the  Home,  asking  for  gifts,  making  men¬ 
tion  of  the  fact  that  the  first  cottage  was  built  by  money  borrowed  to  prevent 
the  site  slipping  from  the  possession  of  the  Church  through  expiration  of  the 
limit  of  time.  Immediately  following  the  Hagerstown  meeting  the  property 
was  transferred  to  the  General  Synod  in  such  form  as  was  required  by  resolu¬ 
tion  of  Synod,  and  a  Board  for  the  management  of  the  Home  was  regularly 
nominated  for  the  first  time  at  Mansfield,  O.,  in  1897.  The  property  as  it 
now  stands  might  be  estimated  as  worth  $50,000,  and  the  Board  is  unanimous 
that  the  wise  thing  for  the  Church  to  do  is  to  hold  the  ten  acres  which  we 
have  the  power  to  sell.  The  development  of  the  Capital  may  make  this  prop¬ 
erty  of  great  value  in  the  course  of  a  few  years. 

For  purposes  of  future  record  and  for  circulation  throughout  the  Church,  in 
response  to  the  many  inquiries  that  are  constantly  coming  from  all  parts  of 
the  Church,  the  Board  desires  to  extend  the  present  report,  making  it  include 
the  report  of  the  Board  of  Lady  Managers,  also  their  rules  for  the  manage¬ 
ment  of  the  Home,  the  donations,  the  constitution,  forms  and  sundry  other 
matters. 

To  the  Board  of  Lady  Managers,  one  and  all,  the  thanks  of  the  Church  are 
due  for  the  faithful  manner  in  which  they  have  looked  after  the  comfort  of 
the  inmates,  making  the  house  a  veritable  home  to  every  one  under  the  roof. 

There  has  been  a  large  amount  of  correspondence  made  necessary  by  the 
careful  inquiries  conducted  not  only  respecting  those  already  admitted,  but 
concerning  the  larger  number  who  were  found  for  various  reasons  to  be  in¬ 
eligible.  Several  persons  regularly  accepted  by  vote  of  the  Board  never 
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entered  the  Home,  some  change  in  circumstances  leading  them  to  a  change 
of  intention  in  the  matter.  In  not  a  few  instances  negotiations  were  begun 
by  parties  desiring  to  enter  the  Home,  and  the  result  was  an  immediate 
solicitude  on  the  part  of  friends  or  near  relatives,  who  were  moved  to  a  sense 
of  duty  towards  those  intending  to  come  to  the  Home.  Thus  the  negative 
benefits  of  the  institution  have  been  very  considerable. 

We  would  call  attention  to  the  custom  inaugurated  by  the  Board  of  Lady 
Managers  of  observing  a  day  in  the  month  of  May  as  Founder's  Day 
when  friends  of  the  Home,  from  the  Capital  and  from  a  distance,  gather  on 
the  grounds,  bringing  gifts  to  the  institution  and  greetings  to  the  inmates,  the 
workers  on  the  Board  and  committees.  This  for  several  years  past  has  been 
a  delightful  feature  of  the  w^ork. 

In  conclusion  we  would  offer  the  following  resolutions : 

1.  That  the  same  amount  be  apportioned  for  the  Home  for  the  next  two 
years,  viz. :  five  cents  per  capita. 

2.  That  the  attention  of  the  Church  be  called  to  the  Home  as  a  suitable  ob¬ 
ject  for  special  offerings  and  bequests. 

3.  That  our  Church  members  visiting  at  the  Capitol  be  urged  to  seek  out  the 
Home,  and  encourage  the  aged  servants  of  God  who  are  there  quietly  spend¬ 
ing  their  last  days. 

4.  That  the  Church  at  large  be  notified  of  our  need  in  the  near  future  of  an¬ 
other  and  more  commodious  building. 

5.  That  w'e  indicate  several  -ways  in  which  our  people  may  encourage  this 
most  blessed  charity : 

a.  By  an  annual  donation. 

b.  By  contributing  one  hundred  dollars  to  furnish  a  memorial  room. 

c.  By  remembering  the  Home  in  your  will. 

d.  By  at  least  contributing  the  minimum  annual  offering  asked  for  in  the  ap¬ 
portionment.

Certificate  of  Incorporation. 

THE  NATIONAL  LUTHERAN  HOME  FOR  THE  AGED. 

This  is  to  certify  that  we  whose  names  are  hereunto  subscribed,  citizens  of 
the  United  States,  and  a  majority  of  whom  are  citizens  of  the  District  of  Co¬ 
lumbia,  have  associated  ourselves  together,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the 
Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States  relating  to  the  District  of  Columbia,  and 
an  act  of  Congress  entitled  “  An  act  to  amend  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the 
United  States  relating  to  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  for  other  purposes,” 
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approved  May  5,  1870,  as  a  society  and  body  corporate,  to  be  known  as  and 
by  the  corporate  name  of  The  National  Lutheran  Home  for  the  Aged,  and  to 
continue  for  the  term  of  twenty  years. 

The  particular  business  and  objects  of  this  Home  for  the  Aged  are :  to  pro¬ 
vide  for  aged  members  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United 
States,  and  others,  whose  circumstances  may  so  require,  a  comfortable  resi¬ 
dence,  with  board,  clothing,  employment,  medical  attendance,  and  such  other 
comforts  as  Christian  brotherhood  may  dictate,  subject  to  the  conditions  and 
provisions  of  the  regulations  to  be  established  in  its  By-Laws. 

The  affairs,  funds,  and  property  of  the  corporation  shall  be  in  the  general 
charge  of  a  Board  of  Trustees,  whose  number  shall  be  not  less  than  nine  nor 
more  than  twenty. 

The  duties  of  the  officers  of  the  corporation,  and  of  the  standing  committees 
and  Lady  Managers  to  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  shall  be  provi¬ 
ded  for  in  the  By-Laws. 

The  officers  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot  at  the  annual 
meeting.

Constitution. 

Article  I. 

The  name  by  which  this  corporation  shall  be  known  shall  be  “The 
National  Lutheran  Home  for  the  Aged.” 

Article  II. 

The  objects  of  this  institution  shall  be  to  provide  a  Home  for  aged  persons 
of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  of  the  General  Synod  in  the  United 
States,  and  others,  whose  circumstances  may  so  require,  including  a  comfort¬ 
able  residence,  with  board,  clothing,  employment,  medical  attendance,  and 
such  other  comforts  as  Christian  brotherhood  may  dictate,  subject  to  the  con¬ 
ditions  and  provisions  of  the  regulations  to  be  established  in  the  By-Laws. 

Article  III. 

All  the  property  of  this  corporation,  real,  personal,  and  mixed,  together  with 
such  sums  of  money  as  may  hereafter  be  secured  by  donation,  bequest,  or  other¬ 
wise,  as  an  endowment  fund,  or  for  other  purposes,  shall  be  held,  managed 
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and  controlled  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  who  shall  hold  office  for  two  years, 
and  be  appointed  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evan¬ 
gelical  Lutheran  Church  of  the  United  States,  and  consisting  of  not  less  than 
nine  nor  more  than  twenty  members,  at  least  five  of  whom  shall  be  members 
of  the  Lutheran  Churches  in  Washington,  D.  C.  Each  member  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  must  be  a  member  of  some  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  said  General  Synod. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  consist  of  the  incorporating  members,  as  fol¬ 
lows  :  W.  E.  Parson,  Isaac  C.  Slater,  John  C.  Hesse,  P.  V.  De  Graw,  John  A. 
Swope,  Albert  F.  Fox,  John  W.  Rice,  George  Ryneal,  Jr.,  and  Charles  S. 
Albert,  together  with  their  associates. 

Vacancies  occurring  in  the  Board  shall  be  filled  at  any  regular  meeting. 
If  any  Trustee  shall  be  absent  from  the  meetings  of  the  Board  for  three  suc¬ 
cessive  years  without  being  excused,  his  place  shall  be  deemed  vacant,  and  his 
successor  shall  be  elected. 

The  officers  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  a  President,  a  Vice-President, 
a  Recording  Secretary,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer,  who  shall 
perform  the  duties  usually  pertaining  to  these  offices.  These  five  officers  shall 
constitute  an  Executive  Committee,  and  shall  transact  the  business  of  the  in¬ 
stitution  in  the  interim  between  the  regular  sessions  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
call  special  meetings  of  the  Board  when  necessary,  and  have  a  general  over¬ 
sight  of  the  property  and  affairs  of  the  Home.  All  the  acts  of  the  Executive 
Committee  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  the  election 
of  officers,  for  hearing  reports,  and  for  the  transaction  of  other  business,  which 
shall  be  held  on  the  second  Monday  of  April,  in  each  year,  in  the  city  of 
Washington,  D.  C. 

Five  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Article  IV. 

Any  person  who  is  a  member  of  any  Lutheran  Church  in  connection  with 
one  of  the  District  Synods  of  the  General  Synod,  who  is  over  sixty  years  of 
age,  who  shadl  be  properly  recommended,  and  shall  give  satisfactory  evidence 
of  good  standing  as  a  member  of  the  Lutheran  Church  for  five  years  prior  to 
the  date  of  application,  having  no  sufficient  means  of  support  nor  proper  per¬ 
sons  to  provide  such  support,  may,  on  payment  of  the  admission  fee,  with  the 
required  wardrobe,  be  admitted  to  the  benefits  of  the  Home,  at  the  direction 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  in  conformity  with  the  By-Laws.  The  entrance  fee 
for  all  persons  under  seventy  years  of  age  shall  be  two  hundred  dollars;  for 
all  persons  over  seventy  years  of  age,  it  shall  be  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

Persons  under  sixty  years  of  age  shall  not  be  admitted,  unless  by  a  vote  of 
t  wo-thirds  of  the  whole  number  of  Trustees. 

No  person  can  be  received  as  an  inmate  of  the  Home  who  is  suffering  from 
any  chronic  or  loathsome  disease,  nor  can  any  invalid  be  received  who  would 
require  constant  aid  and  attention. 
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Persons  shall  be  received  in  the  Home  so  long  as  there  are  any  vacancies 
existing,  according  to  the  following  order  of  precedence,  viz. : 

First.  Any  member  of  any  congregation  in  connection  with  the  General 
Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  according  to  the  previously-recited 
limitations. 

Second.  Any  dependent  person  who  shall  be  recommended  to  the  satisfac¬ 
tion  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  shall  comply  with  the  conditions  as  to  fees 
and  other  regulations  laid  down  in  the  By-Laws :  Provided ,  always,  That 
when  the  number  of  vacancies  in  the  Home  is  at  any  time  reduced  to  ten, 
then  no  applications  shall  be  considered  by  the  Board,  excepting  only  those  of 
the  first  class  already  named. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  the  entire  control  in  the  matter  of  admis¬ 
sion  of  applicants.  They  shall  have  the  absolute  government  of  the  buildings 
and  grounds,  and  the  authority  to  make  such  rules  and  regulations  as  are  nec¬ 
essary  for  the  proper  order  and  discipline  of  the  institution.  They  shall  also 
make  an  annual  statement  concerning  the  finances  and  general  condition  of 
the  Home,  which  report  shall  be  sent,  as  far  as  possible,  to  the  patrons  of  the 
Home,  to  the  Synods  contributing  to  its  support,  and  make  a  full  report  to  the 
General  Synod  at  each  of  its  regular  meetings. 

In  consideration  of  the  fact  that  this  National  Home  for  the  Aged  is 
founded  for  the  immediate  benefit  of  persons  who  belong  to  the  congregations 
of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  of  the  General  Synod,  the  Board  of 
Trustees  shall  ask  from  the  General  Synod  the  appointment  of  a  Visitor,  or  a 
Board  of  Visitors,  whose  suggestions  and  recommendations  shall  have  due 
weight  with  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Any  District  Synod  may  also  send  a  Visitor  to  the  Home;  and  such  Synods 
as  contribute  to  the  support  of  the  institution  shall  have  the  preference  in 
nominating  candidates  for  admission  to  the  Home. 

All  persons  admitted  to  the  Home  shall  surrender  to  the  Board  of  Trustees 
such  property  as  they  may  be  possessed  of;  and  such  property  as  may  be  re 
ceived  by  them  thereafter  shall  be  conveyed  to  the  Board,  if  such  persons  shall 
elect  to  remain  in  the  Home. 

Any  person  who  shall  pay  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  National  Lutheran  Home 
for  the  Aged  one  thousand  dollars  shall  be  entitled  to  name  to  a  vacancy  when 
it  occurs,  subject  to  the  limitations  and  restrictions  of  the  By-Laws. 

Article  V. 

This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Board :  Provided,  That 
written  notice  of  the  proposed  alteration  or  amendment  shall  have  been  pre¬ 
sented  at  a  preceding  meeting,  and  all  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
shall  have  been  notified  of  such  proposed  alteration  or  amendment  and  re¬ 
quested  to  be  present:  And  provided,  further,  That  no  alterations  or  amend¬ 
ments  shall  be  valid  that  shall  radically  change  the  objects  of  this  institution

as  set  forth  in  Article  second  of  this  Constitution  and  in  the  Certificate  of  In¬ 
corporation. 


TERMS  OF  ADMISSION  NOT  SPECIFIED  IN  CONSTITUTION. 


1.  Inmates  received  into  the  Home  shall  be  on  probation  six  months,  after 
which  time  the  Trustees  shall  act  definitely  on  the  case  of  each  one  admitied, 
and  if  not  confirmed  as  a  permanent  inmate,  the  admission  fee  (deducting 
board  at  the  rate  of  three  dollars  per  week)  shall  be  returned. 

2.  No  inmate  who  may  be  dismissed,  or  shall  quit  the  Home  without  the 
consent  of  the  Trustees,  shall  be  readmitted  except  by  the  unanimous  vote  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees. 

3.  The  Trustees  reserve  the  right  to  dismiss  an  inmate  at  any  time  that,  in 
their  discretion,  the  good  order  or  interests  of  the  institution  require. 

4.  Every  person  admitted  as  a  permanent  inmate  of  the  Home  shall,  before 
entering,  sign  an  agreement  with  the  Trustees  as  follows: 

“Having  been  admitted  to  the  National  Lutheran  Home  for  the  Aged  as 
an  inmate,  I,  the  undersigned,  do  hereby,  in  consideration  of  my  admission  to 
the  Home,  agree  to  abide  by  all  the  rules,  regulations  and  terms  of  admission, 
and  in  all  things  conduct  myself  in  such  a  manner  as  not  to  interfere  with  the 
peace  and  good  order  of  the  Institution,  under  penalty  of  expulsion,  and  the 
forfeiture  of  the  amount  paid  for  my  admission,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Trustees.”

Report  of  Hymn  Book  Publishing  Committee. 

Philadelphia,  May  24,  1899. 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  convened  at  York,  Pa.: 

Your  Hymn-Book  Publishing  Committee  respectfully  submit  the  following 
report : 

In  our  last  report  (as  on  page  21  in  Proceedings  of  the  38th  Convention  of 
the  General  Synod,  etc.)  we  reported  that,  “  if  nothing  now  unforeseen  occur 
to  prevent,  the  Book  of  Worship  with  Hymns  and  Tunes  will  be  issued  in 
September  next.”  Much  over  which  our  Committee  has  had  no  control,  prin- 
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cipally  the  securing  of  copyrights,  did  occur ,  and  the  delay  in  the  publication 
of  the  book  was  unavoidable.  As  our  duties  are  simply  executive,  we  had  but 
patiently  to  await  the  completion  of  the  labors  of  others,  and  then  execute  our 
work.  Regretting  the  disappointments  thus  caused,  we  are  sure  that  the  book 
recently  issued  will  more  than  compensate  for  patient  waiting.  Because  of  its 
great  merit,  which  we  feel  justified  in  saying  is  not  surpassed,  if  equaled,  by 
any  other  Hymnal,  as  well  as  because  of  its  beauty  of  style  and  the  low  figure 
at  which  it  is  offered,  we  believe  that  the  book  will  meet  the  wants  of  all. 
Owing  to  the  great  demand  for  this  Book  of  Worship  with  Hymns  and  Tunes, 
the  second  edition  had  to  be  put  to  press  immediately  after  the  first  edition 
had  been  issued.  This  has  necessarily  delayed  the  work  on  the  Word  edition, 
which  we  hope  to  issue  some  time  during  the  month  of  June. 

As  to  the  German  Hymn  Book,  the  manuscript  copy  of  neither  the  hymns 
nor  the  liturgical  portion  has  been  received  by  your  Committee,  but  we  have 
recent  information  that  the  copy  for  the  hymns  has  been  completed.  We  infer 
that  there  is  a  difference  of  opinion  as  to  what  the  liturgical  portion  should 
include. 

The  accompanying  statement  of  our  account  with  the  Lutheran  Publication 
Society  shows  charges  of  $4253.71  against  us,  and  a  credit  of  $1454.03  for 
royalties,  which,  together  with  a  balance  of  $1140.27  due  us  at  the  time  of  last 
report,  leaves  us  $1659.41  in  debt  to  said  Society.

Report  of  the  German  Hymn  Book  Committee. 

The  General  Synod,  in  its  convention  of  1897,  instructed  your  committee  to 
prepare  the  revised  German  hymn  book  for  the  press  as  soon  as  possible  (Pro¬ 
ceedings,  page  69).  We  have  been  unable  as  yet  to  do  so,  for  the  following 
reasons : 

I.  The  work  of  revision,  presented  to  the  General  Synod  two  years  ago,  and 
endorsed  by  the  same,  had  to  be  carried  out  in  its  details.  This  special  work 
could  not  be  done,  for  practical  reasons,  by  the  committee  as  a  whole,  nor 
was  it  feasible  to  divide  it  between  the  members,  but  it  had  to  be  assigned  to 
one  individual  member  of  the  committee.  The  work  was  extensive  and  partly 
minute,  thus  requiring  close  and  painstaking  attention.  It  was  restricted  to 
the  spare-time  a  pastor  has  after  discharging  all  his  other  duties.  Besides,  the 
member  having  charge  of  it  was  temporarily  engaged  in  the  interest  of  the 
Common  Service  Committee,  and  thus  interrupted  in  the  hymnological  work. 
In  addition  to  this,  the  same  member  had  a  share  in  the  correspondence  with 
other  committees,  which  was  in  part  lengthy  and  onerous. 

These  circumstances  account  for  the  delay  we  greatly  regret,  but  could  not 
avoid. 

II.  The  last  General  Synod  resolved  that  the  Common  Service  and  the  Order 
of  Public  Worship  should  be  incorporated  in  the  new  book.  (Proceedings, 
page  67.)  This  action  gave  rise,  both  within  your  committee  and  in  the 
German  Synods,  to  an  apprehension  that  the  new  book  would  be  too  bulky. 
Inquiries  addressed  to  the  Hymn  Book  Publishing  Committee,  in  1897,  re" 
vealed  their  determination  not  to  reprint  the  German  Common  Service  for 
the  newr  book,  but  to  utilize  an  edition  of  the  same  already  extant. 

This  edition,  in  spacious  print,  contains  215  pages,  the  Order  of  Public 
Worship  12  pages,  making  an  increase  of  227  pages  for  the  new  book.  The 
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latter  will,  in  its  hymnal  part,  contain  about  30  more  pages  than  the  old  book, 
so  that  the  whole  would  be  swelled  to  almost  800  pages,  while  the  former  book 
has  but  540  pages.  These  apprehensions  were  confirmed  when  we  discovered, 
in  January,  1898,  a  German  hymn  book,  published  under  the  authority  of  the 
General  Synod,  which  embraced  the  liturgical  parts  named,  and  a  reprint  of  the 
old  hymn  book.  This  volume  gave  a  clear  idea  of  what  the  new  book  would 
be  in  size  and  weight. 

Men  well  acquainted  with  our  German  congregations,  doubted  whether  the 
people  would  after  all  buy  such  a  bulky  book.  Therefore,  in  March,  1898,  we 
directed  a  petition  to  the  Hymn  Book  Publication  Committee,  as  the  latter 
had  been  instructed  by  the  General  Synod  to  consult  with  us  on  the  make-up 
of  the  new  book  (Pro.,  1897,  Pa8e  69,  resolution  3). 

We  urgently  requested  said  committee  to  repaint  the  liturgical  additions  in  a 
condensed  form,  so  as  to  reduce  them  to  about  half  their  present  size.  To  this 
request  we  received  nothing  but  some  occasional  oral  utterances  of  an  indis- 
tinct  nature.  Upon  several  reminders,  we  were  granted,  under  date  of  May 
12,  1899,  a  written  reply  from  Mr.  Henry  S.  Boner.  His  letter  raised  the 
question  whether  the  Hymn  Book  Publishing  Committee  had  the  right  to 
make  any  changes  from  the  “  copy  ”  to  be  furnished  by  the  Committee  on 
Common  Service,  without  consent  and  approval  of  the  latter.  This  overlooks 
the  fact  that  we,  in  our  petition,  had  anticipated  this  doubt,  by  explaining 
that  the  Publishing  Committee  had  to  consult  only  with  us  “  on  the  make-up 
of  the  new  book,”  meaning  the  whole  book,  including  both  its  hymnological  and 
liturgical  parts;  but,  if  said  Committee  believed  that  any  changes  in  style  of 
print  could  be  regarded  as  material  changes,  they  would,  of  course,  of  their  own 
accord  communicate  with  the  Committee  on  the  Common  Service. 

The  rest  of  Mr.  Boner’s  letter  dealt  with  the  question  whether  the  Washing¬ 
ton  Order  could  not  be  omitted — a  question  which  we  had  not  raised  at  all, 
and  which  lies  neither  in  the  province  of  the  Publishing  Committee  nor  in 
ours.  The  main  question,  whether  the  liturgical  parts  will  be  reprinted  in  a 
cotidensed  form  or  not,  received  no  clear  answer.  Thus  we  are  still  in  doubt 
whether  our  book  will  be  published  in  that  shape  and  size  which  we  deem  in¬ 
dispensable  for  its  introduction  into  our  German  congregations. 

III.  In  April,  1898,  we  sent  also  a  communication  to  the  Committee  on  the 
Common  Service,  stating  that  we  hoped  to  obtain  a  reprint  of  the  Common 
Service  for  our  book;  suggesting  also  the  insertion  of  some  music,  the  abridg¬ 
ment  of  several  texts,  and  a  correction  of  the  psalms  in  their  arrangement  for 
psalmody. 

The  chairman  of  said  committee  gave  us  a  prompt  and  satisfactory  answer, 
which  he,  however,  a  few  months  after,  partially  recalled,  and  this  partial  re¬ 
call  he  finally  withdrew  again  for  the  original  answer.  The  correspondence 
since  then  has  revealed  that  the  Common  Service,  which  has  to  precede  the 
hymnal  in  the  new  book,  is  not  yet  ready. 

While  we,  on  our  part,  are  willing  to  do  our  best  for  the  completion  of  the 
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work,  we  urgently  request  the  General  Synod  to  remove  the  obstacles  which 
lie  in  our  way,  so  that  this  cause,  which  is  vital  to  the  German  portion  of  the 
General  Synod,  and  has  been  pending  for  fully  eight  years,  may  be  brought  at 
length  to  a  satisfactory  end.

We  would  make  special  mention  of  the  faithful  services  of  our  colleague, 
Rev.  H.  L.  Baugher,  D.  D.,  who  only  two  years  ago  was  President  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod.  Dr.  Baugher’s  last  work  was  performed  in  connection  with  the 
preparation  of  the  index  of  subjects  to  the  new  hymnal. 

Through  all  our  labors  one  of  the  most  genial  and  helpful  of  the  company 
was  our  honored  brother,  now  gone  to  sing  the  new  song  in  our  Father’s  house 
on  high.  We  suggest  that  by  a  rising  vote  the  General  Synod  adopt  this  report 
as  a  token  of  the  high  regard  in  which  Dr.  Baugher  was  held  in  all  the  Church.

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Report  of  the  Statistical  Secretary. 

The  report  herewith  presented  is  a  compilation  from  the  parochial  reports 
of  the  District  Synods.  The  consolidation  of  the  Synods  of  Central  and  South¬ 
ern  Illinois  into  one  body  reduces  the  number  of  Synods  to  twenty-four. 

The  tables  accompanying  this  report  present  the  results  of  each  of  the  two 
years,  1S97  ar*6  1898,  compiled  separately;  also  the  total  results  of  the  two 
years  combined,  and  the  increase  or  decrease  of  the  closing  biennium  as  com¬ 
pared  with  the  previous  one.  (See  last  four  pages  of  Parochial  Tables.) 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  there  has  been  a  very  considerable  increase  in 
contributions  over  the  preceding  biennium. 

We  have,  in  our  24  District  Synods,  1,545  churches,  37  more  than  reported 
two  years  ago;  preaching  stations,  188,  a  decrease  of  18;  1,786  prayer-meet¬ 
ings  are  held,  a  gain  of  1 1 7 ;  there  were,  during  the  biennium,  281  students 
for  the  ministry,  31  less  than  in  the  previous  two  years;  37,808  catechumens 
have  received  instruction,  a  very  noticeable  gain  of  4,036;  the  losses  were :  by 
death,  5,947,  by  certificate,  6,829,  other  losses,  12,794;  while  the  accessions 
were:  by  infant  baptism  22,338,  adult  baptism  5,995,  confirmation  18,742, 
certificate  10,064,  restoration  3,273.  The  present  reported  communicant 
membership  is  192,299,  an  increase  of  only  7,571  over  the  previous  biennium. 
These  figures  seem  to  indicate  that  many  pastors  do  not  report  all  their  acces¬ 
sions  under  the  head  of  “  communicant  membership,”  since  a  comparison  of 
the  reported  losses  and  accessions  shows  a  net  gain  of  12,504,  a  fifty  per  cent, 
greater  increase  than  shown  in  the  column  of  “  communicant  membership.” 
Our  churches  own  property  whose  estimated  value  is  $12,129,943.21,  a  gain  in 
valuation  of  $386,153.36.  On  this  property  the  indebtedness  is  $1,264,508.51, 
an  increased  indebtedness  of  $68,695.77.  Our  congregations  paid  for  local 
expenses  $2,713,390.93,  or  $324,916.65  more  than  during  the  preceding  two 
years. 

Our  Sunday-schools  number  1544,  a  decrease  of  18.  These  schools  have 
23,625  officers  and  teachers,  a  gain  of  564,  and  186,695  scholars,  an  increase 
of  1341.  The  contributions  of  the  schools  for  local  objects  were  $213,228.00, 
$343.75  more  than  in  the  previous  biennium,  and  for  benevolence,  $91,383.87, 
an  increase  of  $1,464.15.  There  are  enrolled  in  our  Young  People’s  Societies, 
47,439,  a  gain  of  3191,  who  contributed  for  local  objects  $57,937.77,  an  in¬ 
crease  of  $6,952.39,  and  for  benevolence,  $21,950.27,  an  increase  of  $3,601.43. 

The  congregations  report  contributions  for  benevolence  as  follows :  General 
Synod,  $4,844.49,  increase,  $1,226.83;  Synodical  Treasury,  $20,863.64,  increase, 
$5,053.94;  Home  Missions,  $64,547.52,  increase,  $546.45;  Foreign  Missions, 
$58,973.93,  increase,  $6,704.70;  Church  Extension,  $52,039.74,  increase, 
$2,165.29;  Board  of  Education,  $17,481.83,  increase,  $739.85;  Beneficiary 
Education,  $35,497.63,  decrease,  $4,196.45;  Woman’s  Missionary  Society, 
$60,518.81,  decrease,  $2,190.48;  Pastors’  Fund,  $17,029.77,  increase,  $2,972.34; 
Orphans’  Home,  $22,329.43,  decrease,  $661.37;  Deaconess  Board,  $9,649.25, 
increase,  $6,194.94;  Home  for  the  Aged,  $7,565.03,  increase,  $4,427.33;  Ex- 
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ternal  Objects,  $107,229.20,  decrease,  $54,448.08;  Total  Benevolence,  $477,- 
135.00,  decrease,  $32,333.21 ;  Grand  Total  for  all  objects,  $3,222,907.67,  in¬ 
crease,  $217,287.49.  The  decrease  in  Total  Benevolence  is  due  to  a  falling 
off  in  gifts  for  External  Objects,  the  contributions  for  Synodical  benevolence 
showing  an  actual  increase  of  $22,982.37  over  the  similar  contributions  in  the 
preceding  biennium.

Report  of  Fraternal  Delegate  to  the  Woman's  Home  and  Foreign 

Missionary  Society. 

The  Eleventh  Biennial  Convention  of  the  Woman’s  Home  and  Foreign 
Missionary  Society  of  the  General  Synod  was  held  in  St.  Mark’s  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Church,  Baltimore,  Md.,  Rev.  W.  H.  Dunbar,  D.  D.,  pastor,  from 
the  9th  to  the  nth  of  May,  1899.  From  beginning  to  end  it  was  a  source  of 
instruction,  inspiration  and  unfailing  interest  to  not  only  the  regularly  ac¬ 
credited  delegates,  but  to  a  host  of  visitors  and  friends,  who  attended  in  ever- 
increasing  numbers.  The  day  sessions  filled  the  chapel  and  the  evening  audi¬ 
ences  thronged  the  beautiful  sanctuary  of  St.  Mark’s  congregation,  and  even  to 
the  last  solemn  service,  the  Holy  Communion,  the  interest  was  sustained  and 
unabated.  At  a  convenient  time  your  representative  was  duly  presented  to 
the  Convention,  received  in  a  most  courteous  and  cordial  manner,  and  con¬ 
veyed  the  warm  greeting  of  this  honorable  body  to  our  sisters  in  the  common 
work. 

There  were  in  attendance  at  this  Convention  142  delegates  as  well  as  many 
life  members  and  visitors.  The  biennial  report  to  the  General  Society  shows 
that  there  are  now  21  Synodical  Societies,  729  auxiliaries  and  19,231  members 
in  the  same.  The  total  amount  of  money  raised  in  the  two  years  is  $40,397.00, 
and  247  boxes,  valued  at  $10,247.00  were  sent  to  needy  and  worthy  ministers 
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on  the  home  field.  The  women  support  also  8  workers  on  the  Foreign  field, 
and  Miss  Dr.  Kugler,  Medical  Missionary  in  India  and  Rev.  Will  M.  Beck 
from  Africa  were  present  and  took  part  in  the  Convention  by  counsel  and 
addresses. 

The  general  organization  is  now  twenty  years  of  age,  it  has  fostered  12  mis¬ 
sions  and  has  7  missions  still  upon  its  roll.  The  church  property  now  pos¬ 
sessed  by  these  12  Woman’s  Missions  is  valued  at  $216,750.00,  and  these  same 
missions  have  raised  for  all  purposes  in  1898  a  total  of  $21,267.00,  an  amount 
in  excess  of  the  entire  receipts  of  the  General  Society  for  the  same  year. 
Surely  such  work  pays.  In  1879,  when  the  first  Convention  was  held  and  the 
general  organization  effected,  the  three  Boards  of  Home  and  Foreign  Missions 
and  Church  Extension  reported  a  total  raised  for  their  work  for  two  years  of 
$69,000.00.  At  this  present  Convention  of  the  General  Synod  reports  show 
that  almost  $300,000.00  has  been  raised  for  the  same  Boards.  Have  not  the 
awakening  and  activity  of  our  sisters  in  our  churches  had  much  to  do  with  this 
significant  advance  of  over  four  hundred  per  cent.? 

Your  delegate  assured  these  Lutheran  women  that  our  attitude  towards 
them  was  one  of  hearty  appreciation  and  generous  encouragement,  that  we 
felt  they  were  but  just  entering  the  wide  field  of  influence  and  power  peculiarly 
their  own,  and  that  we  were  proud  of  and  rejoiced  in  the  splendid  success  and 
efficiency  of  the  Woman’s  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the 
General  Synod,  which  facts  and  figures  so  abundantly  show.

Report  of  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Tressler 

Orphans’  Home. 

We  are  gratified  at  being  able  to  report,  on  behalf  of  its  Trustees,  that  the 
condition  and  prospects  of  the  Orphans’  Home  at  Loysville,  Pa.,  have  never 
been  more  encouraging  than  now.  Under  the  continued  favor  of  an  ever-kind 
Providence,  the  history  of  the  past  biennium  has  been  marked  by  many  things 
for  which  we  have  felt  called  upon  to  thankfully  rejoice. 

The  health  of  our  large  family  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  children  and  fifteen 
employees  has  been  almost  uniformly  good;  there  has  been  no  serious  diffi¬ 
culty  at  any  time  in  the  matter  of  discipline;  and  the  fidelity  to  duty  and  pro¬ 
gress  made  by  our  children  in  the  schools  has  been,  in  general,  commendable. 
A  more  definite  curriculum  than  we  have  hitherto  had  has  been  established 
with  gratifying  results,  and  our  first  exercises  of  the  nature  of  a  Commence¬ 
ment  occasion  will  be  held  on  Visitors’  Day,  June  15th,  when  certificates  or 
diplomas  will  be  awarded  to  those  who  have  satisfactorily  completed  the 
course. 

The  religious  training  of  the  children  and  youth  at  the  Home  of  course 
receives  earnest  attention.  In  addition  to  the  daily  morning  and  evening  wor- 
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ship,  a  flourishing  Sunday-school  and  two  Young  People’s  Societies  are  main¬ 
tained.  Save  when  the  weather  is  inclement,  our  Church  in  the  village  is 
regularly  attended.  Rev.  W.  D.  E.  Scott,  pastor  at  Loysville,  and  also  looked 
upon  as  pastor  of  the  Home,  in  addition  to  other  service  cheerfully  rendered, 
has  a  catechetical  class  in  the  Institution  during  January,  February  and  March 
of  each  year.  The  class  of  the  past  winter  numbered  sixty,  and  of  its  members 
twenty-six  were  confirmed  at  Easter.  Of  eleven  young  people  who  went  out 
from  the  Home  last  July,  the  time  for  which  they  were  indentured  to  us  hav¬ 
ing  expired,  ten  took  with  them  letters  of  dismission  to  the  churches  in  the 
places  in  which  they  expected  severally  to  reside.  We  make  brief  mention  of 
this  feature  of  our  work  in  this  report,  believing  that  the  members  of  the  Synod 
and  others  will  hear  it,  not  only  with  pleasure,  but  with  sincere  gratitude  to 
God  in  view  of  its  results. 

While  most  gratefully  acknowledging  the  unfailing  generosity  with  which 
the  Church  at  large  has  continued  to  sustain  the  Home,  there  have  been,  dur¬ 
ing  the  biennium,  special  manifestations  of  interest  in  and  liberality  towards 
this  charity  committed  to  our  care,  which  should  not  pass  unnoticed.  In  the 
report  of  two  years  ago  three  needs  were  particularly  emphasized,  viz :  the 
proper  equipment  of  a  building  on  the  grounds  for  use  as  a  hospital;  suitable 
provision  of  some  sort  for  industrial  training;  and  the  erection  of  a  building 
for  a  nursery  department.  We  are  glad  to  report  that  these  needs  either  have 
been,  or  are  in  the  way  of  being,  quite  fully  and  satisfactorily  met. 

Largely  by  means  of  special  gifts,  which  we  were  permitted  to  use  for  the 
purpose,  the  building  in  question  for  a  hospital  was  promptly  put  in  thorough 
repair;  after  which,  by  generous  members  of  the  First  Church  in  Carlisle, 
(Rev.  Dr.  H.  B.  Wile,  pastor),  it  was  suitably  and  attractively  furnished  through¬ 
out.  It  is  a  quiet  place  of  retreat,  away  from  the  noises  of  the  Home,  abun¬ 
dantly  supplied  with  water,  heated  with  steam,  and  lacking  nothing  in  the  way 
of  equipment  for  the  care  of  the  sick. 

In  the  direction  of  Industrial  training,  a  promising  beginning  has  been 
made.  A  building  formerly  used  as  the  laundry  and  bakery  was  fitted  up  for 
a  shoe  factory,  and  five  of  our  older  boys,  having  been  previously  sent  to  the 
Lindner  shoe  factory,  in  Carlisle,  for  several  months  of  instruction— work  on 
a  small  scale  was  begun,  under  the  direction  of  a  competent  foreman.  During 
the  past  winter  and  spring  a  considerable  addition  has  been  built  to  the  fac¬ 
tory,  and  arrangements  are  in  progress  for  very  important  additions  to  the 
machinery.  It  is  hoped  that  at  an  early  day  we  may  be  able,  not  only  to 
supply  the  shoes  needed  by  our  own  girls  and  boys,  but  to  put  on  the  market 
an  inexpensive  shoe  which  will  prove  a  source  of  revenue.  This  particular 
form  of  industry  was  decided  on  at  the  suggestion  of,  and  in  view  of  the  lib¬ 
eral  offers  made  by,  Mr.  John  Lindner,  of  the  Lindner  Shoe  Co.,  Carlisle,  Pa. 
While  specially  burdened  by  large  business  interests  of  his  own,  Mr.  Lindner 
has  given  not  a  little  time  and  attention,  as  well  as  important  material  aid,  to 
this  enterprise,  and  to  him  our  grateful  acknowledgements  are  due. 
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It  may  be  noted  in  this  connection,  that  we  have  in  contemplation,  also,  the 
enlargement  of  our  printing  office  equipment,  in  order  that  certain  of  our  boys 
may  have  better  facilities  for  learning  “  the  art  preservative,”  and  that  the 
work  of  this  department  may  be  made  remunerative. 

In  the  matter  of  a  nursery  for  the  care  of  very  young  children,  we  have 
found  it  expedient  to  follow  the  spirit,  rather  than  the  letter,  of  the  General 
Synod’s  suggestions.  The  Church  at  large,  we  feel  sure,  has  been  sharing  in 
the  pleasure  it  has  given  us  to  make  the  recent  announcement,  that  an  at¬ 
tractive  nursery  building  will  be  immediately  erected  on  our  grounds  by  chil¬ 
dren  of  the  late  Samuel  and  Rachel  Kunkel,  of  Shippensburg,  Pa.,  in  loving 
remembrance  of  their  devoted  parents.  These  generous  benefactors  of  the 
Home  are  Messrs.  Chas.  A.  and  Samuel  Kunkel,  of  Harrisburg,  Pa.,  Mrs. 
Anna  Montgomery,  of  Shippensburg,  Pa.,  Mrs.  Serene  Motter,  of  Frederick, 
Md.,  and  Mrs.  Lillie  Aughinbaugh,  of  Pittsburgh,  Pa.  The  structure  will  be 
known  as  the  Kunkel  Memorial ,  and  will  be  a  handsome  and  very  important 
addition  to  the  buildings  of  our  institution, 

The  Synod  is  aware  of  the  fact  that  for  several  months  past,  we  have  been 
asking  the  Church  in  a  modest  way  (through  the  columns  of  our  little  paper, 
the  Orphan  Home  Echoes,  and  in  a  few  appeals  appearing  in  other  Church 
papers)  for  $6,000  for  the  erection  of  a  chapel.  The  proposition  has  been 
that  the  contributions  to  this  fund  should  come  largely  from  persons  who  have 
been  bereaved  of  children,  and  that  the  building  should  be  called  The  Chil¬ 
dren’s  Memorial  Chapel.  Nearly  one-half  of  the  money  asked  has  already 
been  provided  for  in  contributions  and  subscriptions  ranging  in  amount  from 
50  cents  to  $1,000.  The  liberal  subscriptions  so  promptly  given  by  J.  Harry 
Fritz,  Esq.,  of  Somerset,  Pa.,  and  Mrs.  P.  H.  and  Mr.  W.  L.  Gladfelter,  of 
Spring  Grove,  Pa.,  together  with  the  smaller,  but  equally  welcome,  contribu¬ 
tions  of  patrons  and  friends,  far  and  near,  have  encouraged  the  Board  of 
Trustees  to  believe  that  the  Church  will  not  fail  to  speedily  supply  the  means 
for  giving  us  this  long-needed  chapel.  In  this  confidence  they  did  not  hesi¬ 
tate  to  instruct  their  Executive  Committee  to  make  arrangements  for  its  imme¬ 
diate  erection. 

With  renewed  thanks  for  all  that  has  been  so  freely  and  cheerfully  done  for 
our  Orphanage  in  the  past,  we  earnestly  invoke  for  it  the  continued  sympathy, 
prayers  and  needed  financial  support  of  all  our  Churches,

Report  adopted  as  amended. 
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Report  of  the  Committee  on  Founding  an  Orphans’  Home  in  the  West. 

Mr.  President :  The  Committee  appointed  to  consider  the  matter  of  found¬ 
ing  an  Orphans’  Home  in  the  West,  have  had  submitted  to  them  several  offers 
of  property  for  the  purpose;  but  as  is  so  often  the  case,  the  proffers  have  been 
so  hedged  about  with  conditions  as  to  make  the  matter  of  acceptance  up  to 
this  time  impracticable.  We  have  not  deemed  it  wise  to  accept  any  offered 
location  which  would  bind  the  Institution  to  the  property  and  place,  lest  we 
might  exceed  the  authority  given  us,  and  so,  perhaps,  embarrass  ourselves  and 
the  General  Synod.  We  have  sought  to  find  some  person  or  persons  ready 
and  willing  to  give  sufficient  means  or  property  as  would  enable  us  to  make  at 
least  a  small  beginning  in  the  way  of  an  actual  plant.  Although  it  has  ap¬ 
peared  to  us  several  times  that  this  would  be  done,  yet  when  the  final  test  and 
decision  came,  we  have  been  left  with  nothing  definite  in  hand. 

Several  offers  of  ground  have  come  from  places  where  land  booms  have 
burst,  and  where  we  have  no  General  Synod  church,  or  where  the  church  is 
very  weak.  We  believe  such  an  institution  as  is  proposed  ought  to  be  located 
where  our  Church  is  already  either  well-established,  or  at  least  where  it  is 
prospectively  strong.  As  to  the  places  that  have  seemed  desirous  of  securing 
the  location  of  the  proposed  orphanage,  we  may  state  that  three  of  them  are 
in  Illinois,  one  in  Iowra,  one  in  Nebraska,  and  one  in  Missouri. 

Your  committee  deem  it  but  just  and  right  to  state  also  that  in  the  two 
years  of  knowledge,  and  of  more  or  less  correspondence  upon  the  subject,  we 
have  not  directly  had  any  applications  for  the  care  of  orphans  in  this  territory 
called  the  West.  That  an  orphans’  home  would  prove,  however,  when 
actually  founded,  to  be  of  great  temporal,  educational  and  spiritual  value  and 
comfort  to  many,  wre  have  no  doubt.  It  would  be  a  shelter  for  the  homeless 
of  a  very  wide  scope  of  country. 

In  view  of  the  lack  of  outright  gifts  of  land  or  money,  and  of  the  uncertain¬ 
ties  both  of  the  needs  and  the  support  of  an  orphans’  home  in  the  West,  we 
recommend  the  following  t 

1.  That  the  committee  be  continued,  or  another  appointed,  as  the  President 
of  the  General  Synod  may  determine,  to  accept  or  hold  in  trust  for  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod  any  donations  or  gifts  of  land  or  money  for  the  founding  and 
maintenance  of  an  Orphans’  Home  in  the  West. 

2.  That  the  committee  be  empowered  to  decide  upon  the  location  of  such 
an  institution  when  in  their  judgment  a  fair  beginning  can  be  made,  without, 
however,  incurring  any  financial  obligation  on  the  part  of  the  General  Synod. 

3.  That  the  committee  be  charged,  in  the  event  of  a  location  and  beginning 
being  decided  upon,  with  the  details  necessary  to  the  opening  and  maintain¬ 
ing  of  the  institution  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  General  Synod.

Rev.  Jos.  A.  Seiss,  D.  I).,  LL.  D.,  the  fraternal  delegate  from 
the  General  Council  to  the  General  Synod,  was  introduced  and  in 
a  most  cordial  way  extended  the  greetings  of  the  General  Council 
to  this  body.  Fitting  response  was  made  by  the  President. 

Fraternal  Delegate  from  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian 

Church  of  North  America. 

Rev.  E.  T.  Jeffers,  D.  D.,  fraternal  delegate  from  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  North  America,  was  in¬ 
troduced  and  most  felicitously  extended  the  greetings  of  the  same. 
The  President  of  Synod  made  happy  response. 

Report  of  Committee  on  Co-operation  with  Other  Lutheran  Bodies. 

Your  Committee  on  Co-operation  with  Other  Lutheran  Bodies  not  having 
had  occasion  to  assemble  since  the  last  convention  of  the  General  Synod,  has 
no  meetings  to  report.  It  desires  to  state,  however,  that  there  has  been  no 
backward  step  in  the  cause  it  represents,  and  that  the  Christian  comity  and  the 
practical  co-operation,  for  the  inauguration  and  promotion  of  which  this  com¬ 
mittee  was  appointed,  are  making  steady  and  encouraging  progress  among  the 
several  Lutheran  bodies  in  the  agreement. 

It  takes  pleasure  also  in  reporting  the  holding  of  a  Free  Conference  of 
Lutherans  included  in  the  said  compact  of  co-operation,  in  Philadelphia,  Pa., 
the  27th  to  30th  of  December  last,  in  which  were  discussed  many  important 
subjects  of  mutual  interest  to  these  Lutheran  bodies. 
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Of  the  great  success  of  the  said  conference  and  of  the  special  desirability  of 
the  General  Synod  joining  in  a  similar  meeting,  to  be  arranged  for  hereafter, 
your  member  of  the  Joint  Committee,  who  participated  in  the  inauguration  and 
management  of  the  first  one,  will  no  doubt  speak  in  his  report  to  this  body. 
Leaving  any  formal  recommendation  on  this  subject  to  him,  we  content  our¬ 
selves  with  simply  approving  the  holding  of  such  conferences.

TENTH  SESSION. 


Tuesday,  May  30,  1  :  30  p.  m. 

Session  opened  with  memorial  services  as  reported  by  the 
Committee  for  that  purpose.  Addresses  were  delivered  by  Revs. 
R.  W.  Hufford,  D.  D.,  and  H.  C.  Haithcox,  D.  D. 

Minutes  read  and  approved. 

Resolved ,  That  the  request  of  the  Publication  Society  that  this  General 
Synod  recede  from  the  agreement  which  allows  said  General  Synod  a  repre¬ 
sentation  of  two  members  in  the  Board  of  Publication  be  now  concurred  in 
and  the  claim  of  such  representation  be  now  relinquished. 

Report  of  Committee  on  Free  Conference. 

To  the  Preside7it  of  General  Synod :  The  General  Synod’s  representative, 
appointed  at  its  last  Convention,  held  at  Mansfield,  Ohio,  to  co-operate  with 
representatives  of  other  general  bodies,  for  the  purpose  of  holding  a  General 
Conference,  would  report  the  following : 

The  Committee,  as  finally  constituted,  was  not  the  same  as  the  one  named 
in  resolution  of  General  Synod.  Dr.  Horn,  the  representative  of  the  United 
Synod  of  the  South,  having  left  that  Body,  by  reason  of  taking  work  in  the 
General  Council,  Rev.  H.  F.  Scheele  was  named  in  his  stead,  at  the  last  meet¬ 
ing  of  that  Body,  in  Newberry,  S.  C.,  1898.  Dr.  Lund  of  the  United  Nor¬ 
wegian  Church  did  not  meet  with  us.  The  Committee  consisted  of  Rev.  H. 

E.  Jacobs,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  the  representative  of  the  General  Council;  Rev.  H. 

F.  Scheele,  the  representative  of  the  United  Synod  of  the  South,  and  your 
representative.  The  Committee  thus  constituted  held  a  meeting  at  the  Blue 
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Mountain  House,  Md.,  July  27,  1898,  and  organized  by  electing  Dr.  Jacobs 
chairman,  and  your  representative  secretary  of  Committee.  It  was  determined 
to  ask  for  the  use  of  St.  Matthew’s  and  St.  John’s  Churches,  Philadelphia,  Pa., 
in  which  to  hold  the  sessions  of  Conference,  and  the  time  selected  was 
December  27-29,  1898.  A  programme  was  partially  arranged,  and  completed 
at  a  subsequent  meeting  of  tw'o  of  the  Committee,  at  Mt.  Airy,  Philadelphia. 
It  was  also  determined  to  raise  at  least  $400.00  to  pay  the  traveling  expenses 
of  the  essayists  and  other  necessary  expenses  of  the  Committee.  Of  this 
amount  the  United  Synod  of  the  South,  through  her  representative,  assumed 
$75.00,  the  Genera]  Council  $165.00,  leaving  $160.00  to  be  raised  by  your 
representative.  The  General  Council,  at  its  meeting  in  Erie,  Pa.,  in  October, 
1897,  had  anticipated  this  matter  by  appointing  a  Committee  on  Finance. 
Your  representative  wras  compelled  to  solicit  certain  brethren  to  act  in  this 
matter,  without  the  expressed  authority  of  the  General  Synod.  The  following 
named  brethren  consented  to  act:  Messrs.  J.  G.  C.  Taddiken,  New  York  city; 
W.  C.  Stoever,  Philadelphia,  Pa.;  A.  F.  Fox,  Washington,  D.  C.,and  W.  F.  A. 
Kemp,  M.  D.,  of  Baltimore,  Md.  Your  representative  is  glad  to  be  able  to 
state  that,  not  only  was  there  a  sufficient  amount  raised  to  pay  the  traveling 
expenses  of  the  essayists,  but  all  their  expenses  were  met,  with  almost  $100.00 
yet  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer.  In  fact,  so  generous  was  the  response  of 
the  friends  of  this  movement  that  your  representative  returned  several  checks 
to  the  kind  donors,  after  his  return  from  the  Conference. 

It  was  the  earnest  desire  of  the  Committee  to  secure  representative  men  of 
the  various  tendencies  in  the  General  Bodies  to  take  part  in  the  Conference. 
If  they  failed,  it  was  because  brethren  who  were  asked  to  prepare  papers  on 
certain  topics  assigned,  declined  to  participate.  The  Conference  was  held  at 
the  time  and  place  selected.  It  was  opened  by  a  most  admirable  sermon  by 
the  Rev.  Joseph  A.  Seiss,  D.  D.,  FF.  D.  His  theme  was:  The  Unity  of  the 
Church,  and  was  based  on  Eph.  iv.  1-6. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  sermon,  and  after  an  opening  address  by  the  Chair¬ 
man  of  the  Committee,  the  reading  of  papers  on  topics  selected  commenced. 
The  Conference  was  in  session  three  days.  The  utmost  harmony  prevailed 
throughout.  There  was  not  a  single  thoughtless  or  unkind  w'ord  spoken. 
While,  of  course,  different  opinions  were  brought  forward  during  the  discus¬ 
sion  of  the  papers,  yet  each  one  seemed  to  feel  that  he  was  dealing  with  the 
conscientious  convictions  of  a  Christian  brother. 

In  speaking  of  the  purpose  and  aim  of  the  Conference,  I  cannot  do  better 
than  to  quote  from  the  opening  address  of  Dr.  Jacobs.  He  said:  “We  are 
here,  not  for  the  purpose  of  projecting  any  plans  for  the  ultimate  unification 
of  the  Church.  Our  general  Bodies  have  not  authorized  us  to  pass  any  res¬ 
olutions,  or  take  any  action  on  questions  we  are  to  consider.  Nor  are  we  here 
for  the  purpose  of  reviewing  the  history  of  our  years  of  separation  and  con¬ 
troversy,  and  attempting  in  a  public  discussion  to  condemn  or  justify  the  action 
or  position  of  Synods  or  General  Bodies  at  particular  times.  *  *  *  *  We 
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are  not  here  as  partisans,  to  array  one  Body  against  another,  and  to  seek  to 
triumph  in  public  debate.  Our  purpose  is  not  to  gain  some  advantage  over  a 
rival,  to  endeavor  to  general  councilize  the  General  Synod,  cr  tp  general- 
synodize  the  General  Council;  or  to  prepare  the  way  for  some  radical  readjust¬ 
ment  of  existing  Church  organizations.  What  Providence  intends  by  this 
Conference,  and  whither  it  may  lead,  no  one  can  tell;  but  we  have  simply 
followed  as  the  way  seemed  of  itself  to  open.  The  proposition  was  almost 
spontaneously  suggested,  and  without  argument  has  met  unanimous  approval 
on  the  floor  of  our  General  Bodies.  We  are  here  to  treat  of  the  great  princi¬ 
ples  we  profess  to  hold  in  common.  *  *  *  *  *  It  is  of  more  impor¬ 

tance  that  we  should  be  able  to  confer  concerning  principles,  than  that  we 
should  be  ready  to  confer  concerning  organization  itself.  With  entire  loyalty 
to  our  several  Synods,  we  are  here  to  recognize  the  fact  that  the  lines  of 
Church  organization,  important  as  they  are  for  the  efficient  administration  of 
Church  work,  are  entirely  inadequate  to  limit  the  interest  which,  as  Christians, 
and  particularly  as  Lutheran  Christians,  we  take  in  each  other’s  life  and  pro¬ 
gress.” 

We  believe  that  the  noble  sentiments  here  quoted  are  those  not  only  of 
the  Committee,  and  of  every  one  who  participated  in  the  Conference,  but  also 
of  the  great  majority  of  those  who  constitute  the  General  Bodies  represented. 
The  marked  absence  of  belligerence  furnishes  no  argument  in  support  of  a 
proposition  that  it  is  the  purpose  of  those  who  participated  in  the  Conference 
to  unite  the  General  Bodies  represented  there.  We  will  all  concede  the  force 
of  this  illustration — I  want  to  live  in  harmony  with  my  neighbor,  and  because 
we  sometimes  meet  to  talk  over  our  mutual  interest  and  welfare,  furnishes  no 
legitimate  proof  that  there  is  an  ulterior  design,  on  the  part  of  either,  to  unite 
the  two  families.  Your  representative  has  no  desire  to  leave  the  General 
Synod,  and  would  oppose  organic  union  at  this  time,  were  such  a  proposition 
to  come  from  any  responsible  authoritative  source. 

The  papers  read  at  the  Conference,  together  with  the  brief  discussions  on 
the  papers,  were  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  secretaries  of  Conference,  Rev. 
W.  S.  Freas,  D.  D.,  and  Rev.  S.  E.  Ochsenford,  D.  D.,  to  be  arranged  for  pub¬ 
lication.  The  Lutheran  Publication  Society  of  the  General  Synod  and  the 
Lutheran  Publication  Board  of  the  General  Council  have  jointly  published  the 
volume.  It  has  just  been  issued  from  the  press.  At  the  completion  of  the 
programme,  the  following  action  was  taken  by  the  Conference,  on  motion  of 
Rev.  Dr.  Krotel : 

“  Resolved,  That  we,  as  a  Convention,  make  known  to  the  three  general 
bodies,  by  whose  authority  this  Convention  was  called,  the  desirability  of  hold¬ 
ing  another  Convention  of  a  similar  character  in  the  future.” 

Your  representative  recommends  that  at  the  proper  time  at  this  meeting  of 
the  General  Synod,  some  one  other  than  himself,  be  appointed  to  act  with 
representatives  of  the  other  General  Bodies,  for  the  purpose  of  arranging  for 
another  Conference  in  the  near  future. 
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This  report  would  not  be  complete  without  stating  that  the  discharge  of  the 
duty  imposed  by  this  body  upon  your  representative  has  been  among  the  most 
pleasant  of  his  life.

Rev.  Dr.  Fox  was  introduced,  and  in  a  most  happy  way  pre¬ 
sented  the  greetings  of  the  United  Synod  of  the  South  to  this 
body,  to  which  the  President  made  appropriate  response. 

The  report  of  the  Parent  Education  Society  was  presented  by 
the  Secretary.  (See  Proceedings  of  Parent  Education  Society.) 

Session  closed  with  Prayer  by  Rev.  T.  C.  Billheimer,  D.  D.

Minutes  read  and  approved. 

Report  of  Common  Service  Committee, 

The  matters  referred  to  this  committee  are  the  following: 

1.  The  Translation  of  Luther’s  Small  Catechism.  In  accordance 
with  the  request  of  the  General  Synod,  and  of  the  General  Council,  the  Joint 
Committee  met,  revised  its  previous  work  and  agreed  upon  a  final  report.  In 
the  Preface  and  in  the  supplemental  portions,  the  Prayers  and  Table  of  Duties, 
no  change  was  made  from  the  Form  presented  in  1893.  We  append  there¬ 
fore  to  our  report  only  the  body  of  the  Catechism  as  it  was  finally  adopted. 

We  recommend  that  this  translation  be  now  approved  by  the  General  Synod 
and  used  in  all  its  future  publications  of  the  Small  Catechism  in  English. 

We  would  also  remind  the  Hymn  Book  Publishing  Committee  that  action 
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similar  to  this  was  taken  by  the  General  Synod  four  years  ago,  respecting  the 
revised  translation  of  the  Augsburg  Confession. 

2.  Common  Acts  and  IIymn  Book.  The  resolution  of  the  last  General 
Synod  (page  66)  favoring  the  preparation  of  common  Orders  of  Ministerial 
Acts  and  a  common  Hymn  Book,  was  communicated  to  the  Joint  Committee, 
wrhich  held  a  session  in  Philadelphia,  in  April,  but  deferred  further  action  until 
its  next  meeting,  which  will  be  held  in  Philadelphia,  on  June  6. 

3.  The  Liturgical  Portion  of  the  German  Hymn  Book.  The  manu¬ 
script  for  this  has  been  prepared  and  awaits  the  orders  of  the  Hymn  Book 
Publishing  Committee.  A  selection  of  tunes,  prepared  by  the  Reverend  Pastor 
Richter,  has  been  approved  by  us.  As  this  matter  was  referred  to  us  with  au¬ 
thority  at  the  last  Synod,  no  further  action  is  required. 

4.  Ministerial  Acts.  Forms  for  seventeen  Ministerial  Acts  are  presented. 
For  Infant  Baptism  three  Forms  are  given.  From  the  First  and  Third  of  these 
Dr.  Singmaster  dissents.  Dr.  Wenner  dissents  from  the  Second  Form  for 
Infant  Baptism,  and  from  several  rubrics  in  the  Marriage  Service,  to  w'hich 
special  attention  will  be  called. 

When  two  or  more  Forms  occur,  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  committee  that  any 
minister  may  use  his  preference,  the  Forms  standing  on  an  equality  so  far  as 
the  authorization  of  the  General  Synod  is  concerned.

THE  SMALL  CATECHISM  OF  DR.  MARTIN  LUTHER. 

I.  THE  TEN  COMMANDMENTS. 

In  the  plain  form  in  which  the  head  of  the  family  should  teach  them  to  his  household. 

I  am  the  Lord  thy  God. 

THE  FIRST  COMMANDMENT. 

Thou  shalt  have  no  other  gods  before  me. 

Thou  shalt  not  make  unto  thee  any  graven  image,  or  any  likeness  of  anything  that  is  in 
heaven  above,  or  that  is  in  the  earth  beneath,  or  that  is  in  the  water  under  the  earth;  thou 
shalt  not  bow  down  thyself  to  them,  nor  serve  them;  for  I  the  Lord  thy  God  am  a  jealous 
God,  visiting  the  iniquity  of  the  fathers  upon  the  children  unto  the  third  and  fourth  generation 
of  them  that  hate  me;  and  shewing  mercy  unto  thousands  of  them  that  love  me,  and  keep  my 
commandments. 

Ques.  What  is  meant  by  this  ? 

Ans.  We  should  fear,  love  and  trust  in  God  above  all  things. 

THE  SECOND  COMMANDMENT. 

Thou  shalt  not  take  the  name  of  the  Lord  thy  God  in  vain;  for  the  Lord 
will  not  hold  him  guiltless  that  taketh  his  name  in  vain. 

Q.  What  is  meant  by  this  ? 

A.  We  should  fear  and  love  God,  and  not  curse,  swear,  conjure,  lie,  or  de- 
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ceive  by  his  name,  but  call  upon  his  name  in  every  time  of  need,  and  worship 
him  with  prayer,  praise  and  thanksgiving. 

THE  THIRD  COMMANDMENT. 

Remember  the  sabbath  day  to  keep  it  holy. 

Six  days  shalt  thou  labor,  and  do  all  thy  work;  but  the  seventh  day  is  the  sabbath  of  the 
Lord  thy  God:  in  it  thou  shalt  not  do  any  work,  thou,  nor  thy  son,  nor  thy  daughter,  thy 
man  servant,  nor  thy  maid  servant,  nor  thy  cattle,  nor  thy  stranger  that  is  within  thy  gates: 
for  in  six  days  the  Lord  made  heaven  and  earth,  the  sea,  and  all  that  in  them  is,  and  rested 
the  seventh  day ;  wherefore  the  Lord  blessed  the  Sabbath  day,  and  hallowed  it. 

Q.  What  is  meant  by  this  ? 

A.  We  should  fear  and  love  God,  and  not  despise  preaching  and  his  Word, 
but  deem  it  holy  and  gladly  hear  and  learn  it. 

THE  FOURTH  COMMANDMENT. 

Honor  thy  father  and  thy  mother,  that  it  may  be  well  with  thee,  and  thon 
mayest  live  long  on  the  earth. 

Q.  What  is  meant  by  this  ? 

A.  We  should  fear  and  love  God,  and  not  despise  our  parents  and  superiors, 
nor  provoke  them  to  anger,  but  honor,  serve,  obey,  love  and  esteem  them. 

THE  FIFTH  COMMANDMENT. 

Thou  shalt  not  kill. 

Q.  What  is  meant  by  this  ? 

A.  We  should  fear  and  love  God,  and  not  hurt  nor  harm  our  neighbor  in 
his  body,  but  help  and  befriend  him  in  every  bodily  need. 

THE  SIXTFI  COMMANDMENT. 

Thou  shalt  not  commit  adultery. 

Q.  What  is  meant  by  this  ? 

A.  We  should  fear  and  love  God,  and  live  chaste  and  pure  in  words  and 
deeds,  and  husband  and  wife  each  love  and  honor  the  other. 

THE  SEVENTH  COMMANDMENT. 

Thou  shalt  not  steal. 

Q.  What  is  meant  by  this  ? 

A.  We  should  fear  and  love  God,  and  not  take  our  neighbor’s  money  or 
property,  nor  get  it  by  false  wares  or  false  dealing,  but  help  him  to  improve 
and  protect  his  property  and  living. 

THE  EIGHTH  COMMANDMENT. 

Thou  shalt  not  bear  false  witness  against  thy  neighbor. 

Q.  What  is  meant  by  this  ? 

A.  We  should  fear  and  love  God,  and  not  falsely  belie,  betray,  backbite  nor 
slander  our  neighbor,  but  excuse  him,  speak  well  of  him,  and  put  the  best 
construction  on  all  he  does. 

THE  NINTH  COMMANDMENT. 

Thou  shalt  not  covet  thy  neighbor’s  house. 

Q.  What  is  meant  by  this  ? 

A.  We  should  fear  and  love  God,  and  not  craftily  seek  to  gain  our  neigh- 
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bor’s  inheritance  or  home,  nor  to  get  it  by  a  show  of  right,  but  help  and  serve 
him  in  keeping  it. 

THE  TENTH  COMMANDMENT. 

Thou  shalt  not  covet  thy  neighbor’s  wife,  nor  his  man  servant,  nor  his 
maid  servant,  nor  his  cattle,  nor  anything  that  is  his. 

Q.  What  is  meant  by  this  ? 

A.  We  should  fear  and  love  God,  and  not  estrange,  force  or  entice  away 
from  our  neighbor,  his  wife,  servants  or  cattle,  but  urge  them  to  stay  and  do 
their  duty. 

Q.  What  does  God  say  of  all  these  commandments  ? 

A.  He  says :  I  the  Lord  thy  God  am  a  jealous  God,  visiting  the  iniquity  of 
the  fathers  upon  the  children  unto  the  third  and  fourth  generation  of  them 
that  hate  me;  and  showing  mercy  unto  thousands  of  them  that  love  me  and 
keep  my  commandments. 

Q.  What  is  meant  by  this  ? 

A.  God  threatens  to  punish  all  who  transgress  these  commandments,  there¬ 
fore  we  should  fear  his  wrath,  and  do  nothing  against  such  commandments. 
But  he  promises  grace  and  every  blessing  to  all  who  keep  these  command¬ 
ments;  therefore,  we  should  love  and  trust  in  him,  and  gladly  do  according 
to  his  commandments. 

II.  THE  CREED. 

In  the  plain  form  in  which  the  head  of  the  family  should  teach  it  to  his  household. 

THE  FIRST  ARTICLE. 

Of  Creation. 

I  believe  in  God  the  Father  Almighty,  Maker  of  heaven  and  earth. 

Q.  What  is  meant  by  this  ? 

A.  I  believe  that  God  has  made  me,  together  with  all  creatures;  that  he 
has  given  and  still  preserves  to  me  my  body  and  soul,  eyes,  ears,  and  all  my 
members,  my  reason  and  all  my  senses;  also  clothing  and  shoes,  meat  and 
drink,  house  and  home,  wife  and  child,  land,  cattle  and  all  my  goods;  that  he 
richly  and  daily  provides  me  with  all  that  I  need  for  this  body  and  life,  pro¬ 
tects  me  against  all  danger,  and  guards  and  keeps  me  from  all  evil;  and  all 
this,  purely  out  of  fatherly,  divine  goodness  and  mercy,  without  any  merit  or 
worthiness  in  me;  for  all  which  I  am  in  duty  bound  to  thank  and  praise,  to 
serve  and  obey  him.  This  is  most  certainly  true. 

THE  SECOND  ARTICLE. 

Of  Redei?iption. 

And  in  Jesus  Christ  his  only  Son,  our  Lord;  who  was  conceived  by  the 
Holy  Ghost,  born  of  the  Virgin  Mary;  suffered  under  Pontius  Pilate,  was 
crucified,  dead  and  buried;  he  descended  into  hell;  the  third  day  he  rose 
again  from  the  dead;  he  ascended  into  heaven,  and  sitteth  on  the  right  hand 
of  God  the  Father  Almighty;  from  thence  he  shall  come  to  judge  the  quick 
and  the  dead. 
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Q.  What  is  meant  by  this  ? 

A.  I  believe  that  Jesus  Christ,  true  God,  begotten  of  the  Father  from 
eternity,  and  also  true  man,  born  of  the  Virgin  Mary,  is  my  Lord;  who  has 
redeemed  me,  a  lost  and  condemned  creature,  purchased  and  won  me  from 
all  sins,  from  death,  and  from  the  power  of  the  devil,  not  with  gold  or  silver, 
but  with  his  holy,  precious  blood,  and  with  his  innocent  sufferings  and  death; 
in  order  that  I  might  be  his  own,  live  under  him  in  his  kingdom,  and  serve 
him  in  everlasting  righteousness,  innocence  and  blessedness,  even  as  he  is 
risen  from  the  dead,  lives  and  reigns  to  all  eternity.  This  is  most  certainly 
true. 

THE  THIRD  ARTICLE. 

Of  Sa  n  ctiji  cation . 

I  believe  in  the  Holy  Ghost;  the  holy  Christian  Church;  the  communion  of 
saints;  the  forgiveness  of  sins;  the  Resurrection  of  the  body;  and  the  life 
everlasting.  Amen. 

Q.  What  is  meant  bv  this? 

A.  I  believe  that  I  cannot  by  my  own  reason  or  strength  believe  in  Jesus 
Christ  my  Lord,  or  come  to  him;  but  the  Holy  Ghost  has  called  me  by  the 
Gospel,  enlightened  me  with  his  gifts,  and  sanctified  and  preserved  me  in  the 
true  faith;  even  as  he  calls,  gathers,  enlightens,  and  sanctifies  the  whole 
Christian  Church  on  earth,  and  preserves  it  in  union  with  Jesus  Christ  in  the 
one  true  faith;  in  which  Christian  Church  he  daily  and  richly  forgives  me  and 
all  believers  all  our  sins,  and  at  the  last  day  will  raise  up  me  and  all  the  dead, 
and  will  grant  me  and  all  believers  in  Christ  everlasting  life.  This  is  most 
certainly  true. 

III.  THE  LORD’S  PRAYER. 

In  the  plain  form  in  which  the  head  of  the  family  should  teach  it  to  his  household. 

Our  Father  who  art  in  heaven. 

Q.  What  is  mea?it  by  this  ? 

A.  God  would  hereby  tenderly  invite  us  to  believe  that  he  is  truly  our  Father, 
and  we  are  truly  his  children,  so  that  we  may  ask  of  him  with  all  cheerfulness 
and  confidence,  as  dear  children  ask  of  their  dear  father. 

THE  FIRST  PETITION. 

Hallowed  be  Thy  name. 

Q.  What  is  meant  by  this  ? 

A.  The  name  of  God  is  indeed  holy  in  itself;  but  we  pray  in  this  petition 
that  it  may  be  hallowed  also  among  us. 

Q.  II ozo  is  this  done  ? 

A.  When  the  word  of  God  is  taught  in  its  truth  and  purity,  and  we  as  the 
children  of  God,  lead  holy  lives,  in  accordance  with  it;  this  grant  us,  dear 
Father  in  heaven  !  But  he  that  teaches  and  lives  otherwise  than  the  word  of 
God  teaches,  profanes  the  name  of  God  among  us;  from  this  preserve  us, 
Heavenly  Father ! 
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THE  SECOND  PETITION. 

Thy  kingdom  come. 

Q.  What  is  meant  by  this  ? 

A.  The  kingdom  of  God  comes  indeed  of  itself,  without  our  prayer,  but  we 
pray  in  this  petition  that  it  may  come  also  to  us. 

Q.  How  is  this  done  ? 

A.  When  our  Heavenly  Father  gives  us  his  Holy  Spirit,  so  that  by  his 
grace  we  believe  his  holy  word,  and  live  godly  here  in  time,  and  in  heaven 
forever. 

THE  THIRD  PETITION. 

Thy  will  be  done  on  earth,  as  it  is  in  heaven. 

Q.  What  is  meant  by  this  ? 

A.  The  good  and  gracious  will  of  God  is  done  indeed  without  our  prayer; 
but  we  pray  in  this  petition  that  it  may  be  done  also  among  us. 

Q.  How  is  this  done  ? 

A.  When  God  defeats  and  hinders  every  evil  counsel  and  purpose,  which 
would  not  let  us  hallow'  God’s  name  nor  let  his  kingdom  come,  such  as  the 
will  of  the  devil,  the  w7orld,  and  our  own  flesh;  but  strengthens  and  keeps  us 
steadfast  in  his  word  and  in  faith  unto  our  end.  This  is  his  gracious  and 
good  will. 

THE  FOURTH  PETITION. 

Give  us  this  day  our  daily  bread. 

Q.  What  is  meant  by  this  ? 

A.  God  gives  daily  bread  indeed  without  our  prayer  even  to  all  the  wicked; 
but  we  pray  in  this  petition  that  he  would  lead  us  to  acknowledge  and  receive 
our  daily  bread  writh  thanksgiving. 

Q.  What  is  meant  by  “  daily  bread?” 

A.  All  that  belongs  to  the  wants  and  support  of  the  body,  such  as  meat, 
drink,  clothing,  shoes,  house,  home,  land,  cattle,  money,  goods,  a  pious  spouse, 
pious  children,  pious  servants,  pious  and  faithful  rulers,  good  government,  good 
weather,  peace,  health,  order,  honor,  good  friends,  trusty  neighbors  and  the 
like. 

THE  FIFTH  PETITION. 

And  forgive  us  our  trespasses  as  we  forgive  those  who  trespass  against  us. 

Q.  What  is  meant  by  this  ? 

A.  We  pray  in  this  petition  that  our  Father  in  heaven  would  not  look  upon 
our  sins,  nor,  on  account  of  them,  deny  our  prayer;  for  we  are  not  worthy  of 
anything  wre  ask,  neither  have  we  deserved  it;  but  that  he  would  grant  us  all 
through  grace;  for  we  sin  much  every  day,  and  deserve  nothing  but  punish¬ 
ment.  And  we  on  cur  part  will  heartily  forgive  and  readily  do  good  to  those 
who  sin  against  us. 

THE  SIXTH  PETITION. 

And  lead  us  not  into  temptation. 
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Q.  What  is  meant  by  this  ? 

A.  God  indeed  tempts  no  one,  but  we  pray  in  this  petition  that  God  would 
guard  and  keep  us,  that  the  devil,  the  world  and  our  flesh  may  not  deceive  us, 
nor  lead  us  into  misbelief,  despair  and  other  shameful  sin  and  vice;  and, 
though  we  be  thus  tempted,  that  we  may  still  in  the  end  overcome,  and  hold 
the  victory 

THE  SEVENTH  PETITION. 

But  deliver  us  from  evil. 

Q.  What  is  meant  by  this  ? 

A.  We  pray  in  this  petition,  as  the  sum  of  all,  that  our  Father  in  heaven 
would  deliver  us  from  all  manner  of  evil — in  body  and  soul,  property  and 
honor — and  at  last,  when  the  hour  of  death  shall  come,  grant  us  a  blessed 
end,  and  graciously  take  us  from  this  vale  of  sorrow  to  himself  in  heaven. 

[For  Thine  is  the  kingdom  and  the  power  and  the  glory  for  ever  and  ever.] 

AMEN. 

Q.  What  is  meant  by  this  ? 

A.  That  I  should  be  sure  that  these  petitions  are  acceptable  to  our  Father 
in  heaven,  and  are  heard  by  him;  for  he  himself  has  commanded  us  so 
to  pray,  and  has  promised  to  hear  us.  Amen,  Amen,  that  is,  Yea,  Yea;  it 
shall  be  so. 

IV.  THE  SACRAMENT  OF  HOLY  BAPTISM. 

In  the  plain  form  in  which  the  head  of  the  family  should  teach  it  to  his  household. 

I. 

Q.  What  is  Baptism  ? 

A.  Baptism  is  not  simply  water,  but  it  is  the  water  comprehended  in  God’s 
command,  and  connected  with  God’s  word. 

Q.  What  is  that  word  of  God  ? 

A.  That  which  Christ  our  Lord  says  in  the  last  chapter  of  Matthew :  “  Go 
ye  and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing  them  in  the  name  of  the  Father  and  of  the 
Son  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost.” 

II 

Q.  What  benefits  does  Baptism  confer  ? 

A.  It  works  forgiveness  of  sins,  delivers  from  death  and  the  devil,  and 
gives  everlasting  salvation  to  all  who  believe  what  the  words  and  promises  of 
God  declare. 

Q.  Which  are  those  words  and pro?nises  of  God? 

A.  Those  which  Christ  our  Lord  says  in  the  last  chapter  of  Mark:  “  He 
that  believeth  and  is  baptized  shall  be  saved;  but  he  that  believeth  not,  shall 
be  damned.” 

III. 

Q.  How  can  water  do  such  great  things  ? 

A.  It  is  not  water  indeed  that  does  it,  but  the  word  of  God,  which  is  in 
and  with  the  water,  and  faith  which  trusts  this  word  of  God  in  the  water. 
For  without  the  word  of  God,  the  water  is  simply  water,  and  no  baptism. 
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But  with  the  word  of  God,  it  is  a  baptism,  that  is,  a  gracious  water  of  life  and 
a  washing  of  regeneration  in  the  Holy  Ghost;  as  St.  Paul  says,  Titus  iii.  5-8  : 
“According  to  His  mercy  He  saved  us,  by  the  washing  of  regeneration,  and 
renewing  of  the  Holy  Ghost;  which  he  shed  on  us  abundantly  through  Jesus 
Christ  our  Saviour;  that  being  justified  by  his  grace,  we  should  be  made  heirs 
according  to  the  hope  of  eternal  life.  This  is  a  faithful  saying.” 

IV. 

Q.  What  does  such  baptizing  with  ivater  signify  ? 

A.  It  signifies  that  the  old  Adam  in  us  should,  by  daily  sorrow  and  repent¬ 
ance,  be  drowned  and  die,  with  all  sins  and  evil  lusts;  and  again  a  new  man 
daily  come  forth  and  arise,  who  shall  live  before  God  in  righteousness  and 
purity  forever. 

Q.  Where  is  this  written  ? 

A.  St.  Paul  says,  Rom.  vi.  4:  “  We  are  buried  with  Christ  by  baptism  into 
death;  that  like  as  he  was  raised  up  from  the  dead  by  the  glory  of  the  Father, 
even  so  we  also  should  walk  in  newness  of  life.” 

HOW  PEOPLE  SHOULD  BE  TAUGHT  TO  CONFESS. 

Q.  What  is  Confession  ? 

A.  Confession  embraces  two  parts;  one,  that  we  confess  our  sins;  the 
other,  that  we  receive  absolution  or  forgiveness  from  the  pastor  as  from  God 
himself  and  in  no  wise  doubt,  but  firmly  believe  that  through  it  our  sins  are 
forgiven  before  God  in  heaven. 

Q,  What  sins  should  we  confess  ? 

A.  Before  God  we  should  acknowledge  ourselves  guilty  of  all  sins,  even  of 
those  which  we  do  not  discern;  as  we  do  in  the  Lord’s  Prayer.  But  before  the 
pastor  we  should  confess  those  sins  only  which  we  know  and  feel  in  our  hearts. 

Q.  Which  are  these? 

A.  Here  consider  your  station  in  the  light  of  the  Ten  Commandments, 
whether  you  be  a  father,  mother,  son,  daughter,  master,  mistress,  servant; 
whether  in  these  relations  you  have  been  disobedient,  unfaithful,  slothful; 
whether  you  have  wronged  any  one  by  word  or  deed;  whether  you  have 
stolen,  neglected,  wasted  aught,  or  done  any  harm. 

V.  THE  SACRAMENT  OF  THE  ALTAR. 

In  the  plain  form  in  which  the  head  of  the  family  should  teach  it  to  his  household. 

Q.  What  is  the  Sacrament  of  the  Altar  ? 

A.  It  is  the  true  body  and  blood  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  under  the  bread 
and  wine,  instituted  by  Christ  himself  for  us  Christians  to  eat  and  to  drink. 

Q.  Where  is  this  written  ? 

A.  The  holy  Evangelists,  Matthew,  Mark  and  Luke,  together  with  St.  Paul, 
write  thus : 

“  Our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  in  the  night  in  which  he  was  betrayed,  took 
bread;  and  when  he  had  given  thanks,  he  brake  it  and  gave  it  to  his  disci¬ 
ples,  saying,  Take,  eat;  this  is  my  body,  which  is  given  for  you;  this  do  in 
remembrance  of  me. 
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'*  After  the  same  manner,  also,  when  he  had  supped,  he  took  the  cup,  and 
when  he  had  given  thanks,  he  gave  it  to  them,  saying,  Drink  ye  all  of  it; 
this  cup  is  the  New  Testament  in  my  blood,  which  is  shed  for  you,  and  for 
many,  for  the  remission  of  sins;  this  do,  as  oft  as  ye  drink  it,  in  remem¬ 
brance  of  me.” 

Q.  Of  what  use  is  such  eating  and  drinking  ? 

A.  It  is  shown  us  by  these  words:  “  Given  and  shed  for  you,  for  the  remis¬ 
sion  of  sins;  ”  namely,  that  in  the  sacrament  forgiveness  of  sins,  life  and  salva¬ 
tion  are  given  us  through  these  words.  For  where  there  is  forgiveness  of  sins, 
there  is  also  life  and  salvation. 

Q.  How  can  bodily  eating  and  drinking  do  such  great  things  ? 

A.  It  is  not  the  eating  and  drinking,  indeed,  that  does  it,  but  the  words 
which  stand  here :  “  Given  and  shed  for  you,  for  the  remission  of  sins.” 

These  words,  together  with  the  bodily  eating  and  drinking,  are  the  chief  thing 
in  the  sacrament;  and  he  that  believes  these  words,  has  what  they  say  and 
mean,  namely,  the  forgiveness  of  sins. 

Q.  Who  then  receives  this  sacrament  worthily  ? 

A.  Fasting  and  bodily  preparation  are  indeed  a  good  outward  discipline; 
but  he  is  truly  worthy  and  well  prepared,  who  has  faith  in  these  words: 
“  Given  and  shed  for  you,  for  the  remission  of  sins.”  But  he  who  believes 
not  these  words,  or  doubts,  is  unworthy  and  unprepared;  for  the  words,  for 
YOU,  require  truly  believing  hearts. 

Resolved ,  That  the  report  be  considered  item  by  item.

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Sunday-schools. 

Your  Committee  does  not  desire  to  occupy  the  time  of  Synod  with  a 
lengthy  report.  In  the  reports  of  former  committees  some  matters  of  interest 
and  importance  have  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  this  body,  and  the 
need  of  advanced  system  of  organization,  and  improved  methods  of  instruc¬ 
tion,  emphasized.  It  will  not  be  necessary  for  the  present  committee  to  re¬ 
state  the  facts  and  repeat  the  recommendations  which  the  Synod  has  already 
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had  under  consideration,  and  upon  which  it  has  taken  action.  Suffice  it  to 
say  that  this  committee  is  not  less  enthusiastic  than  others  in  its  recognition  of 
the  importance  of  better  and  more  advanced  methods  in  Sunday-school  work. 
We  claim  for  the  Sunday-schools  of  our  Lutheran  church  as  much  thorough¬ 
ness  and  efficiency  as  is  to  be  found  in  the  schools  of  any  of  our  sister  de¬ 
nominations.  But  there  is  still  a  manifest  need  of  improvement.  What 
church  is  more  competent  than  our  own  to  lead  in  every  line  of  advancement 
in  Christian  work  ? 

We  herewith  present  a  statistical  table,  showing  the  number  of  schools, 
teachers  and  officers,  scholars,  and  the  amount  of  money  contributed  for  local 
and  benevolent  purposes,  the  figures  being  taken  from  parochial  reports  as 
found  in  the  minutes  of  District  Synods  for  the  year  1898.

Comparing  the  figures  above  with  those  of  two  years  ago,  it  will  be  seen 
that  there  has  been  a  slight  falling  off  in  the  number  of  schools,  and  in  the 
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amount  contributed  for  benevolence;  but  a  gain  in  scholars,  and  in  the  work¬ 
ing  forces  of  the  schools,  and  in  the  amount  contributed  for  local  purposes. 
While  the  statistics  do  not  warrant  us  in  saying  that  there  has  been  a  marked 
progress  in  all  lines,  yet  considering  that  the  years  covered  by  this  report  were 
attended  with  peculiar  difficulties  in  every  department  of  church  work,  we 
feel  that  we  have  cause  for  profound  gratitude  to  God  for  the  measure  of 
prosperity  with  which  our  labors  have  been  blessed. 

While  we  would  not  be  unmindful  of  the  good  work  which  is  being  done 
by  our  Sunday-schools,  and  the  many  evidences  of  increased  interest  and 
liberality  in  this  line  of  Christian  activity;  yet  we  do  not  feel  that  we  ought  to 
be  satisfied  with  the  results  which  are  being  achieved.  In  the  instruction  im¬ 
parted  the  spiritual  is  too  often  neglected,  and  the  fundamental  truths  of  our 
Christian  faith  too  little  emphasized.  The  teaching  of  God’s  Word  is  too 
fragmentary.  Our  scholars  are  not  made  familiar  with  the  Scriptures  by  a 
systematic  and  orderly  presentation  of  the  truths  contained  therein.  Much  of 
this  is  due,  of  course,  to  lack  of  efficiency  on  the  part  of  teachers.  But  we 
feel  also  that  the  principle  adhered  to  in  our  International  Series  of  lessons  is 
largely  at  fault  in  this  particular.  Whatever  may  be  said  in  favor  of  these 
series  of  lessons,  it  seems  to  your  committee  that  they  are  not  fully  meeting 
the  demands  of  our  Lutheran  Sunday-schools  for  a  complete,  thorough  and 
systematic  study  of  God’s  Word.  We  believe  that  the  time  has  come  for  the 
General  Synod  to  formulate  a  series  of  lessons  more  fully  in  harmony  with  the 
Church  Year.  We  feel  confident  that  by  such  an  arrangement  great  gain 
would  result  to  our  Lutheran  church.  In  the  opinion  of  your  Committee  the 
General  Synod  at  this  meeting  ought  to  take  steps  toward  formulating  a  series 
of  graded  lessons  for  use  in  the  Primary  and  Intermediate  departments  of  our 
schools. 

We  would  like  to  call  your  attention  also  to  the  matter  of  catechetical  in¬ 
struction  in  connection  with  the  regular  work  of  the  Sunday-school.  Every 
pastor  knows  how  difficult  it  is  to  organize  our  young  people  into  a  class  for 
the  study  of  the  catechism.  Many  of  them  can  not  be  influenced  to  take  a 
regular  course  of  instruction  of  this  kind.  If  the  pastor  were  to  devote  a  little 
time  after  the  lesson  each  Sunday  to  this  important  feature  of  religious  in¬ 
struction,  the  result  could  not  but  prove  beneficial.  It  would  prove  helpful  to 
the  older  members  of  the  school  as  well  as  the  younger.  In  our  judgment 
this  scheme  is  entirely  practical,  and  deserves  the  favorable  consideration  of 
every  pastor. 

Your  Committee  endorses  heartily  the  Home  Department  in  the  Sunday- 
school.  The  object  of  this  department  commends  itself  to  every  one  who  be¬ 
lieves  in  Sunday-school  methods  for  the  study  of  God’s  Word.  The  intro¬ 
duction  of  this  department  into  the  regular  work  of  our  schools  would  greatly 
increase  the  number  of  systematic  Bible  students,  and  would  largely  increase 
also  the  social  and  spiritual  influence  of  the  Sunday-school  and  church. 

We  are  gratified  with  the  very  general  use  of  our  own  denominational  liter- 
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ature  by  our  schools.  We  believe  that  with  comparatively  few  exceptions  the 
Sunday-school  lesson  helps  and  literature  prepared  by  our  own  Church  are 
used  in  our  Sunday-schools.  This  is  as  it  ought  to  be.  Our  Lutheran  litera¬ 
ture  is  the  best  that  can  be  had  for  our  Lutheran  schools,  and  we  urge  the 
importance  of  its  use  by  every  General  Synod  Sunday-school. 

We  herewith  submit  the  following  resolutions,  embodying  the  main  features 
of  this  report : 

1.  Resolved ,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  at  this  meeting  of  the  Synod 
to  formulate  a  series  of  graded  lessons  for  the  Primary  and  Intermediate  de¬ 
partments  of  our  Sunday-schools,  said  committee  to  report  at  the  next  meeting 
of  the  General  Synod. 

2.  Resolved,  That  our  pastors  be  urged  to  give  attention  to  catechetical 
instruction  in  connection  with  the  lesson  of  each  Sunday,  and  in  that  way  pro¬ 
vide  systematic  instruction  for  the  whole  school  in  the  doctrines  of  God’s  Word, 
as  understood  and  taught  by  the  Lutheran  Church. 

3.  Resolved,  That ‘we  recognize  the  value  of  the  Home  Department  in  the 
Sunday-school,  and  that  we  urge  that  this  plan  be  adopted  and  thoroughly 
tested  by  our  Sunday-schools  wherever  it  is  possible.

Report  ol  Committee  c-n  the  State  ot  the  Church. 

The  Church  is  the  body;  Christ  is  the  Head.  The  state  of  the  body  is  a 
matter  of  vital  concern  to  each  member  thereof.  The  report  on  the  state  of 
the  Church  must  therefore  include  things  of  the  greatest  moment.  Is  the  body 
in  health?  Does  it  grow?  By  what  is  it  nourished?  On  what  does  it  exer¬ 
cise  itself;  to  what  work  give  its  strength,  and  with  what  results? 

These  questions  have  been  in  part  answered  by  the  reports  of  the  various 
boards  at  this  convention.  Yet  health  is  not  always  measured  by  the  avordu- 
pois  of  the  scales,  nor  can  the  spiritual  state  of  an  organism  be  told  by  statistics. 

While,  in  the  nature  of  things,  we  chiefly  survey  our  own  branch  of  the 
greater  family  of  believers,  we  do  not  interpret  the  state  of  the  Church  nar¬ 
rowly.  A  word,  therefore,  as  to  the  larger  field.  Christianity  was  never  a 
more  potent  factor  in  the  world’s  life  than  to-day.  The  great  nations  are 
Christian  nations;  the  growing  faiths  are  Christian  faiths.  The  dying  nations, 
as  Lord  Salisbury  has  recently  classified  them,  are  pagan,  and  their  pagan 
faiths  are  dying  with  the  peoples  who  hold  them.  There  is  missionary  activity, 
Bible  distribution,  reform  and  charitable  activity  whose  springs  are  in  Christ; 
there  are  deeper  currents  of  spiritual  life  flowing  through  our  civilization  to 
make  us  hopeful  that  the  Prince  of  Peace  will  yet  win  the  full  victories  prom¬ 
ised  in  the  Scripture. 
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The  Church  suffers  in  our  day  from  skeptical  attack  from  without,  as  from 
heretical  defection  from  within,  thus  verifying  that  wTord  about  grievous  wolves 
on  the  one  hand,  and,  on  the  other,  “  of  your  own  selves  shall  men  arise,  speak¬ 
ing  perverse  things,  to  draw  away  disciples  after  them.”  On  every  hand  is  seen 
the  result  of  a  tendency  to  ignore  the  divine  character  of  the  Church.  The 
means  appointed  by  God  for  the  extension  of  His  kingdom  are  slighted,  their 
efficacy  questioned,  minimized,  in  some  quarters  even  ridiculed. 

Another  gospel  is  preached,  which  is  not  another.  New  agencies  are 
created,  which  become  rival  bodies  to  the  one  only  and  all-embracing  body  of 
which  Christ  is  the  Head. 

The  Salvation  Army  aims  to  exercise  all  the  functions  of  a  church,  yet  re¬ 
jects  the  Sacraments.  Here  also  is  Christian  Science;  a  shallow  philosophy, 
which  seeks  to  set  forth  a  strange  gospel,  compelling  her  converts  to  become 
perverts.  Here  is  Mormonism  stealthily  creeping  into  our  communities  to 
draw  away  the  simple-minded.  Here  is  Spiritualism,  not  content  with  the 
declaration  that  the  keys  of  death  are  in  the  hands  of  our  Lord,  claiming  to 
open  the  doer  to  the  future  life  by  another  key. 

These  and  other  hindrances  are  in  the  way  of  Christ’s  people,  and  affect 
unfavorably  the  state  of  the  Church;  not  to  mention  those  phases  of  heretical 
Christianity  which  bring  a  false  gospel  to  willing  ears.  Some  talk  with  swell¬ 
ing  words  of  a  universal  salvation,  which  others  interpret  as  disconnected  from 
holy  living — surely  not  the  gospel  the  world  of  sinful  men  needs.  Others  pre¬ 
sent  a  Christ  robbed  of  His  true  divinity,  making  little  of  sin,  much  of  human¬ 
ity  and  ethical  culture,  nothing  of  the  Holy  Ghost;  having  small  need,  there¬ 
fore,  of  a  divine  Saviour — the  Christ  of  the  New  Testament. 

Yet,  notwithstanding  defections  and  heresies,  the  Church’s  state  in  our 
time  is  most  encouraging.  She  is  the  greatest  yet  gentlest  power  at  work  in 
the  world  in  the  end  of  this  nineteenth  century.  Christ  is  ruling  over  more 
subjects  than  any  other  king.  There  is  an  open  door  to  His  gospel  everywhere. 
The  farther  East,  Africa  and  the  islands  of  the  sea  have  all  been  opened  to 
the  missionary  of  the  lowly  Nazarene. 

Though  the  cruelties  of  war  have  been  brought  to  our  homes  in  recent 
days,  we  rejoice  at  the  good  omens  of  peace  among  the  nations;  and  are 
thankful  for  the  ministrations  of  the  messengers  of  the  Prince  of  Peace. 

Coming  now  to  our  own  Zion,  shall  we  be  confined  to  one  division  of  Luth¬ 
eranism,  or  may  we  not  say  a  word  as  to  the  greater  fold,  of  which  we  form 
a  not  inconsiderable  part?  We  are  not  as  a  Church  come  to  the  point  that 
we  can  say  with  Paul:  “We,  being  many,  are  one  body.”  We  are  united  as 
to  the  symbol  of  our  faith;  divided  as  to  the  method  of  accepting  it.  We  are 
like  states  unfederated  as  yet;  or  as  children  cf  one  household  originally,  who 
have  been  scattered  by  the  lapse  of  time  and  the  changes  of  Providence. 
There  are  nearly  two  millions  in  our  membership  in  this  land;  and  five 
millions  of  the  population  of  the  United  States  in  various  nationalities  are  ad¬ 
herents  of  the  faith  we  count  the  purest — representing  at  once  primitive  Pro¬ 
testantism  and  primitive  Christianity.  One-eighth  of  these  followers  of  Christ 
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after  Luther  are  to  be  found  in  our  General  Synod.  We  are  related,  more  or 
less  closely,  to  all  the  rest.  It  is  a  cause  of  congratulation  that  the  state  of 
the  Church  is  in  the  main  harmonious.  The  discordant  elements  are  within 
the  lines  of  the  General  Bodies  more  than  between  the  Bodies  themselves. 
There  is  a  feeling  of  unity  in  the  members  of  several  of  these  Bodies,  which 
finds  no  expression  for  lack  of  a  voice.  There  is  a  hostility  to  this  unity  in 
some  quarters  which  finds  too  much  voice.  There  is  a  unity  of  our  own  times 
with  the  past  which  finds  expression  in  our  common  confession  of  the  Master 
Creed  of  Protestantism.  There  is  a  unity  which  the  Augustana  itself  announ¬ 
ces  in  its  definition  of  the  Church  as  embracing  all  those  saints  among  whom 
the  Word  is  rightly  preached  and  the  sacraments  rightly  administered. 

We  are  to  be  encouraged  over  the  state  of  the  Church  to-day,  as  we  reflect 
how  few  things  there  are  to  stand  in  the  way  of  that  result  which  is  some  time 
to  be  reached — the  federation  and  true  unity  of  all  the  elements  that  make  our 
Lutheran  Zion  the  mother  of  Protestant  Christianity.  We  are  encouraged  as 
we  remember  how  many  join  with  us  in  deeming  that  unity  desirable.  We 
are  further  encouraged  in  thinking  that  unity  attainable,  but  we  are  not  to  be 
led  away  by  visionary  ideas.  This  unity  for  which  we  pray  belongs  to  our 
Church  of  the  next  century.  It  must  be  a  growth  rather  than  the  product  of 
legislation. 

There  are  some  hopeful  signs  that  the  unity  not  yet  attained  is  now  in  the 
process  of  becoming.  For  we  must  all  see  that  Church  unity,  whether  of  one 
church  or  among  all,  must,  in  its  best  essentials,  be  found  in  a  common  aspira¬ 
tion,  not  m  organization.  Attempts  at  unity  along  other  lines  are  likely  to 
create  antagonism  rather  than  harmony. 

Our  young  people  have  crossed  the  lines  of  synodical  organization  in  their 
Luther  League,  as  the  society  of  Christian  Endeavor  has  crossed  denomina¬ 
tional  lines. 

In  common  hymns;  common  service;  in  the  movement  for  a  common 
hymnal;  in  the  recent  conference  held  in  Philadelphia,  where  three  of  our 
general  bodies  met  in  an  interchange  of  sentiment  that  was  an  earnest  of  a 
better  day  ;  in  the  exchange  of  fraternal  delegates;  in  the  tripartite  agreement 
as  to  certain  methods  of  co-operation:  in  all  these  and  other  hopeful  signs  we 
may  read  the  forecast  of  the  future,  and  be  expectant  of  a  time  when  with  one 
banner ,  inscribed  with  one  legend,  in  which  we  noiv  agree,  the  various  divisions 
of  the  Lutheran  host  shall  take  their  rightful  place  in  the  greater  army  of 
Christendom  against  a  common  enemy — for  the  one  end  to  which  Christ  has 
set  His  Church,  the  saving  of  men.  Then  we  could  sing  with  no  touch  of  sar¬ 
casm  in  the  words : 

“  Like  a  mighty  army, 

Moves  the  Church  of  God: 

Brothers,  we  are  treading 
Where  the  saints  have  trod; 

We  are  not  divided, 

All  one  body  we, 

One  in  hope  and  doctrine, 

One  in  charity.” 
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Of  the  state  of  the  Church  in  our  own  particular  sphere  we  can  speak  with 
confidence  and  much  hopefulness.  We  have  methods  that  have  been  often 
tried,  and  no  one  has  denied  their  eminent  usefulness.  (Our  liturgy  has  been 
the  occasion  of  envy  to  many.  Some  have  been  led  on  from  coveting  to  ap¬ 
propriating  it.  They  have  held  it  so  long  they  think  it  is  theirs,  not  ours.) 

Our  method  with  the  catechism  is  a  continuing  success,  under  which  no 
church  can  lose  its  hold  on  the  people.  What  thousands  have  been  brought 
into  the  closest  relation  to  Christ  during  the  past  Easter  and  Whitsuntide ! 
Pastors  and  laymen  of  the  General  Synod  here  assembled,  representing  the 
thousands  of  your  fellow-laborers,  you  know  the  interior  life,  you  know  the 
true  state  of  the  Church.  There  are  many  discouragements,  yet  it  must  be  so, 
or  our  Master’s  word  would  not  be  true,  “In  the  world  ye -shall  have  tribula¬ 
tion.”  But  your  hearts  must  be  lifted  up  with  an  allowable  gratification  as 
you  see  the  splendid  results  of  the  past  two  years,  and  recall  the  Master’s 
further  word,  “  Be  of  good  courage!  I  have  overcome  the  world.”  What,  in 
a  few  words,  have  been  these  results? 

The  baptized  infants  of  these  past  two  years  number  nearly  24,000,  two 
thousand  for  each  month.  The  church  is  richer  for  all  these  precious  lives. 
It  may  seem  incredible  yet  it  is  true  that  in  years  gone  by,  long  gon e  by  we 
are  happy  to  think,  there  were  Synods  in  our  General  Synod  which  did  not 
average  two  baptisms  a  year  for  each  of  their  congregations.  Comparing 
ourselves  with  ourselves,  we  must  feel  that  the  progress  of  the  years  is  full  of 
encouragement. 

Our  mission  work  at  home  and  abroad  is  full  of  hope.  That  field  has  been 
fully  covered  by  ample  reports  and  full  discussion.  The  educational  work, 
also.  Our  Sunday-schools  grow  in  numbers  and  in  benevolence.  We  have 
not  felt  the  influences  which  are  at  work  in  some  quarters  to  make  the  Sun¬ 
day-school  a  diminishing  value  in  the  church  life.  The  Woman’s  work,  the 
Deaconess  work,  the  Orphans  and  the  Aged,  have  all  been  reported  fully. 

On  every  side  our  work  is  full  of  interest.  As  never  before  we  may  say  of 
our  own  particular  field,  it  is  zuhite  un o  harvest. 

What  a  weight  of  anxiety  and  responsibility  does  this  brief  and  partial 
sketch  of  the  state  of  the  Church  lay  upon  them  who  must  bear  the  heat  and 
burden  of  the  day !  The  years  pass — the  opportunities  vanish.  “  We  may 
bathe  twice  in  the  same  stream,  but  never  twice  in  the  same  water.” 

When  we  meet  again  as  a  General  Synod  we  shall  be  in  another  century. 
It  will  open  to  us  'with  untold  possibilities.  In  the  State,  in  civilization,  in  the 
advance  of  material  things,  no  man  can  venture  to  predict  what  that  new  cen¬ 
tury  will  bring  to  men. 

There  is  one  thing  it  will  not  remove.  The  Church  of  Christ  will  be  in  the 
midst  of  all  battles;  she  will  be  using  all  the  new  inventions  creating  a  ma¬ 
terial  unity  among  mankind  as  a  basis  of  spiritual  unity;  she  will  be  teaching 
the  arts  of  peace;  she  will  be  on  the  most  distant  outposts  and  in  the  islands 
of  the  sea,  taming  savagery  into  the  gentleness  of  Christ.

The  state  of  the  Church  will  be  more  and  more  hopeful  as  these  interests 
become  overshadowing.  Meantime  we  send  the  word  throughout  all  the 
Church  that  a  brighter  day  is  now  dawning.

Report  of  Committee  on  Memorial  of  Carthage  College  Trustees. 

Your  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  Memorial  of  the  Trustees  of 
Carthage  College,  would  submit  the  following: 

In  view  of  the  importance  of  the  institution,  because  of  its  location,  and  of 
the  urgent  need  at  this  time  that  it  may  become  a  greater  power  in  the 
Church,  and  in  view  of  the  movement  now  being  prosecuted  with  purpose  of 
improving  the  financial  condition  of  the  said  institution,  namely,  that  Rev.  J. 
M.  Ruthrauff,  D.  D.,  has  secured  from  churches  on  the  territory  of  the  College 
$32,000,  with  an  offer  of  $10,000  from  the  city  of  Carthage  for  improvements, 
and  an  offer  of  $10,000  from  Mr.  Henry  Denhart  towards  the  endowment  fund 
of  the  college,  provided  the  Church  will  cancel  the  entire  indebtedness  and 
increase  the  endowment  fund  to  $50,000,  we  recommend  that  the  Board  of 
Education  be  authorized  to  grant  the  petition  made  to  this  body,  and  give 
$2,000  per  year  for  current  expenses  during  the  next  biennium;  and  also  that 
$15,000  be  assumed  by  the  General  Synod  through  the  Board  of  Education,  the 
interest  of  which  amount  shall  be  paid  annually  at  the  rate  of  6  per  cent,  from 
January  1,  1900,  and  so  much  of  the  principal  as  possible  each  year  until  the 
entire  amount  is  paid.

Seventh  Biennial  Report  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  German  Theo¬ 
logical  Seminary  of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheian 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  at  Chicago,  Illinois. 

Mr.  President,  Fathers  and  Brethren:  We  lay  before  you  to-day  the 
Seventh  Biennial  Report  of  the  institution  to  whose  directorship  you  appointed 
us  two  years  ago.  We  acknowledge,  with  sincere  gratitude  to  our  dear 
Heavenly  Father,  the  blessing  and  help  that  He  has  so  graciously  granted  us 
in  the  discharge  of  our  duties.  The  carrying  on  of  the  work  of  this  school  of 
the  prophets  has  been  no  little  task,  and  of  great  concern  to  a  certain  limited 
number. 
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ORGANIZATION. 

Your  Board  as  appointed  two  years  ago  at  Mansfield,  Ohio,  held  its  first 
meeting  at  Dixon,  111.,  August  icth,  1897,  f°r  purpose  of  organizing  for 
work,  and  transacting  such  business  as  would  come  before  us.  The  election 
of  officers  resulted  as  follows  : 

President,  Rev.  C.  Huber;  Vice-President,  Rev.  Wm.  Schuelzke;  Secretary, 
Rev.  W.  T.  Grommisch;  and  Treasurer,  Mr.  George  H.  Knollenberg.  This 
meeting  was  held  at  Dixon,  Ill ,  in  order  that  we  might  be  able  to  consult 
with  the  Board  of  Education,  which  was  in  session  at  the  same  time  and 
place. 

A  conference  of  about  an  hour  and  a  half  was  held  writh  the  Board.  We 
would  have  been  glad,  according  to  the  recommendation  of  the  General  Synod, 
to  transfer  all  the  interests  and  concerns  to  the  Board  of  Education,  but  they 
were  not  prepared  to  receive  them  in  the  shape  in  which  they  were.  In  view 
of  this  fact,  the  following  action  was  taken  by  our  Board  : 

Resolved,  That  the  German  Seminary  at  Chicago  be  continued  as  heretofore, 
until  further  action,  and  in  accordance  with  the  resolutions  of  the  General 
Synod. 

There  was  no  other  alternative  at  this  time.  We  realized  the  importance 
of  this  work,  and  though  many  discouragements  were  facing  us,  we  felt  that 
it  was  absolutely  necessary  to  continue. 

THE  ACTION  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION. 

After  the  conference  held  with  the  Board  of  Education,  the  following  action 
was  communicated  to  us  in  reference  to  this  matter : 

1.  Resolved,  That  as  soon  as  adequate  arrangements  can  be  completed  for 
the  support  of  a  German  Professor,  and  a  suitable  incumbent  for  such  chair 
can  be  secured,  we  open  the  German  Department  in  the  Western  Theological 
Seminary. 

2.  Resolved,  That  at  such  time  the  German  Seminary  at  Ghicago,  according 
to  the  statement  of  its  Directors,  be  discontinued,  and  the  property  disposed  of 
in  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  General  Synod. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Education  fully  appreciates  the  importance 
of  our  German-English  work,  as  set  forth  by  the  Directors  of  the  German 
Seminary,  and  assures  the  brethren  of  our  German  congregations  of  our  hearty 
sympathy  with  them  in  securing  such  advantages  for  their  young  pastors  and 
students  as  will  make  them  of  the  highest  efficiency. 

4.  Resolved,  That  we  ask  of  our  German  pastors  and  congregations  their 
hearty  co-operation  in  our  efforts  to  attain  the  ends  above  indicated,  and  to 
urge  their  people  to  give  not  only  the  full  apportionment,  but  also  funds  for 
seminary  endowment. 

THE  WORK  OF  THE  YEAR  1 897  TO  1 898. 

In  accordance  with  the  action  taken  at  Dixon,  the  Seminary  work  was  con¬ 
tinued  at  Chicago  with  the  same  faculty.  The  number  of  students  present  dur- 
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ing  the  year  was  ten;  four  of  these  were  sent  out  at  the  close  of  the  Seminary 
year  to  do  work  for  the  Master.  The  members  of  the  Board  who  are  familiar 
with  the  work  regarded  this  the  best  year  in  the  history  of  the  Seminary.  On 
the  whole,  an  excellent  class  of  young  men  were  in  attendance,  and  the  year’s 
work,  on  the  part  of  the  faculty  and  students,  was  most  satisfactory.  There 
have  been  so  many  difficulties  to  contend  with  from  the  very  beginning  of  this 
work  that  it  was  a  very  hard  matter  to  get  it  upon  such  a  basis  that  the  best 
results  could  be  secured.  But  from  year  to  year  improvements  were  made,  as 
the  means  and  circumstances  allowed. 

ARRANGEMENTS  FOR  THE  FUTURE. 

Whilst  the  Board  of  Directors  felt  satisfied  with  the  work  of  the  past  year, 
yet  they  wanted  to  be  fully  loyal  to  the  action  of  the  General  Synod  at  Mans¬ 
field,  Ohio,  and  of  the  Board  of  Education  at  Dixon,  Illinois.  Hence  the 
question  of  transfer  received  due  consideration  at  the  meeting  of  the  Board 
held  May  io  and  n,  1898.  Efforts  had  been  made  by  the  Executive  Commit¬ 
tee  of  the  Board  of  Directors  to  secure  subscriptions  for  the  support  of  the 
professorship  of  the  contemplated  German  Department,  to  be  opened  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  Western  Theological  Seminary,  but  up  to  the  time  of  the 
meeting  of  the  Board  above  referred  to,  no  tangible  results  had  been  secured. 
We  had  expected  that  the  aggressive  steps  in  this  direction  would  be  taken  by 
those  who  were  not  in  harmony  with  the  work  as  carried  on  at  Chicago.  In 
this  we  were  disappointed.  At  this  meeting  it  was  resolved  to  send  out  an¬ 
other  call,  soliciting  subscriptions  for  this  German  Department,  stating  that  if 
sufficient  money  could  be  secured  by  the  1st  of  August,  1898,  and  a  suitable 
incumbent  for  such  a  chair  be  found,  the  Board  would  be  ready  to  make  the 
transfer. 

The  call  of  the  Committee  for  subscriptions  contained  the  condition  that 
they  be  made  valid  for  three  years.  The  thought  in  this  was  that  during  these 
three  years  the  matter  as  to  the  feasibility  of  such  a  department  could  be  fully 
tested,  and  would  bring  us  to  another  meeting  of  the  General  Synod.  Whilst 
the  responses  to  this  call  were  not  as  liberal  as  the  committee  desired,  yet 
they  were  sufficiently  large  that  the  Board  of  Education  at  its  Annual  Meet¬ 
ing  at  Dixon,  Ill.,  July  28th  and  29th,  1898,  felt  justified  to  take  the  follow¬ 
ing  important  step :  “  Be  it  resolved  by  the  Board  of  Education  that  it  hereby 
elects  Rev.  Prof.  J.  L.  Neve,  Bremen,  Ill.,  Professor  of  German,  Hebrew  and 
Greek  in  the  Western  Theological  Seminary,  on  condition  that  the  salary  be 
raised  by  our  German  brethren  in  the  General  Synod;  and  so  soon  as  assur¬ 
ances  are  received  from  the  committees  having  the  matter  in  charge  that  the 
salary  is  assured,  Prof.  Neve  shall  be  installed.” 

Suffice  it  to  say  in  this  connection,  that  sufficient  money  was  subscribed,  so 
that  Rev.  J.  L.  Neve  was  installed  Professor  of  the  German  Department  in 
the  Western  Theological  Seminary,  Atchison,  Kans.,  Sept.  23,  1898.  A  further 
report  of  this,  and  the  work  of  the  first  year,  does  not  belong  to  our  sphere. 
We  only  hope  and  pray  that  the  hopes  of  its  most  sanguine  friends  may  be 
fully  realized  in  this  work. 
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THE  TROPERTY  INTERESTS  AT  CHICAGO. 

The  Board  of  Directors  was  authorized  at  the  meeting  of  this  Body  at 
Mansfield,  O.,  to  sell  the  real  estate  of  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Chicago, 
III.  Full  authority  was  given  to  execute  a  title  to  said  real  estate.  After  it 
was  determined  that  the  transfer  above  reported  would  be  made,  we  con¬ 
sulted  with  real  estate  agents  at  Chicago,  but  were  advised  not  to  press  the 
sale  of  the  property  at  this  time  if  we  desired  to  realize  a  reasonable  price 
lor  the  same. 

There  are  also  prospects  that  an  elevated  railroad  will  be  built  through 
that  part  of  the  city;  the  survey  that  has  been  made  would  take  the  rear 
part  of  our  property.  Dr.  Severinghaus,  with  whose  property  interests  our 
property  is  so  closely  connected,  is  also  willing  that  the  whole  block  be  put 
on  sale  together,  which  would  be  an  advantage  to  all  concerned,  especially 
would  it  work  to  our  interests.  By  direction  of  the  Executive  Committee  of 
the  Board,  Dr.  Severinghaus  has  had  general  supervision  of  the  property  and 
has  seen  to  it  that  it  has  been  kept  in  proper  repair.  Some  parts  of  it  have 
been  rented,  and  we  may  expect  to  at  least  keep  it  in  good  condition  by  what 


is  realized  in  this  way.

REVIEW  OF  TFIF.  WORK  OF  THE  PAST,  AND  ACKNOWLEDGMENT  OF  SERVICES 

RENDERED. 

Tills  Board  expects  herewith  to  present  its  last  report  to  this  body.  It  may, 
therefore,  be  permitted  to  make  a  fewr  statements. 

Looking  back  over  the  fourteen  years  of  service  rendered  by  this  institution, 
we  cannot  refrain  from  saying:  “What  hath  God  wrought!”  The  two  Ger¬ 
man  Synods  belonging  to  this  body  owe  their  present  strength  to  the  existence 
of  this  institution.  Whilst  a  number  do  not  ow^e  the  institution  anything 
special  from  an  educational  standpoint,  yet  it  has  been  a  refuge,  a  bureau  of 
information  and  a  distributing  center.  Those  of  us  who  have  never  passed 
from  continent  to  continent,  and  made  our  home  in  a  strange  land,  have  no 
idea  of  the  value  and  helpfulness  of  such  a  refuge.  Considering  the  amount 
of  money  invested  from  year  to  year,  we  are  safe  in  saying  that  there  is  not 
another  institution  of  our  Church  that  has  rendered  more  valuable  service,  and 
is  able  to  show  larger  results  than  our  Seminary  at  Chicago.  For  this  we  thank 
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God,  the  giver  of  every  blessing.  It  is  further  proper  to  acknowledge  the  ser¬ 
vices  rendered  by  Dr.  Severinghaus  and  his  co-laborers.  The  Doctor  has  not 
only  rendered  services  of  an  herculean  nature,  but  he  has  also  made  donations 
of  a  most  generous  character.  Under  God  we  owe  to  him,  to  his  untiring 
efforts  and  his  devotion  to  the  cause  so  dear  to  him,  the  present  status  of  our 
German  work. 

We  desire  to  submit  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  That  the  property  interests  of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lu¬ 
theran  Church  in  the  U.  S.  A.,  belonging  to  the  said  German  Theological  Semi¬ 
nary  at  Chicago,  Ill.,  be  transferred  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  said  Seminary 
in  proper  legal  form,  to  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  General  Synod  of  the 
the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  U.  S.  A.,  to  make  disposition  of  the 
same  to  the  best  advantage  possible;  and  that  after  all  claims  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  have  been  settled,  the'  remainder  be  used  by  the  said  Board  of  Edu¬ 
cation  towards  an  endowment  fund  for  the  German  Department  of  the  Western 
Theological  Seminary  at  Atchison,  Kansas,  or  wherever  said  German  Depart¬ 
ment  may  be  carried  on. 

2.  That  the  Professors  of  the  Theological  Department  of  the  Western  Theo¬ 
logical  Seminary  be  herewith  authorized  to  take  charge  of  the  library  and  such 
articles  of  the  furniture  as  they  may  deem  profitable  to  the  Department  at  Atchi¬ 
son,  Kansas,  and  that  the  remainder,  if  there  be  any,  be  disposed  of  by  them, 
the  proceeds  to  be  turned  over  to  the  Board  of  Education  for  the  German 
work.

3.  That  whenever  such  legal  transfer  as  above  referred  to  has  been  com¬ 
pleted,  the  Board  of  Directors  of  said  Seminary  be  authorized  to  dissolve  in  due 
legal  form,  and  report  to  this  body  two  years  hence. 

4.  That  the  traveling  expenses  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  in¬ 
curred  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  amounting  to  $195.60,  of  which  amount 
Mr.  Geo.  H.  Knollenberg  has  advanced  to  different  members  $147.60,  be  paid 
from  the  treasury  of  the  General  Synod.

Report  of  Committee  on  Flan  of  Transfer. 

Your  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  matter  of  reporting  to  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod  a  plan  to  convey  the  property  now  held  by  the  German  Theologi¬ 
cal  Seminary  of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the 
United  States  of  America,  to  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  General  Synod  of 
the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United  States,  beg  leave  to  submit  the 
following  report,  namely  : 

First,  We  recommend  that  the  proper  officers  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
the  German  Theological  Seminary  of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  located  at  Chicago,  Ill., 
authorize  and  empower  its  President  and  Secretary  to  make,  execute,  and  de¬ 
liver  to  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  General  Synod  as  aforesaid,  the  neces¬ 
sary  deed  or  deeds  for  the  real  estate  now  in  the  name  of  the  said  German 
Theological  Seminary,  and  affix  the  corporate  seal  thereto,  and  to  execute 
and  deliver  all  other  papers  and  writings,  and  to  do  and  perform  all  other 
acts  necessary  in  the  premises. 

Second,  We  further  recommend  that  the  General  Synod  now  in  session 
authorize  and  empower  its  President  and  Secretary  to  make,  execute  and 
deliver  to  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  General  Synod  as  aforesaid,  a  deed 
or  deeds  for  said  real  estate  now  in  the  name  of  the  German  Theological  Sem¬ 
inary,  quit  claiming  any  and  all  right,  title  and  interest  said  General  Synod 
may  have  in  said  property  to  said  Board  of  Education  of  the  General  Synod 
as  aforesaid,  and  affix  the  corporate  seal  of  the  General  Synod  thereto.

Resolved,  That  the  proposition  in  the  report  of  the  committee  to  properly 
transfer  the  German  Seminary,  Chicago,  be  adopted. 

Resolution. 

The  following  resolution  was  then  offered  and  passed  by  the 
General  Synod  : 

Resolved,  That  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the  General  Synod  of  the 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America  be  authorized  to 
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make,  execute  and  deliver  to  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  General  Synod  of 
the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United  States  a  quit-claim  for  any 
and  all  right,  title  and  interest  they  may  have  in  the  real  estate  now  in  the 
name  of  the  German  Theological  Seminary  of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evan¬ 
gelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United  States,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized 
to  sign  the  corporate  name  and  affix  the  official  seal  of  the  General  Synod  of 
the  United  States  thereto. 

Resolved,  That  the  sale  of  the  new  German  Hymn  Book  be  entrusted  to  the 
German  Literary  Board  of  the  Wartburg  and  Nebraska  Synods,  and  that  all 
profits  received  from  the  sale  of  the  same  be  at  the  disposal  of  the  Board  of 
Education  and  by  said  Board  to  be  applied  to  the  support  of'  the  German  De¬ 
partment  of  the  Western  Theological  Seminary. 

Whereas,  The  work  of  German  Theological  Education,  which  has  been 
carried  on  for  fourteen  years  in  the  City  of  Chicago,  has  by  action  of  this 
Synod  been  transferred  to  another  place  and  put  in  other  hands,  we  desire  to 
place  on  record  our  appreciation  of  the  faithful  and  devoted  labors  of  the  Rev, 
J.  D.  Severinghaus,  D.  D.,  who  during  these  years  has  been  President  of  this 
institution.  We  recognize  that  the  encouraging  success  reported  by  our  Ger¬ 
man  Synods  is  largely  owing  to  his  untiring  efforts.  We  pray  that,  as  he  re¬ 
tires  from  these  duties  so  long  and  so  efficiently  performed,  upon  him  and  his 
the  blessing  of  the  Head  of  the  Church. 

Time  and  Place  of  Next  Meeting. 

Dr.  j.  A.  Wirt  invited  the  Synod  to  meet  in  Des  Moines,  Iowa. 

Resolved ,  That  the  Secretary  cast  the  ballot  in  favor  of  Des  Moines,  Iowa, 
as  the  next  place  of  meeting. 

Resolved,  That  the  time  be  the  first  Wednesday  after  Whitsunday,  1901,  at 
8  o’clock  p.  m. 

Resolved,  That  the  apportionment  for  the  General  Synod  Treasury  be  4}^ 
cents. 

Report  of  Committee  on  Ecclesiastical  Correspondence  with 

Other  Bodies. 

Your  Committee  on  Correspondence  with  other  Ecclesiastical  Bodies  beg 
leave  to  submit  the  following: 

1.  An  interesting  report  from  Rev.  Chas.  Edward  Keller,  the  fraternal  dele¬ 
gate  from  this  Body  to  the  United  Synod  of  the  South,  at  Newberry,  S.  C., 
May,  1898 : 

“Your  delegate  was  most  cordially  received,  and  presented  the  fraternal  re¬ 
gards  of  the  General  Synod.  The  President  assured  him  that  these  were 
heartily  reciprocated,  and  later  the  Synod  appointed  a  delegate  to  this  body, 
for  whom  we  bespeak  the  kindliest  attention  and  highest  regard. 

Our  brethren  in  the  Southland  are  earnestly  at  work  to  extend  our  Lutheran 
Zion,  not  only  in  their  own  midst,  where  opportunities  abound,  but  have 
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missionaries  in  Japan ;  the  blessing  of  God  follows  their  efforts  to  their  en¬ 
couragement,  and,  doubtless,  to  our  delight. 

We  were  impressed  with  the  absence  of  friction;  the  only  rivalry  apparent 
was  in  loyalty  to  the  great  Church  of  the  Reformation. 

In  this  United  Synod,  shades  of  Lutheranism  do  exist,  and  so  may  we  learn 
that  accepting  that  which  is  fundamental  to  true  Lutheranism  we  may  yet 
have  differences  which  do  not  divide,  but  rather  cement  the  bond  of  union.’’ 

Rev.  L.  A.  Fox,  D.  D.  appeared  as  the  accredited  delegate  from  the  above 
Synod,  and  presented  its  fraternal  regards  with  many  kind  words  of  hope  for 
future  union  and  co-operation  in  our  work.  The  President  responded  very 
happily,  and  expressed  the  friendly  spirit  of  this  Body,  and  its  wish  to  repeat 
the  interchange  of  delegates. 

2.  Is  the  report  of  Rev.  Dr.  S.  F.  Breckenridge,  delegate  from  the  General 
Synod  to  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

“  For  reasons  not  necessary  to  mention,  your  fraternal  representative  was 
prevented  from  attending  the  meeting  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Pres¬ 
byterian  Church  in  person,  at  Winona,  Ind.,  in  May,  1898.  A  letter  of  frater¬ 
nal  greeting,  however,  was  addressed  to  that  Body,  and  an  invitation  extended 
to  the  Assembly  to  commission  a  fraternal  representative  to  attend  the  General 
Synod  some  time  during  its  meeting  in  York,  Pa. 

The  properly  commissioned  delegate,  Rev.  Dr.  E.  T.  Jeffers,  of  this  city,  ap¬ 
peared  before  the  Synod  and  very  felicitously  presented  the  fraternal  greetings 
of  his  Church,  and  was  responded  to  by  our  President  in  a  very  acceptable 
manner. 

3.  Is  a  telegram  from  Rev.  Calvin  S.  Gerhard,  D.  D.,  President  of  General 
Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States,  in  session  at  Tiffin,  O., 
“  tendering  the  cordial  greetings  to  our  brethren  of  the  Lutheran  Church,  re¬ 
joicing  in  your  prosperity.” 

4.  Is  a  certificate  signed  by  the  President,  Rev.  Dr.  E.  F.  Moldehnke,  and 
English  Secretary,  Rev.  William  K.  Frick,  of  the  General  Council  of  the 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  North  America,  appointing  the  Rev.  Joseph 
A.  Seiss,  D.  D.  LL.  D.,  as  the  official  visitor  from  that  Body  to  this  Conven¬ 
tion. 

The  presence  of  Dr.  Seiss  was  heartily  greeted,  and  his  address,  in  offering 
the  fraternal  regards  of  the  General  Council,  was  well  received  and  frequently 
emphasized  by  genuine  applause.  He  expressed  his  personal  satisfaction  with 
the  growing  feeling  of  “  unity  of  the  spirit  in  the  bonds  of  peace”  between 
these  two  great  bodies  of  Lutherans  in  the  United  States,  and  delighted  to 
witness  the  mutual  strong  endeavors  to  magnify  the  welfare  of  the  Church. 
The  President  responded  in  very  felicitous  terms  to  the  address,  giving  assur¬ 
ance  of  a  similar  devotion  to  a  United  Church  in  the  not  far  distant  future. 
The  occasion  was  a  very  auspicious  one. 

5.  Is  the  report  of  Rev.  J.  H.  Weber.  D.  D.,  the  fraternal  delegate  from  our 
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Church,  appointed  at  the  Mansfield  Convention,  to  the  General  Synod  of  the 
Reformed  Church  in  America : 

“  Your  delegate,  to  whom  was  assigned  the  pleasant  duty  of  bearing  the  fra¬ 
ternal  greetings  of  this  Synod  to  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church 
in  America,  would  most  respectfully  report  that  he  complied  with  your  instruc¬ 
tions  by  attending  the  ninety-second  regular  session  of  that  Synod,  held  at 
Asbury  Park,  N.  J.,  June  1-8,  1898.  He  was  most  cordially  received  by  that 
body,  and  an  opportunity  was  cheerfully  and  promptly  granted  him  to  present 
the  fraternal  greetings  of  this  Synod.  Plis  remarks  were  listened  to  with  re¬ 
spectful  attention,  and  were  heartily  applauded.  The  President,  Rev.  E.  B. 
Coe,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  replied  in  a  most  respectful  and  fraternal  manner,  showing 
by  his  acts  as  well  as  by  words  their  high  fraternal  regard  for  this  body. 

They  elected  Rev.  Henry  M.  Cox,  of  New  York  City,  as  their  fraternal  rep¬ 
resentative  to  this  Synod  at  this  time.” 

6.  Following  Dr.  Weber’s  report  came  a  certificate  from  the  stated  clerk  of 
the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  America,  appointing  Rev. 
Dr.  Henry  M.  Cox  as  the  corresponding  delegate  from  that  body  to  this  Con¬ 
vention  of  the  General  Synod.  Herewith  is  also  presented  the  very  interest¬ 
ing  report  by  the  delegate  : 

Dear  Brethren  :  The  pleasant  task  has  been  assigned  me  of  conveying  to 
your  venerable  body  the  fraternal  salutations  of  the  Reformed  Church  in 
America. 

It  would  have  been  particularly  gratifying  had  I  been  permitted  to  do  so 
in  person,  for  I  am  sure  I  should  have  recognized  among  your  number  some 
at  least  of  the  friends  of  former  years,  if  not  of  my  own  kinsmen  according  to 
the  flesh,  many  of  whom  have  been  closely  identified  with  one  of  the  oldest  of 
your  schools  of  the  prophets,  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Hartwick,  N.  Y., 
where  under  the  tuition  of  my  venerated  grandfather,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Miller,  I 
received  no  small  part  of  my  own  classical  and  religious  training.  I  am  com¬ 
missioned,  however,  to  speak  not  for  myself,  but  as  the  representative  of  a 
church  whose  history  and  traditions,  like  your  own,  are  so  intimately  associated 
with  that  new  departure  in  ecclesiastical  life  and  doctrine  which  was  inaug¬ 
urated  during  the  Reformation  period. 

If  we  have  sometimes  seemed  to  be  separated  by  theological  barriers,  we 
rejoice  that  we  are  as  one  with  you  in  all  that  pertains  to  the  essentials  of 
sound  doctrine  and  of  a  true  evangelical  spirit.  If  you  magnify  the  grace  of 
God  by  the  emphasis  you  put  upon  the  sublime  principle  of  justification  by 
faith,  you  strike  a  note  that  awakens  a  glad  response  in  our  own  hearts.  If 
this  is  the  corner-stone  of  Lutheranism,  it  is  also  with  us  a  foundation  truth 
which  is  as  closely  incorporated  in  the  teachings  of  our  Heidelberg  Catechism 
as  it  is  in  your  own  doctrinal  standards.  Your  zeal  for  the  word  of  God,  the 
importance  you  attach  to  the  early  indoctrination  of  the  children  of  the  church 
by  catechetical  instruction,  the  liturgical  spirit  of  your  communion  and  the 
value  you  set  upon  sound  learning  and  an  educated  ministry,  are  all  in  har- 
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mony  with  the  churchly  ideals  which  are  most  highly  cherished  among  our¬ 
selves.  Not  less  strong  is  the  bond  of  sympathy  growing  out  of  our  common 
missionary  spirit,  which  insists  not  only  on  the  speedy  evangelization  of  our 
own  land,  but  in  the  conquest  of  the  world  for  Christ.  We  are  at  work,  as  we 
have  been  for  years,  in  India  and  China  and  Japan,  and  more  recently  have 
been  carrying  the  gospel  to  the  children  of  Ishmael  in  long  neglected  Arabia. 

I  shall  send  herewith  a  copy  of  the  minutes  of  our  last  General  Synod,  in 
which  the  details  of  our  condition  and  progress  are  more  fully  set  forth. 
Meanwhile,  with  renewed  expressions  of  fraternal  interest  and  regard,  and  with 
fervent  prayers  for  the  blessing  of  the  great  Head  of  the  Church  upon  all  your 
labors  in  the  gospel,  I  am,  on  behalf  of  the  body  I  have  the  honor  to  repre¬ 
sent,  yours  in  the  bonds  of  Christian  love  and  fellowship,

7.  Is  the  report  of  the  Rev.  M.  W.  Hamma,  D.  D.,  the  fraternal  delegate  to 
the  United  Norwegian  Synod  of  the  Northwest:  “Your  fraternal  delegate 
to  the  United  Norwegian  Synod  of  the  Northwest  respectfully  reports  that 
he  discharged  his  duty  to  the  best  of  his  ability,  by  visiting  said  Synod  con¬ 
vened  at  St.  Paul,  in  June  last,  and  communicated  the  fraternal  greetings  of 
this  body. 

He  takes  pleasure  in  stating  that  he  was  received  with  great  cordiality,  and 
had  extended  to  him  every  courtesy  becoming  his  mission. 

He  found  a  large  body  of  most  intelligent  men  zealously  and  successfully 
engaged  in  the  Master’s  work  through  the  faith  and  the  practiced  instrumen¬ 
tality  of  our  common  Church. 

He  recommends  that  this  fraternal  relation,  so  auspiciously  begun,  be  con¬ 
tinued,  and  a  delegate  appointed  to  their  next  meeting.” 

Your  Committee  suggest  first,  that  this  Convention  of  the  General  Synod 
records,  with  a  deep  sense  of  appreciation,  its  great  satisfaction  with  these 
fraternal  greetings  and  actions  by  the  official  Bodies  of  sister  Churches,  and 
express  the  fervent  hope  that  the  friendly  relations  may  remain  uninterrupted 
and  grow  into  a  hearty  co-operation  for  advancing  the  kingdom  of  the  Master 
in  their  distinctive  spheres  of  labor. 

We  also  recommend  the  continuance  of  this  interchange  of  fraternal  dele¬ 
gates  with  the  several  religious  Bodies  with  which  we  are  in  correspondence.

Report  of  Committee  on  Memorial  of  German  Nebraska  Synod. 

From  papers  placed  in  our  hands  we  learn : 

1.  That  the  German  Lutheran  congregation  of  West  Sterling,  Nebraska, 
Rev.  J.  Wolff,  pastor,  has  been  troubled  by  a  party  of  its  former  membership, 
which  favors  the  German  Iowa  Synod,  and  is  now  threatened  with  ejection  from 
the  rightful  possession  of  its  property. 

2.  That  a  litigation  covering  several  years  has  resulted  in  the  decision  of  the 
court  that  the  matter  at  issue  does  not  properly  come  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  civil  court;  and  that  a  declaration  of  the  highest  ecclesiastical  authorities 
must  be  presented  before  it  can  give  a  final  decision.  Therefore,  we  declare  : 
as  a  general  rule,  church  property  ought  to  remain  in  possession  of  the  party 
which  acquired  such  property,  so  long  as  a  competent  number  of  members 
remain  to  execute  the  original  purpose  of  the  organization,  and  adhere  to  the 
original  doctrinal  basis. 

3.  That  as  regards  the  differences  between  the  German  Iowa  Synod  and 
this  General  Synod,  of  which  the  German  Nebraska  Synod  is  a  part,  we  declare 
that,  while  both  of  the  aforementioned  bodies  are  Lutheran  bodies,  there  are 
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nevertheless  differences,  inasmuch  as  the  German  Iowa  Synod  holds  views 
which  are  not  held  by  this  General  Synod. 

4.  That  this  General  Synod,  the  oldest  General  Lutheran  body  in  America, 
by  reason  of  its  holding  the  Augsburg  Confession,  the  original  and  funda¬ 
mental  Lutheran  Confession,  is  a  true  Lutheran  body,  and  has  been  so  recog¬ 
nized  by  the  courts,  and  in  the  history  of  the  Lutheran  church  as  a  whole.

Report  of  Committee  on  Temperance. 

Your  Committee  on  Temperance  respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

Recognizing  the  liquor  traffic  as  the  prolific  source  of  pauperism,  insanity 
and  crime,  entailing  tremendous  financial  burdens  upon  the  people,  destroying 
home  life  in  thousands  of  instances,  imperiling  the  stability  of  our  civic  life 
and  blocking  the  progress  of  the  Church  of  Christ;  therefore,  be  it 

1.  Resolved,  That  this  Synod  reaffirms  its  past  deliverances  on  this  subject 
and  earnestly  protests  against  the  habit  of  and  traffic  in  strong  drink. 

2.  Resolved,  That  in  every  practicable  way,  as  ministers  and  members  of  the 
Church,  we  use  our  influence  by  precept  and  example  against  this  arch-enemy 
of  our  cherished  institutions  and  wage  a  relentless  warfare  against  its  aggres¬ 
sions. 

3.  Resolved,  That  we  commend  the  American  Anti-Saloon  League  and  its 
auxiliaries  in  the  several  states  to  the  sympathy  and  co-operation  of  our  Luth¬ 
eran  people.  We  rejoice  in  the  unification  of  forces  against  the  liquor  traffic, 
which  its  non-partisan  and  non-sectarian  character  and  its  practical  methods 
of  work  have  made  possible,  and  bid  it  God-speed  in  its  efforts  ultimately  to 
overthrow  the  saloon  power  in  state  and  nation. 

4.  Resolved,  That  the  President  of  the  General  Synod  appoint  ten  delegates 
and  alternates  to  the  annual  convention  of  the  American  Anti-Saloon  League 
to  be  held  during  the  ensuing  biennium,  and  also  a  member  of  the  National 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  League. 

5.  Resolved,  That  we  commend  the  temperance  work  of  the  Women’s 
Christian  Temperance  Union  in  both  of  its  branches,  and  the  various  organiza¬ 
tions  working  along  educational  and  total  abstinence  lines  so  necessary  to  final 
success. 

6.  Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  authorize  a  Permanent  Committee  of 
Temperance,  and  that  the  President  be  instructed  to  appoint  such  a  Committee 
for  two  years,  to  consist  of  fifteen  members,  said  Committee  to  note  the  needs 
and  progress  of  the  temperance  reform  and  report  to  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Synod,  making  such  recommendations  as  they  may  deem  necessary. 

7.  Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  hereby  expresses  its  earnest  disap¬ 
proval  of  the  recently  promulgated  opinion  of  the  Attorney  General  and  order 
of  the  Secretary  of  War  by  which  a  plain  and  unmistakable  act  of  Congress

forbidding  the  army  “  canteen,”  in  accordance  with  the  will  of  the  people  has 
been  disregarded  and  nullified,  and  we  therefore  urge  upon  the  President,  not 
only  as  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  Army  and  Navy,  but  as  the  Chief  Execu¬ 
tive  of  the  Nation,  to  see  that  the  army  “  canteen  ”  is  prohibited,  and  the  act 
of  Congress  enforced. 

8.  Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Synod  be  tendered  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Navy,  John  D.  Long,  for  his  voluntary  order  forbidding  the  issuance  of 
intoxicating  liquors  on  board  vessels  and  in  stations  and  other  territory  under 
naval  authority. 

9.  Resolved,  That  the  signing  of  liquor  license  applications  by  members  of 
the  Church,  is  in  conflict  with  its  spirit  and  teaching,  and  that  persons  so  doing 
should  be  disciplined.

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Transportation. 

Your  Committee  on  Transportation  has  finished  its  work  for  the  convention 
of  1899  and  also  for  that  of  the  Woman’s  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary 
Society.  Reduced  rates  were  secured  on  all  the  railways  in  the  United  States 
east  of  Chicago,  and  special  concessions  for  many  clerical  delegates  west  of 
Chicago  as  far  as  California. 

Only  ten  (10)  mistakes  were  made  in  the  purchase  of  tickets  and  the  secur¬ 
ing  of  certificates,  as  over  against  twenty-three  (23)  two  years  ago.  This  evi¬ 
dences  that  “  line  upon  line  ”  and  “  precept  upon  precept  ”  have  produced  good 
results.  All  the  mistakes  can  be  traced  to  turning  aside  from  the  circular  of 
instructions  and  taking  the  advice  of  those  who  are  not  responsible  and  will 
never  have  any  trouble  or  concern  about  correcting  them.  The  same  splendid 
record  as  of  other  years  and  the  same  standard  of  honorable  faith  with  the 
railways  has  been  maintained,  not  one  delegate  or  visitor  having  violated  the 
promises  made  on  behalf  of  this  Convention.  This  is  good  Lutheran  practice. 
At  a  minimum  estimate  the  amount  saved  to  the  General  Synod  is  $1214.67. 
Three  hundred  and  fifty  (350)  delegates  and  visitors  reported  to  the  Transpor¬ 
tation  Committee. 

As  in  other  years  a  large  number  of  the  delegates  and  visitors  did  not  use 
and  did  not  adhere  to  the  plans  of  the  Committee.  This  is  to  be  regretted,  as 
a  certain  number  of  standard  certificates  are  absolutely  required  to  secure  the 
concessions.  During  the  past  year  your  Committee  has  secured  free  transpor¬ 
tation  by  express  and  freight  for  boxes  of  clothing  and  supplies  for  our  western 
pastors,  and  in  some  cases  also  for  church  furniture. 

Your  Committee  offer  the  following : 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Luth- 
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eran  Church  in  the  United  States  are  tendered  to  the  railways  in  the  Trunk 
Line  Association  and  Central  Passenger  Association  for  reduced  rates  to  all 
delegates  and  visitors  to  the  Convention,  and  to  railway  lines  in  the  Western 
Passenger  Association  and  Central  Passenger  territory,  which  granted  clerical 
delegates  half-fare  permits.

Report  of  Visitor  to  National  Convention  of  Lutheran  Young  People. 

As  the  visitor  to  the  conventions  of  Lutheran  young  people,  appointed  in 
accordance  with  the  resolution  adopted  at  the  last  meeting,  I  beg  to  report 
that  the  Luther  League  of  America,  composed  of  Lutheran  young  people’s 
societies  connected  with  this  and  ether  synodical  bodies,  held  a  convention  in 
New  York  City  in  October  last.  The  meetings  were  held  in  Holy  Trinity 
church  and  attended  by  about  400  delegates  of  state,  district  and  local  or¬ 
ganizations.  The  papers  and  discussions  were  upon  topics  relating  to  the 
young  people’s  work  in  the  church.  The  President  of  this  Synod,  Rev.  M. 
W.  Hamma,  D.  D.,  was  present  and  participated  in  the  convention.  The 
closing  session  was  held  in  the  large  Carnegie  Music  Hall  and  was  an  inspir¬ 
ing  meeting,  the  principal  address  being  delivered  by  the  Hon.  Geo.  L.  Wel¬ 
lington,  U.  S.  Senator,  of  Maryland.  The  next  convention  will  be  held  in 
1900,  at  a  place  yet  to  be  selected. 

The  Lutheran  Young  People’s  Christian  Endeavor  Union,  composed  of  the 
societies  of  Christian  Endeavor  in  connection  with  churches  of  our  General 
Synod,  held  rallies  during  the  meetings  of  the  International  Christian  Endeavor 
Conventions  in  1897  in  the  First  Church  at  San  Francisco,  and  in  1898  in  the 
Lutheran  church  at  Nashville,  Tenn.  Being  unable  to  attend  these  meetings 
I  cannot  report  as  to  the  attendance.  Rev.  M.  F.  Troxell,  D.  D.,  of  Springfield, 
Ill.,  is  now  President  of  this  Union.  The  next  rally  will  be  held  in  Detroit  in 
July.  E.  F.  EILERT.

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Report  of  the  Committee  on  Literary  and  Theological  Institutions. 

The  chairman  of  your  committee  addressed  a  note  to  the  head  of  each  one 
of  the  institutions  mentioned  below,  requesting  him  to  prepare  and  forward  to 
the  chairman  such  a  statement  concerning  his  school  as  he  might  deem  proper 
to  appear  in  the  report  of  your  Committee  on  Literary  and  Theological  Insti¬ 
tutions.  The  responses  thus  obtained  and  copied  verbatim  make  up  the  body 
of  this  report. 

The  several  institutions  are  mentioned  in  the  order  of  their  founding,  begin¬ 
ning  with  the  oldest. 

HARTWICK  SEMINARY. 

Statement  made  by  Rev.  Alfred  Hiller,  D.  D. 

Hartwick  Seminary,  the  oldest  Lutheran  institution  in  the  General  Synod, 
was  established  in  1797.  The  number  of  students  is  gradually  increasing. 
Several  legacies  have  been  received  since  the  last  meeting  of  the  General 
Synod.  We  have  a  financial  agent  in  the  field  who  is  canvassing  New  York 
State.  Of  the  students  in  attendance  fourteen  are  preparing  for  the  ministry. 
Of  these,  nine  are  pursuing  theological  studies.  Two  graduated  in  theology 
last  year,  and  two  will  graduate  this  year.  There  are  nine  graduates  in  the 
classical  department.  The  faculty  the  same  as  last  report,  with  the  exception 
of  music,  which  is  now  taught  by  Miss  Clara  Pitcher,  and  Miss  Enders  has 
charge  of  the  female  department.  The  outlook  for  the  future,  upon  the  whole, 
is  hopeful. 

THE  THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY  OF  THE  GENERAL  SYNOD,  GETTYSBURG,  PA. 

Statement  by  Rev.  T.  C.  Billheimer,  D.  D. 

During  the  last  two  years  this  institution  has  enjoyed  a  fair  prosperity,  and 
made  some  progress  in  educational  equipment.  By  the  funds  set  apart  for  the 
purpose  from  the  Singmaster  legacy,  the  library  has  been  supplied  with  many 
volumes  suited  to  the  needs  of  both  professors  and  students.  At  the  recent 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  the  Singmaster  Professorship  of  Biblical 
Theology  was  filled  by  the  unanimous  election  of  Rev.  J.  A.  Singmaster,  D.  D., 
of  Allentown,  Pa.  It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  he  will  accept  the  appointment. 

Though  the  debt  created  in  the  erection  of  the  new  hall  and  in  making  other 
needed  improvements  has  not  yet  been  paid,  the  Board  has  taken  action  which 
it  is  confidently  believed  will  result  in  its  early  liquidation.  The  student  roll 
for  the  last  year  shows  forty-six,  of  whom  seven  are  in  post-graduate  courses. 
The  senior  class  of  fourteen  received  regular  graduation,  six  of  them  with  the 
degree  of  B.  D.  In  the  interest  of  advancing  thoroughness  of  education,  the 
required  grade  for  the  B.  D.  degree,  in  both  resident  and  post-graduate  courses, 
was  raised  from  80  to  85.  The  prospects  for  the  Seminary  are  cheering. 
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PENNSYLVANIA  COLLEGE. 

Statement  by  President  H.  W.  McKnight,  D.  D.,  LL.  D. 

Pennsylvania  College,  Gettysburg,  Pa.,  has  exhibited  vigorous  life  and  a 
progressive  spirit  during  the  biennium.  The  enrollment  of  students  for 
1 897-98  was  263,  the  largest  in  its  history,  and  for  1898-99  it  has  been  254. 
While  the  enrollment  for  the  current  year  shows  a  slight  loss  in  the  Prepara¬ 
tory  Department,  owing  to  the  establishment  of  new  academies  and  the 
improvement  of  high  schools,  particularly  of  the  high  school  of  Gettysburg,  it 
is  also  marked  by  the  largest  attendance  in  the  classes  of  the  college  proper. 
To  meet  an  urgent  need,  a  new  and  elegant  dormitory  building  was  erected 
during  the  fall  of  1897  and  occupied  in  January,  1898.  It  affords  accommoda¬ 
tions  for  students  equal  to  those  of  the  largest  and  best  institutions  of  the 
country.  The  Biological  Department  has  been  thoroughly  equipped,  and  is 
doing  work  which  is  accepted  by  the  best  Medical  Schools  in  lieu  of  their  first 
year  work. 

Interest  in  Bible  study  is  steadily  growing.  In  addition  to  the  work  done  in 
the  English  Bible  Department  in  the  required  courses  of  study,  a  number  of 
private  classes  have  been  formed  and  hold  regular  meetings  for  more  devotional 
study  of  the  Bible.  The  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  one  of  the  oldest  in  American  Colleges, 
has  been  thoroughly  active,  pushing  its  work  vigorously  along  all  lines  of 
Christian  activity.  The  course  of  lectures  on  Luther’s  Smaller  Catechism, 
given  by  the  chaplain,  has  been  well  attended,  proving  both  interesting  and 
profitable.  Financially,  though  needing  much,  the  institution  has  been  suf¬ 
ficiently  successful  to  meet  fully  its  annual  expenditures  and  have  a  small 
balance  in  its  treasury. 

WITTENBERG  COLLEGE. 

Statement  by  President  S.  A.  Ort,  D.  D.,  LL.  D. 

During  the  past  two  years  Wittenberg  College  has  had  fair  prosperity.  The 
enrollment  has  been  as  follows:  1897-8,  395;  1898-9,  401.  The  theological, 
collegiate  and  academical  departments  have  been  in  a  flourishing  condition. 
Twenty-one  divinity  students  and  fifty-six  undergraduates  were  graduated. 
Notwithstanding  the  powerful  competition  of  forty  schools  claiming  share  in 
the  work  of  higher  education,  and  especially  of  the  State  University  with  its 
offer  of  free  tuition,  Wittenberg  College  has  continued  to  hold  a  front  place 
with  the  chief  colleges  of  Ohio.  In  quality  of  work  done,  it  stands  second  to 
none  of  these  institutions.  At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board,  action  was  taken 
looking  to  substantial  improvements,  increase  of  endowment  and  enlargement 
of  facilities.  The  spirit  of  enterprise  is  abroad  among  the  friends  of  Wittenberg. 

CARTHAGE  COLLEGE. 

Statement  by  President  J.  M.  Ruthrauff,  D.  D. 

All  things  considered,  this  institution  has  made  commendable  progress  dur- 
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ing  the  last  two  years.  The  attendance  in  1897-8  was  160.  During  the  year 
just  closed,  168. 

The  college  classes  are  gradually  increasing.  A  goodly  number  of  students 
have  the  ministry  in  view.  Two  young  women  have  been  preparing  for  foreign 
missionary  work. 

The  Christian  Associations  of  the  college  are  in  a  healthful  condition,  em¬ 
bracing  fully  50  per  cent,  of  the  students  in  their  membership. 

Two  legacies  of  $1000  each  were  received  during  the  last  year.  The  finan¬ 
ces  of  the  college  are  improving,  but  the  great  need  is  more  ample  equipment 
and  endowment.  A  movement  is  now  being  prosecuted  which  promises  to 
secure  this  end  in  large  measure. 

SUSQUEHANNA  UNIVERSITY. 

Statement  by  President  J.  R.  Dimm,  D.  D. 

This  institution,  in  all  three  of  its  departments — theological,  collegiate  and 
preparatory — has  been  doing  increasing  work  since  the  last  meeting  of  the 
General  Synod. 

The  number  of  its  students  during  the  year  now  ending  is  174 — a  consider¬ 
able  increase  over  that  of  last  year.  Of  these,  fifteen  have  been  in  the  the¬ 
ological  department,  four  of  whom,  now  being  ordained  by  the  Susquehanna 
Synod,  will  be  graduated  in  June. 

There  were  in  college  67,  in  preparatory  90,  and  post-graduate  2.  It  is  now 
five  years  since  its  expansion  from  the  old  form  of  the  Missionary  Institute,  and 
for  seventeen  years  there  has  not  been  one  in  which  this  school  has  not  seen 
an  increase  of  students  over  the  preceding  year. 

The  territory  over  which  this  school  has  the  Lutheran  control  almost  ex¬ 
clusively,  is  the  northern  half  of  Pennsylvania.  It  is  a  country  in  which  the 
wealth  and  educational  interests  are  in  their  course  of  first  development. 
Lutheranism,  especially  in  the  northern  part,  is  in  an  incipient  stage  of  ad¬ 
vancement. 

The  work  of  this  institution  is  divided  into  five  courses :  The  theological, 
the  classical,  the  Latin  scientific,  the  Greek  scientific  and  the  preparatory 
course.  To  carry  on  the  instruction  in  all  these  courses  and  departments 
there  are  thirteen  teachers  engaged— eight  of  whom  are  regular  professors. 

The  buildings  in  use  are  three :  Selinsgrove  Hall,  Gustavus  Adolphus  Hall 
and  the  “  Sell  Memorial  ”  laboratory.  An  additional  tract  of  six  acres  of  land 
has  been  bought  on  which  the  Alumni  are  actively  engaged  to  erect  a  gym¬ 
nasium.  Every  room  in  all  the  buildings  has  been  occupied  during  the  past 
year,  and  another  dormitory,  or  a  preparatory  department  separate,  is  now 
imperatively  demanded.  The  property  is  bound  by  constitution  and  charter  to 
the  General  Synod  of  the  Lutheran  Church,  and,  therefore,  with  propriety  the 
interest  and  aid  of  the  whole  church  may  be  solicited  for  the  advancement  of 
this  institution. 
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MIDLAND  COLLEGE. 

Statement  by  President  J.  A.  Clutz,  D.  D. 

The  past  two  years  have  not  been  in  any  way  eventful  years.  We  have  just 
about  held  our  own  in  attendance  and  also  financially.  This,  however,  we  regard 
as  doing  very  well  under  all  the  circumstances.  In  spite  of  general  prosperity, 
we  still  feel  the  effects  of  the  long  years  of  financial  depression,  and  also  of  the 
low  prices  of  farm  produce  and  the  partial  failure  of  the  crops.  For  our  board¬ 
ing  students  we  are  largely  dependent  on  the  farming  communities,  and  these 
have  not  yet  felt  the  return  of  prosperity  to  the  same  extent  as  the  commercial 
and  manufacturing  communities.  Our  catalogue  for  the  current  year,  recently 
issued,  shows  an  attendance  of  125  students  in  the  college  and  preparatory 
departments.  If  we  were  to  add  the  names  of  all  the  music  and  art  students 
taught  by  our  teachers,  as  most  institutions  do,  we  would  catalogue  nearly  200 
names. 

The  great  need  of  the  college  is  more  money  both  for  endowment  and  for 
better  equipment,  in  order  to  be  in  a  condition  to  compete  with  other  institu¬ 
tions  both  state  and  church.  However,  we  feel  greatly  encouraged  and  realize 
more  and  more  every  year  the  close  and  vital  connection  between  this  work 
and  the  general  missionary  work  on  this  western  territory.  The  work  here  is 
doing  more  to  place  our  churches  on  this  territory  on  a  sound  and  safe  basis 
than  can  well  be  understood  by  those  who  are  not  familiar  with  the  situation 
by  close  personal  observation. 

THE  WESTERN  THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY. 

Statement  by  Rev.  F.  D.  Altman,  D.  D. 

We  are  trying  to  meet,  in  a  practical  way,  the  needs  of  the  western  field. 
Already  thirteen  young  men  have  graduated  from  the  seminary  here  and  are 
occupying  charges  in  Kansas,  Nebraska  and  Colorado.  The  enrollment  for 
the  present  year  is  nine.  A  German  department  has  been  created  and  Rev. 
J.  L.  Neve  has  been  elected  professor  of  same.  The  aim  of  this  department 
is  to  prepare  a  ministry  for  our  German  and  German-English  congregations. 
The  venture  made  in  this  direction  promises  success.  Indications  are  favor¬ 
able  for  an  increased  attendance  next  year.  The  course  of  study  has  been 
changed  from  two  to  three  years,  placing  us  in  line  with  our  older  theological 
institutions  in  time  of  preparation.  It  will  be  an  advantage  to  the  ministry 
and  the  church.  Information  has  been  received  that  a  few  wills  have  placed 
the  Western  Seminary  on  the  list  of  beneficiaries.  Encouraging  donations  of 
books  have  been  received.  The  wisdom  of  cultivating  and  developing  a  native 
ministry  on  this  territory  for  the  same  is  becoming  more  and  more  apparent  as 
the  years  increase.  The  efforts  put  forth  to  accomplish  this  have  many  tokens 
of  the  divine  favor. 

From  these  several  accounts  three  things  may  attract  attention : 
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1.  That  our  schools  of  higher  education  are  fortunately  placed  for  serving 
the  interests  of  the  whole  Church; 

2.  That,  although  there  have  been  few  marked  developments  during  the 
last  biennium  over  previous  bienniums,  these  schools  have  taken  no  steps 
backward;  for  the  most  part  they  have  made  progress  in  endowment,  equip¬ 
ment  and  in  attendance; 

3.  That,  in  order  to  keep  pace  with  institutions  of  a  similar  character  sup¬ 
ported  by  other  denominations,  and  to  satisfy  the  reasonable  demands  of  our 
times,  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  Church  speedily  and  earnestly  to  address 
itself  to  the  work  of  more  fully  endowing  and  equipping'  our  colleges  and 
theological  seminaries.

1.  Resolved ,  That  the  greeting,  and  cheering  information  concerning  their 
work,  as  conveyed  to  us  by  Mrs.  Alice  C.  Bond,  the  President  of  the  Woman’s 
Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the  General  Synod,  were  heard  with 
great  pleasure.  That  we  truly  appreciate  the  noble  work  the  women  are  doing 
in  advancing  the  interest  of  our  church  and  the  cause  of  Christ;  and  that  we 
earnestly  recommend  to  all  our  pastors  the  organization  of  Woman’s  Home 
and  Foreign  Missionary  Societies  in  all  our  churches.

I.  THE  WORK  AT  HOME. 

1.  Organization.  The  General  Synod  at  its  meeting  in  Mansfield,  O.,  two 
years  ago,  constituted  the  Board  by  appointing  the  following  brethren,  viz. : 
Rev.  Luther  Kuhlman,  D.  D.,  of  Frederick,  Md.;  Rev.  D.  M.  Gilbert,  D.  D., 
Harrisburg,  Pa.;  Rev.  F.  Ph.  Ilennighausen,  D.  D.,  and  Rev.  Oliver  C.  Roth, 
of  Baltimore,  Md.;  Rev.  Patrick  H.  Miller,  of  Westminster,  Md.;  Rev.  Albert 
H.  Studebaker,  D.  D.,  Mr.  Oliver  F.  Lantz,  Samuel  D.  Schmucker,  Esq.,  and 
Mr.  Henry  C.  Hines,  of  Baltimore,  Md. 

At  its  first  meeting,  held  July  15,  1897,  hie  Board  organized  by  electing  the 
following  officers:  President,  Rev.  Luther  Kuhlman,  D.  D.;  Vice-President,

Deducting  from  this  sum  the  balance  of  $3,457.41,  in  the  hands  of  the 
Treasurer,  leaves  $5,257.73,  which  was  the  net  shortage  of  the  Board  of  Foreign 
Missions  on  April  30,  1899. 

A  detailed  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures  will  be  given  in  the 
Treasurer’s  Report. 

3.  Deaths.  It  is  our  sad  duty  to  record  the  death  of  Rev.  David  A.  Day, 
D.  D.,  for  twenty-three  and  a  half  years  our  efficient  and  beloved  representa¬ 
tive  at  Muhlenberg  Mission,  Africa. 

Dr.  Day  was  born  in  Adams  County,  Pa.,  February  17th,  1851,  and  died  at 
sea,  on  board  the  “  Lucania,”  December  17,  1897,  thirty-three  hours  before 
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landing  in  New  York,  aged  46  years  and  10  months.  On  December  19th,  his 
remains  were  brought  to  Baltimore,  where  appropriate  funeral  services  were 
conducted  in  the  First  Lutheran  Church  on  the  21st.  The  interment  took 
place  December  22,  1897,  at  Selmsgrove,  Pa.,  where  he  rests  by  the  side  of  his 
beloved  wife  who  for  twenty-one  years  shared  his  labors  in  Africa.  Steps  have 
been  taken  by  the  Board  to  properly  mark  his  grave  with  a  memorial  stone. 

Rev.  Joseph  L.  Stewart,  a  native  ordained  minister  in  Muhlenberg  Mission, 
died  May  29,  1897.  Mr.  Stewart,  who  was  a  man  of  more  than  ordinary 
ability,  was  ordained  to  the  gospel  ministry  June  5th,  1892. 

4.  The  Woman's  Society.  The  Board  takes  pleasure  in  recording  anew  its 
high  estimate  of  the  service  rendered  to  the  cause  by  the  Woman’s  Home  and 
Foreign  Missionary  Society,  not  only  in  supplying  such  a  large  proportion  of 
the  funds  for  carrying  on  the  work,  but  in  deepening  the  interest  at  home  as 
well  as  supporting  the  work  on  the  field.

6.  Offerings  of  the  Sunday-schools.  The  special  effort  in  behalf  of  Foreign 
Missions,  made  by  the  Sunday-schools  during  the  first  quarter  of  1897, 
amounted  to  $9,442.87  from  622  schools.  This  was  an  increase  of  $1,024.54 
over  the  offering  of  the  preceding  year.  In  making  a  special  appeal  to  the 
schools  in  1898  the  Board  requested  the  churches,  Young  People’s  Societies 
and  individuals  to  join  in  the  effort,  with  the  result  that  offerings  to  the  amount 
of  $18,631.05  were  reported  to  the  Secretary.  As  a  large  majority  of  the  pas¬ 
tors  did  not  make  separate  reports,  we  have  no  means  of  determining  what 
part  of  this  amount  was  contributed  by  the  schools.  The  amount  of  offerings 
reported  thus  far  in  1899  from  713  schools  is  $10,173.16,  which  is  the  largest 
sum  realized  from  this  source  in  the  history  of  the  work. 

7.  The  Patron  and  Protege  Service.  During  the  past  biennium  34  new 
patrons  have  been  secured  for  the  support  of  students  in  India  and  Africa  at 
$25  a  year  each.  Of  these,  20  are  in  the  India  Mission  and  14  in  the  African. 
In  the  same  period  21  patrons  assumed  the  support  of  native  helpers  in  gospel 
work  at  from  $30.00  to  $50.00  each,  2  of  whom  are  in  the  African  and  19  in 
the  India  Mission.  Two  Societies  contributed  for  the  building  of  prayer 
houses,  while  the  Woman’s  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the  Cen¬ 
tral  Pennsylvania  Synod  contributed  $200  for  the  rebuilding  of  the  church  at 
Rayapudi  as  a  memorial  to  Mrs.  Dr.  Unangst.  The  large  number  of  old 
patrons,  some  of  whom  have  been  supporting  regularly  for  from  ten  to  fifteen 
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years,  together  with  the  58  new  ones  secured  during  the  biennium,  have  been 
rendering  valuable  assistance  in  carrying  on  this  important  work. 

8.  Return  of  the  Missionaries.  Rev.  Geo.  P.  Goll,  who  had  been  in  the 
service  of  the  Board  at  Muhlenberg  Mission,  Africa,  since  January  14,  1893, 
returned  to  America  on  account  of  failing  health  June  18,  1897,  at  which  time 
his  connection  with  our  Board  ceased. 

Rev.  Geo.  Albrecht,  Ph.  D.,  who  has  served  in  our  India  Mission  since 
November  24,  1892,  returned  for  a  short  furlough  July  6,  1898.  Dr.  Albrecht 
was  accompanied  by  his  wife. 

Rev.  N.  E.  Yeiser,  the  young  people’s  missionary  in  India  since  December 
20,  1892,  returned  to  America  on  account  of  seriously  impaired  health,  De¬ 
cember  3,  1898.  Rev.  Yeiser  was  accompanied  by  his  wife  and  three  children. 

Rev.  Will  M.  Beck,  who  arrived  in  Muhlenberg  Mission  December  18,  1896, 
returned  for  a  short  furlough  in  the  interests  of  health  February  11,  1899. 

9.  New  Missionaries.  During  the  biennium  seven  new  missionaries  were 
sent  to  foreign  fields,  viz. :  To  Africa,  Mrs.  Anna  E.  Day,  Sister  Augusta  V. 
Shaffer  and  Miss  Mary  F.  Van  Leer,  the  last  two  named  being  connected  with 
the  woman’s  work  of  the  Church.  To  India,  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Allen  O.  Becker, 
Rev.  Sylvester  C.  Burger  and  Rev.  Victor  McCauley. 

10.  Sailing  of  Missionaries.  The  time  of  departure  from  this  country  and 
arrival  in  their  respective  fields  of  outgoing  missionaries  during  the  biennium, 
is  as  follows : 

Mrs.  John  Aberly  sailed  from  New  York  March  30,  1898,  and  arrived  in 
India  April  30,  1898. 

Mrs.  Anna  E.  Day,  Sister  Augusta  V.  Shaffer  and  Mary  F.  Van  Leer  sailed 
from  New  York  April  6,  1898,  and  arrived  at  Muhlenberg  Mission  May  16, 1898. 

Rev.  and  Mrs.  Geo.  Albrecht,  Ph.  D.,  sailed  from  New  York  October  27, 
1898,  and  arrived  in  India  December  21,  1898. 

Revs.  Sylvester  C.  Burger  and  Victor  McCauley  sailed  from  New  York 
October  29,  1898,  and  arrived  in  Guntur,  India,  in  December,  1898. 

Rev.  and  Mrs.  Allen  O.  Becker  sailed  from  New  York  November  12,  1898, 
and  arrived  in  Guntur,  India,  December  21,  1898. 

11.  Deputation  Work.  During  the  summer  of  1898  the  Board  employed 
eleven  students,  four  from  Wittenberg  College  and  Seminary  and  seven  from 
the  institutions  at  Gettysburg,  who  spent  more  or  less  time,  during  the  vaca¬ 
tion  period,  visiting  Young  People’s  Societies,  Sunday-schools  and  churches  in 
the  interests  of  our  foreign  work.  Through  the  efforts  of  the  young  men  a 
large  number  of  subscriptions  to  the  Missionary  Journal  were  secured,  mis¬ 
sionary  literature  was  sold  and  increased  interest  in  the  cause  stimulated. 
Work  was  done  in  nine  different  Synods.  The  results  of  the  effort  last  sum¬ 
mer  have  encouraged  the  Board  to  employ  a  still  larger  number  of  students  to 
engage  in  deputation  work  this  summer.

THE  WORK  IN  AFRICA. 

1.  Muhlenberg  Mission  Conference ,  This  body,  during  the  first  months  of 
the  biennium  under  report,  was  composed  of  Dr.  David  A.  Day,  D.  D.,  Rev. 
Geo.  P.  Goll,  Rev.  August  Pohlmann,  M.  D.,  Rev.  Wm.  M.  Beck  and  Miss 
Frances  Davis.  During  the  first  year  Rev.  Goll  and  Dr.  Day  were  compelled 
to  leave  on  account  of  failing  health,  and  later  on  Miss  Davis  was  married  and 
retired  from  the  mission.  On  May  1 6th  of  the  second  year,  Mrs.  Anna  E. 
Day,  Sister  Augusta  V.  Shaffer  and  Miss  Mary  F.  Van  Leer  entered  the  ser¬ 
vice,  from  which  time  on  the  Conference  was  composed  of  these  three  ladies, 
together  with  Dr.  Pohlmann  and  R.ev.  Beck. 

2.  Distribution  of  Work.  In  a  field  where  the  duties  of  the  missionary  are 
of  such  a  diversified  character  as  fall  to  the  lot  of  our  workers  in  Africa, 
and  especially  where  the  force  is  small,  it  is  not  possible  to  accurately  classify 
the  work  of  each.  Some  attempt,  however,  has  been  made  to  do  this,  and 
accordingly  Mrs.  Day  was  assigned  to  the  position  of  domestic  head  of  the 
Mission  Home  on  the  west  side  of  the  river.  Sister  Augusta  and  Miss  Van 
Leer  were  placed  in  charge  of  the  Emma  V.  Day  Memorial  School  for  Girls  on 
the  east  side;  Rev.  Beck,  with  native  assistants,  in  charge  of  the  Boys’  School, 
and  Pastor  on  the  east  side  of  the  St.  Paul,  while  Dr.  Pohlmann  attends  to  the 
medical  work,  is  pastor  of  the  west  side,  and  superintendent  of  the  general 
work  of  the  Mission. 

3.  Material  Equipment.  The  mission  plant  consists  of  a  two-story  house, 
large  and  roomy,  in  which  are  found  many  of  the  comforts  and  conveniences 
of  a  home.  A  chapel,  with  large  and  small  room  furnished  with  desks  and 
reversible  benches,  blackboards,  organ,  maps  and  charts.  Near  by,  a  plain,  but 
well  built  one  and  a  half-story  frame  house  formerly  used  as  a  girls’  home,  but 
now  utilized  as  a  dormitory  for  the  boarding  boys.  In  the  same  yard  a  building 
eighty  feet  long  and  one  and  a  half  stories  high,  in  which  are  a  steam  engine, 
some  carpenter  and  blacksmith  tools,  machinery  for  hulling  and  winnowing 
coffee,  and  circular  saws.  Near  this  building  is  the  boys’  kitchen,  sixty  feet 
long  and  a  story  and  a  half  high,  where  the  food  supplies  are  kept,  with  closets 
for  the  farm  tools,  a  large  coffee  bin  and  general  store  room.  Back  of  this  is 
the  country  kitchen  for  the  accommodation  of  the  native  hands,  and  a  good 
sized  house  w'ith  loft  for  drying  coffee.  In  the  centre  of  the  mission  yard  is 
the  largest  building  of  all,  utilized  as  a  dormitory  for  the  boys  and  others  who 
are  in  the  employ  of  the  Mission. 
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These  buildings,  together  with  other  smaller  structures,  all  of  which  are 
covered  with  heavy  corrugated  iron,  are  situated  on  a  bluff  near  the  St.  Paul 
river,  and  are  surrounded  by  a  large  coffee  farm,  dotted  here  and  there  with 
fields  of  sweet  potatoes,  cassada  and  eddoes. 

On  the  opposite,  or  east  side  of  the  river,  is  the  new  dwelling  house,  occu¬ 
pied  for  a  short  time  by  Dr.  Day,  and  now  the  home  of  the  ladies  in  charge  of 
the  Girls’  School.  The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Woman’s  Society  have  re¬ 
cently  appropriated  $i,coo  towards  the  building  of  a  school  house  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  this  home,  and  a  member  of  the  church  in  Lancaster,  O.,  has  con¬ 
tributed  $500  for  the  erection  of  a  church  in  the  same  vicinity.

EDUCATIONAL  DEPARTMENT. 

The  Boys’  School  has  been  in  charge  of  Rev.  WTm.  M.  Beck,  assisted  by  a 
native  teacher,  while  Sister  Augusta  and  Miss  Mary  F.  Van  Leer  have  charge 
of  the  Girls’  School. 

At  Mt.  Coffee,  ten  miles  from  the  main  station,  Henry  O.  Stewart  has  a 
branch  school,  and  is  assisted  by  W.  M.  Stepney,  a  young  man  trained  at 
Muhlenberg. 

Besides  these  there  are  two  more  country  schools  that  have  been  more  or 
less  interrupted  by  the  tribal  wars  that  have  disturbed  the  country. 

In  connection  with  the  mission  there  is  also  a  theological  class  of  six  young 
men  who  are  being  trained  as  Christian  teachers  and  helpers  in  evangelistic 
work  among  the  people  formerly  connected  with  the  mission  but  now  scattered 
far  and  wide  throughout  the  surrounding  country. 

INDUSTRIAL  DEPARTMENT. 

In  carrying  on  this  branch  of  the  work  the  mission  employs  an  overseer  of 
the  farm  and  an  assistant  overseer,  a  gardener,  an  engineer  and  fireman,  a 
master  carpenter,  several  sawyers,  a  brick  mason,  and  mechanics  and  laborers 
as  they  may  be  needed  during  the  year.

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MEDICAL  DEPARTMENT. 

For  this  branch  of  the  work  there  is  great  need,  and  all  but  unlimited 
opportunity  for  its  prosecution.  On  account  of  the  many  and  diversified 
demands  on  the  time  and  strength  of  the  missionaries,  they  have  not  yet 
been  able  to  make  a  beginning  toward  supplying  the  long-felt  want  of 
a  hospital.  Dr.  Pohlmann,  however,  has  a  well-stocked  pharmacy,  a  native 
nurse  for  the  sick,  and  two  pupils  preparing  for  the  study  of  medicine.  Se¬ 
curities  valued  at  $2,000  are  lodged  with  the  Board  toward  the  erection  of  a 
hospital  when  we  have  a  sufficient  force  of  missionaries  at  Muhlenberg  to 
justify  us  in  proceeding  with  the  work. 

GENERAL  REMARKS. 

i.  On  the  Work  in  India.  We  desire  to  call  special  attention  to  a  few 
points  brought  out  by  this  report  which  are  full  of  encouragement,  and  ought 
to  stimulate  the  Church  to  increased  liberality  in  the  support  of  the  work. 

( a )  There  are  now  in  our  India  field  514  towns  and  villages  in  which  there 
are  Christians,  or  those  who,  in  their  way,  are  seeking  to  become  Christians, 
while  in  421  of  these  villages  there  are  organized  congregations  with  a  bap¬ 
tized  membership  of  17,811,  of  whom  6,366  are  communicants. 

On  account  of  the  break-down  and  consequent  retirement  from  the  field  of 
Rev.  Yeiser  and  the  continued  illness  of  Rev.  Kinsinger,  this  large  number  of 
baptized  members  were  practically  left  during  1898  to  the  pastoral  care  and 
oversight  of  our  three  district  missionaries,  Drs.  Uhl,  Harpster  and  Albrecht, 
giving  an  average  of  5,937  baptized  members  to  each  missionary.  The  bare 
statement  of  this  fact  ought  to  be  sufficient  to  convince  every  member  of  the 
Church  of  the  absolute  necessity  of  sending  out  additional  workers. 

( b )  The  report  shows  that  while  there  are  421  organized  congregations  in 
the  mission,  there  are  only  150  houses  for  worship.  This  means  that  the  wor¬ 
ship  in  271  congregations  must  be  conducted,  to  use  Dr.  Harpster’s  language, 
“  If  during  the  day,  in  the  huts  of  the  people,  in  cow  sheds,  under  trees,  or^ 
quite  indifferently,  under  any  roof  or  covering  that  will  furnish  shelter  from 
the  scorching  sun;  if  at  night,  in  the  streets  and  bazaars,  under  the  moon 
and  stars.”  Houses  of  worship  costing  about  $30  each,  of  which  the  people 
will  give  one-half,  would  serve  the  present  need  of  these  homeless  congrega¬ 
tions.  $4,000,  a  sum  frequently  spent  in  this  country  for  building  a  church 
for  seventy-five  or  an  hundred  members,  would  provide  places  of  worship  for 
each  of  these  271  congregations,  which  represent  about  4,000  communicants. 
In  other  words,  a  contribution  of  one  dollar  for  each  churchless  member  in 
India  would  provide  them  with  comfortable  houses  of  wmrship.  In  this 
country  a  church  house  is  considered  an  absolute  necessity.  In  a  tropical 
climate  the  need  may  possibly  not  be  so  imperative,  but  still  a  house  of  wor¬ 
ship  is  a  very  important  factor  in  building  up  and  holding  together  a  congre¬ 
gation  of  native  Christians. 

Are  there  not  271  stewards  of  the  Lord  in  the  home  Church  who  could, 
without  any  great  sacrifice,  each  provide  a  house  of  worship  by  the  contribu¬ 
tion  of  $15.00?

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(c)  Under  the  head  of  benevolence,  Drs.  Uhl  and  Harpster  report  that  of 
the  whole  amount  expended  upon  their  fields  for  all  purposes,  not  including 
their  own  salaries,  the  native  church  contributed  a  little  more  than  one-half. 
When  it  is  remembered  that  the  work  in  these  Taluks  involves  the  employ¬ 
ment  of  95  evangelistic  helpers  and  99  teachers,  as  well  as  the  building  of 
prayer  houses  and  the  support  of  the  schools,  and  that  during  a  large  part 
of  the  time  famine  prices  prevailed,  and  that  the  cholera  carried  off  many  of 
our  members,  it  will  appear  that  the  people  appreciate  what  has  been  done 
for  them.  Dr.  Uhl  writes:  “No  people  anywhere  are  taught  more  faithfully 
to  give  than  these  poor  Christians.  The  churches  are  planted  and  nourished 
in  the  idea  that  they  must  contribute.” 

(  d)  Drs.  Uhl  and  Harpster  both  write  encouragingly  of  the  work  among 
the  caste  people.  The  former  held  seventy-seven  meetings  with  this  class  of 
the  community,  at  which  about  ten  thousand  of  the  higher  classes  were 
earnestly  spoken  to.  Dr.  Harpster  did  not  hold  special  meetings  for  this 
class,  nor  employ  different  methods,  but  nevertheless  they  came  to  the  ser¬ 
vices.  His  meetings  in  the  district  hardly  ever  failed  to  bring  out  a  repre¬ 
sentation,  at  least,  of  all  sorts  and  conditions  of  men.  At  one  place  the 
Sudras,  with  a  little  help  from  the  mission,  built  a  substantial  prayer  house. 
At  a  subsequent  visit  of  the  missionary  he  found  upward  of  fifty  Sudra  boys 
in  the  school.  Two  boys  from  this  school  are  now  in  the  Mission  boarding 
school,  and  others  have  made  application  for  admission.  There  are  also  a 
number  of  Brahmin  and  Sudra  boys  of  Christian  parentage  in  the  Mission 
schools.  This  our  missionaries  regard  as  a  most  hopeful  feature  of  the  work, 
for  thus  they  are  gradually  raising  up  a  force  of  workers  from  among  this  class 
of  the  people  that,  by  the  Divine  blessing,  shall  one  day  reap  the  harvest  for 
which  they  are  now  sowing  the  seed. 

( e )  The  Boarding  and  Training  Schools,  in  charge  of  Rev.  Aberly,  continue 
to  show  good  results.  The  chief  aim  is  to  give  the  boys  a  knowledge  of  the 
Bible.  Bible  Geography,  Bible  Introduction,  Church  History  and  Evidences 
are  taught.  The  teaching  of  theology  does  not  go  much  beyond  the  cate¬ 
chism  with  explanations.  The  meaning  of  hymns  is  also  taught.  It  is  from 
the  students  in  this  school  that  pupils  are  assigned  to  patrons  in  the  home 
Church  for  their  support  after  they  have  been  kept  on  probation  for  a  year 
or  two.  Occasionally  a  student  leaves  school,  or  is  dropped,  to  the  disap¬ 
pointment  of  the  patron,  but  among  so  large  a  number  of  boys  this  occurs  so 
rarely  as  to  make  it  quite  exceptional.  The  risk  is  small,  while  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  doing  good  is  very  large.  The  school  appeals  for  the  hearty  and 
prayerful  support  of  the  Church.  Twenty-five  dollars  a  year  is  sufficient  to 
support  one  of  these  boys,  and,  under  God’s  blessing,  of  training  him  to  do  a 
good  work  among  his  people. 

(/)  The  College  and  its  branches,  Rev.  Wolf,  Principal,  with  its  40 
teachers  and  883  students,  has  completed  its  twelfth  year  of  successful  work. 
In  view  of  the  opportunity  afforded  for  doing  religious  work  among  the 
students,  the  Principal  feels  that,  aside  from  the  educational  features,  no  finer 
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field  can  present  itself  for  missionary  activity.  Morning  prayers  are  regularly 
conducted,  the  Bible  is  taught  as  a  part  of  the  curriculum,  and  the  attendance 
at  the  Sunday-school  connected  with  the  institution  is  very  good. 

During  the  first  year  of  the  biennium  77  per  cent.,  and  in  the  second  year 
80  per  cent,  of  the  running  expenses  of  the  institution,  not  including  the 
Principal’s  salary,  were  met  by  the  local  receipts  from  fees  and  grants.  The 
prospects  are  that  this  branch  of  work  will  be  the  first  to  reach  the  point  of 
self-support. 

On  the  work  in  Africa.  Dr.  Pohlmann  writes :  “  During  the  past  two  years 
many  changes  have  occurred.  It  has  been  the  most  trying  time  in  the  history 
of  the  mission.  Dr.  Day  had  stamped  his  strong  individuality  firmly  upon  the 
entire  work,  and,  when  he  left,  it  seemed  as  though  the  strongest  prop  had  been 
removed.  Everything  had  centered  in  him,  because  for  many  years  he  had  been 
the  only  man  on  the  field.  The  people  all  looked  up  to  him  as  to  a  father,  and 
he  had  indeed  been  all  and  more  than  a  father  to  them.  It  is  impossible  to 
convey  an  adequate  idea  of  the  many  interests  which  centered  in  that  one  man 
— interests  which  belonged  to  him  by  right  of  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  century  of 
life  among  the  people.  No  other  man  could  lift  that  burden  and  responsibility 
and  work  from  those  shoulders  to  his  own.  No  other  man  could  carry  on  that 
work  in  the  same  way.  No  other  man  could  do  the  same  kind  of  work  after 
him,  for  with  the  going  of  the  man  there  went  also  all,  or  nearly  all,  of  the  con¬ 
ditions  and  environment  in  which  he  found  his  work.  Tor  example,  there 
were  few,  or  practically  no  native  towns  near  the  mission  when  he  left;  whereas, 
when  he  came  the  entire  country  all  around  the  mission  was  occupied  by 
thousands  of  natives  to  whom  he  preached  and  among  whom  he  taught  and 
from  whose  children  he  selected  pupils  for  the  mission  school.  There  were  no 
settlements  beyond  the  mission — hardly  even  a  single  home  other  than  native — 
where  now  are  hundreds  of  Liberian  homes,  professing  Christians,  churches, 
stores,  schools,  in  all  of  which  he  was  interested  and  to  which  he  gave  time 
and  aid.  Where  all  was  bush  quarter  of  a  century  ago,  there  are  now  small 
settlements  of  people  who  have  been  in  the  mission.  The  republic  has  gained 
no  better  citizens  than  these.” 

The  settlements  of  these  people  extend  for  many  miles  along  both  banks  of 
the  St.  Paul  river,  and  among  these  are  a  large  number  who  either  are  or  have 
been  members  of  the  mission  church.  Being  scattered  far  and  wide,  however, 
and  our  mission  force  never  being  large  enough  to  properly  follow  up  the  work, 
the  result  is  that  these  people  are  as  sheep  having  no  shepherd.  A  beginning 
has  been  made  to  gather  them  into  congregations,  but  not  enough  has  been 
done  to  justify  the  attempt  to  state  their  number  approximately,  much  less  to 
give  accurate  statistics.  It  is  safe  to  say,  however,  that  within  the  distance  of 
from  fifteen  to  twenty  miles  of  the  central  station,  there  are  several  hundred 
people  who  are  or  formerly  were  directly  under  Christian  influence  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  Mission,  and  who  could  be  gathered  and  organized  into  congre¬ 
gations  if  suitable  pastors  can  be  supplied  for  the  work. 

The  mission  has  sent  out  a  large  number  of  people  into  the  surrounding 
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country  that  have  been  moulded,  to  a  greater  or  less  extent,  by  the  evangel¬ 
istic,  educational  and  industrial  efforts  brought  to  bear  upon  them;  but  hith¬ 
erto  the  missionaries,  because  of  inadequate  help,  have  not  been  able  to  follow 
up  those  people  and  organize  them  into  congregations.  This,  however,  is  the 
work  to  which  they  are  now  especially  addressing  themselves  with  the  promise 
of  good  results. 

On  the  Work  in  this  Country .  We  call  attention  briefly  to  a  few  items  in 
the  report,  referring  to  the  work  in  the  home  church,  which  are  considered 
worthy  of  special  notice. 

(a)  As  already  stated,  the  Board  began  the  work  of  the  biennium  with  an 
indebtedness  of  $7,176.80.  Measures  were  at  once  taken  to  provide  for  this 
shortage,  and  a  number  of  special  contributions  were  secured,  but  by  the  1st 
of  January  the  debt  had  increased  until  it  amounted  to  about  $17,000.  On 
Christmas  Day,  1897,  and  again  early  in  January  following,  circular  letters 
were  sent  to  all  the  pastors,  and  to  thousands  of  our  people,  appealing  for  aid. 
Later  on,  the  churches,  Young  People’s  Societies,  and  individual  members 
were  asked  to  join  with  the  Sunday-schools  in  making  an  offering  on  the  19th 
of  February  in  behalf  of  the  cause. 

In  response  to  this  call  offerings  were  reported  up  to  the  following  July, 
amounting  to  $18,631.05.  During  the  same  period  the  Secretary  received  in 
cash  $4,701.77,  making  in  all  $23,332.82  for  the  first  six  months  of  the  year. 

Because  of  this  generous  response  on  the  part  of  our  people,  the  Board,  by 
.September,  1898,  was  practically  free  from  debt.  To  maintain  the  work  in  a 
vigorous  and  normal  condition,  however,  subsequent  expenditures  brought  us 
slightly  into  arrears  again,  so  that  our  Treasurer  reports  a  shortage  of 
$5,257.73,  at  the  close  of  the  biennium  under  report. 

( b )  We  take  pleasure  in  noting  the  fact  that  in  July  last  a  friend  of  the  cause 
offered  to  pay  annually  $750.00  for  a  period  of  years  toward  the  support  of  a 
missionary,  provided  the  Board  select  a  suitable  man  and  appoint  him  to  the 
work  in  the  Palnad.  The  Board  had  hoped  that  one  of  the  young  men  sent 
to  India  last  autumn  might  be  assigned  to  that  part  of  the  field,  but  on  ac¬ 
count  of  the  break  down  of  Revs.  Yeiser  and  Kinsinger  a  redistribution  of  the 
force  was  necessary,  and  consequently  we  have  not  yet  been  able  to  avail  our¬ 
selves  of  this  generous  offer. 

(c)  The  effort  in  behalf  of  this  cause  by  the  Sunday-schools  is  worthy  of 
special  notice.  In  1898,  571  pastorates  representing  925  schools  reported  of¬ 
ferings  amounting  to  $18,631.05.  How  much  of  this  sum  was  given  by  the 
schools  we  are  not  able  to  say,  as  the  majority  of  the  reports  were  made  in 
lump  sums.  In  1899,  however,  547  pastorates,  representing  839  schools,  re¬ 
ported  offerings  amounting  to  $10,173.16  from  713  of  those  schools.  Prom 
these  figures  it  appears  that  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  present  year  92  more 
schools  made  offerings,  and  a  larger  sum  of  money  was  contributed  than  in 
any  preceding  year  in  the  history  of  the  work. 

{d')  It  is  proper  that  in  this  connection  we  call  the  attention  of  the  General 
Synod  to  the  fact  that  the  leading  event  of  the  closing  year  of  the  century,  in 
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the  work  of  Foreign  Missions,  is  to  be  a  world-wide  Conference  to  be  held  in 
New  York  City,  April  2 1st  to  May  1st,  T900.  The  prospects  are  that  well  nigh 
every  Foreign  Mission  Board  of  the  Protestant  Church  in  the  world  will  be 
represented  at  this  Conference,  both  by  officials  conducting  the  work  and  by 
missionaries  actively  engaged  in  the  field. 

This  general  Conference  has  been  arranged  for  by  the  Interdenominational 
Conference  of  Foreign  Missionary  Boards  and  Societies  in  the  United  States 
and  Canada,  which  has  been  meeting  annually  in  New  York  since  1893,  and 
is  the  direct  successor  of  Conferences  in  London,  1888,  and  Mildmay,  1878. 
As  every  evangelical  denomination  is  entitled  to  representation  in  the  proposed 
Conference,  so  all  are  asked  to  co-operate  in  making  it  a  success.  A  full  report 
of  the  Conference  will  be  issued  in  two  volumes,  giving  the  latest  results  of  mis¬ 
sionary  activity  and  discussion,  and  any  church  or  individual  contributing  $5.00 
to  the  general  expense  fund  will  receive  a  copy  of  the  report  without  further 
cost. 

(<?)  An  analysis  of  our  receipts  shows  that  the  church  has  reason  to  be  en¬ 
couraged  with  what  has  been  accomplished  during  the  biennium.  If  the  con¬ 
tributions  for  the  erection  of  the  India  College  and  Hospital,  which  were 
special  funds  and  not  used  for  current  work,  be  deducted,  it  will  appear  that 
the  offerings  of  this  biennium  exceed  those  of  any  other  similar  periods  except 
those  closing  with  the  Canton  and  Hagerstown  conventions.  During  those 
bienniums,  however,  the  Board  received  upwards  of  $2i,ooo.co  through  lega¬ 
cies.  Leaving  out  of  consideration  those  receipts,  which  are  a  variable  and 
uncertain  source  of  income,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  offerings  of  the  Church  for 
Foreign  Missions  during  the  biennium  under  report  exceed  those  of  any  other 
in  the  history  of  the  work,  by  more  than  $5,000.00. 

In  concluding  this  report  we  desire  to  record  our  deep  appreciation  of  the 
hearty  co-operation  of  pastors  and  people,  which  has  made  it  possible  to  pre¬ 
sent  such  an  encouraging  exhibit,  and  to  express  our  gratitude  to  the  great 
Head  of  the  Church  for  His  continued  favor  and  guidance  in  the  discharge  of 
the  duty  entrusted  to  us  by  the  General  Synod  two  years  ago.  This  trust  we 
now  return  to  you  with  our  report  of  the  work  of  the  biennium.

RESOLUTIONS. 

We  present  the  following  resolutions  touching  different  items  of  the  report, 
which  we  herewith  submit  for  your  consideration : 

1.  Resolved,  That,  while  bowing  in  humble  and  reverent  recognition  of  the 
divine  wisdom  and  goodness  manifested  in  all  His  dealings  with  His  children, 
we  would  nevertheless  record  our  profound  sense  of  the  great  loss  which  we  as 
a  Church  have  sustained  in  the  removal  by  death  of  our  beloved  brother  and 
missionary,  Rev.  David  A.  Day,  D.  D. 

2.  Resolved,  That  we  extend  our  heart-felt  sympathy  to  those  of  our  mis¬ 
sionaries  who  have  suffered  serious  impairment  of  health,  and  assure  them  that 
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we  will  not  cease  to  pray  that  they  may  be  speedily  restored  to  health  and 
strength. 

3.  Resolved ,  That,  in  view  of  the  increasing  liberality  on  the  part  of  the 
Church  in  India,  as  shown  in  the  fact  that  in  large  sections  of  the  field  a  little 
over  50  per  cent,  of  the  expenses  of  the  work,  aside  from  the  salaries  of  the 
missionaries,  were  met  by  local  receipts,  and  that  these  offerings  for  the  bien¬ 
nium  exceed  those  of  the  previous  two  years  by  about  80  per  cent.,  we  express 
our  gratification  at  this  marked  advance  toward  self-support,  and  our  apprecia¬ 
tion  of  the  faithful  labors  of  the  missionaries  through  whose  efforts  these  re¬ 
sults  have  been  brought  about. 

4.  Resolved ,  That  we  join  with  the  Board  in  the  expression  of  appreciation 
of  the  service  rendered  to  the  cause  by  the  women  of  the  Church,  not  only  in 
supplying  such  a  large  proportion  of  the  funds  for  carrying  on  the  work,  but 
also  in  deepening  the  interest  at  home  as  well  as  supporting  the  work  abroad. 

5.  Resolved,  That  we  are  gratified  to  learn  that  our  Sunday-schools  and 
Young  People’s  Societies  are  increasingly  interested  in  Foreign  Missions,  as 
shown  by  the  fact  that  a  large  number  of  societies  have  become  patrons  of  the 
work  during  the  last  two  years,  that  a  greater  number  of  schools  have  observed 
Foreign  Missionary  Day,  and  that  the  offerings  for  the  cause  from  these  sources 
are  in  advance  of  those  of  any  previous  biennium. 

6.  Resolved,  That  we  hereby  express  our  sincere  gratitude  to  God  for  the 
good  success  with  which,  by  His  favor  and  blessing,  He  has  crowned  the  labors 
of  our  missionaries  during  the  past  two  years. 

7.  Resolved,  That  we  record  our  hearty  endorsement  of  and  sympathy  with 
the  general  aim  and  scope  of  the  Ecumenical  Conference  on  Foreign  Missions 
to  be  held  in  New  York  City,  April  21st  to  May  1st,  1900,  and  pledge  our  co¬ 
operation  in  making  it  an  event  that  shall,  by  the  blessing  of  God,  give  a 
mighty  impulse  to  the  Church  in  its  work  of  world-wide  evangelization. 

8.  Resolved,  That  we  record  our  deep  appreciation  of  the  generosity  of  a 
friend  of  the  cause,  who  has  offered  to  pay  $750.00  annually  for  a  period  of 
years  toward  the  salary  of  an  additional  missionary  for  the  Palnad,  and  express 
the  hope  that  the  Board  may  soon  avail  themselves  of  this  splendid  offer  by 
securing  a  suitable  man  for  that  important  field. 

9.  Resolved,  That,  in  view  of  the  prosperity  of  our  work  in  the  foreign  field, 
the  urgent  need  of  additional  help  to  properly  care  for  those  already  brought 
into  the  Church,  as  well  as  to  answer  the  providential  call  for  the  extension  of 
our  foreign  operations,  we  hereby  direct  the  Committee  on  Apportionment  to 
apportion  to  the  District  Synods  the  sum  of  $40,000.00  for  Foreign  Missions 
for  each  of  the  two  years  succeeding  May  1,  1900. 

All  the  items  were  adopted  in  order,  item  6  being  adopted  by  a 
rising  vote,  and  the  report  then  adopted  as  a  whole. 

Session  adjourned  with  prayer  by  Rev.  T.  F.  Dornblaser,  D.  D.

The  time  set  for  the  consideration  of  the  work  of  Home  Mis¬ 
sions,  the  morning  session  was  opened  with  prayer  by  Rev.  P. 
Bergstresser,  D.  D. 

The  report  of  the  Board  was  read  by  the  Secretary,  Rev.  A.  S. 
Hartman,  D.  D.,  and  here  follows  : 

Mr.  President ,  Fathers  and  Brethren  : 

The  Board  of  Home  Missions  herewith  presents  to  the  General  Synod  its 
fifteenth  biennial  report.  We  desire  to  record  with  profound  gratitude  the 
divine  goodness  manifest  to  us  in  many  wrays  during  the  biennum.  It  appeared 
in  the  providential  exemption  from  fatal  illness  or  death  of  any  member  of  the 
Board  or  of  any  worker  in  the  field.  It  appeared  in  the  faithfulness,  the  de¬ 
votion  and  self-sacrifice  of  our  missionaries,  who  through  these  years  marked 
by  financial  stress  and  the  anxieties  and  burdens  incident  thereto  have  loyally 
and  heroically  stood  by  their  work.  They  have  shown  patience  and  cheerful¬ 
ness  in  the  midst  of  sore  trials  and  severe  discouragements  that  deserve  the 
praise  and  commendation  of  the  whole  Church. 

The  Board  would  likewise  bear  grateful  witness  to  the  favor  of  God  in  the 
measure  of  support  that  has  come  to  the  work.  Many  gratifying  responses 
were  made  to  our  special  appeals  sent  forth  in  the  earlier  months  of  the  bien¬ 
nium,  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  offerings,  and  many  warm  words  of  cheer  and 
encouragement  accompanied  these  helpful  gifts. 

So  whilst  the  review  of  the  biennium  may  reveal  less  growth  than  wras 
earnestly  desired  and  imperatively  needed,  and  less  ability  to  push  our  work 
into  the  many  promising  fields  which  the  providence  of  God  had  opened  for 
our  occupancy,  for  lack  of  means,  yet  there  has  been  no  loss  of  ground  gained 
in  the  past,  and  no  diminution  in  the  measure  of  work  actually  accomplished. 
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THE  ADMINISTRATION. 

The  Board,  which  was  appointed  at  Mansfield,  Ohio,  in  June,  1897,  met  in 
its  first  session  in  Baltimore,  Md.,  on  the  6th  of  July  following,  and  effected 
an  organization  by  the  re-election  of  the  former  officers,  namely: 

Rev.  C.  S.  Albert,  D.  D.,  President. 

Rev.  W.  E.  Parson,  D.  D.,  Vice-President. 

Rev.  A.  Stewart  Hartman,  D.  D.,  General  Secretary. 

Mr.  I.  C.  Slater,  Treasurer. 

Rev.  S.  B.  Barnitz,  D.  D.,  Western  Secretary. 

At  the  same  meeting  Mr.  W.  PI.  Davis,  who  had  been  a  member  of  the  Board 
for  two  years,  tendered  his  resignation,  owing  to  his  inability  to  regularly  attend 
the  meetings  of  the  Board. 

At  the  same  time  Mr.  Edward  Helb,  of  Shrewsbury,  Pa.,  was  elected  to  fill 
the  vacancy  made  by  the  retirement  of  Mr.  Davis. 

In  May,  1898,  Mr.  L.  Z.  Doll,  who  had  been  a  member  of  the  Board  for  six 
years,  presented  his  resignation  because  of  business  engagements  which  pre¬ 
vented  his  attendance  on  the  meetings  of  the  Board. 

The  resignations  of  these  brethren  were  accepted  with  much  reluctance  and 
sincere  regret,  as  both  had  proven  themselves  faithful  and  efficient  members 
of  the  Board.  Subsequently  Mr.  W.  H.  Humrichouse,  of  Baltimore,  w7as  elected 
to  fill  the  vacancy  made  by  the  retirement  of  Mr.  Doll. 

GERMAN  TRAVELING  MISSIONARY. 

In  May,  1896,  by  the  joint  action  of  the  Board  and  the  Wartburg  Synod,  the 
office  of  German  Traveling  Missionary  was  created,  each  agreeing  to  pay  one- 
half  of  the  salary,  the  missionary  to  be  under  the  direction  of  the  Board,  and 
to  render  regular  quarterly  reports  to  it. 

Rev.  Emil  Bockelmann,  a  member  of  the  Wartburg  Synod,  was  elected  to 
fill  the  place,  and  entered  upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties  on  the  16th  of  Au¬ 
gust,  1896,  and  retained  the  position  until  August  1,  1898.  He  was  diligent 
and  efficient  in  the  performance  of  the  work  committed  to  him,  and  rendered 
excellent  service  by  disseminating  Home  Mission  intelligence  and  by  promot¬ 
ing  a  deeper  and  more  general  interest  in  the  cause  among  our  German 
churches,  especially  of  the  Wartburg  Synod.  In  consequence  of  the  em- 
barassed  financial  condition  of  the  Board,  it  could  not  see  its  way  clear  to  con¬ 
tinue  to  aid  in  the  support  of  this  office,  hence  it  was  discontinued  on  the  ist 
of  August,  1898. 

OUR  FINANCES. 

Resources. — The  balance  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer  on  the  30th  of  April, 
1897,  was  $15184.38.  To  this  amount  there  was  added  during  the  biennium 
$97,049.03.  The  receipts  from  all  sources  were  as  follows :

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This  made  available  for  the  work  of  the  Board  $96,533.41. 

In  reference  to  this  general  item  in  this  report,  your  attention  is  called  to 
several  facts  in  connection  with  it. 

1.  Total  receipts. — The  whole  amount  received  by  the  Board  exclusive  of 
the  balance  and  the  loans  was  $84,849.03.  Whilst  there  is  an  apparent  small 
decrease  of  receipts  as  compared  with  the  preceding  biennium,  yet  omitting 
the  item  of  legacies,  which  in  the  nature  of  the  case  is  always  uncertain  and 
variable,  the  receipts  show  an  increase  of  over  $3000. 

Moreover  by  reason  of  advancing  the  close  of  the  biennium  from  the  31st  of 
March  to  the  30th  of  April,  the  report  rendered  at  Mansfield  two  years  ago 
embraced  twenty-five  months  instead  of  twenty-four,  the  time  covered  by  this 
report,  hence  it  is  difficult  to  make  a  just  comparison. 

2.  Receipts  from  Synods. — The  amount  received  from  the  Synods  and 
credited  on  the  apportionment  is  $61,369.52,  which  is  a  decrease  of  $507.49 
The  fact  stated  above,  that  one  month  less  is  covered  by  this  report  than  by 
the  preceding  one,  is  a  fair  explanation  of  this  decrease. 

3.  Receipts  from  the  W.  H.  and  F.  M.  Society. — The  amount  transmitted  to 
the  Board  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Woman’s  Society  was  $1 1,174.54, 
which  is  $897.53  less  than  for  the  preceding  biennium.  This  amount  was  ex¬ 
pended  in  sustaining  the  missions  which  have  been  accepted  as  “  Woman’s 
Missions;”  they  are  located  at  Scranton,  Pa.,  Ann  Arbor,  Mich.,  Council 
Bluffs,  la.,  Denver,  Colo.,  Sacramento,  Oakland,  English,  Oakland,  German, 
San  Jose,  Stockton  and  Riverside,  Cal. 

In  addition  to  this  work,  the  Executive  Committee,  with  the  earnest  and 
practical  co-operation  of  many  auxiliary  societies,  has  accomplished  a  blessed 
and  helpful  service  to  the  cause  of  Home  Missions  through  the  agency  of  the 
“  Box  work.” 

This  has  been  a  ministry  of  mercy  and  benefaction  that  brought  joy  and  com¬ 
fort  to  many  missionary  homes,  and  relieved  many  hearts  of  anxiety  and  distress. 

The  Board  most  cordially  appreciates  the  kindly  aid  extended  to  this  society 
in  the  propagation  of  our  blessed  Lutheran  faith,  and  in  the  establishment  of 
our  beloved  Church  throughout  the  wide  domain  of  this  mighty  nation;  but  it 
is  not  unmindful  of  the  fact  that  a  much  larger  proportion  of  its  income  is 
devoted  to  work  in  foreign  fields,  and  hopes  that  the  way  may  open  for  a  more 
equal  distribution  of  its  help  in  these  two  great  fields  of  Missionary  activity. 

4.  Legacies  and  annuity  gifts. — From  these  two  sources  the  receipts  of  the 
Beard  have  been  less  than  for  the  five  preceding  bienniums,  the  aggregate 
amount  of  four  legacies  and  one  annuity  gift  being  $2,160.37.  In  the  former 
biennum  it  was  $7,385.04,  and  in  the  one  preceding  that  it  was  $1 1,618.79. 
The  receipts  from  this  source  are  always  uncertain,  and  it  is  not  possible  to 
reckon  even  approximately,  in  advance,  on  what  they  may  be.  Hence  it  is 
exceedingly  diffcult  to  adjust  the  amount  of  work  to  be  undertaken  to  the 
probable  income,  as  the  obligations  which  the  Board  is  obliged  to  assume 
reach  at  least  a  year  into  the  future,  and  may  result  in  an  unavoidable  deficit 
or  perhaps  a  balance  in  its  treasury. 
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5.  The  offerings  of  the  Sunday-schools — The  offerings  made  by  the  Sunday- 
schools  on  Luther  Sunday  are  credited  on  the  apportionment  of  the  congre¬ 
gations,  hence  do  not  appear  as  a  separate  item  in  the  report  of  the  Treasurer. 
The  amount  of  these  offerings  as  reported  to  the  General  Secretary  was  some¬ 
thing  over  $21,000  for  the  two  years,  which  was  an  increase  over  the  amount 
reported  in  the  former  biennium  of  nearly  $1,500. 

In  the  interests  of  economy  the  Board  sent  out  only  the  Red  Letter  En¬ 
velope ;  the  Home  Mission  Pyramid  which  had  been  used  in  connection  with 
the  envelope  for  several  years  entailed  a  much  larger  expense  in  its  purchase 
and  distribution.  In  the  two  years  over  300,000  envelopes  were  sent  out,  and 
over  140,000  Home  Mission  Services,  besides  thousands  of  circular  letters, 
postal  cards,  etc.  The  entire  cost  of  the  manufacture  and  distribution  was 
borne  by  the  Board,  but  it  should  not  be  regarded  as  a  legitimate  part  of  the 
cost  of  administration,  as  it  would  properly  be  an  item  of  expense  incident  to 
the  Luther  Day  celebration— to  be  borne  by  the  Sunday-schools;  but  the 
Board  assumes  it  for  the  sake  of  convenience,  and  to  encourage  more  general 
effort. 

It  has  occurred  to  the  Board  that  the  original  object  which  it  had  in  view 
when  the  Luther  Day  plan  was  adopted  in  1883,  has  in  some  measure  failed 
of  realization.  It  was  not  designed  to  displace  or  even  diminish  the  regular 
and  systematic  use  of  the  methods  employed  by  the  congregations  to  raise  their 
benevolent  contributions,  but  it  was  hoped  that  it  would  serve  as  an  effective 
educational  missionary  agency  for  the  young  people  and  children  of  the 
Church,  and  also  to  supplement  the  efforts  of  the  congregations,  so  that  by 
their  help  if  necessary  they  would  be  able  to  raise  the  full  apportionment,  or 
more.  The  congregation  should  realize  its  responsibility  in  providing  the 
amount  apportioned  for  the  benevolent  work  of  the  Church,  and  should  be  will¬ 
ing  to  accept  the  aid  of  the  children,  only  to  the  extent  that  is  needed  to  secure 
the  full  amount.  Here  may  be  found  one  cause  at  least  for  the  deficit  on  the  ap¬ 
portionment.  The  amount  apportioned  was  $90,000,  the  amount  contributed  by 
congregations,  Sunday-schools  and  Young  People’s  Societies  was  $61,369.52. 

6.  1  bung  People's  Societies. — As  in  the  case  of  the  Sunday-schools,  the  con¬ 
tributions  of  the  Young  People’s  Societies  are  credited  on  the  apportionment 
of  the  congregations,  consequently  they  do  not  appear  in  the  report  of  the 
Treasurer.  A  comparatively  small  proportion  of  the  Y.  P.  S.  C.  E.  have  re¬ 
ported  contributions  to  the  support  of  the  pastor  of  the  C.  E.  Memorial.  We 
trusted  that  when  that  mission  was  established  in  the  important  city  of  Cleve¬ 
land,  O.,  and  named  in  honor  of  the  Society  that  had  so  many  organizations 
in  our  Church,  that  every  individual  society  would  esteem  it  a  privilege  to  aid 
that  work  by  making  at  least  one  annual  offering  towards  its  support. 

7.  The  Debt  Fund. — At  the  convention  of  this  body  at  Mansfield,  O.,  in 
June,  1897,  after  the  report  of  the  Board  had  been  submitted,  and  it  was 
learned  that  a  burdensome  debt  of  over  $13,000.00  had  accumulated,  during 
the  previous  two  years,  a  movement  was  inaugurated  looking  to  the  raising  of 
$10,000.00  towards  liquidating  it.  In  a  short  time,  on  the  floor  of  theConven- 
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tion,  $5,123.00  was  secured  in  cash  and  subscriptions.  The  Board  was  in¬ 
structed  to  continue  the  effort,  which  was  done  through  the  summer  and 
autumn,  as  there  was  opportunity,  by  the  Secretaries  of  the  Board,  with  the 
result  that  $10,500.00  was  secured,  including  a  farm  in  Nebraska  valued  at 
$1,500.00,  but  which  has  not  yet  been  disposed  of.  Nearly  all  the  other  sub¬ 
scriptions  have  been  paid,  but  it  has  not  been  possible  to  keep  them  entirely 
distinct  in  the  report  of  the  Treasurer,  as  some  of  them  were  paid  to  Treasurers 
of  Synods,  some  directly  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board,  and  the  rest  to  the 
General  Secretary.  Some  of  the  money  paid  through  Synodical  Treasurers 
was  not  kept  distinct  from  the  regular  contributions  of  the  Synods,  and  went 
to  their  credit  on  the  apportionment,  but  the  larger  part  of  it  is  included  in 
the  item,  “  Contributions  not  credited  to  Synods .” 

THE  PRESENT  INDEBTEDNESS. 

The  financial  problem  has  confronted  the  Board  at  every  meeting  during 
the  biennium,  and  its  solution  has  been  a  most  difficult  and  perplexing  one. 
The  Board  has  used  every  effort  to  meet  its  obligations  to  the  missionaries  for 
salaries  with  as  little  delay  as  possible.  After  the  effort  made  at  the  opening 
of  the  biennium  in  prosecuting  the  movement  initiated  at  the  last  Convention  of 
this  body,  the  Board  did  not  think  it  wise  to  project  another  special  appeal  on 
the  church,  inasmuch  as  other  Boards  and  interests  were  pressing  their  claims 
for  attention  and  aid,  but  concluded  to  lay  special  emphasis  upon  the  duty  of 
the  churches  to  meet  their  apportionment  for  this  biennium,  being  confident 
that  if  that  were  done  there  would  be  no  further  need  of  any  other  effort,  as 
the  entire  debt  would  thus  be  cancelled  and  a  comfortable  margin  left  to  pur¬ 
sue  work  in  new  fields.  The  wisdom  of  the  plan  does  not  seem  to  have  been 
justified  by  the  results,  as  the  deficit  on  apportionment  is  as  large  as  ever. 

The  entire  indebtedness  of  the  Board  on  the  first  of  May  was  in  round  num¬ 
bers  $10,500,  about  $2,500  less  than  two  years  ago  at  the  same  date.  The 
Board  is  resolved  to  spare  no  reasonable  effort  to  accomplish  the  liquidation 
of  this  debt,  and  it  sincerely  hopes  it  may  be  done  without  further  retrench¬ 
ment.  If  the  whole  church  can  be  led  to  see  and  fully  appreciate  the  urgent 
need  of  a  special  and  united  effort  in  this  direction  and  will  act  with  prompt¬ 
ness,  the  indebtedness  will  be  steadily  and  rapidly  decreased  until  nothing  of  it 
shall  remain,  and  the  work  will  go  forward  in  a  manner  and  on  a  scale  com¬ 
mensurate  with  its  supreme  importance. 

But  to  do  this  a  most  earnest,  persistent  special  effort  must  be  made.  The 
Board  has  decided  to  suggest  that  such  an  effort  be  made  by  all  our  churches 
during  the  month  of  November  next,  the  time  of  year  in  w’hich  the  attention  of 
the  church  is  especially  directed  to  the  w'ork  of  Home  Missions,  and  that  the 
day  be  the  Sunday  preceding  Thanksgiving  Day.  The  divine  blessings  that 
have  so  richly  crowned  us  as  a  church  and  a  nation  during  this  momentous 
century  which  is  rapidly  nearing  its  close,  are  worthy  our  grateful  recognition, 
which  could  not  be  more  fittingly  manifested  than  by  giving  of  our  means  to 
evangelize  this  country  and  advance  the  power  and  glory  of  the  divine  king¬ 
dom.  A  united  effort  would  set  us  free.  Shall  it  not  be  made? 
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THE  WORK  OF  THE  BIENNIUM. 

The  number  of  missions  on  the  roll  on  the  first  of  May,  1897,  was  I4I* 
Owing  to  the  fact  that  in  several  of  these  the  outlook  for  satisfactory  growth 
was  not  sufficiently  encouraging  to  warrant  the  Board  in  continuing  to  aid  in 
their  support,  they  were  dropped.  These  were  Wichita,  Kans.,  St.  Louis,  Mo., 
David  City,  Neb.,  and  Aspen,  Colo.  This  left  137,  and  to  these  were  added, 
during  the  biennium,  25  new  missions,  only  23  of  which,  however,  made  re¬ 
ports  within  the  two  years,  and  are  included  in  the  tabulated  statement,  mak¬ 
ing  the  whole  number  receiving  aid  the  whole  or  a  fraction  of  the  time  160, 
the  same  number  as  for  the  preceding  two  years. 

In  the  tabulated  statement  which  we  herewith  submit  for  your  examination 
(see  Appendix  A),  we  have  endeavored,  as  far  as  possible,  to  furnish  a  correct 
exhibit  of  the  character,  extent  and  results  of  the  work  accomplished  by  our 
missionaries  during  the  biennium.  But  excellent  as  this  showing  is,  and  in¬ 
dicative  as  it  is  of  fruitful  service,  it  is  an  inadequate  setting  forth  of  all  that  has 
been  done  by  the  noble  company  of  missionaries  who  have  borne  the  commission 
of  the  Board.  These  figures  express  to  us  the  tangible  results  of  missionary  zeal 
and  activity,  of  self-sacrificing  love  to  God  and  the  Church,  of  patient  endur¬ 
ance  of  hardships,  that  make  the  home  missionary  the  peer  of  any  Christian 
worker  in  any  sphere  of  activity,  and  richly  meriting  our  gratitude  and  affection.

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SELF-SUPPORTING. 

One  of  the  most  encouraging  features  of  the  work  of  Home  Missions  for  this 
biennium,  is  the  exceptionally  large  number  of  mission  pastorates  that  decided 
to  prosecute  their  work  without  further  aid  from  the  Board.  The  records  dis¬ 
close  the  fact  that  twenty-two  had  made  sufficient  progress  and  attained  the 
needed  strength  to  dispense  with  the  help  received.  This  number  is  ten  more 
than  in  the  last  biennium.  We  heartily  congratulate  them  on  the  successful 
work  they  have  accomplished,  and  recognize  their  well-earned  distinction,  of 
a  place  on  the  honor-roll  of  this  biennium,  and  earnestly  bid  them  God-speed 
in  their  blessed  work.  The  financial  obligations  of  the  Board  for  the  payment 
of  salaries  were  reduced  about  $2,400.00  by  these  missions  declaring  them¬ 
selves  self-supporting.  The  following  is  the  list  of  missions  that  reached  self- 
support,  and  the  date  when  they  retired  from  the  care  of  the  Board,  and  the 
name  of  the  missionary  at  the  time :

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At  the  opening  of  the  present  biennium  the  Board  was  not  disposed  to  en¬ 
courage  any  material  increase  in  its  financial  obligations  by  making  appropri¬ 
ation  towards  the  support  of  New  Missions,  much  as  it  regretted  the  pursuit 
of  such  a  policy.  But  the  indebtedness  of  the  Board  which  had  been  incurred 
during  the  preceding  two  years  had  become  a  serious  obstacle  to  the  comfort¬ 
able  and  successful  prosecution  of  the  work,  and  the  exigencies  of  the  situa¬ 
tion  seemed  to  demand  retrenchment.  Under  these  circumstances  the  Board 
was  constrained  to  believe  that  it  was  desirable,  if  not  imperative,  that  the 
debt  be  removed  or  largely  reduced  before  any  considerable  enlargement  of 
work  be  undertaken. 

But  so  earnest  and  persuasive  were  the  appeals,  and  so  reasonable  and  con¬ 
vincing  the  arguments  presented  by  officers  of  Synods  and  Advisory  Home 
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Mission  Committees  in  behalf  of  the  occupancy  of  new  and  important  points 
on  the  territory  of  their  respective  Synods,  that  the  Board  could  not  avoid  the 
conclusion  that  it  was  the  wiser  plan  not  to  allow  these  open  doers  to  rich  and 
fruitful  fields  to  close  against  us  by  delay,  and  agreed  to  accede  to  the  urgent 
demand  for  aid  in  the  support  of  new  missions  as  far  as  possible.  As  a  result 
of  this  decision  twenty-five  missions  were  added  to  our  roll.  Two  of  these, 
Stockton,  Cal.,  and  Jerico,  Mo.,  did  not  respond  to  the  efforts  made  in  a  man¬ 
ner  to  justify  their  continuance,  and  aid  was  withdrawn  at  the  end  of  the  first 
year.  The  additional  cost  to  the  Board  for  the  support  of  these  missions  for 
the  first  year  is  $6,000,  in  round  numbers,  or  an  average  of  $240.  A  list  of 
these  missions  is  submitted  for  your  information  and  inspection.

The  Missions  that  are  enrolled  in  the  tabulated  statement,  and  which  with 
but  two  or  three  exceptions  were  served  by  pastors  supported  during  a  whole 
or  part  of  the  two  years  ending  April  30,  1899,  numbered  160,  are  located 
as  follows :

THE  WORK  NOW  ON  HAND. 

The  number  of  Missions  enrolled  on  the  first  of  May,  the  beginning  of  the 
16th  biennium,  was  140.  This  is  three  less  than  at  the  opening  of  the  pre¬ 
ceding  two  years,  yet  it  represents  fully  as  large  an  amount  of  work  as  the 
number  then  on  hand,  to  be  supported  by  the  Board,  as  four  of  those  enrolled 
at  that  time  were  stricken  from  the  list  shortly  after  the  meeting  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod,  because  the  outlook  for  successful  work  was  not  such  as  to  warrant 
further  appropriations.  As  we  look  at  the  list  of  Missions  now  under  our  care, 
and  examine  the  applications  for  aid  in  entirely  new  fields,  that  are  now  be¬ 
fore  the  Board,  we  cannot  see  how  it  is  possible  to  meet  the  just  demands 
of  this  work  with  less  than  $100,000  for  the  biennium.  Of  this  amount  fully 
$10,000  should  be  applied  to  new  work,  as  the  highest  welfare  of  the  church 
makes  the  enlargement  of  its  Home  Mission  operations  a  most  sacred  obliga¬ 
tion,  as  well  as  a  most  imperative  duty.  Its  present  growth  and  future  pros¬ 
perity  and  glory  will  be  seriously  impaired  by  neglecting  the  opportunities  that 
offer  themselves  to  us  everywhere  in  our  broad  land,  and  that  are  splendid  in 
their  possibilities  of  fruitfulness. 

By  a  careful  scrutiny  of  the  missions  now  enrolled  (see  Appendix  B)  it  will 
be  seen  that  a  larger  proportion  are  in  the  great  cities  than  at  any  time  hereto¬ 
fore.  Five  of  the  new  missions  are  in  Greater  New  York  and  Jersey  City,  two 
are  in  Philadelphia,  one  in  Chicago,  one  in  Troy,  N.  Y.,  one  in  Trenton,  N.J., 
and  others  in  cities  of  prominence,  but  of  less  size. 

There  is  each  year  a  steadily  increasing  demand  for  more  Home  Mission 
effort  in  the  cities  of  our  land,  and  it  is  the  purpose  of  the  Board  to  use  its 
utmost  effort  to  meet  it  to  the  fullest  extent  possible. 

OUR  PAST. 

It  is  eminently  fitting  at  this  time,  which  marks  the  completion  of  three 
decades  of  Home  Mission  effort  in  the  General  Synod  under  the  present 
method  of  administration,  to  take  a  brief  survey  of  the  past,  noting  only  a  few 
points  on  the  pages  of  its  history.  The  record  is  full  of  instruction,  encour¬ 
agement  and  inspiration.  In  these  years  the  Board  has  extended  its  hand  of 
help  to  400  churches  from  one  ocean  to  the  other,  and  under  its  fostering  care 
about  200  of  them  have  reached  self-support.  It  has  moved  westward 
through  forests  and  over  mountains  and  across  prairies,  up  the  slopes  and 
through  the  passes  of  the  great  Rockies,  and  onward  to  the  Golden  Gate.  It 
has  planted  the  Christian  church,  established  the  Christian  home,  and  the 
Christian  school,  and  carried  with  it  the  Christian  Sabbath,  those  mighty 
bulwarks  of  national  security  and  prosperity.  Its  track  is  luminous  with  the 
churches  it  has  called  into  existence  and  developed  into  strength  and  influence. 
Nearly  50,000  souls  were  gathered  into  these  mission  churches  whilst  aided  by 
the  Board,  and  $130,000  were  contributed  to  the  objects  of  church  benevo¬ 
lence,  and  over  $750,000  were  freely  contributed  by  the  churches  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod  to  carry  forward  this  splendid  enterprise  of  the  Church. 
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There  has  been  steady  and  encouraging  progress  from  the  beginning.  In 
1869  the  Board  began  its  work  with  37  missions  enrolled.  The  advance  in 
the  first  decade  was  slow,  but  still  there  was  advance,  so  that  at  its  close  the 
number  of  missions  was  51,  at  the  close  of  the  second  decade  the  enrollment 
was  1 14,  and  at  the  close  of  the  third  it  was  160.  There  are  many  facts  in 
connection  with  the  work,  which  the  limited  space  forbids  admission  here, 
that  bear  ample  and  emphatic  testimony  to  the  wisdom  and  importance  of 
prosecuting  largely  and  vigorously  this  work  of  the  Church. 

OUR  PRESENT  DUTY. 

The  time  has  fully  come  in  our  Church,  and  in  this  land  of  ours,  and  the 
point  is  reached  in  the  history  of  missionary  enterprise  having  for  its  imme¬ 
diate  end  the  evangelization  of  this  entire  country  when  especial  attention 
must  be  concentrated  on  our  great  cities.  Two  decades  ago  the  most  urgent 
need  existed  and  the  most  earnest  cry  for  help  came  to  the  Board  from  the 
great  West.  It  was  a  wise,  clear,  urgent  cry  to  the  churches  in  the  East  to 
save  the  West  from  irreligion  and  barbarism;  and  nobly  did  the  Church  re¬ 
spond  with  its  men,  its  money,  and  its  prayers,  and  the  church  with  its 
potent  spiritual  forces  was  established  over  the  wide  field. 

But  to-day  the  serious  conditions  and  urgent  needs  that  challenged  the 
East  to  rise  to  the  emergency  and  save  the  West,  are  at  hand  to  cry  not  for 
help  for  the  regions  beyond,  but  to  send  their  fervent  and  irresistible  appeal 
to  the  churches  of  the  East  and  the  West  alike  to  rescue  the  great  overflowing 
municipalities  from  their  moral  degradation  and  threatened  barbarism.  Truly 
a  new  situation  confronts  us  to-day.  The  problem  of  the  Church  of  America 
now  is  the  American  city,  inasmuch  as  the  character  of  the  destiny  ahead  of 
this  republic  will  be  determined  by  the  way  in  which  we  go  about  the  solution 
of  this  problem  Whatever  may  have  been  the  zone  of  greatest  need  and 
danger  thirty  years  ago,  it  is  now  the  city.  There  is  the  point  where  the 
conflict  goes  on  most  fiercely,  the  conflict  on  which  depends  the  preservation 
and  perpetuity  of  the  sacred  institutions  planted  by  our  fathers  and  nourished 
by  their  blood. 

Such,  fathers  and  brethren,  is  the  emergency  which  confronts  the  Church  of 
Christ  to-day  in  this  land — which  confronts  our  own  Church;  an  emergency 
which  clearly  defines  and  strongly  emphasizes  her  immediate  and  her  supreme 
duty — a  duty  unspeakably  urgent  and  serious. 

If  the  country  is  to  be  saved  the  city  must  be  redeemed,  and  this  is  a 
problem  for  the  Church.  She  is  the  channel,  the  organized  instrument  of  the 
power  which  alone  can  regenerate  and  redeem  the  city.  Moreover,  this  is  a 
Home  Mission  problem,  for  through  and  by  that  agency  of  the  Church  almost 
entirely  must  the  Gospel  be  preached  to  those  countless  hosts  who  are  steeped 
in  ignorance,  vice  and  crime. 

Our  Church  has  a  mission  to  the  cities  at  this  hour,  as  perhaps  no  other  has. 
She  represents  an  affirmative,  positive  gospel.  She  has  a  vast  amount  of 
material  for  ingathering  and  development  which  she  can  claim  as  her  own. 
Her  recent  successful  achievements  in  the  cities  are  a  guarantee  of  future  sue- 
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cess.  Our  plain  duty  then  as  a  Church  is  a  united,  strong,  aggressive  movement 
along  the  line  of  Home  Missions  in  cities.  We  do  not  ask  that  there  be  any 
diminution  of  effort  in  any  section  of  our  great  field,  and  especially  not  in  the 
West,  but  more  in  our  cities.  The  city  is  the  nerve-centre  of  our  civilization. 
From  this  centre  radiate  those  forces  which  inevitably  tell  on  the  nation’s  life 
for  weal  or  for  woe. 

CONCLUSION. 

The  review  of  the  work  of  the  fifteenth  biennium  is  now  before  you.  We 
have  aimed  to  set  forth  as  fully  as  possible  in  the  compass  of  this  report  the 
extent,  character,  results  and  claims  of  the  cause  of  Home  Missions,  as  directed 
by  your  Board.  It  is  our  sincere  hope  that  the  canvass  of  these  facts  will 
awaken  a  deeper  interest  in  this  important  enterprise  of  the  Church,  and  be 
an  inspiration  and  a  summons  to  all  our  congregations  to  renewed  zeal  and 
diligence  in  enlarging  the  sphere  of  its  operations  and  in  promoting  its  success. 
This  is  the  last  opportunity  to  present  a  report  relating  to  the  interests  of  this 
work  to  a  Convention  of  the  General  Synod  within  this  century.  Before 
another  will  assemble  its  brilliant  course  will  be  finished.  We  trust  therefore 
that  your  treatment  of  this  great  cause  with  its  pressing  needs  and  worthy 
claims  will  be  wise  and  generous. 

It  is  with  a  profound  sense  of  appreciation  of  the  high  privilege  of  being 
identified  with  one  of  the  great  missionary  movements  that  have  made  this 
century  the  most  conspicuous  and  imperial  in  its  service  to  the  Church  and  to 
humanity,  that  we  return  the  trust  committed  to  us  two  years  ago.

In  accordance  with  the  standing  rule  of  your  body  the  Board  has  prepared 
and  now  submits  the  following  resolutions  relative  to  several  of  the  more  im¬ 
portant  features  of  the  work  referred  to  in  this  report.  If  they  express  your 
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sentiments  and  are  in  accordance  with  your  judgment,  we  ask  that  you  adopt 
them  and  have  them  printed  with  this  report  as  your  action. 

I.  On  the  Work  of  the  Biennium . 

Resolved ,  That  we  have  heard  with  devout  thankfulness  to  God,  through  the 
report  presented,  of  the  gratifying  measure  of  success  He  has  granted  to  the 
labors  of  the  Church  in  the  Home  Mission  field;  and  that  we  express  our  ap¬ 
proval  of  the  fidelity  and  devotion  of  the  Board,  its  Secretaries  and  Mission¬ 
aries,  in  its  prosecution  of  the  work  during  the  past  biennium. 

2.  On  the  Self- stiff  or  ting  Missions. 

Resolved,  That  it  affords  us  sincere  pleasure  to  learn  that  twenty-two  mis¬ 
sions  had  made  such  progress  as  to  be  able  to  dispense  with  further  aid 
from  the  Board  and  assume  their  own  support.  We  rejoice  in  their  success 
and  extend  to  them  our  best  wishes  for  their  continued  prosperity. 

3.  On  the  New  Work  Undertaken. 

Resolved,  That  we  are  gratified  by  the  fact  set  forth  in  the  report  that  the 
Board  was  able  to  assume  the  support  of  so  large  a  number  of  new  missions, 
many  of  which  are  in  fields  of  so  much  promise  and  importance.  We  also 
heartily  endorse  the  policy  of  the  Board  to  occupy  the  large  cities  and  popu¬ 
lous  centres  as  rapidly  as  possible. 

4.  On  the  Work  of  W.  H.  and  F.  M.  Society. 

Resolved,  That  we  recognize  the  ever-increasing  usefulness  and  efficiency  of 
the  Woman’s  Society,  and  especially  the  excellent  service  that  is  being  ren¬ 
dered  by  it  to  the  cause  of  our  home-land  evangelization.  In  view  of  the  grow¬ 
ing  demand  for  the  enlargement  of  our  work  of  Home  Missions,  we  would 
earnestly  recommend  to  the  Executive  Committee  that  if  there  be  no  serious 
hindrance  in  the  way,  that  it  institute  measures  looking  to  increased  operations 
in  the  home  field. 

3  On  the  Sunday-School  Offering. 

Resolved,  That  the  good  work  of  the  majority  of  our  Sunday-schools  in  be¬ 
half  of  Home  Missions  on  Luther  Sunday  by  which  over  $21,000.00  were  con¬ 
tributed  is  most  commendable  and  is  gratefully  acknowledged.  We  earnestly 
approve  the  continuance  of  the  plan,  and  urge  upon  all  pastors  and  Sunday- 
school  superintendents  to  unite  in  making  it  each  year  a  more  complete  success. 

6.  On  the  Indebtedness  of  the  Board. 

Resolved,  That  we  regret  the  continued  existence  of  the  burden  of  indebted¬ 
ness  resting  on  the  Board  of  Home  Missions,  which  is  an  evident  hindrance  to 
the  best  success  of  its  work,  and  believing  that  it  ought  and  can  be  speedily 
removed  by  the  unanimous  effort  of  our  churches,  do  pledge  ourselves  to  give 
faithful  and  diligent  attention  to  the  raising  of  the  apportionment  for  the 
1 6th  biennium.  We  furthermore  endorse  the  proposition  of  the  Board  to  set 
apart  Sunday,  the  26th  day  of  November  next,  on  which  to  make  a  special 
thanksgiving  offering  in  behalf  of  the  liquidation  of  the  Home  Mission  debt. 

7.  On  Afforlionment  for  the  Next  Tzvo  Years. 

Resolved,  That  we  approve  the  request  of  the  Board  that  the  sum  of  $90,- 
oco.co  be  apportioned  to  the  District  Synods  for  the  work  of  Home  Missions 
for  the  next  two  years,  beginning  May  1,  1900.

Money  was  also  received  from  the  sale  of  church  buildings  at  Morley,  Iowa 
McCook,  Neb.,  Central  City,  Neb.,  as  well  as  from  the  sale  of  lots  in  Alma, 
Nebraska. 

4.  We  have  received  a  decreased  amount  from  the  Executive  Committee  of 
the  Woman’s  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society.  They  have  been  giving 
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good  assistance  to  the  many  promising  missions  in  their  charge.  All  their 
moneys  for  church  buildings  pass  through  our  hands. 

5.  Our  bequests  during  the  past  two  years  amount  to  only  $966.47.  Some 
other  sums  of  money  are  in  process  of  collection. 

6.  Under  the  head  of  receipts  from  other  sources  we  include  special  gifts, 
annuity  money,  sale  of  products  from  our  farms,  the  sale  of  the  farms,  rents 
from  property  owned  by  the  Board,  and  other  items  not  included  in  the  other 
receipts.  These  amount  all  told  to  $29,695.98. 

3.  Expenditures. 

A.  CHURCHES  AIDED. 

Loans,  donations  and  special  appropriations  have  been  made  to  one  hun¬ 
dred  and  thirteen  different  points  during  the  past  two  years,  and  this  was  done 
by  two  hundred  and  five  appropriations.  This  means  twenty-seven  more 
churches  aided  these  two  years  than  in  the  previous  two  years.  Of  this  num¬ 
ber  sixty-eight  were  by  loans  and  one  hundred  and  thirty-nine  by  donation. 
Besides  these  two  hundred  and  five  churches  aided,  the  Secretaries  assisted  at 
a  number  of  dedications  and  thus  saved  hundreds  of  dollars  to  the  Board. 

We  could  cite  many  such  cases,  where  both  of  the  Secretaries  have  rendered 
invaluable  services  to  our  Board  and  the  local  church.

3.  Many  more  churches  were  practically  aided  by  the  Board,  because  of  the 
Secretaries  at  dedications,  who  raised  all  the  money  needed  and  more,  and 
thus  relieved  the  Board  of  a  direct  appropriation. 

4.  At  this  point  we  wish  to  make  special  mention  of  the  most  faithful  and 
very  efficient  work  of  Doctor  Yarger,  Field  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Church 
Extension.  Doctor  Yarger  we  can  truthfully  say  stands  without  a  peer  in  his 
very  successful  labors  for  our  Church.  He  has  lately  been  making  a  very 
systematic  visitation  of  the  congregations  in  the  Western  Synods.  During 
this  past  biennium  he  has  spoken  to  two  hundred  congregations  on  our  work, 
its  needs  and  claims,  and  has  thus  sown  precious  seed.  As  he  has  well  said, 
“  To  know  our  Church  Extension  work,  is  to  love  it.”  This  whole  visitation 
has  been  a  Campaign  of  Education.  Pie  has  further  attended  a  number  of 
dedications  and  raised  sixty-five  hundred  dollars  in  money.  In  this  time  he 
has  preached  one  hundred  and  seven  regular  sermons,  and  has  assisted  the 
missionaries  in  special  services  that  were  of  untold  benefit  to  the  missions  in 
their  self-sacrificing  work.  We  trust  Doctor  Yarger  can  be  spared  yet  many 
days  for  this  great  work  of  our  Church. 

5.  In  all  cases  where  a  congregation  is  assisted  by  our  Home  Mission 
Board,  the  Board  feels  a  special  obligation  to  render  assistance.  But  the 
Board  does  more  than  this.  In  all  cases  of  extreme  necessity,  and  in  cases 
where  congregations  have  tried  to  save  the  money  for  the  Home  Board,  the 
Board  of  Church  Extension  has  been  called  upon  to  render  assistance,  and 
whenever  the  point  was  worthy  and  the  funds  in  hand  allowed  it,  an  appro¬ 
priation  was  made.  Our  books  show  that  in  this  way  thirty-two  congrega¬ 
tions  have  been  aided,  which  were  not  assisted  by  the  Home  Mission  Board. 

6.  The  balance  of  money  in  hand,  which  reached  us  only  the  last  week  or 
two  of  the  Children’s  Day  offering,  at  present  has  already  been  promised  to 
different  points.  In  fact,  the  Board  is  practically  without  a  balance,  for  were 
the  money  promised  called  for  now  we  would  actually  be  in  debt.  Then,  too, 
we  can  hope  to  receive  little  money  until  after  the  meeting  of  the  Synods  in 
the  fall. 

4.  Our  Assets. 


These  can  be  divided  into  four  classes : 

a.  Notes  and  mortgages  held  on  churches  in  different  parts  of  the  country 
as  per  detailed  statement  of  Treasurer.  These  amount  to  $256,643.35. 

b.  Churches  owned  outright  by  the  Board,  such  as  the  churches  in  Phila¬ 
delphia,  Pa.  (Grace),  Hudson,  New  York,  Burlington,  Iowa,  Hastings,  Neb., 
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Portage,  Pa.,  Martindale,  Pa.,  Belen,  New  Mexico,  Kingsdale,  Pa.,  and  others. 
These  amount  to  $25,045.00,  representing,  however,  only  the  amounts  actually 
invested  by  the  Board.  The  properties  are  worth  considerably  more. 

c.  Real  estate  owned  by  the  Board.  These  would  include  a  mortgage  on  a 
farm  in  Maryland,  dwelling-houses  owned  in  Topeka  and  Peabody,  Kansas, 
and  other  real  estate. 

d.  Trust  properties  held  by  the  Board,  such  as  lots  and  churches  deeded  to 
the  Board  for  the  special  use  of  some  particular  congregation,  or  in  case  of  a 
lot,  for  the  erection  of  a  Lutheran  Church.  These  amount  to  $73,540.00. 

e.  Our  total  assets  of  every  shape  show  the  handsome  sum  of  $352,434.42. 
If  you  take  from  this  our  trust  properties,  from  which  the  Board  could  in  no 
case  profit,  we  would  have  net  assets  of  $278,894.42. 

5.  General  Matters. 

A.  Farms  Sold. 

The  Board  ratified  the  sale  of  its  York  County  Farm,  and  approved  the  con¬ 
tract  made  between  Mr.  A.  E.  March,  of  East  Berlin,  Pa.,  and  the  General 
Secretary  of  the  Board,  on  December  6,  1898.  The  price  received  for  the 
farm  was  four  thousand  dollars,  five  hundred  dollars  of  which  was  cash,  and 
the  balance,  thirty-five  hundred  dollars,  has  been  since  paid.  The  farm  lies 
along  Conewago  creek,  in  Dover  township,  York  County,  Pa.,  not  far  from  the 
village  of  Bigmount,  and  contains  about  one  hundred  and  twelve  acres.  The 
farm  was  secured  in  1893  as  an  outright  gift  from  Mrs.  Sarah  E.  Sell,  of  East 
Berlin,  Pa.,  widow  of  the  sainted  and  lamented  Rev.  D.  Sell,  who  preached  for 
many  years  in  York  County,  Pa.  The  farm  was  deeded  to  the  Board  of  Church 
Extension,  and  the  proceeds  of  the  same  are  now  to  be  used  for  the  Loan  Fund 
of  that  Board.  In  the  five  years  in  which  the  Board  has  owned  the  farm,  the 
net  returns  were  about  one  thousand  dollars,  thus  making  the  gift  of  Mrs.  Sell 
to  the  work  of  Church  Extension  about  five  thousand  dollars.  What  a  bene¬ 
diction  such  a  gift  is  to  so  worthy  an  object  of  our  benevolence  !  Our  Church 
needs  more  godly  and  consecrated  givers  like  Mrs.  Sell. 

The  Board,  in  December,  1897,  s°ld  a  farm  which  it  owned  in  Carroll  County, 
Maryland,  which,  with  returns  from  it,  netted  it  three  thousand  dollars.  This 
farm  was  the  gift  of  Mr.  Henry  Gable,  of  Larue,  Pa.  This  amount,  with  the 
total  sum  secured  from  the  York  County  farm,  make  the  gross  returns  from 
these  two  farms  eight  thousand  dollars. 

2.  The  Board  has  been  very  often  urged,  in  settlement  of  its  claims  against 
congregations,  to  donate  a  portion  of  the  same.  It  has  been  found  that  this 
has  created  dissatisfaction,  and  consequently  the  Board  has  decided  hereafter 
in  no  case  to  impair  its  Loan  Fund,  which  is  a  sacred  trust  committed  to  its 
care. 

3.  The  book  of  church  plans  or  church  architecture  has  been  given  during 
the  last  years  to  the  church,  sample  copies  of  which  can  be  found  in  the  pews. 
It  has  been  somewhat  of  an  expense  to  us,  but  the  Board  would  feel  amply 
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repaid  if  the  congregations  of  the  General  Synod  would  make  use  of  the  same. 
So  far  only  a  few  have  used  the  plans  therein  contained,  and  there  have  been 
only  one  or  two  inquiries.  Before  we  had  the  book  many  asked  for  one.  We 
hope  all  our  churches  will  make  use  of  these  plans.  They  are  furnished  at 
cost,  and  will  give  us  better  buildings  and  a  more  churchly  architecture. 

4.  We  are  again  grateful  to  our  Church  papers  for  their  help.  They  have 
given  us  space  time  and  again,  and  have  not  allowed  indiscriminate  appeals 
for  money  to  build  churches. 

Recommendation. 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  apportion  among  the  District  Synods  the 
sum  of  forty  thousand  dollars  annually  for  Church  Extension,  beginning 
with  April  1,  1900. 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  gives  it  as  the  opinion  of  the  Church  that 
appropriations  should  not  be  made  by  the  Board  of  Church  Extension  to  our 
mission  churches  until  such  mission  congregations  have  presented  their  church 
plans  and  specifications.

Biennial  Service. 

The  evening  services  were  held  in  St.  Paul’s  Lutheran  church, 
York,  Pa.,  and  were  under  the  auspices  of  the  Board  of  Church 
Extension. 
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Addresses  upon  the  subject  were  delivered  by  Rev.  J.  A.  Wirt, 
D.  D.,  Des  Moines,  la.,  and  Rev.  H.  H.  Weber,  Secretary  of  the 
Board. 

The  following  Fund  was  presented  as  established  by  the  Secre¬ 
tary  of  the  Board,  and  explains  itself : 

The  Martin  Luther  Loan  Fund  of  the  Board  of  Church  Extension, 
Founded  in  Recognition  of  God’s  Goodness  During  Ten 
Years  of  Successful  Service  for  Him. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  from  May  24th  to  June  1st,  1899,  the 
Board  of  Church  Extension  of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Church  in  the  United  States,  completes  ten  years  of  service  under  its  present 
management.  Ten  years  ago  the  Board  was  reconstructed  and  enlarged  and 
a  new  and  more  aggressive  spirit  inaugurated.  The  present  General  Secre¬ 
tary  was  elected  at  that  time,  and  the  work  pushed  with  vigor  and  energy. 
These  ten  years  have  been  by  far  the  most  successful  in  the  history  of  the 
Church  Extension  work  of  the  General  Synod,  and  I  presume  we  can  truth¬ 
fully  say,  comparatively  the  most  successful  of  any  Board  of  any  denomination. 

It  is  deemed  wise  at  this  time  to  signalize  the  completion  of  this  decade  of 
successful  work,  and,  as  a  testimonial  of  our  gratitude  to  God  for  His  good¬ 
ness  to  us,  during  these  ten  years,  to  found  a  new  Loan  Fund,  to  be  called 

“  THE  MARTIN  LUTHER  LOAN  FUND,” 

of  ten  thousand  dollars,  whose  capital  is  forever  to  be  kept  intact,  and  which 
is  to  stand  as  a  lasting  memorial  of  this  glorious  epoch  in  our  history.

The  time  for  the  consideration  of  the  work  of  Education  hav¬ 
ing  arrived,  the  Board  presented  its  biennial  report  through  its 
secretary,  Rev.  H.  C.  Haithcox,  D.  D.,  and  here  follows  : 

The  Seventh  Biennial  Report  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  General 
Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United 

States  of  America. 

Mr.  President  and  Brethren  of  the  General  Synod.  Gratefully  acknowl¬ 
edging  the  Divine  guidance  and  goodness,  your  Board  of  Education  begs  leave 
to  submit  its  seventh  biennial  report. 

As  constituted  by  the  General  Synod  at  Mansfield,  O.,  it  was  duly  organized 
August  10,  1897,  hy  electing  Rev.  M.  Rhodes,  D.  D.,  President;  Rev.  S.  B. 
Barnitz,  D.  D.,  Vice  President;  Rev.  H.  C.  Haithcox,  D.  D..  General  Secre¬ 
tary,  and  Mr.  H.  N.  Saylor,  Treasurer. 

The  following  institutions  have  been  helped  by  this  Board  :  Midland  Col¬ 
lege,  Carthage  College,  Hartwick  Seminary  and  the  Western  Theological 
Seminary,  whose  reports  are  herewith  submitted. 

The  publication  of  a  quarterly,  The  Lamp ,  was  issued  by  the  Board  at  a 
nominal  cost.  It  has  been  helpful  to  the  Board,  and  to  the  general  educa¬ 
tional  interests  of  the  Church.  If  it  could  be  made  a  monthly  and  put  into 
the  hands  of  all  our  pastors  and  people,  its  usefulness  would  be  greatly 
increased. 

In  1897,  August  10th,  at  Dixon,  Ills.,  your  Board  of  Education  met  in  con¬ 
ference  with  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  German  Theological  Seminary, 
Chicago,  Ills.,  to  consider  the  best  interests  of  the  German  work  and  the

action  of  the  General  Synod  concerning  it.  It  was  agreed  that  as  soon  as 
adequate  arrangements  could  be  made  for  the  support  of  a  German  professor, 
and  a  suitable  man  secured,  the  German  department  in  the  Western  Theologi¬ 
cal  Seminary  should  be  opened. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  in  1 898,  at  Dixon,  Illinois,  assurances  were  given 
that  the  German  Wartburg  and  the  German  Nebraska  Synods  would  support 
a  professor  in  the  Western  Theological  Seminary,  Atchison,  Kansas.  Rev.  J. 
L.  Neve,  Bremen,  Illinois,  was  recommended  and  unanimously  elected  pro¬ 
fessor  of  the  German  department.  The  German  Synods  approved  the  choice 
of  the  Board.  Professor  Neve  accepted  the  call,  and  on  the  23d  of  September, 
1898,  in  the  English  Lutheran  church,  Atchison,  Kansas,  and  in  the  presence 
of  the  German  Nebraska  Synod  and  representatives  of  the  German  Wartburg 
Synod  and  of  the  Board  of  Education,  Rev.  J.  L.  Neve  was  duly  installed. 
This  meeting  with  our  German  brethren  was  a  delightful  one.  The  Spirit  of 
the  Lord  seemed  to  pervade  all  hearts.  It  was  an  epoch-making  event,  full  of 
promise.  By  this  consummation  on  the  part  of  the  Board  of  Education  and 
of  the  German  Synods,  the  action  imposed  on  this  Board  by  the  General  Synod 
has  been  fulfilled.  And  it  is  gratifying  to  report  that  the  assurances  given  by 
the  German  brethren  for  the  support  of  Professor  Neve  have  been  faithfully 
met,  and  it  is  the  hope  that  the  property  of  the  German  Theological  Seminary, 
Chicago,  Illinois,  will,  in  due  time,  be  transferred  to  the  Board  of  Education. 

The  following  is  the  report  of 

THE  WESTERN  THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY. 

This  school  of  the  prophets  is  making  substantial  advance,  and  there  is  much 
to  encourage  the  church  concerning  its  future.  Seven  young  men  were  enrolled 
the  first  year  and  nine  the  second,  of  this  biennium.  Four  were  graduated  in 
1898.  Three  of  this  number  are  serving  charges  in  Kansas,  and  the  fourth 
has  a  pastorate  in  Nebraska. 

Special  lectures  were  delivered  before  the  seminary  and  college  students  on 
ethical,  sociological,  ecclesiastical,  historical,  theological,  philosophical,  and 
practical  subjects,  by  Rev.  M.  Rhodes,  D.  D.,  Rev.  W.  F.  Eyster,  D.  D.,  and 
Rev.  Leander  S.  Iveyser.  These  lectures  were  carefully  prepared  and  were 
exceedingly  interesting  and  instructive. 

Beginning  with  the  new  school  year  in  September,  1899,  the  course  of  in¬ 
struction  will  embrace  a  period  of  three  years.  The  change  from  a  two  to  a 
three  years’  course  has  been  made  after  thorough  consideration,  and  has  been 
adopted  with  the  best  interests  of  the  church  and  ministry  in  view. 

The  German  department  has  for  its  aim  a  properly  equipped  ministry  for  our 
German  and  German-English  congregations.  The  opening  year  has  been 
auspicious,  presaging  only  good.  The  experience  and  prospects  give  assur¬ 
ance  that  the  General  Synod  is  moving  in  the  right  direction  in  its  effort  to 
solve  the  problem  of  our  German  theological  work.  The  concentration  of 
teachers,  students,  and  means,  is  conducive  to  efficiency  and  economy  in  the 
work,  securing  also  better  and  more  permanent  results. 
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The  course  of  instruction  outlined  for  this  department,  and  other  facts  of 
interest  concerning  the  Seminary,  can  be  learned  by  an  examination  of  the 
catalogue  of  Midland  College  and  the  Western  Theological  Seminary  which 
has  just  been  issued. 

A  number  of  friends  have  remembered  the  Western  Seminary  in  a  special 
way.  A  recitation  room  was  comfortably  furnished  for  Prof.  Neve.  Dona¬ 
tions  of  books  and  maps  have  been  received;  also  information  that  some 
friends  have  provided  by  will  to  leave  libraries  and  money  to  the  Seminary. 
Already  there  are  indications  that  there  will  be  an  attendance  next  year  of 
more  than  twenty  students.  The  prayers  for  laborers  to  enter  the  harvest  are 
being  graciously  answered.  For  many  evidences  of  Divine  favor  we  are  pro¬ 
foundly  grateful. 


MIDLAND  COLLEGE. 

This  institution  has  had  the  best  year  of  its  history.  With  her  six  profes¬ 
sors  and  eight  instructors  she  has  taught  182  students,  125  enrolled  at  the  col¬ 
lege,  and  57  private  students  in  music  and  art.  Among  these  are  16  candidates 
for  the  gospel  ministry.

CARTHAGE  COLLEGE. 

The  college  has  seven  professors  and  five  tutors.  The  work  in  the  class 
room  and  the  order  has  been  generally  good.  Fully  eighty-five  per  cent,  of 
the  students  in  all  departments  are  Christians.  Over  fifty  per  cent,  of  these 
are  members  of  the  Y.  M.  and  Y.  VV.  Christian  Associations.  About  twelve 
have  the  ministry  in  view.  There  were  nine  members  in  the  graduating  class 
this  year  and  three  last  year — four  of  whom  will  enter  the  ministry.  Two 
ladies  are  preparing  for  the  foreign  mission  work.  There  are  three  prayer- 
meetings  each  week,  besides  required  chapel  attendance  and  the  required 
Bible  study  in  the  college  classes.

The  above  figures  are  conservative,  as  there  are  over  nine  hundred  dollars 
of  old  account  which  were  counted  in  our  report  two  years  ago.  Some  of  this 
will  doubtless  be  paid.  There  are  quite  a  number  of  verbal  promises  which 
will  be  paid.  Hence  $20,000.00  will  be  ample  to  complete  present  move¬ 
ment.  This  must  be  secured  by  January  1,  1900,  in  order  to  secure  the 
$10,000.00  offered  by  the  city  and  the  $10,000.00  offered  by  Mr.  Denhart. 
This  should  be  raised  at  once  in  order  that  the  improvements  and  accommo¬ 
dations  needed  may  be  made,  at  least  in  part,  by  the  opening  of  the  College 
in  September.  If  this  can  be  done,  it  will  be  a  great  advantage  to  our  work. 
Our  field  is  large  and  promising,  and  the  College  is  growing  in  favor  in  the 
community  and  throughout  the  Synods.  But  the  imperative  need  of  the  hour 
is  more  ample  endowment  and  equipment.  We  earnestly  hope  and  fervently 
pray  that  the  Holy  Spirit  may  so  guide  and  direct  the  deliberations  of  this 
Convention  of  the  General  Synod,  that  large  and  liberal  things  may  be  devised 
for  Christian  education,  and  that  more  substantial  aid  may  be  given  to  this 
most  deserving  school. 

HARTWICK  SEMINARY. 

This  Institution  has  4  professors  and  4  instructors  teaching  72  students. 
There  are  14  candidates  for  the  ministry.  About  70  per  cent,  of  the  students 
are  professing  Christians.

The  Board  of  Education  acknowledges,  with  grateful  appreciation,  the  be¬ 
quests  of  books  to  the  libraries  of  our  schools,  and  is  glad  to  make  special 
mention  of  Rev.  F.  W.  Conrad,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  who  bequeathed  his  library  to 
Midland  College.  In  this  way  a  man  can  help  to  educate  and  furnish  men  for 
greater  efficiency  long  after  he  has  gone  up  to  receive  his  crown  from  the  hand 
of  the  King  of  saints. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  place  upon  record  a  recognition  of  the  faithfulness  of  the 
presidents  of  our  schools  and  of  their  efficient  co-laborers.  God  be  praised 
for  the  measure  of  success  that  He  has  given  our  church  through  these  agen¬ 
cies  of  light  and  of  uplift.

THINGS  WE  ASK. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  more  than  one-half  of  the  Lutherans  in  the  United 
States  are  west  of  Indiana,  and  that  in  another  quarter  of  a  century  the  child¬ 
ren  of  these  Lutheran  peoples  of  different  tongues  will  be  English-speaking; 
and  whereas,  the  State  is  very  aggressive  in  higher  education  in  the  west,  mak¬ 
ing  strong  and  plausible  appeals  to  the  youth  of  the  Church;  and  whereas,  our 
General  Synod  constituency  in  the  west  is  yet  limited  as  compared  with  the 
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east,  in  the  name  of  our  Lord  and  of  His  Church,  we  earnestly  ask  for  in¬ 
creased  aid  for  the  Board  of  Education. 

Committees  have  been  appointed  and  plans  have  been  adopted  for  the  in¬ 
crease  of  endowment  for  all  our  schools.  As  soon  as  adequate  endowment  can 
be  secured,  enlargement  of  our  work  will  be  in  order.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the 
Board  that  all  this  can  be  hastened  by  putting  a  General  Secretary  into  the 
field. 

We  humbly  ask  the  General  Synod  to  carefully  consider  and  favorably  act 
on  the  following : 

1.  Whereas,  The  constitution  of  the  Board  of  Education  defines  the  spe¬ 
cific  work  of  the  Board  to  be  to  aid  the  colleges  and  the  seminary  under  its 
care,  and  whereas  its  funds  are  already  appropriated  by  the  General  Synod  to 
these  institutions,  it  is  the  conviction  of  the  Board  of  Education  that  the  ex¬ 
penses  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  German  Theological  Seminary,  Chicago, 
Ills.,  could  not  be  paid  by  us  without  the  misappropriation  of  funds.  The 
Board  regrets  exceedingly  that  these  brethren  have  been  so  long  without  the 
money  justly  due  them,  and  earnestly  requests  that  they  be  paid  by  the  Treas¬ 
urer  of  the  General  Synod  as  heretofore  (see  Mansfield  Minutes,  p.  85,  Res. 
5),  and  that  an  order  be  drawn  on  Treasurer  for  the  amount,  $246.85. 

2.  Whereas ,  Experience  has  demonstrated  that  it  is  difficult  to  secure  a 
sufficient  number  of  active  laymen  to  serve  on  our  boards  of  colleges  and 
board  of  education  separately;  and,  whereas,  greater  efficiency  is  attainable 
by  having  some  persons  on  both  of  these  boards;  therefore,  we  recommend 
that  the  action  of  the  General  Synod  at  Hagerstown  (Minutes,  p.  53),  pro¬ 
hibiting  a  member  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  an  institution  from  being  a 
member  of  the  board  of  education  be  rescinded,  be  so  modified  as  to  allow  one 
representative  from  a  beneficiary  institution  of  the  board  or  society. 

3.  We  ask  that  the  apportionment  per  year  for  the  Board  of  Education  for 
the  next  biennium  be  an  average  of  fifteen  cents  per  member. 

4.  Whereas ,  The  Lord  has  given  increase  during  the  last  biennium,  not 
only  in  dollars,  but  also  in  enlargement  of  ideas,  and  of  faith  and  hope  and 
love  in  co-operative  effort;  and  seeing  that  the  time  has  come  for  a  deeper 
interest  in  all  our  educational  work,  since  the  great  activity  in  all  branches  of 
learning  is  a  mighty  appeal  to  the  Christian  for  enlarged  liberality  and  earnest 
consecration  of  his  wealth  to  God  for  his  fellowmen,  we  appeal  to  the  General 
Synod  to  make  the  incoming  biennium,  marking  as  it  does  the  end  of  the 
nineteenth  and  the  beginning  of  the  twentieth  century,  memorable  for  her 
effort  in  behalf  of  her  schools,  and  especially  for  her  Western  Theological 
Seminary.  This  is  the  strategic  point  of  our  education  in  the  West.  Would 
you  give  the  quickest  and  greatest  help  to  Church  Extension  and  to  Home 
Missions  on  that  territory?  Endow  quickly  and  well  your  Western  Theo¬ 
logical  Seminary.  That  is  the  center  of  our  hope  in  all  that  country.  Two 
chairs  ought  to  be  endowed  there  during  the  next  biennium.  In  the  name  of 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  and  of  our  beloved  General  Synod  Lutheran  Church, 
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let  us  arise  and  do  it.  Let  knees  bend  to  the  name  of  Christ,  let  prayers 
ascend  to  the  Father  of  our  spirits,  let  offerings  be  made,  so  that  this  epoch 
be  marked  in  the  making  of  our  schools  stronger  for  God  and  for  man  in  the 
twentieth  century.

The  Report  of  the  Deaconess  Board  was  presented  by  the  Sec¬ 
retary,  Rev.  F.  P.  Manhart : 

Fathers  and  Brethren  :  It  is  with  profound  gratitude  to  our  gracious  God 
that  the  Deaconess  Board  presents  its  report.  The  biennium  just  closed  has 
witnessed  the  steady  development  of  our  young  and  growing  work.  After 
years  of  appeal  and  waiting,  and  after  other  years  given  to  the  training  of  our 
first  Deaconesses  in  Philadelphia,  in  the  Fatherland  and  in  our  Motherhouse, 
we  have  been  able  to  send  out  from  our  own  Motherhouse  fully-trained  sisters 
to  work  in  various  parts  of  the  Church’s  fields  of  labor,  while  a  still  larger  num¬ 
ber  have  been  carried  well  forward  in  the  course  of  training. 

The  biennium  has  also  witnessed  the  steady  development  of  the  work  in  the 
grasp  of  principles,  the  extension  of  the  period  of  training,  the  larger  receipts 
for  regular  expenses,  the  better  understanding  of  the  work  by  our  ministers 
and  people,  and  the  more  settled  position  of  deaconess  work  in  the  minds  of 
our  people  generally  as  a  regular  and  important  part  of  church  work. 

general  organization. 

The  General  Synod  meeting  at  Mansfield,  Ohio,  appointed  the  following 
persons  to  constitute  the  Deaconess  Board:  Revs.  G.  U.  Wenner,  D.  D., 
Frank  P.  Manhart,  J.  J.  Young,  D.  D.,  L.  E.  Albert,  D.  D.,  A.  H.  Studebaker, 
D.  D.,  W.  PI.  Dunbar,  D.  D.,  L.  M.  Zimmerman,  D.  Frank  Garland  and  W. 
S.  P'reas,  D.  D.;  and  Messrs.  J.  G.  C.  Taddiken,  Frank  A.  Hartranft,  Esq., 
W.  L.  Armiger,  Fred.  P.  Stieff,  Fred.T.  PI uber,  Cornelius  Eckhardt  and  George 
Warfield.  On  June  28,  1897,  a  meeting  was  held,  and  the  following  officers 
were  elected:  President,  Rev.  G.  U.  Wenner,  D.  D.;  Vice  President,  Rev.

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W.  H.  Dunbar,  D.  D.;  Secretary,  Rev.  Frank  P.  Manhart,  and  Treasurer, 
Mr.  Fred.  P.  Stieff.  All  of  these  officers  have  served  throughout  the  biennium. 

Since  May  5,  1898,  Charles  E.  Sadtler,  A.  M.,  M.  D.,  a  member  of  our  medi¬ 
cal  staff,  has  been  acting  as  an  advisory  member  of  the  Board,  the  Board  hav¬ 
ing  requested  the  medical  staff  to  nominate  one  of  their  number  to  act  as  such, 
and  having  elected  Dr.  Sadtler  upon  their  nomination. 

ORGANIZATION  OF  THE  MOTHERHOUSE. 


Rev.  Frank  P.  Manhart  has  been  pastor  of  the  Motherhouse  throughout  the 
biennium.  Sister  Augusta  V.  Shaffer  was  Head-Sister  from  the  opening  of 
the  Motherhouse  until  March  10,  1898.  Sister  Jennie  Christ  has  filled  the 
position  of  Head-Sister  since  March  10,  1898.  Sister  Bertha  Mehring  has 
been  acting  as  chief  Deaconess  for  culinary  and  housekeeping  work.  Sister 
Julia  Van  Der  Veer  has  completed  two  years’  work  in  a  medical  college  with 
a  view  to  becoming  part  of  the  permanent  force  of  the  Motherhouse. 

The  Pastor,  Head-Sister  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee  have 
constituted  the  Direction, 

The  course  of  training  was  lengthened  to  two  and  a  half  years.  A  candi¬ 
date’s  period  of  residence  in  the  Motherhouse  before  she  can  become  a  pro¬ 
bationer  was  made  six  months. 

The  Industrial  School,  averaging  32,  and  the  School  for  Colored  Children, 
averaging  30,  were  continued  successfully  throughout  the  biennium.  A  very 
successful  Christian  Kindergarten,  numbering  nine  children,  has  been  main¬ 
tained  since  last  November.  The  value  of  these,  or  their  equivalents,  for  train¬ 
ing  purposes  is  such  that  they  are  indispensable.  In  them  are  developed  and 
illustrated  the  ideals  and  methods  of  the  Deaconess  as  a  Christian  teacher  of 
children.  The  work  of  the  parish  deaconess  of  the  First  Lutheran  Church, 
Baltimore,  in  her  “  Christian  culture  classes  ”  has  been  helpful  to  some  of  our 
sisters. 

By  removals  from  the  city,  Revs.  O.  C.  Roth,  and  Richard  Schmidt  and  C.  O. 
Miller,  M.  D.,  of  our  teaching  staff  were  lost  to  the  Motherhouse.  They  had 
given  their  valuable  services  without  charge.  Their  places  have  since  been 
satisfactorily  filled  by  Revs.  W.  S.  Freas,  D.  D.,  and  U.  S.  G.  Rupp  and  Har¬ 
vey  Beck,  M.  D. 

The  lengthening  of  the  course  has  made  feasible  a  better  division  and 
arrangement  of  the  practical  and  theoretical  training  given  the  candidates  and 
probationers.

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We  believe  that  during  the  biennium  the  Motherhouse  has  made  substantial 
progress  towards  that  standard  and  efficiency  of  organization  that  should 
characterize  a  Motherhouse  of  its  type. 

Death  oj  Mr.  Huber.  On  May  5,  1898,  the  Board  adopted  the  following: 

“As  in  the  Providence  of  God,  Mr.  Fred.  T.  Huber,  who  for  five  years  was 
a  member  of  our  Board,  has  been  called  away  from  his  labors  on  earth;  it  is 
hereby 

“  Resolved ,  That  we  profoundly  regret  the  loss  of  one  of  our  number  in  the 
early  prime  of  life,  and  in  the  midst  of  his  eminent  usefulness,  and  we  bear 
cheerful  testimony  to  his  high  qualities  of  mind  and  heart,  to  his  ardent  zeal, 
and  to  his  liberality  in  promoting  our  holy  cause.” 

Incorporation.  Through  the  efficient  and  able  management  of  Frank  A. 
Hartranft,  Esq.,  of  our  Board,  a  charter  of  incorporation  was  secured  from  a 
court  in  Philadelphia,  Pa.  The  date  of  incorporation  was  Feb.  23,  1898.  A 
seal  was  also  secured.  It  bears  the  official  title  of  the  Board,  and  a  design 
consisting  of  an  open  Bible  with  the  words,  “  Your  servants  for  Christ’s  sake.” 

Service  of  Consecration.  On  January  1  ith,  in  Grace  church,  Baltimore,  the 
third  service  of  consecration  was  held.  The  address  was  delivered  by  the 
President  of  the  General  Synod,  the  probationers  were  presented  by  the  pas¬ 
tor  of  the  Motherhouse,  and  the  service  of  consecration  was  conducted  by 
the  President  of  the  Board,  assisted  by  other  clerical  members  of  the  Board. 
The  sisters  consecrated  were  :  Christina  Gleichert,  Julia  V an  Der  Veer,  Keturah 
Smith,  Emma  Louise  Sigmund  and  Bertha  Mehring. 

Numbers.  The  statistics  of  the  Motherhouse  are  the  following :  Deacon¬ 
esses,  12;  probationers,  13;  candidates,  1.  The  deaconesses  are  Augusta  V. 
Shaffer,  Lucy  E.  Eyster,  Sophia  Jepson,  Emma  Steen,  Jennie  L.  Christ,  Mag¬ 
dalena  Kasewurm,  Lugarda  Wilhelm,  Christina  Gleichert,  Julia  Van  Der  Veer, 
Keturah  Smith,  Emma  Louise  Sigmund  and  Bertha  Mehring. 

Fields  of  Labor.  Deaconesses  have  served  parishes  as  parish  sisters  in  New 
York,  Washington,  Cincinnati,  York,  Harrisburg  and  Baltimore.  A  teaching 
Sister  has  been  in  Muhlenberg,  Africa,  since  May,  1898.  Probationers  have 
served  as  parish  sisters  in  Cumberland  and  Baltimore,  Md.,  and  in  Steelton, 
Pa.  Deaconesses  and  probationers  have  served  in  hospitals  in  Philadelphia 
and  Carlisle,  Pa.,  and  in  Baltimore,  Md.  It  is  a  patriotic  satisfaction  to  note 
that  47  soldiers  of  the  Americo-Spanish  war  were  nursed  by  our  Sisters.  Had 
there  been  opportunity,  a  number  of  our  Sisters  would  gladly  have  gone  to 
the  front  with  the  army. 

The  above  statement  of  service  does  not  include  that  done  by  probationers 
in  training,  and  by  nursing  Deaconesses,  with  the  Motherhouse  as  a  direct 
base  of  operation.  This  work  is  partly  represented  by  the  following  statistics : 
Number  of  visits  to  the  poor,  1,203;  to  the  sick,  1,699;  to  institutions,  50; 
miscellaneous,  363;  total  3,315.  Number  days  spent  nursing  the  sick,  1,395  ; 
number  nights,  365;  total,  1,760. 

Special  F.ducational  Work.  Under  the  rule  for  special  educational  work, 
Miss  Nellie  Zoe  Settlemoyer,  of  West  Africa,  a  ward  of  the  Board  of  Foreign 
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Missions,  was  in  the  Motherhouse  for  over  thirteen  months,  preparatory  to  her 
going  back  to  Muhlenberg  Mission  to  work  under  the  Board  of  Foreign 
Missions. 

Deaconess  Conference.  We  have  united  with  the  Motherhouses  of  Phila¬ 
delphia,  Omaha,  Milwaukee  and  Minneapolis  in  forming  a  Conference  of 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Motherhouses  in  the  United  States.  Meetings  have 
been  held  in  the  Philadelphia  and  Milwaukee  Motherhouses.  The  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  the  five  Motherhouses  have  full  and  equal  rights  in  the  Confer¬ 
ence.  Representatives  of  the  Lutheran  Deaconess  Institutions  at  Brooklyn 
and  Chicago  were  present,  and  were  cheerfully  accorded  the  privilege  of  par¬ 
ticipating  in  the  discussions. 

Relation  to  the  Kaiserswerth  Conference.  The  first  Conference  of  Deacon¬ 
ess  Motherhouses  was  held,  to  the  great  joy  of  Theodor  Fliedner,  at  Kaisers¬ 
werth,  in  1861.  Conferences  of  Motherhouses,  whose  principles  are  approved, 
have  been  held  at  Kaiserswerth  regularly  ever  since.  At  the  twelfth  meeting, 
held  in  September,  1898,  our  Motherhouse  was  received  into  the  Kaiserswerth 
Conference.  The  Philadelphia  Motherhouse  is  the  other  American  institution 
in  the  Kaiserswerth  Conference. 

Volunteer  Teachers.  We  have  been  indebted  throughout  the  biennium  to 
the  pastors  and  physicians  of  our  staff  for  their  very  efficient  services,  rendered 
freely  and  at  no  little  cost  of  time  and  strength  to  men  who  are  so  busy  with 
their  own  important  and  more  immediate  duties. 

Library.  Our  library  has  been  very  substantially  improved  by  gifts  and 
purchases,  though  much  yet  remains  to  be  done  to  make  it  fully  adequate  to 
the  needs  of  an  educational,  training  and  charitable  institution  like  ours.  We 
are  grateful  for  the  gifts. 

Gifts.  The  Board  takes  great  pleasure  in  acknowledging  the  many  gifts 
that  have  been  received  by  it  and  the  Motherhouse  for  the  support  and 
advancement  of  its  work.  These  gifts  have  come  from  individuals,  churches 
and  societies.  They  have  been  for  the  support  of  the  Motherhouse  table,  for 
the  library,  for  furniture,  for  endowment,  for  the  property  fund,  for  the 
hospital,  etc. 

It  is  a  special  pleasure  to  acknowledge  liberal  gifts  of  stationery,  money, 
books,  etc.,  from  Lutherans  and  others  not  connected  with  the  General  Synod. 

Information.  Synods  and  conferences,  missionary  societies  and  congrega¬ 
tions,  have  given  a  welcome  hearing  to  presentations  of  our  cause.  The 
papers  that  circulate  among  our  people  have  promptly  printed  items  intended 
to  increase  information  concerning  the  work.  Probably  not  less  than  20, coo 
copies  of  circulars  of  information  have  been  distributed.  To  these  bodies  and 
periodicals  the  Board  expresses  its  thanks  for  interest  and  favor. 

There  is,  withal,  still  great  need  that  this  work  in  its  history,  principles, 
nature  and  possibilities  should  be  more  fully  understood  by  our  ministers  and 
people  generally. 

Rent.  Since  September  1,  1898,  the  Board  has  been  paying  the  rent  for 
the  two  houses  used  at  the  rate  of  $65  a  month.  Previous  to  that  date,  the 
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Baltimore  Deaconess  House  Society  rented  the  properties.  For  rent  and  re¬ 
pairs  they  paid  about  $ 2,200 .  For  this  liberal  aid  to  the  Deaconess  work  of 
the  General  Synod,  the  sincere  thanks  of  the  Church  are  due  the  generous 
Lutherans  of  Baltimore. 

Hospital.  The  hope  expressed  two  years  ago  of  soon  having  a  small  hospital 
in  operation  has  not  been  realized.  Difficulties,  legal  and  physical,  operated 
against  the  project.  The  material  provided  will  be  utilized  when  the  opening 
of  this  part  of  our  work  is  practical.  In  the  meantime,  our  probationers  are 
getting  hospital  practice  in  friendly  institutions,  among  which  is  the  German 
hospital  in  Philadelphia,  where  the  Sisters  of  the  Philadelphia  Motherhouse 
have  charge. 

Calls  for  Service.  It  is  a  constant  source  of  satisfaction  to  the  Board  that 
the  calls  for  the  services  of  deaconesses  keep  steadily  far  in  advance  of  the 
supply.  They  are  convincing  proof  that  the  Church  is  ready  for  deaconess 
work,  and  that  it  will  absorb  the  labors  of  a  large  number  of  trained  deacon¬ 
esses.  It  is,  therefore,  with  confident  assurance  that  we  can  appeal  to  Chris¬ 
tian  women  to  take  up  deaconess  work,  and  to  the  General  Synod  to  provide 
for  it  by  liberal  enactments. 

Property.  The  Board,  through  its  secretary,  published  in  the  Church  papers 
the  action  of  the  last  General  Synod  concerning  property  for  the  final  location 
of  the  Mutherhouse.  There  have  been  no  offers  of  property  to  the  Board. 

It  is  the  judgment  of  the  Board  that  the  time  has  fully  come  when  the 
Motherhouse  should  have  a  property  of  such  character  as  will  provide  for  its 
present  needs  and  for  its  best  development.  The  renting  of  buildings  erected 
for  family  residences  was  the  best  thing  possible  as  a  temporary  expedient. 
The  time  is  at  hand,  however,  for  securing  and  developing  the  kind  of  property 
required  by  an  institution  of  our  type. 

Pruiciples.  It  is  thought  advisable  to  present  herewith  a  concise  statement 
of  the  basal  principles  that  have  underlaid  all  action  in  the  General  Synod 
concerning  deaconess  work  since  the  initial  movements  in  1S83-1SS5. 

The  diaconate  was  founded  by  the  inspired  Apostles.  Acts  vi.  It  is  a 
churchly  office  and  ministry  of  help,  mercy  and  love.  It  was  instituted  to  act 
alongside  of,  and  as  an  aid  to,  the  ministry  of  the  Word. 

In  apostolic  times,  the  office  of  deacon  was  sometimes  filled  by  a  woman. 
Rom.  xvi.  1,  2;  1  Tim.  iii.  11.  During  the  early  centuries  women  deacons, 
or  deaconesses,  discharged  many  duties  under  the  direction  of  pastors,  and 
later  of  bishops.  Their  office  was  supplanted  when  errors  such  as  those  con¬ 
cerning  the  ministry  and  celibacy  came  to  prevail  in  the  Church.  Under  God, 
Theodor  Fliedner  restored  to  modern  times  this  ancient  and  apostolic  office 
and  ministry. 

It  has  been  the  purpose  of  the  Deaconess  Board  and  the  General  Synod  to 
establish  and  develop  deaconess  work  in  America  in  harmony  with  the  essen¬ 
tial  principles  of  the  female  diaconate  of  the  New  Testament  Apostles,  the 
early  Christian  Church  and  the  Kaiserswerth  Motherhouse,  with  such  neces¬ 
sary  adaptations  as  are  required  by  the  peculiarities  of  religious  and  social  life 
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in  America.  Accordingly,  our  female  diaconate  is  a  woman’s  ministry  of 
helpful,  merciful  and  loving  service.  It  aids  and  is  directed  by  the  Ministry 
of  the  Word.  It  is  a  ministry  of  and  by  the  Church.  It  is  in  the  name  and 
spirit  of  Christ.  Its  supreme  motive  is  the  love  of  Christ.  It  aims  to  minister 
to  Christ  by  serving  His  needy  ones  in  love. 

It  centres  in,  and  radiates  from  a  Motherhouse.  Here  is  the  home  of  the  Sis¬ 
ter  during  her  training,  and  as  long  as  she  remains  in  the  work.  From  it  she 
goes  to  fields  of  labor,  to  it  she  returns  for  intervals  of  rest  and  refreshing. 

It  gives  her  training,  food,  garb,  title,  fields  of  labor,  home,  companionship, 
official  character  and  protection.  It  strengthens  her  with  its  strength.  It  ex¬ 
pects  of  her  the  high  loyalty  of  principle,  fidelity  and  love. 

The  Deaconesses’  services  in  the  Church’s  ripe  harvest  fields,  skillful  from 
its  training,  Christ-like  because  filled  with  its  spirit,  are  at  once  the  joy  and 
strength  of  the  Motherhouse. 

Our  Motherhouse  is  an  institution  of  the  General  Synod.  Its  general  affairs 
are  presided  over  by  a  Board  appointed  by  and  responsible  to  the  General 
Synod.  Like  the  true  Motherhouse  of  the  Kaiserswerth  type,  its  immediate 
direction  is  in  the  hands  of  a  pastor  and  Head-Sister.  The  pastor  administers 
the  Word  and  Sacraments.  He  teaches  the  essential  principles  of  the  diacon¬ 
ate,  and  by  voice  and  pen  he  represents  the  Motherhouse  before  the  Church 
and  the  world. 

The  Head-Sister  shares  with  him  the  management  of  the  internal  affairs  of 
the  Motherhouse,  and  the  assignment  of  duties  to  Sisters  within  it,  and  in  out¬ 
side  fields  of  labor.  As  the  first  among  a  community  of  sisters,  she  naturally 
has  the  first  responsibility  in  initiating  sisters  into  the  practical  duties  of  their 
calling,  and  in  all  the  womanly  things  that  enter  into  the  making  and  main¬ 
taining  of  a  home  within  the  Motherhouse. 

The  Board,  representing  the  General  Synod,  sets  apart  as  her  deaconesses, 
by  a  special  service  of  consecration,  trained  sisters  of  the  Motherhouse,  that 
they  be  recognized  as  having  an  office,  a  ministry  of  help,  in  the  Church  of 
Christ. 

Our  Motherhouse  is  training  her  daughters  to  serve  as  deaconesses  in  vari¬ 
ous  lines;  in  a  general  classification  we  say,  as  nursing,  teaching  and  parish 
sisters. 

As  nurses ,  they  may  minister  to  every  form  of  bodily  ailment  that  can  be 
aided  in  the  home  or  in  any  institution. 

As  teachers ,  they  may  work  in  any  of  the  many  ways  whereby  the  Church 
tries  to  rear  with  Christian  nurture  the  children  she  has  dedicated  to  God  in 
holy  baptism.  To  illustrate  in  part :  In  the  kindergarten,  she  may  use  the 
Froebel  methods  and  material,  and  so  add  Christian  teachings,  especially  as 
presented  in  Bible  stories,  Christian  prayers  and  hymns  and  Scripture  verses, 
as  to  make  it  an  ideal  agent  of  Christian  nurture.  The  deaconess  may  teach 
primary  catechetics.  She  may  teach,  in  schools  of  any  grade,  “religion”  as 
presented  in  the  Sacred  Scriptures  and  in  the  approved  works  of  Church 
authors.  In  missions  she  may  be,  as  her  sister  in  the  early  Church  so  often 
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was,  a  worker  and  teacher  in  zenanas.  Your  Board  firmly  believes  that  as  our 
Church  comes  to  more  fully  understand  its  responsibilities  in  the  matter  of 
Christian  nurture,  and  the  value  of  the  deaconess  as  a  Christian  teacher,  our 
Church,  in  its  parishes  and  institutions,  will  afford  a  great  field  for  the  teaching 
deaconess. 

As  a  parish  sister ,  the  deaconess  attains  the  summit  of  her  calling.  Here 
she  is  most  directly  like  the  apostolic  deaconess.  Here  she  may  render,  under 
the  direction  of  the  minister  of  the  Word,  whatever  of  womanly  and  helpful 
service  is  proper  and  possible  to  a  trained  and  consecrated  woman  who  fills  an 
acknowledged  office  of  merciful  and  loving  ministry  in  the  Church  of  Christ. 
Here  her  native  talent,  her  every  trained  power  and  every  Christian  grace,  may 
find  abundant  exercise. 

The  problem  of  reaching  our  entire  field  with  the  service  of  our  deaconesses, 
may  be  solved  by  following,  with  any  necessary  modifications,  the  methods  of 
the  European  Motherhouses;  and  thus,  by  establishing  “stations”  at  central 
points,  cover  the  entire  General  Synod  as  fast  as  deaconess  work  is  desired 
and  the  trained  deaconesses  can  be  furnished. 

Donations.  The  limits  of  space  permit  only  a  presentation  of  various  gifts 
by  summary : 

1.  The  Library.  158  volumes  from  25  persons  and  organizations. 

2.  Periodicals.  18  from  the  publishers  and  1  from  a  member  of  the  Board. 

3.  City  Missions.  $206.99  were  received  from  18  persons  and  Societies. 
Many  articles  of  food  and  clothing  were  also  received  from  14  individuals  and 
Societies. 

4.  Training  Fund.  $120.45  from  12  individuals  and  organizations. 

5.  Miscellaneous  Gifts.  Food  in  great  variety,  household  articles,  a  Moller 
reed  organ,  the  use  of  a  Stieff  piano,  stationery,  pictures,  etc.,  in  many  cases 
quite  large  donations,  and  in  all  cases  generous  and  helpful  gifts,  from  117 
individuals,  firms,  churches  and  societies. 

The  Board  respectfully  presents  the  following  resolutions  for  adoption : 

1.  That  approving  the  principles  and  spirit  of  the  Deaconess  work  as  it  is 
being  carried  on  by  the  Deaconess  Beard  and  our  Motherhouse,  the  General 
Synod  commends  anew  its  Deaconess  work  to  such  of  the  women  of  the 
Church  as  are  so  situated  that  it  may  be  for  them  a  providential  calling. 

2  The  further  consideration  of  Deaconess  work  by  our  Synods  and  Con¬ 
ferences,  and  the  fuller  study  of  its  history,  principles  and  methods,  are  com¬ 
mended  to  our  ministers  and  people. 

3.  The  Deaconess  Board  is  authorized  and  directed  at  the  earliest  practical 
time,  to  secure  such  a  property  as  will  be  adequate  to  the  present  and  pros¬ 
pective  needs  of  the  work,  and,  in  their  judgment,  to  plan  for  such  a  gradual 
development  of  the  property  as  growing  needs  may  demand  and  financial 
ability  may  justify. 

4.  We  commend  to  our  people  of  means  the  strengthening  of  the  Mother- 
house,  by  direct  gifts  and  by  legacies,  in  such  ways  as  are  indicated  in  the 
report  and  otherwise.

The  time  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  the  Publication  Society 
having  arrived,  the  meeting  opened  as  follows : 

Resolved That  in  the  absence  of  the  Chairman,  Dr.  S.  F.  Breckenridge  take 
the  Chair. 

The  minutes  of  the  annual  meeting  in  Philadelphia  were  read 
by  the  Secretary,  Rev.  W.  S.  Freas,  D.  D.,  and  the  same  were 
adopted  as  follows  : 

Annual  Meeting  of  the  Publication  Society. 

Philadelphia,  May  5,  1898. 

In  accordance  with  the  call  of  its  Secretary,  the  annual  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  Lutheran  Publication  Society  was  held  at  42  North 
Ninth  Street,  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  on  Thursday  afternoon,  May  5th. 
The  President.  Rev.  M.  W.  Hamma,  D.  D.,  called  the  meeting 
to  order  at  2  p.  m.,  and  asked  Rev.  L.  E.  Albert,  D.  D.,  to  open 
the  session  with  prayer. 

(  181  ) 
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On  motion,  the  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  last  annual  meet¬ 
ing  held  at  Mansfield,  O.,  was  dispensed  with. 

Rev.  M.  W.  Hamma,  D.  D.,  was  re-elected  President,  and  Rev. 
W.  S.  Freas,  D.  D.,  Secretary.  On  motion  it  was  ordered  that 
the  Secretary  should  cast  the  ballot  of  the  Society  for  all  the 
members  of  the  Board  whose  terms  of  office  expired  at  this  meet¬ 
ing,  and  the  following  were  declared  elected  to  serve  for  two 
years  :  Revs.  T.  C.  Billheimer,  D.  D.,  W.  H.  Dunbar,  D.  D.,  A. 
H.  Studebaker,  D.  D.,  Frank  P.  Manhart,  Ph.  D.,  M.  H.  Valen¬ 
tine,  and  Messrs.  E.  V.  Richards,  T.  B.  Patton,  T.  B.  Stork, 
Arthur  King  and  James  Fellows. 

The  annual  report  of  the  Board  was  then  read  to  the  Society 
by  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  Rev.  Dr.  S.  A.  Holman,  and  on 
motion  was  adopted  and  ordered  to  be  placed  on  file. 

It  was  moved  and  agreed  to  that  the  Society  approve  the  action 
of  its  officers  in  executing  a  mortgage  for  twenty  thousand  dol¬ 
lars,  at  the  request  of  the  Board,  for  the  purchase  of  the  new 
Arch  Street  property  ;  and  the  action  of  the  officers  was  approved 
in  executing  the  contracts  for  alterations  in  said  property  to  fit  it 
for  its  new  uses. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Society  was  ordered  to  pay  the  officers 
their  expensss  in  attending  the  annual  meeting,  and  also  all  ex¬ 
penses  connected  with  the  executing  of  the  mortgage  and  contract 
with  the  builder. 

The  President  of  the  Board,  Rev.  Dr.  W.  M.  Baum,  made 
gratifying  statements  regarding  the  new  property  recently  pur¬ 
chased  for  a  publishing  house,  and  the  alterations  proposed  and 
in  process  of  being  effected. 

The  amendments  to  the  Constitution  so  far  approved,  it  was 
agreed,  should  be  made  effective  by  legal  advertising  before  the 
meeting  of  the  next  General  Synod.  The  minutes  were  then  read 
and  approved,  and  the  Society  adjourned  with  prayer  by  Rev. 
M.  H.  Valentine.

SUPERINTENDENT’S  REPORT. 

Philadelphia,  March  31,  1899. 

To  the  President,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Lutheran 

Board  of  Publication  : 

Brethren:  I  submit  herewith,  with  pleasure  and  gratification,  the 

REPORT, 

showing,  in  detail,  the  work  done  by  the  Publication  House  since 
last  Biennial  Report  to  date. 

Since  the  last  Biennial  Report  we  have  charged  off  our  ledger 
and  passed  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  and  the  Society, 
the  sum  of  $4,000.00.  Owing  to  the  necessary  outlay  in  prepar¬ 
ing  the  plates  for  the  “  Book  of  Worship  with  Hymns  and  Tunes,” 
“  Doctrinal  Theology  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,”  by 
Schmid,  “  Christian  Truth  and  Life,”  by  Dr.  \  alentine,  “Theology 
of  Luther,”  by  Kostlin,  and  several  Library  Books,  our  contribu¬ 
tion  to  the  Treasury  of  the  Society  was  not  so  large  as  in  former 
bienniums.  We  doubt  not,  however,  that  now,  since  we  will  be 
able  to  realize  from  the  sales  of  the  publications  above  referred 
to,  we  will  be  enabled  to  resume  our  good  old  custom  of  contri¬ 
buting  to  the  Society’s  treasury,  from  year  to  year,  thus  enabling 
the  Board  to  pay  off  its  indebtedness  necessarily  incurred  in  the 
purchase  of  the  property,  and  the  establishing  of  a  printing  plant, 
at  No.  T424  Arch  street. 

Our  “Financial  Exhibit”  for  1899,  and  the  Treasurer’s  Report, 
including  the  amount  paid  on  new  Publication  House  and  Print¬ 
ing  Plant  ($55,923.02),  and  the  Rung  legacy  ($3,855*83),  show 
the  net  assets,  over  all  liabilities,  to  be  $133,321 .66.

The  above  statement  shows  in  a  condensed  form  what  has  been 
accomplished  by  the  Society  through  the  direction  of  the  Board. 

Our  printing  plant,  though  not  so  large  as  some  others  in  the 
United  States,  is  a  model  in  every  department,  and  has  been  so 
pronounced  by  managers  and  visitors  from  other  printing  estab¬ 
lishments.  The  quality  of  work  done  has  demonstrated  that  “we 
can  do  the  kind  of  printing  the  people  want,”  and  we  hope  to  be 
able  to  demonstrate  that  those  in  and  out  of  the  Church  who  want 
printing  “nicely  done,”  and  at  “right  prices,”  will  give  their  orders 
to  the  Lutheran  Publication  Society,  No.  1424  Arch  street,  Phila¬ 
delphia,  Pa.  While  economy  is  practised  in  every  department,  it 
has  been  determined  by  the  management  that  “  only  the  best  is 
good  enough  for  our  patrons,”  in  both  the  store  and  the  printing 
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department.  We  should  not  be  asked  to  turn  out  inferior  work 
on  poor  quality  of  stock  at  any  price.  “Fine  work  on  good  stock 
at  right  prices”  is  what  the  people  should  demand,  and  that  is  the 
kind  we  propose  to  give  them. 

We  have  several  manuscripts  which  have  been  approved  and 
ordered  published  during  the  coming  summer,  among  which  is 
“Expositions  of  the  Gospels  of  the  Church  Year,”  on  the  basis  of 
Nebe,  by  Dr.  Wolf. 

Since  your  last  Biennial  Report  to  the  Society,  we  have  earned 
for  and  credited  to  the  General  Synod  for  royalties  on  Books  of 
Worship,  Catechisms,  Liturgies,  Augsburg  Songs,  etc.,  $1,454.03; 
donated,  as  per  resolution  of  the  Board,  as  extra  discount  on 
Periodicals  published  by  us,  to  Sunday-schools  under  the  care  of 
the  Board  of  Home  Missions,  $2,770.29  ;  charged  off  and  de¬ 
ducted  from  the  cost  of  Stereotype  Plates  (under  the  rule  adopted 
by  the  Board  in  1878),  $1,027.17  ;  charged  off  for  “wear  and 
tear  ”  of  Store  and  Board  Room  fixtures,  $320.68;  charged  to 
Profit  and  Loss  account,  for  doubtful  accounts,  $601.21 — making 
a  total  of  $6,173.38.  While  the  profits  of  the  Publication  House 
are  reduced  by  the  above  amount,  the  Board  and  Society,  as  well 
as  the  entire  Church,  must  feel  that  the  saving  of  $1,454.03  in 
royalties  to  the  General  Synod,  and  $2,770.29  in  donations  to 
Mission  Sunday-schools,  is  clear  gain  to  the  Church,  which 
amount  the  Church  has  saved  to  herself  because  she  has  given 
her  patronage  to  her  own  Publication  House. 

With  gratitude  to  our  kind  Heavenly  Father  for  His  guidance 
and  direction,  thanks  to  the  members  of  the  Board  for  their  ap¬ 
preciation  of  our  efforts  in  the  work,  expressed,  from  time  to 
time,  in  words  of  encouragement ;  due  acknowledgment  to  our 
many  patrons  for  patronage  extended ;  and  an  expression  of  the 
hope  for  an  enlargement  of  our  work  and  usefulness  through  the 
continued  confidence  of  the  Church  ;  and  a  kindly  remembrance 
of  all  our  employees  for  efficient  services  cheerfully  rendered, 
this  report,  with  all  books  of  account  and  papers  relating  thereto, 
is  hereby  respectfully  submitted  for  audit.

REPORT  OF  THE  AUDITING  COMMITTEE. 

The  Auditing  Committee  beg  to  respectfully  report  that  they 
have  examined  the  account  of  the  Treasurer,  William  J.  Miller, 
and  have  compared  it  with  the  vouchers  produced  and  have  veri¬ 
fied  the  balance  of  securities  and  cash  called  for  by  the  same,  by 
inspection  of  the  bank  book  and  examination  of  the  securities, 
and  find  the  same  to  be  as  of  May  1,  1899  :  cash,  $782.12,  and 
securities  Perkiomen  Railroad  bonds  valued  at  $4,000.00,  making 
a  total  balance  $4,782.12;  and  in  the  separate  account  of  the 
John  Rung  legacy,  they  find  a  balance  of  $3,855.83,  consisting  of 
cash,  $855.83,  and  Hestonville,  Mantua  &  Fairmount  Passenger 
Railway  Co.,  5  per  cent,  bonds,  valued  at  $3,000.00.  This  Rung 
Legacy  Fund  is  kept  separate  from  the  general  funds  of  the  Soci¬ 
ety  as  a  special  fund,  for  the  purposes  declared  in  the  will  of  John 
Rung,  deceased. 

The  account  of  the  former  Treasurer,  Joseph  Stulb,  now  de¬ 
ceased,  was  audited  by  a  committee  appointed  by  the  Board  at 
the  time  of  his  death,  and  the  present  Auditing  Committee  has 
audited  the  account  from  that  time  to  the  present. 

Your  Committee  has  also  examined  the  books  of  the  Superin- 
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tendent,  showing  the  business  transacted  for  the  year  ending 
March  31,  1899. 

The  net  assets  of  the  Society,  as  shown  by  the  books,  including 
the  real  estate  at  cost,  printing  plant,  fixtures,  securities,  book 
accounts  and  cash,  amount  to  $141,960.51.  These  figures  have 
been  compared  with  and  verified  from  the  various  books  of  ac¬ 
count.

M I SCELLANEOU  S. 

Mr.  Joseph  Stulb,  late  Treasurer  of  the  Board  and  of  the  Society, 
having  tendered  his  resignation  as  a  member  of  the  Board,  and 
as  Treasurer  of  the  Society,  on  account  of  the  infirmities  of  his 
advancing  years,  his  resignation  was,  in  October  last,  accepted 
with  regret,  and  the  President  of  the  Board  was  instructed  to  con¬ 
vey  to  Mr.  Stulb  the  grateful  appreciation  of  the  Board  for  his 
long  and  faithful  service.  Mr.  Wm.  J.  Miller  was  elected  to  sup¬ 
ply  the  vacancy  occasioned  by  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Stulb,  both 
as  a  member  and  as  Treasurer  of  the  Board,  and  entered  upon 
his  duties  on  or  about  December  1,  1898. 

The  Society  having  referred  the  matter  of  establishing  a  print¬ 
ing  and  publication  department  back  to  the  Board  with  favorable 
recommendation  and  with  power  to  act,  the  Board,  as  stated  in 
the  last  printed  minutes  of  the  Society,  resolved  to  establish  such 
a  printing  house  in  connection  with  its  work  of  publication.  Since 
the  last  biennial  meeting  of  your  Society,  the  property  known  as 
No.  1424  Arch  St.,  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  has  been  purchased  at  a  cost 
of  $45,000.00  ;  twenty-five  thousand  having  been  paid  in  cash  and 
the  balance  by  mortgage  at  4^2  per  cent,  interest.  The  property 
known  as  No.  42  North  Ninth  street,  original  cost  $14,876.49, 
is  yet  owned  by  the  Society  and  is  rented  for  the  sum  of  $1,200.00 
per  year.  The  premises  1424  Arch  street,  were  entirely  remod¬ 
eled,  with  new  front,  with  all  modern  improvements  and  conveni¬ 
ences  for  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  the  store,  and  with  the 
best  constructed  printing  presses,  run  by  electricity.  The  total 
cost  of  the  new  plant  at  1424  Arch  street  is  as  follows  :

Cost  of  remodeling  the  premises  and  of  erecting  printing  house. . .  20,585  01

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board,  February  21,  1899,  a  committee 
was  appointed  to  present  for  the  consideration  of  the  Board,  re¬ 
solutions  to  be  presented  to  the  Society  at  this  biennial  meeting, 
calling  attention  to  the  relation  of  the  Publication  Society  to  its 
constituents,  and  the  importance  of  realizing  the  largest  possible 
amount  of  patronage.  The  Committee,  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board, 
April  18,  1899,  reported  a  preamble  stating  the  progress  of  the 
Society  in  the  issue  of  Lutheran  literature  ;  in  the  development  of 
its  business,  and  especially  in  the  establishment  of  a  department 
for  printing :  in  view  of  which,  they  present  the  following  state¬ 
ment  and  resolution,  which  the  Board  have  approved  : 

“  I*  The  Publication  Society  is  practically  the  adopted  child  of 
the  General  Synod,  and  has  been  such  since  1857. 

“  II.  The  Society  has  had,  and  the  character  of  its  publications 
entitles  it  to  rightfully  expect  to  continue  to  have,  considerable 
patronage  from  outside  the  General  Synod. 

“  III.  The  main  reliance  for  patronage,  however,  must  neces¬ 
sarily  be  upon  the  General  Synod. 

“  IV.  There  is  room  for  a  large  increase  in  the  sale  of  our  per¬ 
iodical  publications,  and  for  a  very  large  increase  in  sales  of  our 
general  list. 

“  V.  There  has  been  developed,  in  several  quarters,  increased 
competition,  in  our  field. 

“VI.  The  Board  has  been  planning,  for  several  years,  more 
largely  than  ever,  at  an  outlay  of  thousands  of  dollars,  to  meet  the 
wants  of  the  Church  by  new  publications  in  various  lines.  This 
very  fact  will,  in  itself,  cripple  the  Society  unless  an  interested 
constituency  largely  increase  its  patronage. 

“  VII.  The  Board  therefore  asks  the  Society,  by  adopting  this, 
to  anew  and  earnestly  call  the  attention  of  our  pastors,  theological 
students,  church  officials,  Sunday-school  workers,  institutions,  gen¬ 
eral  and  special  boards,  and  our  laity  in  general,  to  the  Society  as 
the  publishing,  book- selling  and  printing-house  of  the  General 
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Synod,  entitled  by  every  consideration  of  justice,  loyalty  and  ad¬ 
vantage  to  their  general  and  generous  support.” 

The  past  two  years  of  the  work  of  the  Society  have  been  marked 
by  important  changes  and  encouraging  progress,  for  which  it  be¬ 
comes  us  to  express  our  gratitude  and  the  hope  that  the  divine 
blessing  may  continue  to  rest  upon  this  important  agency  in  the 
development  of  the  Church.

Board  of  Publication. 

Your  Committee,  charged  with  reporting  needed  amendments,  if  any,  to  the 
Constitution  of  the  Lutheran  Publication  Society,  incorporated  September  28, 
A.  D.,  1857  (See  Minutes  General  Synod,  1897),  keg  leave  to  say: 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  one-half  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  said  Society 
are  now  chosen  every  alternate  year  at  Philadelphia,  w'hen  the  attendance  is 
necessarily  limited  to  an  insignificant  number,  your  Committee  respectfully 
submit  that  the  Directors  should  be  chosen  at  the  Society’s  meeting  during  the 
biennial  Convention  of  the  General  Synod,  and,  therefore,  report  the  following 
proposed  amendment  to  Art.  VI  of  the  Constitution  for  consideration : 

“VI.  The  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  be  chosen  biennially,  at 
the  meeting  held  during  the  General  Synod,  and  shall  hold  office  for  two 
years  or  until  their  successors  shall  be  duly  elected.  At  the  first  election  suc¬ 
ceeding  the  adoption  of  this  article,  however,  ten  (10)  Directors  shall  be 
elected  to  serve  two  years  and  ten  (10)  to  serve  one  year,  the  term  of  office 
of  these  latter  beginning  at  the  meeting  of  the  Society  held  in  Philadelphia  in 
May,  1900.” 

Your  Committee  has  complied  with  the  law  requiring  the  publication  of  the 
foregoing  amendment.

PROCEEDINGS 


OF  THE 

Historical  Society. 


The  Historical  Society  came  to  order  with  Rev.  G.  U.  Wenner, 
D.  D.,  presiding. 

Rev.  W.  E.  Fischer,  D.  D.,  was  appointed  Secretary  pro  tem. 

Report  of  the  Curator  of  the  Lutheran  Historical  Society. 

It  gives  the  Curator  great  pleasure  to  report  as  follows : 

1.  Since  the  last  meeting  held  at  Mansfield,  O.,  two  years  ago,  one  hundred 
and  fifty-four  books  have  been  added  to  our  library.  These,  with  less  than 
one  dozen  exceptions,  are  books  produced  by  our  American  Lutheran  authors, 
and  are,  to  a  large  extent,  gifts  from  Lutheran  publishing  houses.  The 
majority  of  these  books  are  in  the  English  language;  some  are  in  the  Swedish, 
and  others  in  the  German  language.  And  yet  the  Curator  laments  the  fact,  as 
did  his  predecessors  in  office,  that  many  of  our  American  Lutheran  authors 
do  not  send  us  copies  of  their  books. 

2.  It  is  a  matter  of  particular  interest  to  report  that  upon  solicitation  the 
Lutheran  Augustana  Book  Concern,  Rock  Island,  Ills.,  and  the  Lutheran 
Book  Concern,  at  Columbus,  O.,  have  sent  us  copies  of  all  their  recent  publi¬ 
cations;  that  the  Concordia  Publishing  House,  at  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  and  the 
Lutheran  Publication  Society  at  Philadelphia,  send  us  copies  of  all  their 
publications,  and  that  the  General  Council’s  Publication  Board  sends  us  copies 
of  some  of  its  publications. 

3.  In  soliciting  presents  of  books  from  different  Lutheran  publishing  houses, 
the  Curator  has  tried  to  make  it  plain  that  the  Lutheran  Historical  Society  is 
not  an  institution  of  any  one  division  of  the  Lutheran  Church,  but  that  it  aims 
to  represent  and  to  serve  the  entire  Lutheran  Church  in  America,  without 
regard  to  differences  of  language,  nationalities  or  synodical  lines.  Possessing 
the  historical  spirit,  as  Lutherans  generally  do,  it  is  not  difficult  in  this  way  to 
excite  interest  in  the  collection  of  books  for  the  library  of  our  Society. 

4.  Since  our  report  of  two  years  ago,  a  box  containing  books,  pamphlets 
and  rare  copies  of  the  minutes  of  synods,  has  been  received  from  the  Rev.  C. 
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E.  Hay,  D.  D.;  also  a  box  of  similar  contents  from  the  library  of  the  late  Rev. 
A.  C.  Ehrenfeld,  and  one  from  the  Rev.  M.  Sheeleigh,  D.  D.  This  is  one  of 
the  ways  by  which  our  library  is  enriched,  and  is  made  more  valuable  every 
year.  The  Rev.  W.  S.  Freas,  D.  D.,  has  put  the  Society  under  obligation  by 
the  gift  of  seven  large  bound  volumes  of  minutes  of  district  synods.  These 
and  other  less  conspicuous  evidences  of  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Society, 
are  highly  gratifying  to  all  who  are  engaged  in  preserving  and  treasuring  the 
records  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America. 

5.  In  a  former  report  we  called  attention  to  a  goodly  collection  of  German 
manuscripts  in  our  possession.  These  manuscripts  have  recently  been  arranged 
and  put  in  order  by  the  Rev.  W.  A.  Lambert,  a  young  scholar  from  whom  the 
Lutheran  church  in  this  country  has  reason  to  expect  valuable  literary  service. 
Mr.  Lambert  spent  several  weeks  last  autumn  in  our  library,  making  researches 
and  gathering  materials  for  a  forthcoming  volume  supplementary  to  the  Docu¬ 
mentary  History  of  the  Ministerium  of  Pennsylvania  and  Adjacent  States.  In 
a  similar  way  the  library  has  been  opened  and  will  continue  to  be  opened  to 
all  persons  who  are  in  search  of  such  information  as  our  books,  periodicals 
and  manuscripts  afford.  And  it  is  in  this  connection  that  we  wish  to  say  that 
our  Lutheran  Historical  Library  is  of  great  and  special  value  to  the  professors 
and  students  of  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  General  Synod.  It  furnishes 
the  materials  for  lectures,  essays  and  theses,  such  as  cannot  elsewhere  be 
found. 

6.  We  call  attention  to  the  duplicate  pamphlets  and  minutes  of  synods, 
which  have  been  long  accumulating  on  our  shelves.  These  add  nothing  to 
the  value  of  the  library.  Indeed  they  have  already  become  an  encumbrance, 
and  ought  to  give  place  for  accessions  of  books  and  other  valuable  matter. 
Unless  otherwise  instructed,  the  Curator  will  continue  to  give  these  duplicates 
to  those  who  solicit  them,  though  he  may  charge,  as  his  predecessor  in  office 
did,  a  nominal  sum  to  cover  postage,  stationery  and  other  necessary  current 
expenses.  This  certainly  affords  a  rare  opportunity  for  individuals  and  libraries 
to  supplement  their  collections  of  such  Lutheran  literature. 

7.  It  will  doubtless  be  gratifying  to  the  Society  to  learn  that  the  entire  cost 
of  administering  the  affairs  of  the  library  for  the  last  two  years,  including 
freight,  expressage,  cataloguing  books,  filing  papers,  preparing  papers  and 
pamphlets  for  binding,  and  for  the  purchase  of  several  books,  is  $18.49.  No 
charge  has  been  made  and  no  money  has  been  received  for  answering  in¬ 
quiries  and  making  researches  for  others.

CONSTITUTION 


OF  THE 

GENERAL  SYNOD 

OF  THE 

EVANGELICAL  LUTHERAN  CHURCH 

IN  THE 

UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA. 

As  amended  and  declared  adopted  at  Washington,  D.  C.,  May  14,  i86q. 


PREAMBLE. 

Jesus  Christ,  the  Supreme  Head  of  His  Church,  having  prescribed  no  entire 
specidc  directory  for  its  government  and  discipline,  and  every  section  of  His 
Church  being  left  at  liberty  tc  make  such  regulations,  additional  to  those  found 
in  the  Scriptures,  as  are  in  harmony  with  the  Word  of  God,  and  best  adapted 
to  its  situation  and  circumstances;  therefore,  relying  upon  God  our  Father,  in 
the  name  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  under  the  guidance  and  direction  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  in  the  Word  of  God,  for  the  promotion  of  the  practice  of  brotherly 
love,  to  the  furtherance  of  Christian  concord,  to  the  firm  establishment  and 
continuance  of  the  unity  of  the  Spirit  in  the  bond  of  peace,  and  for  the  accom¬ 
plishment  of  the  grand  design  for  which  the  Church  of  Christ  was  established 
on  earth,  We,  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synods  connected  with  the  General 
Synod,  for  ourselves  and  our  successors,  do  adopt  the  following : 

CONSTITUTION. 

ARTICLE  I, 

The  name,  style,  and  title  of  this  body  shall  be,  “  The  General  Synod 
of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
Amekica.” 

ARTICLE  II. 

Section  i.  The  General  Synod  shall  consist  of  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Dele¬ 
gates  from  the  several  District  Synods  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in 
the  United  States  which  are  now  connected  with  it,  or  may  hereafter  join 
themselves  thereunto,  and  who  shall  be  duly  acknowledged  as  members 
thereof,  in  the  following  ratio,  namely : 

Each  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod,  containing  eight  ministers,  may  send 
one;  if  it  contains  sixteen,  two;  if  twenty-four,  three;  if  thirty-two,  four;  if 
forty,  five;  if  fifty-five,  six;  if  seventy,  seven;  if  eighty-five,  eight;  and  if  it 
contain  one  hundred  and  upwards,  nine  delegates  of  the  rank  of  ordained 
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ministers,  and  an  equal  number  of  lay  delegates.  Each  Synod  at  present  con¬ 
nected  with  this  body  shall  be  entitled  to  at  least  one  clerical  and  one  lay 
representative. 

Section  2.  Each  delegate  appearing  in  the  General  Synod  according  to 
this  ratio  shall  enjoy  equal  rights  and  privileges  in  the  transaction  of  its  busi¬ 
ness.  Each  Synod  may  choose  its  delegates  in  such  a  manner  as  to  it  may 
seem  proper,  and  shall  pay  the  traveling  expenses  of  the  same  to  and  from  the 
General  Synod,  unless  the  General  Synod  shall  otherwise  provide. 

Section  3.  All  regularly  constituted  Lutheran  Synods,  not  now  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  General  Synod,  receiving  and  holding  with  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Church  of  our  fathers,  the  Word  ot  God,  as  contained  in  the  Canoni¬ 
cal  Sciiptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments,  as  the  only  infallible  rule  of 
faith  and  practice,  and  the  Augsburg  Confession  as  a  correct  exhibition  of  the 
fundamental  doctrines  of  the  Divine  Word,  and  of  the  faith  of  our  Church 
founded  upon  that  Word,  may  at  any  time  become  associated  with  the  General 
Synod  by  adopting  this  Constitution  and  sending  delegates  to  its  Convention 
according  to  the  ratio  specified  in  section  first  of  this  Article. 

Section  4.  Should  the  delegates  of  any  District  Synod  withdraw  from  the 
sessions  of  the  General  Synod  without  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  body,  and  such  withdrawal  be  sanctioned  by  their  Synod;  or 
should  any  Synod,  without  being  excused  by  the  General  Synod,  decline  send¬ 
ing  delegates,  such  Synod  shall  be  considered  as  having  severed  its  connection 
with  the  General  Synod,  and  its  delegates  can  only  be  again  received  as  those 
of  a  newly-applying  Synod. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Section  i.  The  Delegates  to  the  General  Synod  shall,  at  each  meeting, 
choose  by  ballot,  from  among  their  nnmber,  a  President  and  Secretary;  and 
from  among  their  own  number  or  elsewhere,  a  Treasurer.  These  officers 
shall  continue  in  office  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Synod,  and  until  others 
are  chosen  in  their  stead.  The  same  person  is  at  all  times  re-eligible  as  Sec¬ 
retary  or  Treasurer;  but  no  one  may  be  elected  President  except  an  ordained 
minister,  nor  more  than  twice  in  succession. 

Section  2.  The  President  shall  act  as  chairman  of  the  Synod,  and  may 
take  part  in  the  discussions  and  vote  as  any  other  member,  but  shall  not  origi¬ 
nate  motions.  He  shall  subscribe  all  letters,  written  advices,  resolutions,  and 
proceedings  of  the  Synod.  In  extraordinary  cases,  and  by  request  of  any 
one  or  more  of  the  acknowledged  Synods,  or  by  a  respectable  number  of  the 
ministers  or  churches  connected  with  the  General  Synod,  he  may  convene  the 
delegates  of  the  General  Synod  in  special  session.  In  case  the  business  of 
the  Secretary  becomes  too  burdensome  for  one  person  tc  execute,  he  shall, 
with  the  concurrence  of  the  Secretary,  appoint  an  Assistant  Secretary,  and 
make  known  to  him  what  portion  of  labor  he  is  to  undertake. 

Section  3.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  journal  of  the  proceedings,  write, 
attest,  and  take  care  of  all  the  documents  and  waitings,  publish  the  time  and 
place  of  the  meeting  of  the  Synod  in  the  papers  of  the  Church,  at  least  two 
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months  beforehand,  and,  in  case  of  a  special  meeting,  he  shall  give  written 
notice  thereof  to  the  President  of  each  of  the  District  Synods  immediately 
upon  the  issue  of  the  call  for  such  special  meeting. 

Section  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  disburse  all  moneys  of  the 
Synod,  and  shall  keep  a  faithful  account  of  the  same,  which  must  be  sub¬ 
mitted  at  each  meeting  of  the  General  Synod.  At  its  pleasure  he  may  also  be 
required  to  give  bond  and  security  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  trust. 
He  shall  pay  out  moneys  only  in  pursuance  of  a  resolution  of  Synod,  or  upon 
an  order  of  the  President,  attested  by  the  Secretary. 

Section  5.  Should  any  officer  of  the  Synod,  in  the  intermediate  time  of 
the  assembling  of  the  body,  depart  this  life,  resign  his  office,  or  become  in¬ 
capable  of  executing  the  same,  then  the  remaining  officers  shall  appoint  some 
capable  and  faithful  man  in  his  place  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  General 
Synod. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  General  Synod,  as  the  highest  Ecclesiastical  Council  of  the  Evangel¬ 
ical  Lutheran  Churches  connected  with  it  through  their  District  Synods,  shall 
have  the  control  of  all  those  interests  of  the  Church  which  are  of  a  general 

o 

character.  The  powers  more  specifically  entrusted  to  the  General  Synod  are 
chiefly  the  following : 

Section  i.  The  General  Synod  shall  examine  the  proceedings  of  the  Dis¬ 
trict  Synods  belonging  to  it,  in  order  that  it  may  obtain  a  knowledge  of  the 
existing  state  of  the  Church;  and  it  may  publish  the  statistics  of  the  Church, 
and  reports  on  the  state  of  religion,  with  such  plans  and  recommendations  for 
the  promotion  of  the  kingdom  of  Christ  at  home  and  abroad,  as  it  shall  deem 
proper.  The  District  Synods  shall,  therefore,  transmit  to  it  regularly,  several 
copies  of  the  proceedings  of  their  annual  conventions. 

Section  2.  The  General  Synod  shall  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  providing 
the  books  or  writings  to  be  used  in  the  public  worship  of  the  Church,  and  in 
the  catechetical  instruction  of  the  young,  such  as  Liturgies,  Hymn-Books  and 
Catechisms;  and  no  District  Synod  shall,  without  the  sanction  of  the  General 
Synod,  publish  or  recommend  books  of  this  kind,  other  than  those  furnished 
by  the  General  Synod. 

Section  3.  The  General  Synod,  as  the  representative  body  of  all  cf  the 
Synods  connected  therewith,  shall  make  provision  for  the  general  missionary 
and  benevolent  operations  of  the  Church,  such  as  Home  and  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sions,  Church  Extension,  providing  a  church  literature,  founding  and  main¬ 
taining  institutions  for  the  support  of  poor  and  disabled  ministers  and  their 
widows  and  orphans,  and  other  general  benevolent  and  charitable  institutions. 
It  shall  use  all  its  power  and  means  to  unite,  foster  and  make  efficient  these 
operations  of  the  Church. 

Section  4.  To  accomplish  these  ends,  the  General  Synod  shall,  whenever 
deemed  practical  and  expedient,  create  and  perpetuate  such  Boards  of  Man¬ 
agers  as  it  may  consider  necessary  efficiently  to  carry  forward  these  operations 
of  the  Church,  and  to  determine  the  number  of  members  of  each,  and  the 
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time  of  their  continuance  in  office,  and  to  assign  to  each  Board  its  appropriate 
work  and  duties.  These  Boards  shall  always  be  subject  to  and  under  the 
control  of  the  General  Synod. 

Section  5.  Each  Board  thus  created,  acting  under  the  control  and  by  the 
authority  of  the  General  Synod,  shall  make  the  regulations  necessary  for  the 
management  of  its  own  affairs,  shall  appoint  its  own  officers,  shall  keep  full 
and  correct  minutes  of  its  proceedings,  and  shall  make  report  of  the  same  at 
each  meeting  of  the  General  Synod.  For  the  greater  security  of  the  funds 
and  property  which  may  at  any  time  be  intrusted  to  these  Boards,  any  one  or 
all  of  them  shall,  at  the  request  of  the  General  Synod,  obtain  acts  of  incor¬ 
poration,  and  the  Treasurers  of  the  same  shall  give  suitable  oonds  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties. 

Section  6.  The  General  Synod  may  also  institute  and  create  a  treasury  for 
the  efficient  advancement  of  its  purposes. 

Section  7.  The  General  Synod  shall  also  advise  the  adoption  of  such  rules 
and  regulations  among  the  several  Synods  as  may  prevent  unpleasant  and 
unfriendly  collisions  that  might  otherwise  arise  out  of  any  difference  of  opin¬ 
ion  existing  among  them,  or  from  any  other  causes;  and  it  shall  apply  all  its 
powers,  prayers  and  means  for  the  prevention  of  schisms  among  us;  it  shall 
be  sedulously  and  incessantly  regardful  of  the  circumstances  of  the  times,  and 
of  every  casual  rise  and  progress  of  unity  of  sentiment,  among  Christians  in 
general,  in  order  that  the  blessed  opportunities  to  promote  concord  and  unity, 
and  the  interests  of  the  Redeemer’s  kingdom,  may  not  pass  by  neglected  and 
unavailing. 

Section  8.  The  General  Synod  may  give  advice  or  opinion,  when  com¬ 
plaints  shall  be  brought  before  them  by  whole  Synods,  Ministeriums,  Congre¬ 
gations  or  individual  ministers  or  laymen,  concerning  doctrine  or  discipline. 
They  shall,  however,  be  extremely  careful  that  the  consciences  of  ministers  of 
the  Gospel  be  not  burdened  with  human  inventions,  laws  or  devices,  and  that 
no  one  be  oppressed  by  reason  of  difference  of  opinion  on  non-fundamental 
doctrines. 

Section  9.  If  differences  of  Synods  be  referred,  the  votes  thereon  shall  be 
taken  by  Synods,  and  the  referring  Synods  shall  have  no  vote. 

ARTICLE  V. 

The  order  of  business  shall  be  regulated  by  the  By-Laws  and  Standing 
Rules,  except  as  follows  : 

Section  i.  A  majority  of  the  Delegates  from  a  majority  of  the  Syncds 
attached  to  the  General  Synod  appearing  with  proper  credentials,  shall  con¬ 
stitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Section  2.  The  General  Synod  shall  appoint,  by  ballot,  the  time  and  place 
ot  the  next  Convention;  observing  at  all  times,  however,  that  one  meeting,  at 
least,  be  held  every  two  years. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Section  i.  The  General  Synod  may  make  whatever  By-Laws  it  may  deem 
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necessary,  provided  only  that  they  do  not  contradict  the  spirit  of  this  Consti¬ 
tution. 

Section  2.  No  alteration  of  this  Constitution  shall  be  made,  except  by  the 
consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  Synods  attached  to  the  General  Synod.  An  exact 
copy  of  the  intended  alterations  must  be  sent  by  the  Secretary  to  the  Presi¬ 
dents  of  District  Synods  in  connection  with  this  body,  with  the  request  that 
they  submit  them  to  their  respective  Synods  for  decision.  And  if,  at  the  sub¬ 
sequent  meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  it  shall  appear  from  their  minutes  that 
two-thirds  of  the  District  Synods  are  in  favor  of  the  alterations,  they  shall  be 
declared  adopted. 

REPUDIATION  OF  ALLEGED  ERRORS  IN  THE  AUGSBURG 

CONFESSION. 

The  following  preamble  and  resolutions  were  adopted  at  York,  in  1864,  and 
at  the  Canton  meeting,  in  1893,  it  was  ordered  that  hereafter  they  be  regularly 
printed  in  connection  with  the  Constitution : 

Whereas,  The  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the 
United  States  has  recognized  the  Augsburg  Confession,  both  in  the  Constitu¬ 
tion  of  the  Theological  Seminary  and  in  the  Constitution  recommended  to 
the  District  Synods  as  well  as  in  her  Liturgy,  and 

Whereas ,  Our  Churches  have  been  agitated  by  the  imputation  of  grave  and 
dangerous  errors  in  this  Confession,  so  that  amid  conflicting  statements,  many 
who  are  sincerely  desirous  of  knowing  the  truth  are  distracted,  knowing  not 
what  to  believe,  and  the  danqer  of  internal  conflict  and  schism  is  greatly  in¬ 
creased,  and 

Whereas ,  The  General  bynod,  according  to  its  Constitution,  “  shall  apply 
all  their  powers,  their  prayers  and  their  means  towards  the  prevention  of 
schisms  among  us,”  we,  therefore,  in  Synod  assembled,  in  the  presence  of  the 
Searcher  of  hearts,  desire  to  declare  to  our  churches  and  before  the  world,  our 
judgment  in  regard  to  the  imputation  of  these  errors  and  the  alienation  among 
brethren  which  may  arise  from  them. 

Resolved ,  That  while  this  Synod,  resting  on  the  Word  of  God  as  the  sole 
authority  m  matters  of  faith,  on  its  infallible  warrant  rejects  the  Romish  doc¬ 
trine  of  the  real  presence  or  Transubstantiation,  and  with  it  the  doctrine  of 
Consubstantiation ;  rejects  the  Rcmish  mass  and  all  the  ceremonies  distinctive 
of  the  mass:  denies  any  power  in  the  sacrament  as  an  opus  operatum ,  or  that 
the  blessings  of  Baptism  and  the  Lord’s  Supper  can  be  received  without  faith  : 
rejects  auricular  confession  and  priestly  absolution;  holds  that  there  is  no 
priesthood  on  earth  but  that  of  all  believers,  and  that  God  only  can  forgive 
sins,  and  maintains  the  divine  obligations  of  the  Sabbath;  and  while  we  would 
with  our  whole  heart  reject  any  part  of  any  Confession  which  taught  doctrines 
in  conflict  with  this  our  testimony,  nevertheless,  before  God  and  His  Church 
we  declare  that  in  our  judgment,  the  Augsburg  Confession,  properly  inter¬ 
preted,  is  in  perfect  consistence  with  this  our  testimony,  and  with  the  Holy 
Scriptures  as  regards  the  errors  specified.” 
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FOR  THE  GOVERNMENT  OF  THE  GENERAL  SYNOD. 


Article  i.  The  session  shall  open  promptly  at  9  o’clock  in  the  forenoon. 

Art.  2.  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Synod  the  Secretary  shall  call  the  roll 
of  all  those  who  have  sent  him  formal  certificates  of  their  election  as  dele¬ 
gates,  signed  by  the  President  and  Secretary  of  their  respective  Synods. 

Art.  3.  Thereupon  the  credentials  of  any  who  claim  to  be  delegates,  but 
who  are  not  so  enrolled,  shall  be  presented,  and  shall  be  decided  upon  by 
those  already  enrolled. 

Art.  4.  A  majority  of  the  delegates  from  a  majority  of  the  Synods  attached 
to  the  General  Synod  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  business,  but  a  minority  of 
the  same  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  or  postpone  the  session  of  the  Con¬ 
vention,  in  two  days  after  the  time  fixed  for  its  meeting. 

Art.  5.  As  soon  as  a  majority  appear,  and  a  session  is  organized,  as  pro¬ 
vided  above,  a  President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  be  elected  by  ballot, 
and  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  present  shall  be  required  for  such  election. 

Art.  6.  The  certificates  of  delegates  from  Synods  for  the  first  time  con 
nected  with  this  body  shall  then  be  received,  and  the  deputation  shall  be  ad» 
mitted  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention,  unless  objections  shall  be  made,  in  which 
case  the  matter  shall  be  referred  to  the  Synod,  and  be  decided  by  a  majority 
vote. 

Art.  7.  Delegates  from  Lutheran  and  other  Synods  not  connected  with  this 
bydy,  and  clerical  brethren  introduced  by  the  President,  may  be  admitted  to 
seats  in  the  Convention. 

Art.  8.  The  general  officers  of  this  Synod  shall  have  power  to  change  the 
time  and  place  of  the  next  Convention  whenever  in  their  judgment  it  may  be 
expedient,  or  whenever  the  officers  of  a  majority  of  the  District  Synods  shall 
approve  or  recommend  such  change;  provided  that  sixty  days’  notice  of  such 
change  shall  be  given  through  all  the  Church  papers. 

Art.  9.  The  chairman  of  each  delegation  shall  certify  to  the  Treasurer 
whether  or  not  any  delegate  has  left  Synod  without  permission,  and  in  such 
case  of  unexcused  absence,  the  Treasurer  shall  withhold  the  mileage  of  the 
delegate. 

Art.  10.  The  President  shall  fill  by  appointment  all  vacancies  which  may 
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occur  in  standing  committees  during  the  interim  of  the  Conventions  of  this 
body. 

Art.  ii.  Any  of  the  foregoing  rules  may  be  dispensed  with  temporarily  by 
the  unanimous  consent  of  the  Convention. 

Art.  12.  The  following  special  committees  shall  be  appointed: 

(1)  On  Devotional  Exercises. 

(2)  On  Correspondence  with  other  Ecclesiastical  Bodies. 

(3)  On  Auditing  the  Treasurer’s  Report. 

(4)  On  Mileage. 

(5)  On  Apportionment. 

(6)  On  Business. 

(7)  On  Resolutions. 

(8)  On  Minutes  of  Last  Convention. 

(9)  On  District  Synod  Minutes. 

Art.  13.  The  President  shall  appoint,  before  the  close  of  the  Convention, 
the  following  standing  committees  : 

(1)  On  Literary  and  Theological  Institutions. 

(2)  On  the  State  of  the  Church. 

(3)  On  Transportation. 

(4)  On  Sunday-schools. 

(5)  On  Foreign  Correspondence. 

(6)  A  Statistical  Secretary.

EVENING — Anniversary  Board  of  Education. 

EIGHTH  DAY— Thursday. 

1.  Historical  Society. 

2.  Sunday-Schools. 

3.  Election  of  Delegates  to  Corresponding  Bodies. 

4.  Appointment  of  Standing  Committees. 

5.  Selection  of  place  for  next  meeting. 

Evening — Anniversary  Deaconess  Board. 

This  order  is  arranged  for  days  instead  of  sessions  for  the  sake  of  uni¬ 
formity,  and  for  the  reason  that  some  of  the  more  important  items  require  the 
greater  part  of  a  day  for  consideration.  If  there  be  two  sessions  in  a  day,  the 
special  order  pending  at  the  noon  adjournment  shall  continue  the  special 
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order  after  the  opening  of  the  afternoon  session.  If  the  special  orders  are 
completed  by  the  time  of  the  noon  adjournment,  the  Synod  will  continue  on 
with  the  regular  order  in  the  afternoon. 

If  the  business  of  Synod  shall  require,  it  shall  continue  its  sessions  after 
this,  following  the  regular  order  at  each  session. 

The  Report  on  the  State  of  the  Church  shall  be  presented  at  the  last  session, 
and  shall  be  followed  by  a  fraternal  conference  on  the  State  of  Religion  in  the 
Churches,  the  discussion  of  questions  of  interest  not  included  in  the  regulat 
order,  and  a  season  of  prayer  with  final  adjournment. 


RULES  OF  ORDER. 


Art.  I.  Motions. 

1.  Introduction  of  Business.  To  bring  any  subject  before  the  Convention 
for  consideration  and  decision  it  is  necessary  that  a  motion  be  made,  seconded, 
and  stated  from  the  chair,  and,  if  desired  by  the  President,  committed  to 
writing. 

In  ordinary  routine  work,  however,  a  matter  may  be  acted  on  without  any 
formal  presentation,  the  chairman  putting  the  question  to  vote  without  wait¬ 
ing  for  a  motion.  This  may  be  done  only  when  no  one  objects. 

2.  Order  of  Precedence.  A  motion  shall  be  in  order  at  all  times  when  there 
is  no  other  business  before  the  Convention;  but,  when  once  a  motion  has 
been  received,  its  consideration  cannot  be  interrupted  except  by  Privileged, 
Incidental  or  Subsidiary  questions. 

a.  The  Privileged  questions  are  the  following : 

(1)  To  fix  a  time  to  which  to  adjourn. 

(2)  To  adjourn. 

(3)  To  decide  cases  of  Privilege. 

(4)  To  call  for  the  Orders  of  the  day. 

These,  from  their  very  nature,  take  precedence  of  all  other  questions  what¬ 
ever,  and  may  at  any  time  interrupt  any  other  business  of  the  Convention  until 
the  necessary  action  has  been  taken  respecting  them. 

Amongst  themselves  they  take  rank  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  placed. 

A  motion  to  adjourn  is  always  in  order,  except  when  a  vote  is  being  taken 
or  a  member  is  addressing  the  Convention. 

A  question  of  Privilege  can  be  raised  at  any  point  of  the  proceedings  and 
at  any  stage  of  a  discussion. 

b.  The  Incidental  motions  consist  of  the  following  : 

(1)  Questions  of  order  and  appeal. 

(2)  Objections  to  the  consideration  of  a  subject. 

(3)  The  reading  of  papers. 

(4)  The  withdrawal  of  motions. 

(5)  Suspension  of  the  rules. 

These  cases  arise  incidentally  out  of  some  question  under  consideration,  and 
necessarily  delay  action  on  the  original  proposition  until  they  are  decided, 
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after  which  the  main  question  is  resumed  at  the  point  at  which  it  was  inter¬ 
rupted. 

c.  Subsidiary  motions,  viz  : 

(1)  To  lay  on  the  table. 

(2)  To  order  the  previous  question. 

(3)  To  limit  debate. 

(4)  To  postpone. 

(5)  To  refer  to  a  committee. 

(6)  To  amend. 

The  foregoing  motions  are  employed  to  make  suitable  disposition  of  some 
principal  motion.  They  rank  in  the  order  of  their  arrangement,  and  any  one 
in  the  list  may  be  moved,  even  though  one  or  more  lower  down  may  be  pend¬ 
ing  at  the  same  time.  But,  though  as  a  rule  they  are  used  only  in  connection 
with  the  main  question,  they  may  also  to  some  extent  be  applied  to  each  other. 
For  example,  the  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  and  to  order  the  previous  qtiestion 
can  be  employed  on  any  debatable  motion  whatever.  To  limit  debate,  to 
postpone ,  to  refer  to  a  committee,  and  to  amend  may  themselves  be  amended. 

An  amendment  to  a  motion  may  be  made  at  any  stage  of  the  question,  but 
must  be  germane  to  it,  and  not  destroy  its  general  sense  or  purpose. 

An  amendment  beyond  the  second  degree  is  out  of  order. 

3.  Reconsideration.  A  principal  motion  having  once  been  disposed  of, 
whether  by  adoption,  rejection  or  indefinite  postponement,  cannot  be  renewed 
at  the  same  meeting  of  the  Convention,  except  by  adopting  a  motion  to  recon¬ 
sider  the  former  action,  which  motion  must  be  made  and  seconded  by  mem¬ 
bers  that  were  in  the  majority  on  the  original  question. 

Art.  II.  Discussion. 

1.  Proper  consideration.  Any  question  submitted  to  the  Convention  for 
decision  shall  receive  adequate  consideration  before  being  put  to  vote. 

2.  Objection  to  consideration.  When  a  motion  has  been  made  and  sec¬ 
onded,  if  any  member  makes  objection  to  its  being  considered,  the  President 
shall  immediately  put  the  question,  “Shall  this  subject  be  discussed?”  and  if 
decided  in  the  negative,  the  motion  shall  be  dismissed.  Such  objection, 
however,  must  be  made  when  the  matter  is  first  introduced. 

3.  Limited  debate.  The  motions  to  postpone,  to  commit  and  to  amend, 
whilst  themselves  debatable,  do  not  fully  open  the  main  question  for  discus¬ 
sion,  but  only  so  far  as  may  be  necessary  to  enable  the  Convention  to  deter¬ 
mine  whether  these  motions  should  be  adopted  or  rejected. 

4.  Undebatable  Questions.  The  following  motions  shall  be  put  to  vote 
without  discussion: 

a.  To  fix  a  time  to  which  to  adjourn  (when  a  privileged  question). 

b.  To  adjourn. 

c.  To  lay  on  the  table. 
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d.  To  order  the  Previous  Question. 

e.  To  limit  or  extend  debate. 

f  To  reconsider  a  question  that  was  itself  undebatable. 

g.  To  object  to  the  consideration  of  a  subject. 

h.  To  call  for  the  Orders  of  the  day. 

i.  To  settle  questions  relating  to  priority  of  business. 

j.  To  decide  an  appeal  relating  to  cases  of  indecorum,  to  transgression  of 
the  rules  of  speaking,  or  to  the  priority  of  business. 

k.  To  suspend  the  Rules. 

l.  To  allow  the  reading  of  papers. 

m.  To  permit  the  withdrawal  of  a  motion. 

5.  Privileges  in  Discussion. 

a.  Every  member  shall  have  full  liberty  to  discuss  any  debatable  question 
that  comes  before  the  Convention. 

From  this  privilege  the  President  is  not  excluded,  as  the  Constitution  (Art. 
III.  Sec.  2)  expressly  provides  that  “  he  may  take  part  in  the  discussions  and 
vote  as  any  other  member.” 

b.  No  member  shall  be  interrupted  while  speaking,  except: 

(1)  For  explanation  (not  without  his  own  consent). 

(2)  By  a  call  to  order. 

(3)  By  an  objection  to  the  consideration  of  a  subject. 

(4)  By  a  call  for  the  order  of  the  day;  and, 

(5)  By  a  question  of  Privilege  requiring  immediate  action. 

6.  Restrictions  in  debate. 

a.  No  member  shall  speak  on  any  question  without  first  rising  from  his  seat  and 
respectfully  addressing  the  chair,  nor  even  then  until  he  is  recognized  by  the 
chair. 

b.  Every  speaker  shall  hold  himself  strictly  to  the  subject  under  debate,  avoid 
all  personalities  and  make  no  reflections  on  the  motives  of  his  fellow-members. 

c.  Any  one  wishing  to  speak  oftener  than  twice  on  the  same  motion  must 
obtain  special  permission  from  the  Convention. 

d.  On  proper  occasions  a  special  order  may  be  made  limiting  the  speakers 
as  to  the  number  and  length  of  their  speeches,  and  fixing  an  hour  when  the 
debate  shall  stop  and  the  vote  be  taken. 

e.  A  question  shall  no  longer  be  considered  open  for  debate  after  the  voting 
has  begun.  Permission  may,  however,  be  granted  to  any  one  requesting  it,  to 
resume  the  discussion,  as  long  as  the  vote  in  the  negative  has  not  yet  been  put. 

Art.  III.  Taking  the  Vote. 

1.  Right  and  duty  of  voting. 

a.  It  shall  be  the  right  and  duty  of  every  member  to  vote  on  every  subject 
that  is  brought  before  the  Convention  for  its  decision. 

To  this  rule  the  case  of  the  President  forms  no  exception,  as  Art.  Ill,  Sec. 
2,  of  the  Constitution  specifically  gives  him  this  right. 
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2.  Order  of  voting.  When  a  series  of  motions  is  pending  at  the  time  when 
a  vote  is  to  be  taken,  they  shall  be  put  to  the  question  in  an  order  exactly  the 
reverse  of  that  in  which  they  were  made,  beginning  at  the  last. 

3.  Dividing  a  question.  When  any  motion  under  consideration  contains  a 
number  of  parts  that  may  be  divided  without  leaving  either  of  them  incomplete 
or  unintelligible,  such  a  division  shall  be  made  when  any  member  requests  it, 
and  the  vote  shall  be  taken  on  each  of  the  parts  separately. 

In  case  of  objection,  however,  whether  to  the  division  itself  or  to  the  form 
of  it,  the  matter  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Convention  for  decision. 

4.  Filling  a  blayik.  The  largest  sum,  the  highest  number,  or  the  longest 
time  proposed  shall  be  voted  on  first.  If  that  does  not  prevail,  the  next  high¬ 
est  shall  be  taken,  and  so  on  until  some  one  receives  a  majority  of  votes. 

5.  Forms  of  putting  the  question  in  special  cases.  The  following  motions 
shall  be  put  to  vote  according  to  the  forms  provided  for  the  purpose  in  Rob¬ 
ert’s  Manual,  p.  10,  viz. : 

a.  To  call  for  the  Orders  of  the  day. 

b.  To  move  the  Previous  Question. 

c.  To  decide  questions  concerning  appeals,  and 

d.  To  amend  by  striking  out  certain  words  or  clauses. 

The  forms  to  be  employed  follow  below,  in  the  same  order  as  the  motions 
above,  and  are  marked  with  corresponding  letters : 

a.  Will  the  Convention  now  proceed  to  the  Order  of  the  day? 

b.  Shall  the  main  question  be  now  put? 

c.  Shall  the  decision  of  the  chair  stand  as  the  judgment  of  the  Convention? 

d.  Shall  the  words  (those  proposed  to  be  stricken  out)  stand  as  part  of  the 
motion  or  resolution? 

6.  Number  of  votes  to  adopt. 

a.  A  majority .  To  adopt  any  ordinary  motion  or  resolution,  a  majority  of 
the  votes  cast  shall  be  sufficient.  A  tie  vote  is  not  to  be  considered  a  majority, 
except  in  a  vote  to  sustain  the  decision  of  the  chair  in  cases  of  appeal. 

b.  A  two-thirds  vote.  The  following  motions  shall  require  a  two-thirds 
vote  for  their  adoption  : 

(1)  To  object  to  a  question  being  discussed. 

(2)  To  cut  off  debate  by  the  Previous  Question. 

(3)  To  limit  debate. 

(4)  To  make  a  special  order. 

(5)  To  suspend  the  Rules  or  to  amend  the  same. 

c.  The  Yeas  and  Nays  shall  be  taken  and  recorded,  whenever  a  call  for  the 
same  is  sustained  by  one-fifth  of  the  members  present. 

d.  Decision  without  a  vote. 

(1)  In  matters  of  mere  roittine ,  the  absence  of  objection  to  any  action  pro¬ 
posed  may  be  taken  as  implying  general  consent,  and  may  be  so  announced  by 
the  President,  without  a  formal  vote  being  taken. 
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(2)  Questions  relating  to  the  reading  of  papers,  and  to  the  withdrawal  of 
a  motion  by  the  mover,  may  be  determined  by  the  President.  In  case  of  ob¬ 
jection,  however,  the  matter  must  be  submitted  to  the  Convention  for  decision. 

(3)  All  questions  of  order  and  of  privilege  shall  at  once  be  decided  by  the 
chair,  and  his  decision  shall  stand  as  the  judgment  of  the  convention.  Any 
one,  however,  who  does  not  agree  with  that  decision  may  immediately  appeal 
to  the  Convention  itself  and  have  the  question  settled  by  a  regular  vote. 

7.  Division.  In  case  of  a  vote  taken  by  voices,  if  the  decision  of  the  chair 
as  to  the  result  be  called  into  question,  the  effect  of  such  decision  shall  at 
once  be  set  aside  and  the  sense  of  the  Convention  ascertained  by  a  division. 

8.  Changing  one's  vote.  Any  member  may  change  his  vote  as  long  as  the 
result  has  not  been  finally  announced,  but  not  thereafter. 

Art.  IV.  Miscellaneous. 

1.  The  President  shall  appoint  all  committees,  unless  otherwise  directed  by 
the  Convention. 

2.  The  Rules  of  Order  in  Robert’s  Manual  shall  govern  this  Convention  in 
all  cases  not  determined  by  its  own  rules. 

3.  These  Rules  shall  be  distinctly  read  from  the  chair,  or  by  any  one  whom 
he  may  name,  immediately  after  the  organization  of  the  Convention,  and 
may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  session  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  present.
